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A PREFACE^ 

TO THE 



PIIPSENT EDraON OF THIS HlSTOR]t\ 



The foUownf Hiitorj of Um Birlianeai of England* whicjt begun on the . 

3rd dtj of November, in the year 1 640, and which haa since been usuallj 
dixtinj^iiished by the name of the Long Parliament, was written by Thomas 
Mayt Esquire, a Gentleman of great Qeniiis and . Litterary attainments, who, 
floariibed in i]» fdign of King Cbaria thp Fint. He wu born at M ejfiold* 
in ihe County of. Sussex, in the year 1595, and was the eldest sod of Sir 
T/uyrnnx Mai/, a Knight, wlio lived at that place, and who seems to hayc 
been possessed of a conipeteixt estate iu that iiesglibourbood, which was suffi- 
cient to maintain him in the eondition of an Indepcmbnt G^Ienm; aa ii, 
does not appear that he was engaged in any of the Professions. And the. 
liberal education which be gave Ins eldest son, our Author, seems to confirm 
this supposition of the [pdepeudance of Sir Thuma$ May's circuautaaces ; 
Ibr, after bafing eont him tp lome good icbo^ ip the neighboariiMd eiMa^ 
field, in the earJy part of his youth, in which he made an uncommon pro- 
gress in the acquisition of the learned Lapguages \) Sir Thomas May entered, 
him at SidnejrSusse:^ College, ii) the University of Cambridge, in the ratik 
of a Fettam^'WtiiiMowr^ wbidi is tlie upper (^lan of Students there, iato which 
the eldcHt son^ of the aflluent and independant gentlemen of England are usu- 
ally admitted. And here our Author continued his classical studies with 
^eat assiduity a^id success, and laid-in a copious stock of that elegit Literi^> 
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tun, mod fkmilmr uquaintenee witb the beat Poeti ud HutoriiM of Anli- 
^lri^f, Ibr wbtch be was afterwards so much celebrated. And in the year 
1612, he look tljc Drj^rec of Baclieior of Arts, hcini; then only 17 v iirsof 
age; it being the custom^ in those dajs, to remove youug scholars from 
GnimiMMcbools, to th« two lAuvldnities ftf tixtdtd Mi CtmhnigBt about 
three jmn earlier than it done at present, or 6u the last 60 or 70 years. But* 
after taking the Degree of Bachelor of Arts in tin- I'uivcrsitv of Cambridge, 
it does not appear that our Author ever took any other Degree there. 

From the ^rear 1619^ (when he w«s 17 yean old,) to the year 1615 (when 

he Mds twenty years of age,) it does not appear where Mr. May resided: 

though it seems reasonable to suppose that it was partly at Cambridge, and 
partly with his father in Sussex, lint lu the mouth of August* 1615, he was 
admitted a Student of the Law in the Society of Gray's Imu And firom that 
tiute he rckided chiefly either' at that Inn of Court, or in '«otne other part of 
London, for more than twenty years ; during which time he devoted himself 
much to the study and cultivation of Poetry, and, iu consequeuce of bis 
success in that etegaot Art, became famtiiarly acquainted with ^be •most 
eminent Courtier;) and Witi uf those times, and particularly with Sir Ketulm 
Dighj, Sir Richard Fanshnzo, Sir John Siirk/ini;, Sir .Ast:m Cokaine, ^Mr. 
'Ihouias Ciirexo (oi>c of the Gcuttemco of the Privy<cbamher to Kiog Charlei-j) 
and Endt/mion'PortiTf (one of the'Geiitlenien of hie Bed-chanAerj) besides 
iBen. Jonson (the celebrated 'Dramatic Poet,) and many ether persons of 
higher quality, who were Poets themselves, and lovers of Poetry in others, 
amongst whom ihey admitted Mr. May to have a stroi^g claim to be distin- 
guished. And it was in the course of these ^0 years (from the year 1615, to 
^the year 16S5,) that Mr. May made an excellent traaslatien, in verse* «C 
J.ucati's imhlc hislorieal Poem on the Civil War of Rome, between Pomjf^ 
the Great and Julius Ctesar, intitlfd Phnrsalia : which translation was first 
published iu the year I(i27< or tlic second year of the Reign of King Charles 
the First, and when Mr. May was S3 years obli and was published a s e cond 
time in the year 1630, or when Mr. May was years old; and then 
acrompanied wilh a continuatfon of the Poem in seven iiilditional booki*, in 
English verse (like the truitiiiatiuii of Lucan's work,) which curry the History 
W* that destractive Cifil War, to the death of Julius Cesar in the Cipitol, 
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1»y fbe haadt of tmvni Sentlon of Riniio> who had coupired against hia | 

who, for tin- most part, (or with the etceptienof «nly ^Tarrus Brutus nudCediu 
Cm • v, niul, perhaps, two or three persons more,) were OAiccrs of hii ovta 
Atmy, but yet thought it to be their duty to put hitu to death, when they 
fonnl that he was reioWed to torminate the long Mfies of Vietoriei which 
thejr Itad helped him to gain, with a total suppression of tlic Libertiat of their 
Country. With this grand and awful event, (which aOurded an example of 
llie punishment due to ambitious meu, who employ their great talents to the 
destruction of PubKek Libertj.) Mr. May thought the Poom ought to cod : 
■■d it may reasonably be supposed that he thought that Lucan hiinsdf would 
have cIoKd bis Poem witli the dcscriptioa of that cataMropho, if he bad 
lived to bring it to a conclusion. 

And, after havhig published this Continuation of LttcanV Poem, in aeren 

additional Books in English verse, in the year 16S0, he translated it into 
Latin Verse, and caused the translation fo be printed at Levdcn in Holland, 
where it was much admired by learned Furciguers, and tliuu^bt to be not 
hiferionr, in the purity of tbe Latin, and the bumony of tte Versea, to the 
y«nw of Lucan himself^ 

This traoHlatioD of Lucati'i Pharsjitia, with the Continuation of it in English 
Versoj and the trapslatioo of tbe said Contionation into Latin Yersej are the 
principal work* that have contributed to the reputation of Mr. May as a Poet. 

But theyarc nottheoni y ones. Forhc also di3tin<riii-!u (l hinm^lf as n Draniaf Ick 
writer, hy writing five Pla^s, two Comedies, and three Tragedies. The first 
of bis Comedies was intitled l^he Heir, and was acted at London in the Reign 
of King Jam^s the Fir«t> in the year 1690, when onr Author Ttra« but 9S,year|| 
old ; and it was af(cr\» ards published in the year 16331 ; and it is .ipokcn of by 
the writers of tlio?e timrs as an exeellcnt performance. And his other Comedy, 
wibich wait called The Old Cuufle^ is thought to have be<^ written about the same 
,tiiMe at the fimper. and was dao brought upon tbe Stage at London, and well 
received by the Puhlick, and it Id Haid to haTeheen esteemed but little inferiour 
In his former Comnlv. thrne Tragedies were intitled Cleopatra, Queen of 
^SJP^ * '^f.'ippinn. Empress of Rome ; and Antigone, the Thebau Pruicess : 
bn^ Ihej seem to baYC hem hm admired thjia hia Comedies. And. he distiik- 
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gtiulied liitnteir by other elegant Publications both in Vrrae ard Prcc, before 
(be bcfjiiinirif^ of tlic I,oi)£ Piiiliament, of wliich he wrote the fullowing History. 
He litfd somewhat above a year after the death of Kitig Charles tbc Vint, 
in January IG48-49» and died, almost luddeulj, in (he year 1650, ui th* 
MSth, or 56tb* }car of bis age. 

More particulars conceraiiig the life and writings of this cmineitt Author 
aaajr be seen under tbe article of bis name, in tbe BiograpHia Brttamiea* 
But tboae that have been here aet-furtti, are sufficient tu sliew that he must 

have had ( VK'II. nt opportiiiiiti. s of kiiowin:; the sever.il pi lilick event-, that 
happened lhroiiji:hout tbe whole Reigii of King Charles the Vust, which began 
in the year 1635, (when Mr. Mai/ was 30 jcan of age,) and coded in tbe 
year 164849, when Mr, Map was 54 yeari old. And, therefore, Mr.Maj 
seems to have been admirably we'l fitted to become the historian of the trans- 
actions of this whole lleign, and e'^peciully of the proceedings of the three 
first 3-ears of this Parliameut, which met iu November, 1610, if be possessed 
the Grand Reqnisile of a good historian, wbidi ia ImpartiaUtff^or tbe Lmt 
of Truth" Now " that IwliMitbis important Requisite," seems tobe bigblj 
probable from the following eonsideratioiia* 

As his History of ibis Parliament was published so early as the year 1617, 
that i«, less tlian -«cven years after the firit iiifi tin^ of it in November 1640, 
tliere mubt have been great numbers of persons living at the time of its publi* 
cation, who had been witnesses of the sereral transactions reeorded in it, and 
perfectly acquainted w ith al! the circurostaooes belonging to them; and many 
of the?e per!<oi.s woiiUl, no doiilif, have been readv riionph to eontraflict the 
accounts he bad given of them i;i this History, and to point-out to the Publick 
tbe particular points in whidi he bad mis-represented them, if those accounta 
bad not been fisitbful. And jet I do not Bad than any wrttcra of that time, 
from the month of May, 1647, when this History was published, to tli? month 
of May, 1660, when King Charles tbc Second was restored to bis father's 
Throne, have erer «oute»ted the truth of tbe facts related in this History* 
And, therefore, it seems reasonable to conclude that tboae facts are true* 

Ard, further, we may obaer?e that tbe fbdi related iu thia History «r» 
foiMid to agree with the mcoudU gifcn of them by Mr. WhitJock in bis Me> 

moriaia» 
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moriab, and by others of tbe nmit Mdate awl «saet butorical wrifen of tboie 
tinea : wbieb k an addiUeaat fround for luppoiriiig bin to bavo been a terj 

impartial, as well as ;i \(Ty wi ll-inrnrmcd and judicioiM* nlatw of tiM pro* 
eeediogs of that iinpurUiit i'criod of our Historj. 

Aod* hsOy, tbia Hialory of tbe Parliament almoat apMfca for itadf in inpport 

of the impartialkjr of its Author. For it is wriftpn in so calm and temperate 
a style« ia ao free from inveiLive and auinioaitj, and has every wlicrc such aa 
«ir ot «ando«r and moderation, that it aeena to be almost imiiussible for a 
«eadcr of it not to snppoae it to be inpartiaL 

And, accordingly, this is the character that has generally been allowed to 
lielong to tbb work, by the most diligent and critical ioquirera into the Engliah 
History : of which- 1 will here givo two esanples by citing tbe opiaiona of 
two viTv rmiocnf Persons to this purpose, nUBely, tbe late very learned Dr. 
WMrburtou, Bishop of Gloucester, and the late MTy great Minister of State, 
en tbe thrae laat yean of tbn nign of King Oeoifs tbe Saennd, Mr. WiHiam 
Pitt, who WIS afterwards created Earl of Cbatban. 

Dr. Warburton, Biahop of Gloucester, in bis familiar Letters to his intimate 
friend. Dr. Ilnnd, (wbo was afterwards Biahop of Weroealer,) baa two my 

remarkable passages relating to this work of Mr. May, which I will herb 
transcribe fi Din the collection of tl'ose Letters wbicb was published a few ycars 
ago, tuoo after the death of Dr. Hurd. 

The firtt of these passages ocenis io a Letter of Biiihop Warburton, to Dr. 
Hurd, dated on the SOth day of iaa^ io tbe year nst3, aud it in these worda :

The opinion of the great Mr. Williain Pitt, (afterwards Earl of .Chatham,) 
occurs in a Letter to liis Nephew, Thomas Pitt, Esquire, (bis elder brother's 
son.) who was then a joung man and a student at Clare^liali, ia the University 
of Cambridge, and wIm wai afterwards created Lord Camelford : wbiek 
Letter was dated on tbo Mi of September, 1754i Tbe passage containiiiK it 
is ia these words : 

" I desired you, loine ^e since* to Mad Land CShMMbR** Hutory <(f iht 
" CSn/ Iflarr . I have latdy road • mtwh henester and more instructive iwok, 

" of the same Period of History. It is the Histon/ of the Parliament, hij Thomas 
*' Ma^t JStq^ire, I will scad it to jou a* soon as jou return to Csinbridge.'* 

These passages of the Letters of these two very eminent persons, are strongf 
testinjonies in favour of this excellent History, of which, however, I cannot 
find that there has ever been published aoj second Edition: aad tbe copies of 
mm first BdiUoa of it, (which is prinlid in m thin fiilio valBme in a very large 
type,) are now ^own very scarce. I tiwKforo hope timt this new Bditioil 
of it, in the more eointnodious size of a quarto volume, and with tbe addition 
of short abstracts of it's contents^ printed in a smaller character in the margins 
of the page*, ( which, though it is a practice that is now grown much out of 
iashioB, oppevs to me a most important article for the conrcnienee of the 
leaderO will be acceptable to the Fublidb 

At th« cod of this History, I have printed an Appendix to it, which con* 

tains all the Declarations, and Votes, and Messages of both Houses of Parlia* 
neot to the King, with the King's Answers to them, fruni the month of No* 
venber, 1641, (when the King had returned from Scotland to London) to the 
7di of the following month of March, 1641-42, when he had refused to reside 
nt Wmtminsler, near the Parliamentt (in coMequcnce of some popnhur t«i» 

•lulto- 
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nuUs (hat had ariaen there, from which he apprcbeoQed daoc^er (o hit person) 
and waa Mtiffiiif to the city of York, to rtise ft body of IVoofM tiiOK for hi| 

defence, iiiiflcr the name of a Ltfe-Guard ; ^»liich mrasure was soon after fol- 
lowed bjau open civil-war. Amongst these Parliauien(ar) Papers will be found 
Snt, the famous Grand Remon$tr<mee of the House of Comnioos, presented 
to tiie King in Decwnbcr, 16il, vbidi CMtaiiM « juat Picture of tlw aeferal 
Gricyance^t ofth« Nation, anting from Ihc Kinir'g mis-g^ovcrninrnt, frmn the 
beg^iiniiig of bis reign, and theKing's Answer to it; and secondly, an account 
vftlw Kin|;*a violent Eotty into the House of Comoions.oo tbc4tb of Jaouarj, 
1641*48, atfrndcd by • body of 300 armed man, to aeiw the penona of fire of 

the most eniiioiit Mcniberi of the House, (Mr. Danzil Holies, Sir Arthur 
Ha>lerig. Mr. I'ym, Mr. Hainden, and Mr. Strode) in order to ha»e tbeoa 
tried for iii^b Treason, for what they had nid aod done, as Members of that 
Hotne; together trith an account of the sltorertion tint (vok place betsreea 
(be King and the Parliament in consequence of that violent measure ; anri, 
tbirdiv, an account of sL>veral inforniations,that had been given to the Parliament, 
of Licences that had been granted, uuder the King's hand, to wrerel Iriah 
OIBcera of the Pkiptah ReKgion, (aome of whom had been bred in the waxa in 
FIniidi rs and IToIland, in the service of the Kin^ of Spain) to g^o^ver to 
irelard, where it was much to be fi ared, tbatlbey would cngaec in the Irish 
rebellion; and tome of them had actually done so: from which iuforma> 
tiona the nriiament could not but entertain some snapicioni that the King; 
Ihoufjh he might not have at first authorised and eiirnura^ed the Irish Papist* 
to enter into this rebellion, (asthosc rebels derltirr<l that he Aaddonc, yet, now 
tliat the rebellion was on foot, was unwilling that it should be speedily sup- 
pteaied ; and was in hopea that he ahould rrcesTc aome aiaittanee firon those 
rebels against the Fiifjlish Parliament. Thtse in format inns received by the 
Parliament, and set.fortb in some of the latter Papers in this Appendix, are 
very positive and partienlar, and seem fully sufficient to justify the suspi- 
ciona entertained by the Ptellament, of the King'a aecret aentimenla on thia 
snbjeet, nnrl did ccrt.iinly contribute very much to incrrate tlie jcalotiby 
they bad conceived of his design to revoke all his late eooceasioBSt and to 
reaofne hia former absolute authority, by any mcaus that he cooM employ 
Ar that pnrpoaa. And, if that berrid Iriah rcbetlion bad not happened at the 
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time it did, and Ireland had conliimed for a year or two in ihc tame state of 
peace asd tranquillity in which it was wbeu the King went to Scotlaod, ia 
jlugna^ 1^1 > to meet bis Parliament tbere^ and tattle tbe affiure of that 
Kiiigdom both in Church aad State, (which he did to tbe thorough Siilitfaclioa 
of his Scottl>Ii siil'ji'cti-) it »ecms probable that, upon Ills return to Liinilou in 
tbe followiug mouiii ofNovember,lti41, he would have cooipiied in like luaooer 
with his EogHsb Parliamcat, in all the further roeasuret thej would have pro* 
poaed to him, for the compleat correctiou of the former abuses in the'Gkik- 
Venunent, botli i-i Church ami State, anil for the rpiideriiij^ all tlicsc correc- 
tions and concesMOos periuaocat after the Dissolution of the present Parlia- 
ment« ao nito |Nit them out of «U danger <tf hdog rescindMi, or cevoked, 
either hj the %iag hinaalf or anj of bb aocceaaon to the Crown. Aad If 
this opinion is well founded, it will follow that that horrid rebellion in Ire* 
land must be contidored as having been the cause, not only of all the blood- 
shed, and robbery, and desolation, which it immediately spread over. thai 
island, bat also of all the misery in which England was orerwhelmed during 
tbe whole of tbe Englisb civil-war,,or for the space of more than nine year», 
to wit, from the summer of the year lfi42, when it begun, to the end of 
the year, 1&5I, when, (after the great victory gained at Worcester, by tbe 
army of the CommenwMlth of Eoglaiid, under the cdmnund of Oliver Grom* 
well, over the Scottish army, commanded by King Gharlcs the Second) the 
whole bland of Gieat>Britaiii was restored to Peace*

It vfipeA* turn the last paragraph of thb History, in page 28S «i OA 
Edition, that Mr. May bad intended to puhluh a Continuatioa of it,lo which*. 

ashe informs ns, he proposed to give a large account of the caant'ton of arms ttiade 
by tlie King -with the Irish rebels, (soon after the relief of the city of Glou- 
cester, by the Earl of Essex, in the summer of tbe yeas 1648,) aad t(f tht 
gnat victor^ vliieh maS muniarf ijf Ihc Mn^BA Farces had eMakud avev 
grud multitudes of those Irish rebels, before the time of that cessation; at 
alto of the Covenant^ which the English Parliament, ami that part of tJte 
Jfation that adhered to it, entered into, abotu this time, uith their Brethren 
«f ScfilUmi^fw tht mabtUntmat tgi tht ^il^a» and Lihertitt tht twf- 
JO$tgi<mt* But thb desifn MrJdig did Mt carry into execntioii,. though

Tint a^ 
roiinf of that horrid Event is uiiivers.i)! v allowed to be perfectly true and aii- 
tlientick. a4)d is, indeed, made-up, in a great degree, of the dcposiiions of 
leTeral persons who \^ere oye*witnc(ses of the rarions assaults, and murders, 
and robberies of the poor Protestants, by their perfidious Popish neighbours, 
wit!) wliom they liad been living in the most friendly and lnl'^llspec(ing fa* 
niiliarity for almost forty years. It's authenticity is therefore above all- 
saspicion ; mid it was published before M". May wrote tbii History of the 
Parliament: for it is mentioned hy h'lm in the 81st page of this Volum^. 
with the greatest approbation, ^^here he calls it ibe faithful rclatinn of that 
Rebellion iif a Aublt Genllcmant whose place in that Kingdom gave him the 
meoM 10 knaie it; and he declares that he had partly collected from it, what 
he himself had said in this History, concerning that sheckittg event. It 
therefore seems iirol)ai)le, that what is related on this stibjerf by Sir Joh» 
Tempiep in his Uijitory of tbis Rtbellion, will contain much of the same 
matter which would have been related by M*. JIlby eoneeming it, if be had 
executed his first design of continuing bu History to a later Period: «id,therfr>- 
fore, I think that the readers of this work of Mr. Mn j, would do well to 
peruse Sir John Tempk's History the Irish ReL^on aiter it, a« a propt r 
"■ . Sequel, 
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Sequel, or Siipplemonf, fo it. TIip only Edition of Sir John Temple's Work 
tliat I have seen, was printed iii the ^lear 1746 ; and the copiea of ii, I am 
iofonned, mn grown MMnewbal tcarce. It would therefore be, probabl/, an 
acceptable service to f be Lovers uf Truth in the Hiltory 9t their Csttntry* 
to publish another Edition of it. P'or the horttd event* of wbich- it givw 
a faithful Relation, ought never to be for^t.

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ose of History, and the just Rules for composure of it, hav© 
been so well and fully described heretofore by judicious Writers, 
that it were lost labour, aud a needlesse extension of tlic present 
work, to insist, by way of Introduction, upon either of Ihem. I 
could rather wish niv abilitie<* were such, as tlmt t!ie Reader, (to 
whose judgement it is left,) might tiode those Kules to have been 
ohmmil in tiie Narration iteeir, laiiead of being set-forth to him in 
tiie Preface bj a vaine Anticipation. 

I will only professe to follow that one Kule, Truih, to which all the 
rest (like the rest of Moral Vertues to that of Just ice) may be reduced; 
against which there are many waies, besides plaine falsehood, 
Wherein a Writer may offend. Some Historians, who seeme to 
jibhorrc direct falshood, have, notwithstanding, dressed Truth in 
such improper V estments, a^ to seem to have brought her forth to 
act the same part that'falshood would ; and to have tanght her, hj 
Flictorieal disguises, partial concealments, and invective expres- 
sions, instead of iutbrmmg, to seduce a Reader, and carry tlie 
judgement of Postrrit J after that Byas which themselves have mad^ 
It was the opinion of a learoi d J?isliop of England, not Ion*; ago 
deceased, that ilie Annals of Cardinal Jtioroniua did more wound the 
Protestant Cause, than the Controversies of Bellarmiue : And it may 
welt be true. For against the unexpected stroke of partial History 
the ward is not so rea'fy, as against that Foleiuike writing* in which 
Hostility is professed wi li -.[ eu < ire. 

This fault 1 have endeavoured to avoid : But it is my misfortune 
to undertalce a subject that is of such a nature that really to avoid 
•partialitjr in treating it is not verjr easie : but to escape the suspicion, 

or 
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or censure, of falling into it, is almost impossible for thccleerest in- 
tegrity that ever wrote. Oliier writers, as well as mvself, will, I su|>- 
poae. Undertake to handle this subject : and, beeaiise none of ihetii, 
■jicrcliance, w.w nivc |)( itbct satist'aetion, I >liall, in the behalfe of us 
all, intreat theUeader, that,iu his censure of our several produetiuns, 
lie woold deaJe yi}\h the Writings of men as with maakinde itselfe, 
eall that the ieU, vhicii is ike lout bad, ' • 

The Subject of this work is a Civil War; — a Warmdccd as much 
more than CiVi/, and as full of miracle, both in the causes and 
effects of it, as iiras ever observed in any Ai:c >a Warre as cruel 
as unnatural ; — that has prod ueed as intich rage of Swords, — as much . 
bitternesse of Pens, both pubiike and privati-, — as was ever knowne ; 
and has divided tJ)c uiuler:>taiubitgs of men, as well as then allL-c* 
ttonSf in so high a degree, that scarce oould any vertue gaine due 
applause, any reason frive satisfacticm, or any Kclation obtaine 
credit, unlessc amongst men of the same side. It were, therefore, 
« presumptuous madiiesse, to think that this, poore and weake 
Discourse, wliirh can di serve no a|)|)laus(^ from cither side, should 
obtuine from both so much as pardon; or that those Persinis should 
agree in the judgement they will form of it who eonid never agree 
. in any thing else. 

• ■ 

I cannot, therefore, be so stufud, B» not to be fuUy sensible of , the 

ditticulty of the taske imposed on me, or the great envy which attends • 
it i which other men who have written Histories, upon lurre Icsse oc- 
casion, have discoursed>of at large in their Prefaces. And Taciiui 
hiniselfe, coinplauiing of those ill tin»es which were the vinliappy 
subject of his Auuals, (though he wrote not in Uie time of the same 
Princes under whom those things were acted ;) yet, (because the 
Fatiiiru s of many men who had then been ignominious, were yet 
in being,) eould not but discourse bow much happier those Wtitcrs 
had been, who had takien more ancient ami prosperous times for their 
Argument; such (as he thei-e expresses it,) as those times in which 
the ,<rrent and glorious actions of the old Uoniaus, their houuurable 
Atchievcments, and exemplary \ Crtuca, are recorded. 

And I could have wished more than my life (being myself ineon- 
^idcnib]<>) that, for the sake of the Publick, my I'benie could rather 

liiivc Ijicn the prosperity, of these Nations, the Honour and hap- 
pnu^sse ot ttiis Kin^, and such a blessed Condition ot Ixjth, as 
might have reachea aU the ends for which Government was first 

ortiaiued 
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ordained in the world, tlian the description of Shipwrecks, 
Ruines, and Desolations. V et these things, truly recordtiJ iind 
observ ed, may be of good Use, and may bene^t Posterity in divers 
kinds. F<n, thousih ihe present Actions, or rather sullenn^s, of 
these (once liappv ) Nations, are of so iiigh u Uiarkc and consider- 
ation, as might, perchance, throw theniselves into the knowledge 
of Posterity i)y Trndition, :iml the weisjht of tlu-ir own Fame; 
Yet it may mucit conduce to the beuclit that may arise from thut 
knowledge, to have the irae causes, original^ and growth, of them 
represented by an honest Pen. 

For tlie truth of this plaine and naked Discourse, which is here 

{)rehented to tiie ptibhke view, containing a briefo Narration of 
hoee Distractions which have fallen amongst ns during the sitting 
of this prost nt I'arliiinw'it * ; as also some passages, and visible 
Actions of the former Government (whether probably conducing to 
these present calamities, or not: of which let the Reader judge:) 
1 appralc only to the nirninry of any Englishman, whose yi-ares 
have been enow to make liim know ttie Actions tlial were done; 
and whose conversation has been enough publike, to let him heare' 
the Common Voice and discourses of People upon those iVetions ; — 
to bis memory, 1 say, do 1 appealu, whether sucii Actions were not 
done, and such Judgements made upon tlicm, as are here related. 
In which, perchance, some iU-aders may beputinmiude of ttieir 
own thoughts heretofore, which thoughts have since, like Nebucl<<i'I~ 
ne2:ar.'< dreame, departed from them. Aa English Gentleman, 
who >vent to tmvel wiien this FarHament was called, and returned 
whfn tlusc ditierenees were irrownc among us, hearing what Dis- 
courses were ilaily made, adirmed, That the i^u liaiuuul of l^/i^/uvi<i 
(ju his opinion) was more mis-understood iu England than at Komej 
Ami that there was a greater ii( (;d to remind our own CouiUry- 
Uien, lhau to infunne strangers, of wliat was paiil; So mucii ^suid 
he) iiuvc they seemed to ibrget both the things themselves, and 
(heir own former Notions concerning themf>»

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But, wlmrc ^Vonc rontinucs, people are inforccd to make tlirir 
residence iu several Quarters ; and therct'ore teveralt according to 
the places where they converse, must their information be concern- 
ing the coridilion atul state of things. From whence arist s not 
oneiy a variety, but a great discrepancy for Uie most part, in tlie 
Writings of those who record the passages of such times. And 
therefore -it has seltlonjc happ<'ned, but that, in such times of 
calamity and Warre, Historians )n\\e much dissented from each 
other. Fraucisais Ilaraus conipilt d Annals of the bloody and 
fierce Warres in the I^ethtrlaticis, when some of tliosc Provinces fell 
from the obedience of Philip the Second, King of Upain : NVhicli 
busine&sc he relates in such a way, as must, iu probability, lead a 
Reader to behex e that the King and his Officers were aJtog^ther 
innocent, {ind the peo[)le of those Countries the only causers of 
their own Calanuty, Meieranus also wrote the History ofthosc very 
tinea ; which whoso reads, must needs make a contrary censure 
concerning tlie occasion of that AVarre. 'J'hc like discrepancy 
hath been found in Historians of all ages and Natiot>i>, and 
therefore ought not to be much «ondered-aU if it ahoald now 
happen. 

But that which, of all othcrsubjects, is most likely to be differently 
letated (because informations will not agree in such a distance) is 
concerning the actions of Warre and Sonldiery ; and in the time of 
this Warro, it is a thing of extreme ddlicvilty (I might say, of im- 
possibility) tor those of one Party to be truly informed oV all the 
Counsels, or the very Performances and Actions, of Commandeia 
and Souldiers on the other side. Ho»v much valour the English 
Kation on both sides have been guilty of in this unnatural Warre, 
the World must needs know in the general fame. But for particu« 
lyrs, how much Worth, Virtue, and Courage, some particular 
Lords, Gentlemen, and others, have shewed, unlesse both sidea

dnrins: these Wan, in tlie quarters, attd under the protection, of 

tlir Varliamrnt ; aiul \v liat>oev(. r is brii fly related of the Sonldiery, 
iieing toward the end of this Book, is according to that light which 
I discerned there. For whatsoever I have missed ooocerninx the 
otlirr Party, I can make no otiier Apology than such as Mete- 
ranus (whom 1 named before) doth in the Preface to his Hi&torj', 
JDe Belgicu tumu/libui. Whose words are thas : Qudd plura de 
Reformatorum, & patr'ut defemorum^ quim de Partis advenue rebtu 
gesiis exposuerim ; niirum haudqtiaquam est : quoniam plus Com- 
mercii ^ familtaritaiis mihi cum ipsis, & major indagandi opporiuuitas, 
J'uit. Si Pars adversa idem tali probiiate pnesiiterit & ediderit; 
Posteritas gcs/a ninniu hsere, & Uquido cognnscere, mngno cum 
fructu poteiit. In like- manner may 1 averre, tliat, if \i\ this dis- 
course more particulars are set-dowu« concerning the actions of 
those men who defended tlic Parliament, than of those that warred 
against it; it was, becauitc my etinversation gave me more light on 
that side ; to whom, as 1 have endeavoured to give no more than 
what is dne, so I have cast no blemishes on the other; nor be- 
stowed any more characters tluin what the truth of Story must 
require. 1 f those tliat write on the other side will use the same 
eandonr, tlirte is no fearc but tli;it postc^iily may receive a 
lull information concerning the unhappy distractions of tiicso- 
Kingdoms. 

This I must adde, that to inform the world of the right nature, 

causes, aiid trrou tli of tlu se Distractions, it will re«|uiic that tlic 
Discourbc begin from prcceedent limes ; which 1 shall endeavour 
to deduce down to the present time with as much brevity as the 
necessity of unfolding truth can possibly admit. 

Neltlier is it needful to begin the Story from times of any great 
distance; or to mention the (Government of our most ancient 
Princes ; but from that Prince * (Iresh in tlie memory of some yet

yJUEENE Elibabbtii, of glorious Memory, together trfA that gnat Scodc 

ofvVealth and Honour, which her prudent and ]\i^t Government had brouj^flit 
to the English Nadon, had enriched thein besides with a greater Treasure ( which 
we may justly aceoust th« dnae of aH tlie mt) Religiia icftMnad tarn Popidi 
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THE HISTOtV OP THE 



That Referaiation enraged the Quecnc in a new Interest of State, to side vith 
the Protestants against those Potent Monarchs of the other Reli;rion. which seem- 
ed at the beginning as much dinger and dis»tnmiage to her, as it proted in coQ- 
cluvinn <:fcurity and Honour ; so impossible it is for any disadvantage tO pmraile 
over them that hclpe the Lord against the Mighty. 

That Storme from Fmnce, wUch 80 much threatened the weake beginnings of 
her Reigne, was suddenly bbwnc-over by the death ci liftNR.Y the second, and, 
some few Moneths after, of bn Sonne FitAircia, who had tnanied the Qaeene of 
Sut^:ni: the danger which remained great^^t was from Sfai e, where Philip the 
Second then reigned, a Prince not greater in Dominion, Treasure, and Armie^ 
than deeply engaged against the Pn>«estant Religion, by the instigation and aoitt- 
ance of the Jesuites, an Order, which in the Age before had beoie highly coim> 
tenanced by Pope Paul the third, in opposition to the Gospell.Doctrine, that 
then began to spread apace in Germany and other parts. 

The whole OrJ<r of Jetui/et (as endeavouring to set up one Temporall King- 
dome of Cbrii/enJcme, suitable to the PafeU Hierarely) applyed their serviet 
altogether to the Monarchy of Sp^in', as being then far the greatest in Europe 
(and fittest for their purpose) by the late uniting of so many Kingdomes and 
Dutchies under the p<.'rson of CHARLts thr- Ftupcrour, uHd by a foriunatc 
biithright inherited, together with Castile, and /hragon^ and all the great acqui. 
dlions 0f Mt Oiandfather FeROtNAND in Ittdy and the JVttt-India, the nch 
and useful patrimony of his Father Philip, Burgundy, 2.nAl\\t Netherlands All 
these he had left entirely to his Sonne Philip, who to so large a IVTrKory, luui 
made that strong addition of the Kingdoine of PcrJuga!/, and might seeow W 
Enemy too mighty for Englmd and all the Prsttitatiu of Evofe to oppose. 

Bin Queene Elisabsth had woven die bteiest of her own State so tnseparw 
ably into the cause of Religion itselfe, that it was hard to overthrow one without 
the ruiue of the other. And God, who iiad given her so much grace and cou- 
T^;e as to rely wholly upon him, did, with that Almighty hand; not OBBlf hold 
ha Uf from ainkii^ but lift her above the heads of all her eneoiiiia. 

By what degrees and nasns she atduered the gicat Aciloas of her reignc, and 
brought so much prosperity to her Nation, it is not the scope of this discourse to 
relate at large (for her History is not the worke in hand) but only in brief to 
declare that, be&re her death, she was the happy instrument of God to promote 
the Protestant ReUgpon in all parts. She curbed the Spanish greatne^ by sup* 
porting F^WKt from mine, to give some balance to the other ; as she preserved 
SiQthn.i from bein^ swaJloweJ-up by the French befjro. She protected the 
Hollanders against him, vanquished his Armies both by Land and Sea, with tiiany 
oth< r such things .l.s nii^iit seeme too much to be the atduerments of one Reigne. 
ikfld last of ail, she reduced lr>Mad whol^ to obedience, notwithstanding all the 
subtill machinations of Spain, and open assoHance given m Armes to her Iridi 
Rebels. All which she accomplibhi^d by the justice aiid prudence of her gOTem- 
meat, by making the right us^ of her Subjects hearts, hands, aad Purses, in a 
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Parliamenraiy «Cf { as also securing her own Kingdome by strengthening the 
hands of Protestants abroad ; insomuch as she stood at last above the reach of 
any enemy by open warre ; and protected by God, though often attempted by 
domestick Treasons and A;.sassinaiions, till in the end she died in a good old age, 
leaving to her Successor, King James, the Kingdome of EngUud in an happier 
coodiiion than ever it was; the Kingdome of Miatf wholly mibdued and reduced, 
to reap for himselfe the harvest of all her labour and cxpcnce; and nothinjj to 
do for it, but to propagate the true Faith in that Kingdome, which she, prevented 
by death, could not performc ; and wa5, in probability, an casie taske for King 
jAMJis at that time ; much conducing besides the honour of God, to his cimam- 
Tanporall atrengdi and greatneaae, if he had onely gone fiuriy on m dut way 
which Queene Ki.izabeth had made plainc for him. 

The Prosperity of Ett^land seemed then at the height, or Ajuu} ; and it pleases 
God that Siatwmaliy times shall decfinefiom their happfae w e TO hcwt any amarcnt 
aiiglics to or icasons that «« can aa a Heatbtt ooniilamn

These things have made some h^;h>Kacidng Writers impute the raising and 
decUaatkn ot Kingdomei and Common- wealths to certaBW aaoects of heavenly 
Comtdhtkm, toConjonc^ons and oppositions of ¥tanetB, and various EcRpses 

of Celestiall Luminariet^ ; others, to an hi^iJcn sTrcngth, and secret efficacy of 
Numbers themselves; and most men to the pcrpetuall Rotation of fortune: but 
the judgemeftis of Ood ui diose diinga are paac our findiD|^««t; and tfaej are 
too vriae, who are not content soinedmes to wonder. 

For King James, the Successour to Qneene Elizasbth, was a wise and**'''^'*^'""' 
learnul Prince, of JispoEuion mcrcitull and gracious, excellently grounded in that 
Kdi^um which he proiessed, as the world may find e by his extant writings; a 
Prince of whom England conceived wooderfull hope, and received with great joy 
and Triumph. But he did not beginne where his Predecessor left, proceedmg 
father in a contrary way : what the reasons of it were, I will not at ail presume 
to delivi r my opimon, though some have beene bold to write and publish of late 
yeeres, thu it was feare forhb own Person, that made him to temporize with 
iUme, considering the boldnessie of lesuitkall Assatsmes: others, more candidly, 
conceived it might be his gn^t desire of peace and union wi'h other Princes, 
thougli he nii^ht crre in the meanes of attainijig that end; for he was by nature 
a great seeker of I'eac*', and abhorrer of bloodshed, according to that Motto 
which he ever used, Beaii PitafiH, I cannot search into mens thoughts, but 
ond^ relate the Actions which qipearcd. 

% S was 
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ms brought very low by Queene Elizabeth, and had bccne ncerer to mine ia 
all probability, had she lived a few yeares longer; dwEatatc-s of the united 
vincr^ of the Neiheriands, those useful! Confederates to England^ began to be 
despised by the English Court, under a vaine shadow, in stead of a reason, *' that 
ibeywerean ill example for a Monarch to cherish." J hen began secret Tnaties 
to pasae betwixt Rome and the Court of England ; care to be taken about noon- 
dlktioa of Religions ; the rigour of Penall Lawes against the Papists (notwithstand- 
ing that odious plot of the Gunpowder-Treason ) was abated ; the pompc of Pre- 
lacy, and multitude of Ceremonies, encreased daily in the Church of Engiaad, and 
accordinff to that were all Civil All aires managed both at home and abroad. 

Neither was it easie for the King to tume himselfc out of that way, when he 
was once enired into it; so that at last the Papists began by degrees to be admitted 
neerer to him in service and convcrb.iiinn. F.xt :< ( tiing desirous he then was to 
natch the Prince, his Sonne, to the Infanta of i^atiit ; about which many and long 
Treaties passed, wherdnnot onely the Spaoiard, bat die Pope, made many present 
advantages of the Kind's earnest desires, and many waies deluded him, as it 
appeared plainely bv his owne Letters to his Ambassadours there, since found and 
publkbed. 

Thus was the King by degrees brought, not onely to forsake, but to opnose, his 
owne intercut bath in civill and religious afl'aires, which was most unhappily scene 
in that causr (as taj DakL nl Rohan observed,) wherein, besides the interest of all 
Phitestanis, and the lionour of his Nation, the estate and livelihood of his owne 
ddldren were at the height concerned, the Palatinate-busiaesse. 

From hence flowed a farther mischiefc ; for the KiiuT ; biiir^ loath, perchance, that 
the whole people should take notice of those waies iu wtiicli lie trod,) grew extremely 
disaffected to Parliaments, calKqg them for nothing but to 'supply his expencea^ 
dissolving them when they began to meddle with State-Afikires, and divers times 
tmprisonmg the Members for Speeches made inPariiament, against the fundamen* 
tali priviledgcs of that high Court. 

Parhaments being thus despised and abused,^ projects against the Lawes were 
Immd^t to supply the Kmg's expeooea, whioi were not small; and the King 
(whether to avoid the envy of those things, or the trouble of them) did in a man- 
ner put-offall businesse of Govenimeni from himseife into the hands of a young 
ofihc Duk«of Favourite, the Duke of BucUNOHAi^ whom he had raised, from a Knight's fourth 
Bii rt i n gtw m . Sonne, to that great heighth, and entniated vnth the chiefe Oilices of the King- 
do^e; besides the great power, which he had by that extraordinary favour of con- 
ferring all places aii'.l preferments both in Church and State. 

1 bis Duke, not long before the death of King jAMbs, was growne into extraor- 
dinafy bvour and mthrenesae with the Prince, whom he afterward swayed no lene 

than he had before hi:. !,r!;:T; like an uniia;jtiv vjvi.nir exhaled from the •earth tO 
SOgreat an haght, as to Lloud not only tlie rising, but die svttiag bunne. 
'WKia^Cteiict. King Charles, with great hopes and expccution of the people, and no lesse 
•high espicaaioDs of love and du;y from all in £eneial» began his Acigne on the 
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11 v,^ March, 1624. And iniie.- 1 tfiai love which the people bare to hLs Person, 
had been before testified, whilryi lu- was y i Prince, at his retimie from Spaine, 
tboaghthe journey it^ Ke had not bei n pi i in^ to the Kingdomc; for, when the ' 
people saw him arrived in saJety, there needed no publike hdict tor thanks giv ing:, 
* or joy ; every society and prirate latnilv as if the hearts ot all had bfttie in one) 
did voluntarily assemble themselves togetht-r, prai^n^ () jd, wi h singin^; oFPsilmes, 
with joyfull feasting, and charity to the poore; insomuch that, I bupposc^ the 
Uce consent, withoat any interposmg authority, hath not been often knowne. 

The same affections followed him to his I'hrone ; the same hop-js and faire 
presages of liis future Government, whilest they considered the temperance of his 
Yottth, how citare he had lived from perMMiall vice, bebg grawne tD.tbe tte of 9S. . 
now uouiiKed of those Hcentiuus extravagances, which onto that age ania fortune 
are not only incident, but almost thought excusable. 

But some men suspended their hopes, as doubting v^hat to finde of aPrinceso 
much and so lon|; reserved } for be had never declared bimselfc of any Faction, or 
acarse interpo s ed m my State aflfures, though some things had heen managed in his 
father's Reigne, with much detriment to his owne present and future fortunes. 
Yet that by the people in generall was well censured, as an ciTect of his piety and 
obedience to the King his father, and happy presages were gaihcKd from it, 
" That so good an Obcyer would prove a just Ruler." 

They Pondered also to see him suddenly linked in such an intire friendship with 
(fceDlike of BurKiNfiHAM ; for extraordinary Favourites do usually eclipse and 
much depresse the Heire apparent of a Crowne, or else they are conceived so 
to do; and, upon that tva^on, hated and ruined by the succeeding Prince ; in which 

•Idnrie all ancient and moderne Stories are fuUof exaniplcN. 

In the beginning of King Charx.ks his Keigne, a Parliament was called, and iin &n% HafliamcnL 
adjourned to Oxjcrd, (the plague raging extremely at Lotustn,) where the Duke of 
BucKiKGHAM was highly questioned, but by the King (not without the griefe and 
sad presage of many people, that private sffections wotild too much prevule !n him 
against thepub!ikt) he was protected against the Parlianuiii, uhith In ili it oiuly It u djigoh^j, 
purpose was dissolved, alter two Sul3«iidies iiad been given and beiore the Kingdomc . 
itceived reliefe in any one grievance; as n e xp tes s ed in the first and general Re- 
monstrance* of this' pr; sent Parliametit, where many other ii:i! i[ipy passages of 
those rinK» are brietiy loucheil; as that the Kmj iuiineJiately atti.r tiic dissolution 
df that Parliament, contrived a Wane against in which the designe waSA wwithSpMii. 

unhappily laid, and contrary to the advice which at that time had been given by 
wise men, who perswaded him to invade the West-hdits ; a way, no doubt, 
fitfremore easi.- and hop^lul lor i:i:gi: d to prevaile against Sp nn:i[\-M\ any otlu'r: 
instead of that, the King, uith great expence of 1 reasure, raised au Army and

Of the tieje of Ro- They complained likewise of another designe (which indeed was much lamented 
by the people of /^'.;g&B</ingenera!l) about that time put in practice, — a thing de. 
ftructhre to the highest interest of the Nation, the nuuntenance of the Protestant relt- 
' gion : a Fleet of English Ships were set-fbrtfi, and deliTered^over to the Ftencb, by 
whose strength all the Sea-force?^ of Rochell were scattered SOd deStK^Fedf— a loHe 
to them irrecoverable, and the first step to their ruiiie. 

Neither was this loane of Ships from Eigland (for such was the people's com- 
plaint andau^idon afpioat^thoae who at that tiine atood at the Hebne ) supposed 
to proceed so much from friendship to the State of F^aut, as from designe against 
Religion; for immediately upon it, the King, by what advice the people understood 
not. made a breach with France, by taking their Ships, to a.great value, without 
making any rccompence to the Eiiglish( wnoee Goods were ihereapon imbarr'd, 
and coniiscUe in that Kingdome. 

In revenge of this, a brave Army was raised in En^lani^ and commanded by the 
Duke Iff Buc KiNGHAM in person, who landing at the Isleoi Khiti, waj at the first 
encounter victorious against the French ^ but, after few Moneths stay there, the 
matter was so unhappily carried, (the Generall bdog unexperienced io Warlike 
affaires,) tliat the French prevailed, and gave a great defeat, where nuuiy gallant 
Gentlemen lost their lives, and tne Nation much of their ancient Honour. 
The lown of Ro- From thence proceeded another step to tlie ruinc ol A' f/f;/ ; the sick and wounded 
cbeiiv lompcUcd b} English were seat into that City, and rcUeved by the besieged Rochellers, out of 
toX' l^n>r«>''«'« Aey dien had, upon faithful pronjise of supplies fnm 

VHaehhiagf V-.n-hnd in the same kindc. The provisions of A' J:f'l w< r ' li'tic (-nou^h fur their 
owne ri lictc at tliat time, if we consider what ability tiic French Kiii;^ had to ctm- 
tinue that siegL-; when to the proper wealth and grcatnesse of his Crowne was added 
that reputation and strength which his late successe against all the other Protestant 
Garrisons ia'f-'raiiee had brought. 

The besieged Rochellers, not doubting at all nf the due and necessary supply 
of Victuall from Ln^la id, sent their Ships thither for that purpose ; b'jt those 
Ship^ whose retumc with bread was so earnestly expected, were stayed in Eng' 
ktM bv an MMrgoi and so long siwed, till that unhappy Towne was enforced to 
yield byftinme, the sharpest ofall Enemies. 

But in the meane time, whilest these Ships whh Victuall were detaineJ, a great 
Army w as raised in Fnglind torreliefe of Hah II: but too great was the delay of 
those preparations till time WIS past, and that Army in the end disbanded by the 
Tht Dnth of tbr Sad death of the Duk e of BucKiMOHAM theur Generall, who was stabbed at i'trtt. 
iB tam' *' ' * private Gentleman, John Fbi.tom. 

lliv F 1, ION was a S uKii.r of a low >ta^ure, and no proiniM'ug aspect; of dis« 
pouiion serious and melancholy, but religious in the whole course of bis life and 
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conversation ; which la«t I do not mentioa out of purpose to countenance his un. 
Irwfxtl acr, a<! ?unposing him to have had (as some did then talke) any inspiration 

or callin;^ of God to it : His coidttnons to his friends, both publike and private, 
were, I hat he had often secret motions to that purpose, which he bad reused and 
prayed against, and had almost overcome, untill he was at last cooJirmed in it, 
by reading the I vte dissolved Parliamcns's Reinonstrance agaiiist the Duke: That 
then his con?cionce told him it was just and latidable, to be the executioner of 
that man, whom the highest Court of Judicature, the Representative bodj of 
ihe Kingdome, had condemned as a. Travtor. But, let Poateri^ ceatate tt at 
they please ; certdn it is, that Fblton dia much repent liim of the uslawfuhiesse 

of ihe fact, out of no ff arc of death, or punishment hero ; for bs wisht d his 
hand to be cut-off before the execution, which his Judges could not doomc by the 
laves of EigUnd. 

The Kinp; had not lonp before broken-ofT anotfiTr ParliaTn iit, called in the A tecond P«rli»-

things, which formerly he had done; and that grant, instead of fertifymg the'** 

Kir.gdome'sLiberty,madeit appear to he morf di>f( noeK'sse than b<'ftire,|r seeing ] tlial 
Lawes themselvt>s were no barre against the King's will. The Parliament, in hope 
of gradous Acts, had declared an intent to give his Majesty five Subsidies; the liatt 
proportion oi which five Subsidies was, after the dissolution of that Parliament, 
exacted by Commission of Loane from the people, and those imprisoned which 
refused the payment of that Loane: Great sums of money were required and 
raised by privy Seales: A Commission for tqueezing the subject by way of Ex* 
dae: Sowdiefs were bilfited upon them: And a designe laid to fawfatve the Nation 
hjrafotceof German Horse: with many other things of that nature. 

Thoee aflairs of htate which concerned Coniediraies abroad, had been managed 
«nth as much disadvantage, and infelicity to them, as diahoBOUr to Et^g^ib 
Nation, and prejudice to the Cause of Religion itael£r. 

Peace was made with Spmu without consent of PttUament; by which all hope]^KswMii|paia. 
vras utterly lost, of re-isiablishir.g the Kiiv^ s ncerest kindred in their just Domi- 
nion i and the Protestant Religion much weakened m GtmsKf. What Couoaelb 
had then iaftuefKe upon the Coott of EHgtanJ^ might be tiie amaaement of a wise 
roan to contider , and the plaine truth must needs seeme a paradox to po?rerity ; 
as that the Prulesitant Keligiun, both at home and abroad, should stitfer much by 
dw Government oi two Kings ; of whom the former In lu* ciwn person wrote 
moM learnedly in defence of it ; and the latter in his owne person lived more 
conformably to the Rules of it; than any of their Contemporary Princes in 
Europe. But the Civil AlVairtu of State were too ill managed, to protect, or at 
least to propuate, true Religto>n \ or else the neglect of Religion was tiie cause 
that Gvill A&rea were bleMed with no more honour and prosperity. The right

;ini! the deviation Rrew daily farther, and more fatall to the Kingdom. Which 
appeared in a direct contrariety to all particulars of her Rtisne. litlesof Honour 
were made more honourable by her, in being conferred sparingly, and therefore 
probably upon great desert ; which aftervar«is were become of lesse esteem, by 
being not oncly too frequently conferred, but put to open sale, and made too 
often the purchase of Mechannicks, or the reward ol villous persons. 
Thf [>r..|>i.- rrinicfd At the Death of that Duke, tlie people were possesied of an unusuall joy, 
Di^' ' b!! k- '"^ wWch they openly testified by such expressions as indeed were not thought fit 
fc— t ing- ^^^^ tiecrnt by wIm? men, upon so tragicall and sad an accident, which in a chris- 
tian coiisideradon might move compassion, whatsoever the offences of the man 
were.

And it may be that God was oSendcd at the excesse of their joy, in tliat he quickly 
let them see, the benefit was not so great to them as they expected by it ; but his 
judgements are too high for iiwn to seareh. Tra» it is^ that the people in gene- 
rail loving the King's Person, and very unwilling to harbour the least opinion of 
ill in him, looked-upon the Duke as the onely hinderanre of the KingUomes 
happinesse; supposing, that, though other Statesmen n.igiu afterwards arise, of 
as bad or woise intenikms, than the Duke; jret none would have so grrac a powar 
Sir esKtition oF them ; nor any other Genns be ever fimod, to have so great a 
m:ist.^ry over the King's Genius. But it is certaine, that men did much therefore 
rcjijycc at the death of this Duke, because they did before much feare what mis- 
chiefe might befall a Kingdwno, where that man, who knew himselfe extremely 
hated by the people^ had all the keyes of the Kiogdome in his hand, as beii)g 
Lord-Admitau and Warden of tlie Cinqde-Ports ; baving the comntaad of all the 
SoalJi.Ts, and the oncly power to reward and raise them. 
A third Parliunent 1 hi.'5c joyes and bopcs ot men lasted not long : for in the same year (b«tng the 
fourth of KingCHARtFs) and after the dead) of the Duke of Buckingham, 
hm M inipiM««i another P^Uament was dissolved ; and then the Ptiviledgea of that high Court 
were more broken than ever before. Sue Members of the House of Commons, who 
had been forwai d in vindicating the Privile\.iges of Parliam.nt, were committed 
close Prisoners for many moneihs together, without the liberty of using book^ 
pen, inke, and paper, while they were deified in dlis condition ; and not ad« 
mitted to baiie according to Law : They were also vexed with informations in 
mt'eriour Courts ; where they were sentenced and fined for matters dam in Parlia- 
ment ; and the payment of such Fines extortc^l trom them. Some were enforced 
to put>in security of good behaviour, before they could be reieated : The rest 
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who refused to be bound, wcrr detained divers ycares after in custody, n' whom Sir Joka 
one Sir John Elliot, a Gttuleiran ol able p:irts, that had been foruardest in**"''*' 
CSpresston of hiniM^lfe for the freedome of his Country, and in taxing the unjust 
•ctions of the Duke of Buckinohah, while that Duke lived (though the truth 
be, that those Speeches of his were no other dim what cmied the pnbUi^e con- 
sent in ihom dved by the har h^ncss of his imprisonment, which would admit of 
no relaxation, though, for heahh's ^ke, he petitioned for it often, and his Physi- 
tian gavH.in teathmaqr to the same purpose. The freedome that Sir John Elliot 
used in Fiiriiaitieat^ ww by the peopk m geoml a|ipiaiided|, thouigh miicb taxed 
by the Courtiprt, and ceosm^d bf abme ^ a more pblitike reaenre (considering 
the timts) in ihar kind that Tacitus censures Ti raseas Pcetus, as thinking 
such Irci'doni a necdles?e, and therefore a foolLsh, thing, where no cure could be 
hoped by it. Siti ptriiuluwi, ntt aSis BlerUtm. 

After the breakiiig-off this Parliament fas the Historian speaketh of Roman TV Ptxmie tote the 
Bbertv, aftfr ti c battel of Phii.ippi, t.unquam pest bit fr^tUum, (3c.) the people ^°f^,, [J, ji'jJ'JJJ^^R"; 
of England for many years never lookcd-back to their ancient liberty. A Dcclara- . ; rntf of Itettir 
tion was published bv the King, wherda aspersioos were laid upon some Mem- ' 
ben; but indeed tlie Court of Fkrliament itselfe wm dechmUna&iat. AU 
whicli t>H^ c! j^'ctcd peop!..' were iblC^ltO xn4 IRtb ^IticDCe^ Hid aUow, ag^illB^ 
the Uictaic oi their own reason. 

The pet^ple of Em^bmd from dnt time were deprived of the hope of Parlia- 
menta; and all things so mao^ged hj publike Officers* as if never such a day oC 
acooont were to come. 

I shall, for method's sake, first of all, make ashort enumeration of some of the 
chiefe grievances of the Subjects, which shall be truly and plainly related ^ as 
likewise some vices of the Nation in general; (that the Reader may the better 
judge of the causes of succeeding troubles,) during the space of seven or eight 
yeares after the dissolution of that Parliament; aiidthenshall give some account con* 
ciTtiir-.g the ,';i;vf ra! disjx)sitions of the people of Enci.anh, and their different 
censures of the King's govemmenc during those years ; touching, by the way, some- 
what of the maimers and customs of the Court of Ehouus b; and then bfiefly 
of the cooditkn of Ecdoiaaiical afiitcai and the cenmres of men coaeemivg 
that. 
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A brief e RekUion of some grievances of the Idngdome* 
The vartous opkuons of men concerning the present Go' 
vemment. The condition of the Court and Clergy of 
England. Some observations of a stranger, concerning 
the Religion of the Ei^lish people, 

Jt cannot but be thought, by all wise and honest men, that the sinncsof En Mtd 
vereata great height, that the injustice of Governours. ami vices ot private men 
were very great} which have since cailetUdown from AUnighty God so shaipe a 
judgement; and diawn-on, by degrees, so cahmi'oos and oomiminga Warn. 
Those particular crimes an En^libh HistDrian can take no pleMttie to rela(!e^ but 
might nuher desire to be silent in, and say with Statius :

Bat to be iHcnt in that, were great injustice and impiety toward G(h1 ;— to rdate 

his judgements upon a KingHnme ; and forget the sinnes of that Kingdom, which 
were the cause of them. U he Heathen Historians do well instruct us in that point 
of futf } who never almost deaoflie any Civil Warre, or publiice affliction, wiihuut 
idatbg at the beginning, liow vilioiia and corrq>ced their State was at that time 
grown ; how fiiulty both the Rolert and People were, and how fit to be punished, 
eithi r Uy themselves or othe s. Nor doe any of ilip R man Pot-ts ur.dcrtake to 
write oi that great and niisi rable Civil Warre, which destroyed the present State, 
and enslaved posterity ; without first making a large enumeration of soch ratiser; 
how wicked the tiraniu rs of /iowf were growne, how the chietc Rulers were given 
tq a\'aiice and opp cs>sKiu, and the whole State drowned in luxury, lusts and riot, 
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asyou may aee upon that subject in two the mon elegant of them. And shall w e 
Christians, who adore the true God.ind live underthc Gospel-light, not be sensible, 
under so heavy a j il 'cment, of our owne ofieaces? 

To be^n with the faults of the higher powen, and their Ulegal opprenion of 
Ae people, during these eight or mne yeeni. in wlndi parliamentB were denyed to 
Enfh which I briefly touch, K-fcrrinsf the Reader to a more full narration in the 
Remonstrance; multitudes of Monopolies were granted by the King, and laid 
upon all thmgs of most common and necessary iMe» wdl as Sops, &dt» moc^ 
Le«lier> Sarcole,uid nunj other of that kinde.

These things were accompanied with an enlargement of Fonretts, contrary to Ma^ othw -nifi 
Ma^na Chan a, the forcing of Coot and Conduct-Mooey, takklg-mmsf the ArmiB* ' ~ 
of Trayned Bands in diven Gooatiet. diaarming the people by engMMti^gof Gun- 
powder, keeping it in Ae Tower or £i M wlw f , and setting so high a rate upon it, 

that the poorer sort were not able to buy it j nor could any have it without 
licei\se ; whereby several parts of the Kingdome were lieft destitute of their neces- 
sary defence. 

No Courts of Judicature etmld give redresse to the people for these illegal suffer- 
ings, vihilest Judges were displaced by the King, for not complying with his will, 
and so awed, that they durst not do their duties ; For to hold a rod over them, 
the clause, ^juatdiu st btnt gttitrint^ was left out of their Patents, and a new 
clause, Dvame ^^-^Wr*^' inserted. 

New Illegal Oatheswere enforced upon the Subjects, and new Judicatories erected 
without Law ; and when Commis&ions were granted lor examining the cxcesse of 
Fees and great exactions discovered, the Delinquents were compounded- withf 
sot ooely for the time past, but immunity to offend for the time to come ; 
which, inatcad of tedreimg. did confinne and enereaie the grievance of the 
Subjects. 

By this time, all thoughts of ever ha\'ing a parliament againe, were quite 
banished i so many oppreasioos had been set on foot, so many illegal actions done, 
ttut tbe ooely way i» juMifie tbe aiiichiefea already don^ was to do that one

so ijrent'an injustice ; that things carried so farre on in a wronp way, must needs 
either iiishive themselves and postt-yity for ever, or reqiiin^ a vindication so &harpc 
and smarting, as that the Nation would groane under itj aad» though the times were 
jollf for the pfcaent^yet, havmg observed the judgements of -God upon other secure 
N.itions, they could not chuse but feare the sequel. Another sort of men, and 
especially Lords and Gentlemen, by whom the pressures of the Government were 
not much felt, who enjoyed their*o«iie plentiful forttues, with Hide or insensible 
Pvtof thctientry. detriment, looking no fiurther then dMirpraent aafetv and prosperity ; and the yet 
•undisturbed peace of the Nation, whitest odierKjngdomes were embroy led incala* 
mitiff;, an'l Grrw -wvsadly wasted liv a ^iharpo W.irre. dkl nothing but applaud the 
happinesse of England, and called those ungrateful and factious spirits^ who com* 
plained of the broach of Lawee and libertieB ; That the Kingdome aboanded widi 
wealth, plenty, and all kinde of Tancies, more than ever ; That it was for the 
honour of a people, that the Monarch should live splendidly, and not be curbed at 
lU in Us FkcragaliTc, which would bring him into the greater csteeme with other 
A^nces, tuiid more enable him to prevaiie in Treaues; rhat what they suffered bf 
Monopolies, was insentiible. and not grievous, 'if' compared with other States; 
That the Duke of Tl sk *n"y sate hi a\ it r upon his people in that very kiiiJi: ; That 
the French King had made himseUc an absolute Lord, and quite depressed the 
power of Parliaments, wiiich had beene there as great as in any Khr.gdome, and 
yet tfiat France nourished, and the Gentry lived well; That the Ausfaiaa 7 
especially in ^jxvm. layed heavy burdens upon their Subjects. 

r hus did many of the EqgGwi Gentryg by way of oooipariaoQ, in < 
course, jpleade for their awnetertntnde. 
hiByiiiiBiirfilw The Courtiers would begin to-dispi^eagllnstParfiameiits in dteir onlinary dn> 
Gowiim tamtib course. That they were cruel to those whom the King favoured, and too injurious 
to his Prerogative; That the late Parliament stood upon too hi^h tennes with the 
Kmg; and that they hoped die King should never need any more Parliaments. 
Someof the 'i;rentrst Statesmen and Privy-Couns !Ior<. would ordinarily laugh at 
die ancient Language of F.r gland, whef\ liie word Lil orty of the StUijecl was 
lumed. But these Gentlemen, who seemed so forward in taking-up thjir owne 
yoake, were but a small part of the Nation, (though a number conaidenbie 
enough to make a Reformation hard) compared with tt lose GentJesm who were 
sensible of their birth-rights, and the true int. rest of t!ie Kingdome ; on which 
side the common people in the generality, and the Country Freeholders, stood, who 
'Would rationally aigue of difeir owne Rights^ftd dxiae oppresaaas dm were hytsd 
•upon ihcm. 

-But the sins cf the English Nation «rere too great, to let them hope for an 
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or speedy, redresse of sach grievances ; and the manners of the people so Cr*ai luioir aad 
toucb corrupted, as by degrees they became of that temper, which the Hist <rian <^ o«»

He was a man of great parts, of a dc«fpe reach, subtle wit, of sphit and in* 
dustry to carry-on his businesse j and such a conbdence as was fit for that woffce 
he was d^sagntd td He undersroxid th.' right way, and the Liberty of hU Country, 
as well as any n>an ; lor which, in tonucr FatUaments, he stood-up stiffcly, and 
Kecn,»fd an cxcL-llt-nt Patriot.

■ more encourage her to challenge: That conjugal love, as an extraordinary vertuo 
of a King, in midst of so many temptatbnsi the people did admire and honour. 

But die Qmeenea jpovex dad by degrees give privjkdge to Kpists (and, among 
Aem, to the most wky and Jeauited,) to coaveiae, nnderthe nameof dyiltty and 
Couitship, not only with hifinriour Coarden. but with the King himtelfe, and to sowe 
their seed in what ground they thought best ; and, degrees, as in complement to 
the Queene, Nuntios from the Pope were received m the Court of /w^'otu^PAN- 
siANB, Colt, and RosETTi ; the King himselfe maintuidng b dbooune, llttt he 
aw no reason why he might not rective an Emba^sadour from the Pope, being a 
Temporal Prince. But those Nuntios were not entertained with pubhke Ceremo« 
nyt 10 thiit the people, in general, tooke no great notice of them} and the Couitiei* 
vere confident of the King's Religion, by bit due ftcquenujg Fl«yev« and Sennona, 
Of the ClMir ti The Clergy, whose depentfonce WM meeretv upon the Kmg, were wholly taken> 
Knglinrfi jjjfiiiratioii o{ his happy Government, vhich they never conctaltd (roin him- 

selfctas often as the Pulpit gave them accesse to his eare; and not ouely there, but 
at dl meetings, they diaooursed with joy upon that 'i'heam ; affirming confidently, 
dwt no Prince in E r-p: was so great a friend to the Church, as King Chaklks ; 
That Religion flourishtd no where but in En^ anJ; and no reformed Church re- 
tained the face and dignity of a Church but that : Many of them used to defifCr 
their opinion, 1 hai God had therefore so severely punished the Pidatinate. because 
tlwir Saoiledge had bfleot to gictt in taking-away the codovmeoiBof Bisbopiicka, 

Queen 
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Qaee/i Elizabith heraelfe» vbo had'refonned Religion, was but coldly prused ; 
'and all her veitnes were fivgiMfen, when they remembered how she cut-short 

"the Bishoprirk of JS/y. 

IIbnky the Eighth was also much condemned by them, Tor seizing upon the Abbies, 

•ni'takfaig so much out of the several Bishopricks, as he did in the S7th yeer of hit 

Reigne. To maint»ne, therefore, that splendour of a Church, which so much 

pleased them, was become their highest endeavour ; especially after they had gotten, 

in tliL- ytarc \6'i'3. an Archbishop afier their owne heart. Doctor Laud ; who had 

beiore, (or divers yeares, ruled the Clerey, in the teceanoo of Archbishop Abbot, a 

man of better temper and diacretioa; wMdi i&cretlaQ. orvcitae. to eanceale,-woald 

be an iiijiKy f'^ fhat Archbishop. He was a man who wholly followed the fu^ or ArcMihheoAh. 

fattiest ut l:H^ia',d, and that of the Reformed Churches in E irot-e; so farrc as that bou 

in his time the Clergy was not much envied here in EhvIomJ, nor the Government 

■of Episcopacy much i&>lavoured by Protestants beyond the seas. Not onely the 

■pompe or Ceremonies was daily increased, and Inoovadona of gteat scandal 
brou-iit into the Church , but in point of Doctrine, many faire approaches were 
made towards R'^mt ; as he that pleastth to search may finde in the B<ioks of Bishop 
Laud, MoNTACt't, H< lvn, PurKLiMOTON, and the rest; or, inbriefe, ooUecled 

'tty a Scottish AfUuistcr, Master Baily. And as thor friendship to Rm: encreased, 
wa did didr scome to the Reformed Churches beyond the seas ; whom, instead of 

■lending ihat rcli' fc and succour to chein, which God had enabled this rich Island 
to do, they taiktl in (htir greaieit extremities, and, instead of harbours, became 
rucks to split them. 

Archbishop Laud, who was now growne into p'eat fiivour with the King, madeO'A'*W<*«"P 
use of it especially to adv.incc the poinpe and temporal honour of the Ckrgy, pro-^"** 
■curing the Lord I rLasurcr's place for Doctor J uck son, Bishop c)/ /j:«i/oj», and, 
endeavouring: as the gentrai report went, to fix the greatest temporal pretermeots 
«pon otheis of that coat) insomuch as die people menily, when they saw that 
Trt-asurer, with the oth -i Bishops, riding to /V ettminj'er, calK d ii (Ji re/; 7W- 
umphant : Doctors and I'arsons of Parishes were made every where Justices of 
Peace, to the gu-at prievance of the Conooy in dvil affiuica, and dejuitring them 
of their i^iritual cd>ticaiion. 

The Archbishop, by the same meanes which he used to preserve his Clergy 
from contciirpi, exposvu ih<jn to envy ; and, as tht- \vi,est could then prophecy, to 
a mure ihaii probaoility ot losing all : As we reade ol some men, who, being ibre- 
doc mcd by aa Oracle to a bad fortune, have ruime into it by the same meanes tbqr 
used to prevent tt. The lilce unhappy .coone did the Clergy then take to depiesse 
I^lritanisnl, which was,*'toset-i:p inc ij^iun itselfe sgainsi it," tUewont weapon whidt 
they could h..w cliO!;en to Uat it downe : which appeared espicially hi point of The c«iMt tncuu- 
keepiug the Lord't. >.ay ; when not only books were wniteu to shake the molality ^^»|^'"-"'' 
of it, a- tlut of Sunddj no S<iM:ttb, bu spons and pastimes ot jollity and %htnes8e 
were permitted to the Ci.uitii) p.'opleapoa that lUy, by publikc Authonty, and 
the Warraut commanded to be read iaOhurches: which, instead ot producing the 

imoided 
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I effect, may credibly be thought to have been one motive to a stricter obser-- 

vance of that day, in that part of the Kingdome, which before had b i n well>deiro- 

ted; And many men, who had before been loose and carelesse, hc^ :n upon that 

occasion to enter inio a more serious considcrarion of it, and were a^'hamed to be 

invited, by the authority of Church-men, to that which theniseWes, at the best, ooald 

but have jMrdonedinihenMdTes. u a (Ung of mfinnity, 

The exanipl'^ of the Court, where Playes were usually presented on Sundaies, did 

not so much draw the Country to imitation, as reflect with disadvantage upon the 

Court itself, and sowre thoae other Court- pastimes and jollities, which would have 

rdished better without that in the eyes of all the people, a» being things that bad 

ever been allowed to the delights of great Princes. 

The countenancing of loosenesse and irrellgion, was, no doubt, a good prepare 

tive to the introducing of another Religion : And, the power of ^odlinesee bong 

bMten-domnie, Popery might more easily by degree* enter ; wen qutdtly leave tba^ 

of which they never took fast hold : And, though it were questionable, whether the 

Bi^ops and Great Clergy of England aimed at Popery, it is too apparent that such 

vraa thedesigne of Rnuush A|(enia; and theEngliw Clergy, if they did not their 

oir< tvXioiK < I'a owne worke, did theira. A stringer of that Religion, a Venetian Gentleman, out 

Venetian Gcntlfmttt of bis ovrae obaaviliuuB in Engiand, will tell you how £urte tbey were going inthia 

S'iKf'l^^" kindei hia wordaare: 
Hail RclicKM. coof 

** THE Universilies, Bishops, and Divines of England, do daily imbracc 

CathoHke opinions, though they pro/em if not mth open mouth, for feare 
of the Piirilans : For example^ They hold that the Church of Rome is 
a true Chwch; That the Jf ope m superiour to all Bishops; That to him 
it appertames to call generall Couneib ; That it is UxwfiM to pray for 
souits departed; That Altars ought to be erected; in summe, they 
beUece aH that is taught by the Church, hut not by the Court, it/'Rome. 



Till fTrii'mnif The Archbishop of Canterhirywis much against the Court oi Rome, though not 
AidibwiwpLad i^unst that Church, in so high a kinde : For the Doctrine of the Roman Church 
" was no Enemy to the pompe of Prelacy ; but the Doctrine of the Court of Rome 
would have swallowed-up all under the Pope's Supremacy, and have made all great- 
anae dependant upon him : Which, the Archbishop conceived, would derogate too 
much from the Kmg in Temporals, (and therefore bardly to be acceded l>y the 
Court) as it would From himscife in Spiritual?, and make his Metropolirical power 
subordinate, which he desired to hold ausoluteand independent within the Kealine 
of Engiand, as if he had been an English Pope. 

It is certaine, that the Archbishup of Canterbury (as an English Gentleman 
observes) would often professe against those Tridentine Papists, whom he hated 
eeSj as Pa^i, prapeny ao called. For at die Council of 'lYtia, aU matters r in- 
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CHiun^ the Court of Rem, (which an of themselves but dilutable,) were determined; 
as points of faith, to be believed upon paine of damnation: But matters of faith in- 
deed concerning the Church of Rome, were left disputable, and no Anathema 
annexed to them. But that Venetian Gentleman, whom before we cited, declaret 
igk what Slate, for matter of Religion, EnUnd at that time stood; and how divided, 
amielf, into Fh|iiat8i Ftateatants, and Poiiiuu. Fkpisis are writ knowne. The 
Protestant party (saith he) consists of the King, the Court- L'^r ds nnd Gentlemen, i hp Protvtat, 
tcith all ihttt are raiied by favour to any honour : Baidesalinosfall the Frelalet, I'Tijr- 
and both the Univtrutiet, 

What the ^testaDta are, be farther dechuca, viz. 

T%egkai€ Puritatu more than they hate Fapist$; That they easify eom^me or ihePrntctturtso^ 

with Papists to ejclirpate Puritr.ji';; and an- nal snfarre engaged tii the Refot jned ''t^^QhanhmtMagK 
JReligion, lut that they cnn reduce themselves againe to the old practice of ihdr fore^ 

Jkthert i Thai they are very opinionative in exclttding the Pope's Supremaiy, 

He speaks then concerning the Puritans, and saies : That they consitt of some 
Bishops, of almott all the Gentry and Commonalty ; and ther^ore are far the mo$t 

potent party. 

And further declares what they are. viz . They are such at received the Discipline Of the Ptirituu 
^fthe fV<RcA mtd H^herkndertt ami hold not the Engtiih KrformatiM to m jo BBiMd* 
perfect as that which Calvin instituted o^OcBnaj That tluj hate PtifMa far 
more than they hate Protestanttf i^c.

In this condition stood the Kingdoine of Eni^Kcf about ihc ifrl, whtn 

the first COale was blowno, which kinJleii since into so ^re i i coi.ibusiion as to 
defiice, and almost ruine, three flourishing Kingdorn.s. I\\;'htT was this coale 
blovneby the grieved parry of Er la'u/, the Coinino.iulty, ;iik! those re!i,^-io;:s 
men that prayed for Refornv.tion, but by the other side, w ho had oppressed them. 
No commotkm at all was raised from the oppretsed party» though it consisted of 
the body of theNatioD»aiid was therefore strong enough to have vindicated them- 
selves, V oul J they have risen in illcj^al tumuhs. 

The Land \v:u; yet quiet, rm 1 th.it storuM which the jx^ople had fean ci before 
the death of the j'luke ot c i.inc.ham« was not, in so long a time, falicn upon 
Sngland, although the cau^^tv^ in Govcmmt nt which made them feareit, had con- 
tinued at the height ever since. They oncly wi^hei.! for a i'arliaincnt, but durst 
not hope it, unli'^sc some strange accident, not \ et discovered by rlicm. mi^^ht 
necesMtate such a euro. The Commons, therefore, quietly endured their yoke; the 
Court freely enjoyed its greatnesae and splendour; andnie then Clergy, widiout 
control, their dignity : Untill too great a care of securing and incre.ifing that 
dignity, made theai endeavour those courses, which proved the ruine of it; for 
from the Clergy this fire began, though the State was not innocent. The tyranny 
of Civil Government moved the same pace that the ambition of Prelacy did: And 
the King's Council had gone so farre, as they could not be content, that the people 
were patient, unlesse they cottld Cake4wa7 •llpoMilMliqr* for the future, of tlw 
people's redress e. 
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tlie fiam^ of Retiftfam «u used at die beginning of th« boshicwp, and a eoR> 

formity In Church 'W't.'n'hip Iwtwe^ nc the two Kingdomes of F: ;;!aud and Sentfrivit 
pretended to bf in'roduc' !: But the meant-; provttl unhnppv, and were defective 
both in poKcy and justice as will anon more particularly apppr.ro. 

'i he Archii^ishop (tf Canterbury was a majne AsfSA in this fatal worke; a man 
vigilant enough, of an active, or, rather, of a restlessc, minde; more ambMea% to 
undertake, then poli :ck to carry-on ; cf a disposition too fierce and crm 1 f ir his 
Coat ; which, notvithstandiiig, he was so farre from ctutcertling in a subtle way, 
that he uicn-ased the envy of it by ii M olence . Hehadfew vulgar and private vices, 
a» ^c-ing neither taxed of covetouanesse, intonperance, or incontinence; and, in a 
wi-i d, a nmn not altogether so bad, [^in his personal character] as unfit for the State 
oi ".upland. 

To brine-about the worke in hand, long preparation had been made in Scotland^ of ibeSuteofibr 
and, tliougfa that Kingdome waa hardly brought to endure the Rule and Fompe of *" 

Prelacy, vft now it seemed perfectly to be wrouc;ht: The Bi?'v>p^ there, no lesse 
than in Iw^land, had c^uiten all the Ecclesiastical power into thtir hands, and had at 
great a share in Civil Govetn:ri n*. 

Of fourteene Bishops, (which is all the Scottish number), eleven were Privy- 
Counsellera; the Archbimop of St. Andrtwett Primate of Seottani, ma Lord 
Chancellor; and the Bishop of Rosite, (a great Favourite of the Aldllisbop of 
C'rniii it'ui)/,) was in election and assured hope to be Lord High Treasurer; many 
of them besides were gotten into state-employment, and gainful Offices. 

To establish that Kpiscopal Power, the High-Commission Court, like that in Canon* for the 
England, was erected, and a Booke of Canons for that Church was, by the King's ^^^wWMdb/Se''"* 
Auihority, published aiiv! ranficd; wherein nil Subjects to tli-j Crowne of co.'i and Kjn^t mrnuitf, 
are commanded, in all Articles, to submit themselves to the Kpiscopal Censure. 

The whole structure of Eeclenastical poOey, «o long used in Scotland^ and 
established by mnnv -\rts of Parliament, was at one blow throv/nc downr (as 
many of their Writers dytlu!! (jomplaine) their Conti^iories, Classes, and Presby- 
teries, were held in the nature (>f Conventicles ; and nil decision v\ Ecclesiastical 
controversies confined only to the Tribunal of a Bishop. Mlutu^k (say Uiey) 
ff/}ep thatvnhappy Synod ^ Perth, whidi teat held in theyeare 16 >fl, we rever 
had a?ii/ Aationnl Si/nod, or jissvml'lt/ ; t/cl llurc rrmaitici n hivfr <\f face, or 
name, <>j Vrov.ndai Synodis, Presbt/Uries, and Sessions : (though indeed but vaine 
names and shadowes): but after the moostnua birth of dmeCanaas, that very 
shadow was qvte kiet.

Yet for all this, the Power of Prelacy was not so firmly rooted b Scotland as tn 
England, nor sowcll fortified by the ;.lTeci:ons of the wie Kingdonn as of the other. » 
Bcaidcs, the Reformation of England had never abrogated, nor scarce ttbaken^ the 
Fkdaikal Dignity m any Parliament.

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But in Sc'. iifind it was once quite ruined, and iiad been by degrees built-up agalne^ 
not wtThout manv dif1icultie& ; — not without great n iuctancy of thcVetTts, Gentryy 
and most of the Minittersi-^not without extraordinary interposttiaD of Regal Au« 
thority, and ^mt art used by two iOngt in managing the bustiiMK, and nmOg it 
to ibnt ha^ht in which it tbieii Stood $ » you may reade at bxge ki Bome ute 
Writers of thai Kinj;dome. 

Neither were the Pet-res and CSeniry of that Kin^domeso impatient of this new 
yoalce, oiiely out of seale to preservation of Religion in purity, (though that, no 
doubt, were their greatest reason ; that Church having been ever much addicted 
to the Rofiii m:itinn of C-ncvu and those other Churches, as it appeared by their 
great un»illingnr<Ai tu r<x"cive those tew Ceremonies of the English Church, at 
their Synod of P^/Zr.) but also as being loath tosuflVr any diininminn of their Tem- 
poral Ijbcrtic!«^ which could not be avoided in admittance of Episcopal Jurisdic- 
tion, an^ was manifested in that Kingdome, by divers examples of rigorous pro- 
ceedings, wliicli .-omc Bishops U!-cd agj'.inst Ccntlcnieii of e,u.!lity. by way ri( rinc: 
and Imprisonments, and the like ; which particulars are too large to be here in- 
serted in this Narration. 

'l1itKiRXH>n'Ua In the yeare 1(;37, a Bookc of Liturgy was composed, and Sent out of England, ' 
.Book* of Common (vthich thev complaint d of, because it was not before allowed by their Church in 
the ChurrbfMif ^ Nanonal byncd, as was nt tor a busiiicsse of su fjrcat import^ with an cxpresse 
Sipaii*ad.A.D.iGS7>coiiinund from the King, thai they should reverently receivjp it, and publilcely 
reade it in then- Churches, lieginning on Easter-day, and so fbnraid { ^nst 
which nme the Privy C nmcil of Stttlmti had rwwmandfd that every I'larith should 

buy two, at itie lea.'-r, ot them, 

1 hat Service- Booke was the same with the Common-Prayer Booke of Engftndf 
ezccpung some few altenuions, df which some (as they observed) were alterationB 
• for tne better, but othen for the wonr. 

For :hc txitcr, they esteemed, that SO many Chaplers of the Aptcryf'ba were not 
appointed to be read, as in the English Prayer-Ik)oke; and where the LngU&h re- 
tained the old vulgar Latine TrusLition, pccially in the Bialmcs, tint Boolie 
felbwed the last Translation, coaimanly called that of Kbi; Jamss. 

. Those alterations for the worse were divers, observed by the Scots, especially 
in the Lord's Supper, of wliich MJnir wtire these: 'Ihe expresoe command for 
stoiation ot the Altar (so called) to the £aj>(crne Wall ; tog.ihi r wiih ii,jny poa- 
litfes of the Minister, wUlfitt he oflidated, czpreased in ti>eir exccptu nk; but 
*«ipecially this, that in the consecrating prayer, thoae words, which in the English 
Common- Prayer Bonke, are directly against 'i ransufaetaodatlo|l, were quite kft- 
cut In th.it l o oke, and instead of thcni, Buch Other wofds, ss m plam seose agreed 
with the Roman Masse-Booke. 

As for example : Hemv O mui merciful Father, end of tbj OmmiptlllU 
fOoAusse l^rant, to it bLs;f and sanet'tfit hy thy H'ord and S}.irit, thes<- irca'um,^ 
■ tntd md wine, that ttty muj to us t'oe bo^y and blood of tbj b<lovtd Sor.ne. 
Many other ihciatians the Scois. have observed and exprased in their writings, 

and. 
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tn one tror^t afllraied, that, w h enwoeyw that febfct nrw a fro m tbe English 

I.it'trgy. it approaches directly to the Roman Missi'l ; and offered tQ jnvv^ that 
aU the material parts of the Massc-Booke are scmiiiaily there. 

It was rhouj^ht by many, that, if" the Booke, without any alteration at all, had 
hem aent into Settlimd, though the Scot$, perhap^^, v^oeild not have received it, they 
would not have taken it in so evil part : And it m\\i\n have been construed oncly 
aa a brotherly Invitation to the same service whicii England usLd. But wliat the 
reasons were of those alterations, 1 tinde no where expressed, but onely where the 
Kbg;, in hia Declantion concerning tintliasincne, is pleased to aaytmtv: 

H E, tuppos'mq that they might have taken tome oJ'encc,iJ' we sAou/t/ Th«King'idKUrai 
hate iendred them the Eatflith Service-Booke, fotidein verbis^ ontt^i^^*i^ 

iliat some facthiUi spirils r. 'i;,/ / have ciirfrnvourtd la have mhcoiistriied^f'9^' 
itf as a badge o f (Itpciuluiice of thai Chterch upon this of Laelaiul, 
'which tre had jn'l upon them to the prejudice of their tjovet ondLiber- 
ties; ffe hdd it fitter I fiat a new Booke should be composed hrj their 
owiie Bishops, in subftuwe not differing from this of i-'.uglatid, that so 
the Roman Party might not upbraid us with any nrishtt/ or material 
diffemicis in our Liturgyes ; and yet in some fen' ins< imhlt alterations, 
drift rin<z from it, that it might truly and jii-^thi he reputed a Booke of 
that Churches o'une composing^ and estabUahed by Our liwful Au- 
ihoritif; as King of ScoTLAiiii>. 

Thesf were the Kiufj's expressions, which, as it seemed, were not satisfactory 
to the Scots in that point. 

For they wete (as it before ipedficd) not well-affected to their owne Bishopa, 
whose power and .fumdiction over then waa rather enforced than conaented-to. 
Neither did they supposi- tliat a conformity in Church AVorshIp, had it been such 
as (heir conf^ciences could wifll have imbraced, had beeue auy badge of their de- 
ptndancy upon EngioMJ^ aa bemg 4 people ootconqpMKd, but unittd in an equal 
i'reedoiue under tbe aame Kiiu> 

Beeidcs, they could not rclbh it well, that the ArchUshop of Canterhmj, and 
other F.ni;liMi lii'iiopt, whu in many points of ('en niony and Worship, which they 
accouiitui things to! rablc, ditl maki: as nwrc approaches to the Church ol Rtrntf 
as po6»ibi) :<je\ cbuld ; tor no other reason (as they professe ioktbdr writinga) 
than that they laboured to bring union into tlie Cbrisiian Church, if it were passi- 
ble ; should now invite the Church of iconmtJ (whom they accounted more pun* 
tsnkal than theniL-eULS i to union, by a <juite t' luru y wuy ; -i^, instead ot Jiaining 
dicir Sarvice neercr to the ^oitisti ptoiesaion and Discipline, to urgt th^m to a 
Litiugy more Popish than their own: So ibatitaeeiDedi-^ vautf ilief ware con- 
tent^to meet Rms^ nthcr than Sttthmd,

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To retame to the Narration ; Tlic Service- Bookc, according to the Kinp'9 
cpmnumd, was oilcicU to the Church of Stoiland, aod the C^^uncil then, »rd 
publi-hed by Proclamation ; a day for die reading (ff it in all Churches app^-^iat^.J,

But th<.-n u;v n some C','n>! U rations, and furtlicr trial of mens iTtiiid<« (as the 
. King declares) the lirst reading nf it was put-oiT until the 23d of J ■ y next eiuo* 
in^;, 'o tiie end ttiat the Lords of the Scs ion (their Scssiuu Ix-ioK f'le r.'tneiK'ith 
tho I'Ltme iii En a">i) aiid orh-. rs, who liad any Lav/-busin'>se, n.i.-lit see Me 
SUCCfSiie of it before tlie rising 111 the Sc ,sibn, wiucli aiv.aie* ■ adeth uj4in ill - fi •■t 
o( /lug'.iil ; and that so, upon their returne into their several Countrufs^ ihey

woids and outcries, but actions; that the City-Magisi rates were troubled much to 
the Service performed; and the Bishop who read it, coining out of the 

Church, had probably beene atatne by the imutitiule, if he had qoc been 'rescued 

by a Nobleman. 

Between the two Sermons the Council and Magistrates met about preventing 
future tumults ; but, though the Booke were read more quierly in the aftcmocinc, 
yet the tumult was farre greater after evening Prayer, from the people who had 
myed in the streets; and the Bishop, in the Earn of Rozaoiiotion his Coach, 
hart^Iy c .cnj r ! f nni 1) intr vtoned to di.-ath. 

'I'lie i^ri-!t. -t mi ll .Uiii iviagistrates of Ethnhurgh, to excuse themselves to the 
King (some of them also writing to the Archbishop of C^nurbury) iaycd all the 
bttlt upon the Rabble ; for as yetntme of quality had appeared, insomuch as that 
die Pnvy ('ouncil and Magistrates of EJtuhtrgiy the next moning, held some 
consultation about finding-out and punishing the ringleaders of that uprcare. 
The reaa.iieaf ii » • gut not long a.ttr, upon tiie appearing of some others of higher ranke, and 
tht K'Ss^furthir Petitions from Avers Ministers, « That the reading of that Bftoke might be a while 
ficBMt«iika»«B< ** respited, till his Majesty might be further petitioned and informed the Coun- 
cil yeeld^ so far, as that it should not be urged by the Bishops, till hb Majes- 
ties plea lire w re further knownc. 

Upon Mhich, many Gentlemen and Ministers, wlio l ad resorted to Edtnburgb 
with Pedtiont not long before, returned in part ^^atisli.d to their ownc habitations; 
and at many pbces met^togedier, with fastings, and Prayer, That God would bo 

pleased

and on the 1! th of that Owjivr, presented to the Privy- Council a great complaint 
against the Bishopx, whom they concdved to be the Authoradf alltlds bminesse, 
a:i .t dt-sii'L-d ju^ice against theni, zs wt !I fry other rriuje8,as fcr introducing, Con- 
trary to Law, that buperstitious and idolatrous Book. 

'J o this complaint a great number of all ranks subscribed, and professed to the 
Couucilj that they could not depart out of Edtnhur^ till some' way wete found* 
•out to settle the present grievances. 

Wl.-I s; they Stayed tiiLre, th ir uumbcr daily increased, from all the rcmoicrt jTic^ appiy of di> 
Provinces, so that the Council v. trc enforced to give way, that till the King's plea- \ 
sure were yet further knowns^ they might cbuse some out of their number of all i 
ra:!*-?*, to reprf<«ent the rest, and follow the cause in the name of all the rest : 
Upon which they chnsc foure of the higher Nobility, fourc of the lower ranke of 
Nob.lity, as repjcscnters of Provinci^s ; as many IJurgesses of Townesj and fjurc 
Pa.Ntors, as repre^enters of the Classes ; haviiig settled this, the rest quietly de- 
parted to their o«ne hom'es. 

The Kinc, ^i;iririj^ of th'^'^e thing?, scr.t a command to the Council of £/#9l* 
.burfl, ntt to lake iij)on ihetnselves any more the decision of this controverae, 
wiiich he resenred in his owne power: And Prochunatlan was made in D t.fmier, 
1697, conccming the King's intentions, that they were not to infringe the Lawes 
"cr Liberties of the Rjngdome. 

When therefore the Commissioners petitioned the Council to give way to them, 
to brin^ their Actions against ihe Bishops, tnc Council answered, That tbe King 
had coiiimandt' i them to reoeire no more Petitions, against either the Bishops or 
Booke of Sur\-ice. 

Whereupon the Commissioners, discontented, prepare a Protestation againtt the 
Kir.,,V Coi' ;rii. declari-.ig, '! (.a- wl'ai n.i'c! ick- sotver might afterwaids cnsoe, 
was to be all imputed lo Uie King's Council, tor d' nyin|; Justice. 

The Council, fearing what eff.'cts might follow, deSied the Bishops to absent Thcw c.n 
themselves, and Rtve Kave to tlu- Crvi.n iisicr-rs to appeare bi.fore ihem ; where 
the Lord of Lou den, in name ot all ihc rest, niaOc au Oration, in which, charging \k\uv. lUradtiMts of

TiteCotnmhiiomn After the Prodanuckxi was made at Siertin, the Earl of HoatXt IJoA Linp- 
iaak« B protduitoD uT, nd odMT^ hi Dane of all the Petitioineni, nnde a Ftroteatadon i^^iac it i 
jpiort the Service- Protestation was afterward repeated at Liihgow, and last at Edenburgh. 

The effiTct of that Protestation was (for we cannot here insert it at large) 
ITut th - Srrvii s -Booke was full rf Soperttition and Idolatry, and ought not to 
be intruded upon them» without consent of a National Syiuxl, which in such 
cases should judge ; lliat it was unjust to deny them liberty to accuse the Bishops, 
being guilty of high Climes, of which till th. y were cleered, they did reject the 
Bishops as Judges or Govemours of them. I hey protested also against the Higl^ 
Commisrion Court, and justified their owne meetbg^ and cuperscriptions to Peti- 
tions, as being to defend the glory of God, the King's Honour, and Liberties of 
the Realme. This Protestation wa» read in the Market-place at Sterim. and the 
Copy Junf 'Vp in poblike. 
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The Seoi» ettter into a Covenant The Marquesse Ha- 
milton is sent thither Jrom the King. A National 
Sjsfnod ie granted to them, but dissolved within few 
dates by the Marquesse, as Commissioner from the 
King, The King declares against the Covenanters, 
and raises an Army to subdue them*^ 

From SterUn the Commisaooen resorted to Edenbmrgkf whither mmj hem 
all parts met to conaulr of Ae present busiiMase; and coi^aded dnre to renew 

solemnly amonp them that Covenant, which was commonly called. The lesier 
Confession of the Church of Hcutland^ or. The Confession of the King's hnulj i 
wluch was made and sealed under King James hishttldJfalAeyCUV 1580, and after- 
wards confirmed by all the Estates of the Kingdome* end Decree of the Natiaaat 
Synod in 1581 . which Confesrion was againe subsciibed by alt sorts of persooe 
Jn Scoiland, in the year 1 590, by authority of Council and National Synod j and a 
Covenant added to it, for defence of true Religion, and the King's Majesty ; which 
Covenut the aferesxid Lords, CitHeos, ana Flutoun, in die yeare 1888, ^ 
renew, and tooke another according to the present occasion. 

llie Covenant itsclfc (expressed at large in the Records of that Kingdome) The Seed eniwiei 
coiuisicd of throe principal parts: The first was a re taking, word for word, of ji?if^ntc'"'true eS 
that old Covenant, 1580, confirmed Royal Authurityi and two National gioa. in Fi 
Synods, for defence of the purity of ReUgioA, and the King's Fienon and Rights, '^'> 
a^^aiiiit the Church of Rome. The second part contained an enumeration of all 
the Acts of Parliament made in Scotland, in defence of the roformetl Religion, 
both in Doctrine and Discipline, against Popery. 

The third was an application of that old Covenant to the present state of things, 
wheic^ MinthatallFopery, aobdiitalllBnovatioiwinthMeBoolmof Litunty 
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unlawfully obtruded upon them, are abjured ; and a preservation of Ae Kbgli 
T' l r n : AMrh.<r:ty ; as likewise a mutual defence of each other; in this Core* 

ixanc, urc s\vonio-u:i'.o. 

TTie King in»kM r'l. A;;iiinst thi< Covrmnt the King, much displeased, maiie the<;e foure principal

**"**'' to exact any Oath firom their felkiw- Subjects ? Secondly, if they had power to 

conunnnd ;hi.' ucw-taking t>f this Oath, yet what po\u i l ad they to intcrpiet it to 
their present occasion ? it bt::'L' a received Maxime, I hat no k^se authority can 
interpret a Law than that wLicli made it, or the Judges appointed by tliat Autho* 
rity to give sentence upon it. Thirdly, What power they bad to adde any thing 
to ft, and mterpoce a new Covenajit of mutual annstance lo each other, agdtuc 
any other power ti.at snould oppose tTitni, none excepted? And, iounhly, Tliat 
411 Ltagues of bubjects anioiig thenistives, without the privity and approbation of 
the King, are declared to be seditious by two Parliaments in Scoiiuud, one of the 
tenth P^liametitof Jamss the Sixth, Act the twelfth j and the other the fifteenth 
Act of tjie ninth IHnliament of Queene Mart.

But wht'D nothing was agreed upon, the)' besought the Marqucssc, at his rcfume 
into England, to present their humble desire to the fine : Hut b«fore his dcw Hp publiOiiH a Pro 
puture, in /ufy, he pabMed the Kingi'sBnodamation, whefcin his Majesty pro- ^* '"i j*^ ''"^ 
tesu to defend the Protestant Religion ; and thst I" v ! nti more presse upon ^' 
thL'm the Bouke of Canons, or Service-Booke, but by lautul Mediums; lhat he 
would rectitie the High Commission, and waarcwltrea lotalwa apeedjr tffottautf 
of calling both a Farliament and a Synod. ' *. 

When the FrochmaikMi wis onided, the Coftnantm read thw I^otew iti on ; TbeCovcMotcn 
of vliicli tlic heads were: That ihcy never qucstionid his Majesties sincerity innalw • t V ot M i M i i w 
the Protestant Religion ; Thnt these grants of his were not large enough to cure'""^'**'^ 
the present di^t■.'n\pers ; for he dotii not utterly aboli-ili that Service- Boolcc, nor 
the High Commission, being both obtruded against all Law upon them ; That 
their meetings are not to be condemned in opprobrioua words, being lawful, and • 
such as th< y would not forsake, until the puri^f of Pflly*^ aod peMf^ lld§l|t 
be fully sealed by a free and National Synod. 

The Marquesse went into England, to retume at a prefixed daj, the twelfth 
cf jhigusl. In the meane time the Scots keepe a solemne Fast; and the Cove. 
Banters, not hoping from the King sb quick a call of a National Synod as the 
wesent mahdy required, published a writing, wherein they endeavour to prove. 
That the Church in such a coodilioa may provide for indfe ; That the power of 
tailing a {iynodf m raw the Prinef be an enemif t9^truihf or neglif^enl in prO' 
moling the Churchei good, is in the Church tUt l/i-. And that the State of the 
Church of Scotkmd at that time was necessitated to such a course ; which they 
endeavour in prove by lechfaig att dietr particular grievances, and by mmm- 
iag all at g u n i e n i a of the cantnry aide, lor the Right af PrinGea* howaoever 
affected to KeKgion ; as appeares at burge hi Hmr IVactate eonoeming the neces- 
■ty of Synods. 

The Marquesse returned into Scotland before the appointed day, and brought 
Articka firom the King, to wfakb die Gofenanteia, if mey wouU nave either Bu. to tSf Cw«wSi^ 

fiament or Synod, were required to consent. crruin ^rticiafiom 

But they utterly rejected those Articles, as too invalid for their purpose of '//;'s '"'u,f,'"'^'c* 
selling things; fo that tiie Marquesse, fearing least the Cuvenaniers, weary ofde- »ciiintciii 
hyes, would call a Synod without staging tJie Kiqg's ciansent, earnestly per-****"^ 
twaded them toinfaeare k onelv till to nest retunie from Coivt, whither he 
would prcMCiitly go to perswade the Kiiij^. Which request of his, with much ado, 
was grained by them, and the day for bw rctumc appointed the 22 of 6eftenU-er ; 
bf which time, unlesse the AftoiqaMie wnimed, it im free Car the Coveoameca 
to Hovide ior their owne aflaires. 
ButdwUliqueae, with singular diligence, prevcoied his day, and publiihed 
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I »ir Mart|iii. p*. <he King's I'roclamation, of which the chiefe h-jails were : First, The Kln^ did 
ci«n«iiun!!irijir^ .«l»og>te all Decrees of Council for tlie Booke of Canons and Common- Pi aVer, 
Kiai "ia"jtaiiiicBbcr, abffQSate the High Commisson. Secondly, That none should be freasea to 
the five Ankles of Perth. Thirdly, That Btshops should be subject to the cen. 

«ure of a SyiirHl. Fout thty, That no Oath should be given at Ordination of Pis- 
fors. but by I.av.- of Parliament. Fifthly, that the lesser Cunfc^on of LSSO. 
should be sub^crib. d-to by all the Kingdome. Sixtly, That the King called a-N^' 
tkmal Synod, to be^^in at GUv.lo the 2 1st of November, 16S8,and aParliaxoent It 
Bdenhir^h the loth oi May, 1639. Lastly, for peace sake, he would forget alt 
lheii.<jfii'nce« past

Thr C'^rrunicrt Therefore, loath to be deceived, they frame a Protestation, not fai they aUedced)

m tMvw m It. 1^ whose destmcti ve<Coaiisel they supposed itiwas, that the King had not shewed 

this clemency at first. 

The chicle heads of their Protestation were these: First, after humble thanks 
•to God and the King, tbey eanoamd this -gnat no Mfioott nomfy fbrotbafr 
•pres. 

For His Majesty calk that a panick feare b diem, vhich wis upon no ini* 
ginary, but just, grounds, .us u real imitation bodi of Rdigioii indlAwc^ b]rob> 
trusion of those Bookes directly popish. 

Secondly, whereas the King in his former Mandatc^iso highly extolled thoae 
Bookes, as most religious, and fit for the Church ; they could not be satisfied 
with a bane rwnission of the exercise of them, unlesse he would utterly abrogate 
and cnnJc'i-Rnc Uuni ; or else itchii>g Innav.iiors WOold llOt be wa&ling beKSfter 
to raise ni-w troubles to the Church about thcra. 

Thudly, the just Ibeny of National Synods is diminiihed, and Episcopacy see> 
up, tlicy being allowed , as filshiipi, though Dot deputed faj the ChiMcfaei, to give 
iheir voice* in a Synod. 

I<ourtUy, the subscribing againe of that old Covenant, could not be admitted, 
for many maona theie at large exjiressedi of which sooie an. That it-would 
froatraie tbdr late Covenant, and make h narrower than before, and not able to 
.suit to the rtdresse of present grievances* and be a nefdiofse multiply ing of Oaihes, 
and caking the Name of God m vaines -with many other objections, which cannot 
•he fudy here insetted. 

T hat Cuvuuuir, notwithstanding, waa selemaiy taken at JideidMtgh by the 
'-Marquease of Hamilton, the l^g's Coanmssioner, and all the Irivy Coun- 
dl. 

.J'be. bltf^ucsMohcn gave Order for the - Synod, ftaring least the Covenanters,

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if he delayed to call it, would doit themselves, and on the 16th of November * 
time to Glfjsco in great state. 

\Vhei¥, afte( many meetings forprepanition to the biisinesse, on the Slst of (be a Xa^ionai SmoH nf

v iMn seven daies that Synod was dis>«ilv(>d by the ll^rquene RakILTOM, ladteni*, .on ihevr<t

, The Marquesse altead^ng, for reawn of it, that they had broken the Lawes -ttitfj ijaq^Rj.* * 
of a free Synod in many proceetBngs, not onely in those f«w daits of their

■Dutten. 

But they protested against ihat dissolution, and continued the Synod when the Hut til* SvoikI rorv- 
THarqnesse was jjone. What were the Acts of that Synod, what droceedines it '-""f ""'"»:' 
had, and what impediments it met withal, you may reade in two large descnp> om^^Mua. 
tions, the one published by the ICing, the other by the Synod ; how the Bishops 
•protested against the Synod; how the Synod answered their Protestation ; how ■ 
the Synod wrote to the King ; how they proceeded againi>( the Bishops, deposing 
diem all from tlieir Dignities ; how of all the fourteene Bishops, eight were excom* 
municated, foure excluded from all IVlinisteriai Function, and two onely allowed 
to officiate as I'^stours ; how the five Articles of Perth, the Booke of Liturgy, 
the Booke of Canons and Ordination, were all condemned, thu High Commission 
taken-away, and whatsoever else had CKpt into the Church since the yeare iSflQ, 
when diat Katinnal Covemnt wis fint established. 

The Scots Covenar.ters, when thcinsi lves broke-iip the Synod, wrote a Letter The Covtnanien 
of thanks to the King, and immediately alter published a Declaration, dated the •*<Wre»

The Declaiation was filled with sharpe invectives and i x^'crations against 
the Scottish CovenantLr'^ ; but the truth is^ it wrought little qpon'the hearts 
of the £nglish Feo|>lc i who conceived a good o|iinion of the Scota; and were 
more connrmed in it, becatise the King had carried the whole busincsse -so 
closely from the English Niii<in, at not onely tn t tn declare unto them in a 
Parliament, (which tormcr Princes lued to call upon l<ik.->e occa&iuUii) but not 
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wttiSng die proceedings of it to die Body of luiFriTy Conndl, tc(piaintin];r 
oncly tf<me of them, whom he thpu^ht fittest for his purpose, as the King 
himsplie expres$eth in two places of his cui.e Booke, inti'ult J, yi A : r Dc 
Ti,r y \nt (i<y-!arn clarattott concerning the late tumulttm Scotland, j»ee 76, and page 126.

Nor was this ontly the thought of wisest Gentlemen, but the comuum people 
ia general wete^aiAfe of the maat Interest ot both Kingdomes.

But thf people of England^ though they abhorred the vpry thou|};ht of that 
tmnatural Warre; yet glad they seemed to be, that such an occasion happened, 
which might in reason necessitate the Kbg to call an English Parliament, aoid 10,' 
by acc'dent, redresse the many grievances of England: Which might also prevent 
the feareof such Warres for the future, and bring a just punishment upon those who 
were lound to be the Authors, or assistors, of this present disturbance. 
Kiag rMin *n But the King, thoughnaolvcd to pume his deaigne of WarTe,yet, rather than take 
iiTib^l'^u' ^ advice of a nrlknmt, wn content to want the aid of it; md to sedce supplies 
of a lower condition. Great sums of money he borrowed firom the chiefe Nobility ; 
and required proponionabte Loanes from all the Judges and Officers ; but special^ 
the Ckrgy, of all tanks, were liberal in contributkm totiiii War ; iHuch was diea 
called by many men, Bi-lhtm Epiacxipale. 

All Courtiers, as well entraordinary as ordiiury, were summoned to attend 
the King in Person with Horse and ftrmes, in a proportion suitable to their rankes. 

By whom, and such voluntiers of the Gentry as came-in to gaine iiis Majestica 
favour, with old SookUei^ that imbsaced it as tneir p roftwio n , a gallaat Army was 
2^ Anny j* umii- made-up, Yr.rkf was appfliniedferthe Rcndesvouae, and the£ane of Arvmoill 
IhTr^Mmlrnrnfriir Commander in chiefe. 

iMtofAniadcl. The King, as it was well knowne, had beene advertised by many, and eapecUly hf 
the prosecuted Bishops, who were fled out of Scotland, that the Scottish Covenan- 
ters were in no sort able to resist him ; l hat scarce any English Army at all would 
be needful 'o fight, butonely to appeare^ and HisMijeMyaRNildSade a party great 
enough in i^auiaad to do the woirke. 

And, indeed, much might have been done in that kind^if the Lovda of the Cove- 
nnrr had not u ed a most dexterous and timalj pRVentiont whifh ii II iMimiaij jp 
a dit iisivc, as iu an offensive, Warre. 

For bfj^ides the feared incursion of the English upon their Borders, and what 
iavaaion the Deputy of JnUmd, ifi the Wcstcme Cooctf might nuke, together 

with 
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uTtti tlie Carle efAwTitiM, and Mb forces fnm Ae HArides; the Mtrqoesse 

HuNTLrTin the North, and Marquos-so Duclas towards the Southcme parts, 
»i'h the Earle of Hei h, were to be fearctl, and the Townc of Aberdeen to be 
secured, before it could foiltfie lo receive the King's Fleet. 

All which, vitb imtljeaK, wta undertaken and provided>agaiBst by several ">r^o>t<>i!r *iK|»- 
Lords, as AiioiLS fcrthe West, Moivtrosse for Ae North, Colonel MovxokT^^"^'^^^ 

The most considerable forts in that Kingdome were taken-in at the bepianing» 
without any blood or resistance, and furnished by them with Ammunition^ as 
F.deiihtr^h^ and [htn-Britain ; and the Haven of httih, to scctire Fdenburgh, sud- 
denly fortified. All Neuters, or suspected persons, they disarmed without tumult. 
Tile Castle of Dalketh they scaled and tooke, with all the warlike provision 
trhich had beene brought into it by Jdarquesae Hamilton the years benirc. In 
that Caatle Aey Ibimd UM King^ Cni«M^ SospMr and 8«oid 
and solf-mnity, wrre carried from dtenoe tj the greatest KobUsBen, and hftA-vf ht 

Kdml-uriih Castle. 

1 lie Covenanting Lords at the same thne published a long Remonstrance, in 
answer to the King's Prodamation against them, the 87th J^V^nsry, and tnaalkfifr 
the people of Engttmi concerning their proceedings and fatentB. 

The MarqiiPsse Hamilton arrived at ForM with aFIeetin Afay, ands< nT letters 
to the Gcvcmour of Edeniurgh to obey the King's Commands, and especially to 
publish in Edenburgh that Proclamation, whid had been by the King proclaimed 
at Yarket t^omthe S5th of jtpril; wberein« among other thii^ the Rents and 
Debts doe to Covenanters, fnnn 'Tenants and other, are forbtdden to be paid ta 
them. 

The Govemour desired the Marquesse to expect an answer till the Parlia- 
nantaals^ which was to begin within few daies; who, [when they were aasambled,} 
returned answerto the Marquesse, That they could not in that obey hit OMBmid^ 
for many reasons, expressed at large in their Commentaries. 

In the meane time the King commanded the Parliament to dissolve, which im« 
ntediately ob^cd ; And, beuig tfareatned with Warre on every side, elected Sir 
AuxANDin LssLSY, an experienced Conunander m the G«man Wairea, *o sc u cbm* Sii 
their great General; to whom all the greatest Earl es and Lords of the Coretiant, A[„,nder Lesley 
swore obedience in all warbkc Commands ; taking an Oath of him for performance for the General o( 
of his duty ; and immediately betook themselves every man to his charge, through* 
one all nam of the Kii^pdome, according as they woe commanded by Lnutv. 

WhOest the Andes on both aides adrancedTibrward, and no dedwm of thia 
difference seemed with reason to be hoped-for, but such as the stroke of Warre 
must allow } the Scotdsh Covenanters did, neverthelesse, continue their first course 
of petiuoning the Khig % and, by many addresses to him, protested tfacir hmky to 
hisCnwiKaadFlnMij aoddidaotomicby LetlenaiMlMeang«% tt>8(»dis»aa 
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Advocates, those Enf;lish NobleineD, whom they esteemed the best and truest 

ParrirTs, n-j 'he Earles of Ksskx, Pj:MBROoKE,and HoLi and. as suppostnj; thu this 
Warre was not approvctl-ol by any that were firme to the Cause ot Religion and 
Liberties of both Kingdopies, (torfo themselves txpresse it. ) 

The Earle of Dumf£U.>mc, having free |MSsage about that ttme to the English 
Army, assured his MIoW'CoveDaoieRa dnt those Noble fere^iamed Eariea, and 
ahnost al) the r.np^;i;>h Nobility; were moch avenefifom Ais Warn, and bToaim 
ot their suit to tlie King. 

Which did so much encourage the Covenaaten to coatinue their humble Pethmis 
A it< uty nf ivjce to the King^ (and God being pleased to mt hit bieattng) that, after some £nr 
i^^iw. rn ti.r Km: MtisajTes to and fro, the Km^ w^s pleased to give leaTe^ that six of them should 
fd on tiic loih of come and personally treat at the l-.arle ot Arundell n»s lent, upon the tenth or 
Junr, Juite, uith some uf the Englij>rt Nobility ; at which Discourses, some few daics 

after, the >viii>^ himselfevouchsafel to be present; At last, after many humble ex- 
mressions of the Covenanian, aad some eiqMStulatiooBttf the King with them, by 
die happy mediation of wise and ifoble tyounwllors, a Pidfication was solemnly 
m.iJ<; \ipon such Articles as gave full .satisfiction to all partii-s, save onely that the 
Scoitish Coveiunters were not pleast^d with so.nc exprcsaious which the King bad 
used in thePri^face to tlie Padficatory EJicr, as calling tiu-ir late Synod, Pteudo* 
Si/vo'ltis Glasgitfrisis ; and aspersing their pptooeediogs in Ann£S« with such Epi> 
thites, as lumukuout, ;7yf^«/, and rebel ious, 

M'hkh notviitlistaiidinK, at the humble suit of them, the Ki.ig was pleased tO 
moderate, to expunge some of ihoi>c harsh phra&es ; as likewise lo explaine more 
deerelyotber ambiguous sentences, to takeaway all suspicions from peoples hearts ; 
the ("npifs of which were delivered to divers of the English Nobility, who had 
takeu fakhtul paines iii procuring ilut happy peace} that, if anv doubu s^iouKl af> 
lerwanla happen, iheit )ud|geniaitt m^bt betaken conceiiuDg uieaucaikn of the 
wriiiag. 

The King also declared, for sadsfaeiion of the Scots, That, though his expressions 

at some places mi;;ht sceme harsh, y t his m -.ir.in^ la them wa-; never the worse; 
'i hat care must be laken of his owue reputation ui turraigac parts ; and that liiiga. 
tioaaboitt wofd* was Taiae^ when the matter .was cleere, aad their mit whtSlj 

The Kmg {^ranted them a free National Synod, to be holden upon the sixth of 

August following, and a Parlianicnito begin upon the 20th day of [.lesameiMoneth, 
to confirmc and raiiiie what the Syiwd should decree ; which the Scots thankfully 
receive, estiaming that to be the only praper aad efficacious way to settle a hrme 
peace both in Church and State. 

.They were also joyiul, that the King had promised to be there himselic in 
person. But that hope atierwards failed thcni ; for the King excused hiin.stlfe, af* 
.hnning, that urgent and weighty afl'aires at Londotij as he was certified by Leit«iB

Bot that joy lasted not long ; for the Jlarle of TRAyuARE, the King's t-omniw. riwScotiuh fulia* 
sioner, could not agree with the Scottish Parliament; the Scots complaining, that J'^",' ^"^f^* j^l^jj 
nothing was sctiou«ly performed, which the King had promised at the Faci^adoa } (orm ibt aruda of 
as shall more appear? afierward. iNPiKifcMwo^ 

B<tt. howevt r it w-^re, within a little time after that the King had been at Lon- 
don, il;ai paper whici) the .Scots avowed to containe the true condidons of that 
Paciiicnuoti was by ti o King dkavowed, and commanded by Proclamatum to be 
burned by the hands of the haogimnt though the Contenteof that Paper were not 
named'tt all m the Proelamatiafi, nor the people of England acqoateted vilii iny 
of them. Which put ihc^ F.nglish in great fcare that the former^ Counsels- of 
divisions yet prevailed in the Court, especially discerning a shew of preparadoo for 
Warre againe. 

But (leaTiog the Scots at their F^Iiament a while,) in the meaoe time, the Lord 'ii>< Wo*. 
Wfhtwostm, Deputy of Jreland, anired m England, and was receired by the t^giLa!"*'*'***

Great was the cxpectadon of all the English, what might be the effect of his 
ccming-over; great was the opinion which men in general had conceived of his 
ability and parts; looking at him as the onely hinge, upon which the State was 
now lik'jly to tume. But very dilTert nt and various were the conjectures of 
Gentlemeo at that time, in their ordioair discouisesL . ^for I will relate the truth,) 
what use this great Statesman woold make of his abuitf and fafonr. 

• Sonic (as they wMiet!) did secme to hope, when they considered his first right 
Principles, that ^ihatsoever he had acted since his greatnesse, «'as but to ingratiate 
himselfe perfectly with the King ; that so at last, by his wisdome and favour, he 
might h^pily pfevaile both upon the Kiiv's judeement and affection, and carry 
liim from those evit Counsels wfdch he lad Icmg Deene nurtitred-in, to such waies 
as should render him most Iionounible and happy ; That the Larlc was so wise 
as to understand what most became a wise man^ and would make greatnesse be- 
loved and permanent. 

But others durst not hope so much from him, when they considered his 
Government in Ireland, and the ambition of the man : They iieared that neither 
his vertuc was great enough to venture his owne fortunes, by opposin.; ai.y -vil 
Counsels about the King, nor his favour great-enoagh to prevaile in over.ruling ;

About this time the £ark of Strafforo, retuiniiig o«t<]f Irehnd, where he rheEarlofStradbrd 
had held a akon ParliaBient,' and gotten foure Subadies from them, came to the ''"^ 
King aiMinc; nnvl, the- Knglish Parliament btirig pri-^ciitly to begin, an accii-^ution'ilSjJi,''*'**'' 
was Ura\«ne a>;<unst Lowuen, then Prisoner in the Tower> concerning a Letter 
written from the Scottish Coveoanteis loihe Fiaich Kiog; lowhfeh epiitleihe 
aaid Earlc had set his hand. 

'I'he matter of accui^tion was. That the Scots, weary of obedience to their owne 
•Xing, had ncourvc to a forrai^iu- Prince foraiHtlIIGe« and by dllt nMMiea nq^lt 
^dsaw the Armies of France into this Island. 

His answer was. The Letter was written in Maif, 1639, when Scotland vat 
throatned w-ith a grievous invasion, and they had notice, that, by Ambassadors and 
Agents, their Cause was rfprebi.ntcd odious to all forraigne Princes and Slates j 
That their intention was to clear theaisi K es hom tho^^^ aspcrtiuns abroad, and es- 
pedally totheXing of Vnact, whose Ancestors had been ancient fricndt* to the 
fengdotne <^ Scotland: Md far ftire least that King might possibly be wrought- 
upon to he their h.nctny otherwise. 

Tiiat it was not tu draw Warlike assistance from the King of France (which 
neverthclesse they thought lawful in an eajtresne necMsity and persecution) but 
only bis medittiua in tlMur belalf to their owne Dog; and that the Letter, well 
■examined, would beire no other aene ; 'iliough there were mention erf aid, yet 
their spcrci instructioris to their Mcisenger had specified what kindc of aid it was 
which tUi-y desired ; But, howsoever, they ailedged, that the diau^hc of that Letter 
did not then please them, nor was it at all canMntejMo^ nor intmded lo be sent } 
besides that, the Superscription, 'Jo the King, at wfaid) 80 great excepuon was 
taken, as if they acknowledged the French King for their Soreraigne, was not 
wiiitenat all by tlit-in, but addeo by some Lneniy ahcr tliat it was gotten-out of 
theur hands Besides all this, the thing was done before uie Pacincaiion and Act 
of (%l{«ian. and ought not now to be remembred against tliem. Whether their 
answer were sufficient or not . true ii is, (hat nothing at all was made of that businesse, 
though the Ki.ig himst lfe at the beginning of the English Parliament, mentuuied 
it against the Scots, as a proofe ot tlieii disloyalty, and jwdficttion Ot tboM Ww^ 
fike preparations wliicbhe bad made against them.

practUe might he mil tutpectedy when, at the tame timCf a Parliament uat dem/ed 
to Scotland, ^ough promised by the word pf m King ; granted to Engltiid. vhen 
not expected; and nhimlpd v]>iin Ireland, nhen not desired^

Upon die ^eenth of .April 13a^c BuGuMOt begpn; when the King produced Tb« Engliib Puiia. 
that fbrenuned writing of \m Scottish Sulqectt to the Frmdi King, as an apparent "jthJl^pIiriSo- 

token of their disloyalty, and a luces ity in him of chastising tin m by Armes ; 
for which he had already made so great a preparation, as required a present .supply 
ef money from this Parliament. To the time purpose that the King had briefly 
expressed hims<:lf, the Lord Keeper FkMca, in a long and eloquent Ontioo, dilated 
the bu«ines^e. 

Twelve subs-idies were demanded by the King, in lieu of which, the release of 
Ship-Money was promised } to which demand answer was nude by divers Members 
flf Uie Hoose in ■evtrat Speedws, ** That Redreese of grievances waq the' chiefe end 
of anseinbUng Parliaments, and ought ti> pn-cede granting of Subsidies. Which 
notonely Keason, but the constant Practise ol all agcs, had confirmed ; That there 
was never more need of redressing grievances than at this time ; without whidi 
the j>eople would n pine to part with twelve Subsidies ; That the sum was ex» 
traordiiiary great, especially to be given for releasing of that which they never con- 
ceived the King had any 1 itie-io, but had taken by power against the Lawes." 

The King protitised that grievances should be alterwards redressed, but required 
die Money nnt, becanse there wss a necea^y of hastenmg the Warre; wmoot 
which thi opportunity of Sanimcr wuuld be lost. To which it was answered by 
many, " That the people had laureabun lu pay tor that which was never caused nor 
dc^irid by them, mx could any way prove to their good, but» qeile coninwy, to

Among all the Gentjemen of the House of CommonSi who spake to that pur> 
poce. the Loid GeorosDiobt, Sonne to die Earle of Bristol (a young Noble- 
man of c.vtiaorHinary abi'ities) was eminent for a Speech tlierc; wherein com- 
plaining that the House was required to give present answer concerning supplies to 
the Ring) to ingage himself m a Warrc. and that a CnU Warre ; For, said he« 
to I must needs coil U, seemg woan the same BeUgknt and under tie tame 
King.

Dlven'of the Members baides (toomanv to be lieR named) did fuUvdeacaot 
upon such particular grievanoo^ as th^hmfflfer^Md Aemadmo^ {ntMraere- 
ral Counties and Burroughs. 

But it is most true, though k liave been odd, Qmefiud multis peccatwr^ had- 
turn ptf, That there was never any Parliament wbirh wa^^ more unaninous in ap- 
prehension nf grievances, and yet more moderate in the Langu.ige and manner of 
declaring against them. And so gKIt seemed to be their care ot offending in this 
Parliament, (beiiu; the first that in iO mniT jnicB had been granted to £i^i€md ;) 
that, nocvidutan&g they perceived dtatthe Money they were to give to the King, 
mat be employed agunat their ome iuleiiA* yci they took the Suh idu ^ into 

conuderation ; 
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tanuadeiatioo ; by which they mii^ perchance, gaine the King's cifTLCiIon to Parlia- 
me.- ts; and were content to hope, that, whiUst the Houses &ate, the bud Council 
about the King might be awed into moderation ; and the Warre agaiiist Scotland, 
bjr wiae and heoeat interpootion, night be ^aine coMpoMd, as it bad been the

But whilest thf> busincssi? was in debate, whether they were not quick enough 
in p^ruiting, or the Conditions were too much feared by the King, 1 will not 
judge, hut onely rdate what was done.

comhraed a Prisoner almost to the beginning of the next Parliament. 

-After the dissolution ' f this Tarliamenr, the Convocailon ol Diviiies condnued ''^'9'<"'"*»*»^» »f 
their Mliing, and by nutliority irom the lung, made divers Canons, and an Oath 1*^ 1^.''°^ 
to be impoflrd not oncly upon Clerg)'men, but on many of the Laiety. iixmn of itoAdia- 

That continuance of the CoavocanoB, ( whansocver tbemaelTes, perchance igno- 
imt of the law, might tbinke of it,) was judged to brvery illegal ; as i( appeared by 
the Votes of the rucci>eding Parlianu nt, and the opinion ol Lawyers dtlivcred ttitre. 

When Master Baosiiaw, the l^ovember fuUowing. inveighing against those 
Caikats which were made whilest they sate, proved the Bjshups and clergy in a 
^remioiire: 'I'hc Lord Digbv at the same time affirming, that their Convocation 
was a new Synod, patched out of an old Conventicle Many otner Lawyers -of 
note, at several tinit s, argued the case concerning those Canons. 

Iivsomuch that the i-iotise of Conmions, in JJtembtr fcrflowing, nulh contradi. 
centf, resolved that those Canons were against the tuodamcnul Lawes of the 
Kingdomo, the Ptoperty and Liberty of the Subject : And, in tiie following ^Jpril, 
1641, failing againe upon the laie Convocation, lor their lajiuns and other mis« 
demeanours, they voted th^ vonvocatioB-l louse in 'iOO,OOU {x>ands tme to the 
King } 1 he Archbishop of Canterburv to paj itO,000 pounds, the ArdilM«bop of 
Yvrlte 10,000 pounds, the Bidiop of Chuur 9UU0 pounds ; and the rest of dw 
Clergy, according to their abilities proportiunably, to make-up the summe. ^ 

Certaine it is, it was not in any sut^iantial way advautageou;i to tlie King} but 
onely tu give them tin:e und opportunity to taxe the Cleigy in Money Sat supply* 
iog^ li^jesty in the \Varre then on loot against die SooiSt 

The Kim must needs be driven to a great exigent at that thne, having so es- 
.pcnsive a VVatre in hand, and wanting the assistance of Parli.inient.

Coflections were made among the Papists ; Wiita of Ship>maiiey were issue J- 
out againc, in a Rreater proportion than before ; great Loanes were attempted to 
be drawne from the City pf London, to which purpose the names of the richeat 
Citizena were by command returned to the Couxicil>Board. But, theae waiea 
being not anflicient, aone otheis were nude use of, wUch woe of a natare more 
unusual, as the seizing of Bolfoine [or BuIlion3 in the Tower ; the Lord Cotting- 
TON also, for the King's use, tooke-up a great Commodity of Pepper at the 
Sxchange, to be sold againe at an under-rate. 

A consultation was auo bad of coyning 4O0y0OO L of baae Moaey, upon allega- 
tion that Queen Elizabeth had done tiie like for her Iridi Wanea : but tiie 
King waved dnb upon manit wUdi the MBtchaata gaMof die iaconfcniei^ 
cieaof It.

B&vtek, the Outle of Edenburgh being kept by Rivbn, a firme man to the 
King's side. 

The coimnon Sol- But in the Expedition of the King's Army towards the North, it was a marvel- 
dicn of the Ki>gii>h ious thing to dweTve in diven pbcea the aveneneaae of the Conganm SouUiera 
4Ui!£.ir«hfe'w.' iiom this Warre. 

Though Commanders and Gentlemen of great quality, in pure obedience to the 
King, seemed not at all to dispute the cause, or consequence, of thia Warre ; the 
Common Souldiers would not be aatiafied, questioning in a muliiioul naaocr, 
** Whether their Captainea were hfiista or not," and m nuny placet were not ap> 
peased till they saw them receive the Sacrament ; laying violent hajids on divers 
of (heir Commanders, and killing some, uttering in bold speeches their distaste of 
the Cause, to the aatomishment of many, that common people dwuld be sensible 
of publike Interest and Religion, when Lords and Gentlemen aeemed not to be so. 

By this backwardnesse of the Jinglish Common Souldiers, it came to passe 
that t he Warre pmvcd HOC aoabaipe and fiol lo both NatioMh «aU nlglit oOMr- 
wise have done. 

Some 
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tame blood was shed, but rery little, first, at Newburm, aTovoe &te adti Hm Scot> 
dinnt from NtwcattUf where pait of the £nglish ArmT fMnmpfd to intiBReiit •«■■<"> '>» c»un. 
the fMsnge of the Scots, as ther nmdwd toward Ifemeatik. uSd'^^^oilS'* 

But many of the Enf^Hsh Souldicrs forsooke their Commanders and fled, sooriet in AMgwl^ 
than the use of that Nation h to do ia Warre : But the English Horse made good 
a fight, and with great courage and resolalkn cbaiged npoB die Soola, but dl in 
vaine, their number beii^ too small. 

In this Skirmish, whkh happened upoBAeSSAof .iAjgiitt, the number of men AiUmUiatllM. 
slaine on both sides is not related, eithvbj tile Eqg|idi or Scottidi RdatioB; Iwt JSJi", Jjf'*'"" 
certaine it is, that it w'as not great. 

Three valiant and active Commanders of the English Am^ were taken Friaoaer^ 
Colonel W II MOT, Sir John DioBT, and Qmsau, the Md fattttr bong Apntib 
and botli Capt,iines of Horse. 

This fight opened that rich Towne of Newcastle to the Scots, and within few 
daies alter, rhe^ put a Garrisoaiaio ZWAam, commanded by the £arle of Dumm 
facing, and, taloog diat Fort ef Ntmtmtle vfaa. Tim^ fate re epted some Strips 

which were newly-arrived there with Provision of Corne for tlie King's Army. 

Some blood was also s-hrd ab<,)iU ihe saint; time, when part of the EuglLsli Gar- 
rison at Berwick, hearing that some Ammunition was layed-up in a little Towne Anoiliw « 
of Scotland, Dutuian, made an attempt upon it, hut found it better fortified ww Bwwickr' 
than was expected, and were repelled with some dnightert fion whence, heaime 
dnC a greater power of Scots was making toward them, under the command of 
die Lord Hadinton, (who unfortunately periled afterward, blowne-up with 
powder at Dunglasse) they returned to Berwick. 

The Kmg, during these Skkmiahes, had, bf PtodanHdoa^ anined all the 
English Nobility, witk^heirfelloweis nd Forms, to attend his Stmdaid at Torke 
agaiMs.t the Scots, on the 20th of Septeml'er ; where, whitest hlmselfe in FRSMkn^ 
sided, he received an humble Petition from the Scots, containing an — p^^An^ 
of their loyalty to him, and the innoGence of their intentions toward Bnf^and, 

But their expressions were ia such general teimei» that the King returned 
answer to the Earle of Lanurick, Seaetarj (ot Scotland, Commanding them to 
spt'cific their deuwndt; more [virticularly : Which, whilest the Scots prepared to ilti, 
it pleased God to open the hearts of many English Lords, who, considering and A tpnt numlir r of 
bewailing the great calamity and dishonour which England was then throwne into, «°JidJdO(r'kio^«i 
by these unhappy proceedings of the Xing, framed an bumble Letter, subscribixl York. frw\on hi™ 
by all ihtir hands, and sent it to his Majesty, wherein they represent to him the jo^"*^^'^' 
miserable condition of the Kiiigdouio, and mischietes atti^uding that wicked Warre; ijj 
as the da^er of his Person, tbe waste ot his Revenue, the burden of bis Subjects, 
the rapines comoiitted by that Army which he had raised^ wherein Fispiats^ and 
otheiTS ill-affected to Religion, are armed in Comraiinds, who are not by the 
Lawes pcrji'.iiicd to have Armes in their ownc houses ; The great mischiete which 
may fall upon the Kinj^;dorae, if lii- intentions, wliich are rep<irted, of biUlging-in 
Irish and forraigoe ii'orcea^ should take effect^ The urging of Sh^money i Ihe 
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mntrirade of Monopolies and other Patents, to the great and nniveml grievance 

of his people; The p'eat crlere of the Snbj'rt for the lonrj mtrrmi<i-ioii of Par- 
liaments, for dissolvinjy of the last, and i )rmfr dissolutions of .such as have been 
called, without any good effect : Fc r n i-icdy whereof, and for prevention of future 
dangers to hk owne Royal Person, and the whole Sute, they hamUy intreat Ya» 
Majesty, That he wontd be pleased to aammon a Farfoment inthio aome short 
and convenirnt time, whereby the causes of these, and othjr great grievances, 
which the people lye-under, may be taken-away, and the Authors and Couns>eUur& 
of them may be braoghc to legal tryal and condigne puoUuiKnt} And that 
this Warre may be composed without bloody in tucb manner as may conduce to 
the honour and safety of his Majesty, the COiafwC of the people, and anitmg of 
both Kingdomes against the Common Enemy of ^ RdomeA Relij^.

Upon such termed vna diis unaitural Warre (akboi^ dw Annie* could not 
as yet be disbanded) brought to a CessatioD ; and both mdbns rested in assured 
confidence, tliat a pi'acf must needs follow, since the whole matter was now to 
be debated in the English Parliament, which was to begin about a fortnight after ; 
fiir k was likely that a Paiiiament abould put a period to that Warre, which could 
never bsnw beoi b^guo, but for want of a Parliament. They were also confident 
diat that freedome which the fundamental Lawes and Constitution of the King. 
dome of England allow to Parliaments, could not be denyed to this (though to 
many others it had long been) as beinj^ diat Parliament, to which the King 
tm necessitated ; and the onely way which «w now left him to tread, after ao 
tasaf deviations unfortunately tried ; and upon which the people had set-up 
their utmost hope, whom it seemed not safe, after so long suffering, to provoke 
any further. 

In what a desperate condidaa die Kiqgdoine of Engbad was at that tinwk 
what necesnty there wis of a present cure, widi how mach difficulty that cure 

was to be wrought, and with what warincsse and wisdome it concerned both King 
and people to plav their parts, a judicious Reader may partly conjecture by the

On die third of November 1640, Ae Parltaoteiit bq;aii } vbere die King ez- Tiwbiciaghc«f(te 
p ime d hfmsdJe very well, in a Speech gracious and accepuble to both Houses ; E ngliihffM liMMie^ 

who did not expect from him any such acknowledgement of former eirours, as 
might sctme too low for the Majestie of his renoQ ; but onely desired to gaine 
hk affisction for the future. 

Very pleasing to them all was that gracious ejcpresaon, that He. did now clterly 
andfnehf put himtelfe upon the love and affections of his English Subjects, desiring 
litem to consider the test way fur the Safety and Sectirily of the Kingdotne of 
England ; and in order to it, for ioUtfaetion of their just grieiancet, whetrtin h» 
iMttU 10 ktartitu concur, that the woHtf might m kk nUraiMM iMtv t» mek* U 
a gkritmi tndjlourishing Kingdome. In muA Awnwiir he Sijreehf and inl* 
Kngly kave it to them where to I vginne. 

He desired also that all Jealousies and Suspicions might be layed-aside by them, 
which he promiied to doe on his part. .And wi^aL to give lonie reasonable 
cokmriD lot Ibrnier Waire, whedicr to excuse or jnabfie Ae Plroceedfaiga of it, 
be seemed as yet much distasted vidi die boldnesse of the Scots, who had entred 
England with an Army against his will ; calling them by the name of Rebels ; 
and that it concerned the honour of him and England, to drive them out againe. 

ikad, in his seoood Speech, two daies after, t ^j/milmAhe) Utat tkt itdiek 
wmt be put oat 9t ttd$ Kingdome; it is true, I nuut needs eatithem to, «» kng at 
they have an ylrmy that do invade us ; although I am wider Treaty wUk lAmj 
and under my Great Scale doe call them SubjecU ; /or to they ate too. 
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tfis deswe to have them out, was nraemed with that reason. That he wat sefK 

sjble how much his Fns^lish Subjects of the North would suffer othi-rwise. 

All which, with more particulars, was scC-lorth in a long Oration by the Lord 
Finch; who likcme juadfied the King's tntmrioQ -of calltag chii FuUaniait» 
before the Peered petitioned him at Yurh. 

Though the Kinf^ were thanked for his Grace towards Ins English Parliament ; 
yet that motion, oi expelh'ng the Scots, was otherwise considercd-of by the Houses, 
as will appeare in the particulars of it : For about a weekc after it was ordered by 
House of Commons, 'i'hat 1 oo,ooo /. should be paid to the two Armies, to be 
levied ratcably upon all the Countie:> of England^ (except the Northerae Counties, 
which were then charged) and, till it could be levied, the Money to be taken-up 
at interest. 

Scoiiith Commit. Aod Scottish CommissioBets were allowed to come and exhibite their complaints,

Before the great cure, which was expected from this Parliament^ could 
it was necessary that some time sbontd be apeoc in wemltia^ and declaring die 
wounds ; which, i n divers elegant and judjdoiiaSpeecheikvaadaiw by some Blem> 
bers of both Houses. 

The abuses which cf late yearcs had been committed about Reli^on. and thei 
mantfold vidatioos of Lawes and Liberties, were upon the iirst day atier tlw HooM 
of Gmtmons was seined, behifr the nindi of Nwvmber, enomerated and cBsooofsed- 
upon by Master GaiMXTON, Sir BtyjAMijf Rl dveiid, Master Pvm, and Master 
Baosh AW ; and the abuses of Ireland, reflecting much upon the Earle ol Ura/jbrd^ 
■were opened by Sir John Clotwoj^thy, of Owen^ Imt Uving in Ireland. 

The like Speeches for many daies following, were made by divers Gentlemen of 
great quality ; where, in thenudst of their complaints, the King was never mentiooed, 
but with grtat Honour ; 'I'hcy alwai>:i: miMiig thanks for the pltSM It hope of 
redresse, with their complaints of tormer grievances. 

The first of which they rendred to the Kmg, and threw the odier upon hia 
Ministers; of which if the Reader would see a perfect exemplar. Sir Bbnjamik 
RoDVtHD's Speech (the second that was delivered in the House* will bcsi dis-

These inventions were hut sieves, made of purpose to winnow the best 
men ; and that is the Devil's occupation. 

They have a minde to worry jpreaching ; for I never yet heard of any 
but diligent Preachers that were vent with these gnd the like d'l^ices. 

They ^spise Prophecy, and, as one said, they would faint, he at some~ 
thing were like the Masse, that ivillnot bite; a muzzled Reiivion. They 
would evaporate and dis-sptrit the power and vigour of Religion, by 
drawing it out into solemne and specious formalities, into obsolete, anti- 
quated. Ceremonies, new furbish d-up. And this (belike) is that good 
worke in hand, which Doctor Heylin hath so celebrated in his bold 
Pantalets : All their acts and actions are so full of mixtures, involutions, 
emd complications, as nothing is cleare, nothing since! e, in any of their 
proceedings.

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Whosoever squares his actions by any rif/f, tithe r^ divine or hmnanCt he 
is a PuritoHi whosoevir vnu/d he gwertud. by the Kittg^s Lawes^ he is a 

Puritan. 

He that wiii not do whatsoever otiier men ivould have him do, he is a 
Puritan. Their great worhe^ their Masterpiece, now is, to make all tJInte 
of the RfligioH, to h:- tbr suspected party of the KingJonif. 

Let us further refect upon the Hi effect these courses have wrought^ what 
by a dtfection from us on the one stae, a se/taratien om the other ; some, 
imagining whither ivc are tending, made haste to turtu, or declare them- 
selves Papists Lefore-handi thereby hoping to render themselves the more 
gracious y the more aeee/tteMe. A great company of the King*s Subjects, 
strivings to holdcotnmufiion vjith Us ; hut seeing h'nz- farr-e we lUfri- gone, 
and fearing how much further we would go, were forced to fy the Laud,

In so great a concurrence of businessc. and weighty afiaires, concerning the 
«fety, and the veiy being, of thtceKngdomes, as farre as the Parlhment had leisure 
to consider and redresoe the damages, or other injuries, of particular persons ; Their 
first care was to vindicate distre^^wd Ministers, who had been imprisoned, or de- 
prived, by the Biiliops, and all others who, in ilu C.iu>c of Religion, had been perse- 
cuted by them: Many ot those Ministers, within few week$ after the heginitingof 
the Flirliament, were ideastal front donnce, and restored to their Charge*, with 
damages from their oppn ssours; Many Doctors arii! nther Divines, tfuit had been 
most busie in promoting ihe late Church- iiir.ovaiioas about Altars and other Cere- '. 
monies, and therefore most gracious and flourishing in the State, were then questi- 
oned and committed ; insomuch aa the change, ana the suddennesaeof it, seemed 
wonderful to men, and miy tfoithOy aerveas adocumeat to aUpoaiieriqr*

Among clivers others of this Klnde, and the most remarkable of all, was that TliePsrliataeotgivfi 
reliefc which tlse Parliami nt, immediately upon their first sitting, gave to three ■''''j' '^j; 
persecuted Gentlemen, 1) ctor Uastwicx, aPhyaitiaQ, MMieTFRVHHt,zLtwjtT,l^itt.iumtl^ 
and Master Buhto s, a Minister. 

The whole passage of whoae Story we will hen inaert In .o/ae conunued dit- 
course, that it may not hereafter interrupt an\ orh- r Rc-Litioiis ot businesse. 

These tiire«men,for thesaineoffence,or very iutle diliVring in substance, (as those 
that read their extant Bookeaii^pacdve) not being abletocontaincthetnselveani 
such a cause, had wihtm miinat rae manner of En^h Epucopacvt and those incon- 
'Vetriences:, or eitravauanaes, which, as they conceived, flowed from it, to the pre* 
judici of P'iriry in Relii.ion; For uhich offence they r^- all ihrce hi avily censured 
in tlie Hig . Clommisstua Court, at sever.d timt-s, and coiuiuiited lo sewral i'risons, 
where they lung remained iu durance, till aiierwarii their cause was brought into 
the Starre- Chamber, where tli^y received a sad du"n)e', ana the same day stood 
-all three upon Pillories in ileumiusier Paiacc-yaiu^ where there eares were like- 
wiae cot-oB *.

aqjectade no lesae strange thao sad, to see three of several Professions, the noblest 
b the Kingdonie, Divinity, Law, andPhysick, exposed at onetime to such an i^^no* 
minous punishment, and condemned to it by Protestant M.igisrratcs, for such 
Tcnents in Religion, as the greatest part of Protestants in England held, and ail 
the Reformed Cnurches in Europe maintained. 

But the Court of Starre-Chamber seemed to take coffmuurf oody of their 
unlawful publishing those Tenents, and disobetfence to the AoAority then in being. 

This was but the beginning of their punishment; they were nfter^arJ banished 
to remote places of the Kingdom, and there kept in close and solitary confinement, 
sot lUowed pen and paper, nor the sight ot any triends, no notao much (far MO of 
them were married ) as of their owne wives. Tbeir imprisonments, at several 
moves, were in the Castles of Lanceston, Lancaster^ Carnarvon, and the Isles of 
Sci/Ut/, Gamsey, and Jersey. 

These three, within five daies after the Parliament began to sit, vrere sent^for 
- . ... home from their buiishnieot; and accordingly Master Prynhb, and Master

4aB wiliigmtp«b- BOKTON, upon the 98th of iSnveinl-er came into London, (UcKtor BtsTwicK

b^'iSM^ ^*'*"* miles from London, and brought into the City by five thou ;and persons, both men 

and vomen, on Iwiaeback, who, all of them, worein their hatt Rosemary and 

Bnea, in token of Joy and THnmph. 

The discourses of men upon this action, were very different : some both of the 
Clergy, of the Court, and other Geatiemen besides, did not conceale their dislike 
of it, afiinning that it was a bold and tumultuous affiront to Courts of luMiee, and 
the King's Authority : Others, who ptied the former sufferings of those men, and 
they that wished Reformation in matters of Justice, were pleased with it ; hoping 
that it would worke good effects in the King's minde, and n\ake him si [i ibi h w 
his people stood disaffected to the rigour of such proceedings ^ and esteemed it 
as a good presage of the ruise of those two Courts, the High -Commission, aad the 
Star-Chamber : Which proved true within halfe a yeare after. 

How it wrought at that present upon the King, is not knowne. But actions of 
that nature, where the people, of tlieir owne accords, ina seeming tumultuous man- 
ner, do expresse tbeir liiking or dislike of matters in GovemmenL caooot have 
alinies the same successes out irafke,aeoofding to the diqpositioD of the PiiiKeor 
Covcrnour, either to a sense causing Reformation, or to an hatred of tbemas 
upbraider;, ol his actions; out cvrrtgunl, aut irruunt. 

Within a moneth afiter, the businesse of these three 'men was, by Ofdc of 
the Parliament, refei red to Committees io and report. 

Upon which reports, not two Mooeths after, it was voted by die House of

rings : and chat satisBtction should be made them in money, to be paid by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the High-Conunisaionen, and those Lords who had voted 
against them in the Sisr-Chamber; That ihey should be againe mtored to their 
callings, and receive Master Buk ton 6(X)o/. and Ma<!lcr Phtmmb iOOOl* Doctor 
fi.iSTWicK, in a vote by himself, was given the Vtke summe. 

As these were comfinted after their sufferinga, soother Divines (for the begin- Procrv-Uup. tstim 
oing of this Parliament seemed a litlle Dooooday,) after a short fileasuw, weceS"''^"* ^^*^ 
brought to their torment. 

A Committee was made to enqoire of scandalous Ministers; wliich appeared ia 
twokindes (and were accordingly censured) either loose livers, and men of a de- 
bandied bdwvioar, (fior many such were gotten into good preiefmenti, and coud» 
tenanced to affront the Purita:is ; ) or else offendours in xvay of Superstition j of the 
former sort many were in a jiioi t time accused, by degrees censured, and turned- 
out of their livings : Of the latter sort there was no small number of o^endors} aor 
Id filcdihood could that (which hadbeene tiie way to all high piefenneots) want 
valken in it. 

Among all the men of his rankc, Dr. Cooseks, Master of Saint Frier's Col- Dr. Cponpi. 
ledge in Caisihidgc, was most noted tor superstitious and curious obser\'ations in 
many kindes ; a man not noted for any great depth of learning, nor yet caandsp 
lous for ill-living, but onely forward to shew himselfe in formalities and outward 
Ceremonies concerning Religion, many of which were such as a Protestant State 
might not weil suffer. 

This man was questioned upon many Articles; some by himselfej some, where 
other Divbes were joyned with him ; imprisoned be was, and afterwards bailed4 
and, though deprived of some preferments, yet escaped without any great puiush> 
nient, and was one of tbem^ in that cru wd oi oOuidors, who might rejoyce that 
the filament had so much businesse. 

Bat enater Cleiigymen than Dodor Coosbn* were then to conenpoatlieDr.WranM^BMhiip 
Stage ; Bishop Wrbkicc, a man guilty of the samC'Cnme m Superstition, that 
CousENS was, as farre as concerned his ownc person, but farre more guilty as a 
Magistrate, and able to impose it upon others, was upon the 19th of December 
accused of Ticaaon, and cntred into a recogniunce of ^0,000L tO Wffnrtg wiA 
duee sureties engaged, each of them, in bonds of 10,000 i. 

This Wrf.nnk, being Bishop of Norwich, a Diocese in which there were as 
many strict Professors of Religion (commonly called I'urUari.i') as in any part of 
England, had there violently pressed superstitious Ceremonies, or such as they 
concdved so, u^on them, put-aowne accustomed Lectures, and deprived many 
Mini- teis iinich beloved and reverenced among them. By which rigour he grew, 
acLideuLaUy, guilty of a wuudcrlul crime against tiie wealth and pro&perity of the 
State.

troiibl<^d with bis Fcclcsiastic:il censures and vexations, that, in great numbers, to

About that.dme came the great busincsse of'SMp^Money into debate in Parlia- ■'^ '^''">''' '""xiSUIit- 
ment -. ai^d was voted by both Houses to be a most illeg-l '( axation, and unsuf- 'i^l^'' ' 
fi rahlf? grievance ; in rvfcrence to wliich case, ;Utnost all tho Judees were made 
Dclitiqiu-nts, for their extrajudirial opinions in it, as more particularly will after- 
ward appeare. As for other petty grievances, (such as were the multitude of 
Monopofiet upon all fSSngB and Commodkiea of greatest and most fiuniliar use;) • 
the House daily condemned them ; and thr TKlii>qiion'... of meaner note in that 
kinde who were examined and censured, ^wre too many to be here named : Nay, 
ao impartial was the House of Commons in (hat case, that many of their ownc 
llemben» who had been guilty of anch Monopolies, were daily tunwd-but oi, the 
^Hiae for thar offence. 

But the businesse of Ship-money did reflect with a deeper staine of guilt upon Sir John RndvLafA 
the then l^rd Keeper Finch, than upon any of the other Judges whatsoever, 
for his great activity and labouring in it, by thteata and prOBliae a workimgupoa 
theotber Ju^m as we fiade alleged aguM him. 

Sh* John FmcR, b die ycare I6S6, when that Taxa&m of Ship^noney was 
first plotted and set on foot, was newly n\ade Lord Chiefc-Iusticc of the Common 
Pleas, a man in tavour with the King, and many of the greatest Lords in Court, 
baving before been the Queenes Attorney ; a Gentleman ot good birth, of an I^gh 
ud Imperious tfint, eloquent in speech, though in the knowledge of the Iaw opt 
Tery deepe. 

VjHiii the death of the Lord Keeper Coventry, about /)ecfffn'i!:r, 2039, the 
Kuig uas pleased to conterrc that high Trust of keeping the Great Seale upon him ^ 
which Olhce at this time he held. 

Upon the seventh of December, when Ship-money was fully debated, and ab> 
solutely damned by the House of Commons, and the offence of the Judges began 
to be scanned, sixtctne Gentlemen oi that House were clio^in to examine those 




Upon which examination, and further light given, the next day a Committer 
was named to draw-up Charges against the Judges, and i^pnisPtbe Lord FtvcH, 

He, not manyxlaies after, became 
an humble buitur to the House of Commons, 1 bac before the Charge of IL^h 
Treason were deliveredafpiiiMt bin, AiBf would be phased ID hcwefiffli,t>rv TmSi,

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His suit wa* granfc.l : and the next d-^y save one, in a long O.a'ion, he endea* 
voured to cicare bimstlfe; but ail in vaine was that endeavour ; th^r^h liis de- 
portment were very humble and submissive, and his Speech full ot perswasive 
Rhetorick, it could rot prpvailc to divert the Judgement, though many in the 
House were moved ti: n kind ■ ( f rnmpassion. 
He flies to I' Hand ' He, either secretly infortncd by Iricnds. or himselfc perceiving by evident signes, 
how things were likely to go with him, conceivetl it best to use a (imply prerentianf 
aad the next day, disguised, fled, and soon crossed the Seas into Holland.

But now a greater Actor is brought upon the Stage, Thomas Wekt- 
woKTH, Laric of Siraffhrd, Lieutenant of Ireland, a man too great to be let escape ^ 
ao sooner accused but surprized, and secured for a Tryal. 

Which Tryal of his, if we consider all things, — the high natttM of Ae Chaxm 
against him ; the pompous circumstances, and stately manner of the Trial itselre ; 
the time that it lasted ; the pretiousnesse of tliat time so coasumed; aiid, lastly, of 
what monicDt and consequeoce the successe of it must prove, — I may safely say» 
that DO Biriijeet in EHgrndf and probably in Europe, ever had the like. 

So great it was, that we can hardly call it the Trial ot the Earle of Strafford 
onely ; the King's affections toward his People and Parliament, the future successe 
of this Parliament, and ihc hopes of tluce Kincdoins d^Mkdiqg OA were all 
tryed, when Strafford was arraigned. 

Many Subjects in Europe hare played lowder parts upon the Theater of the 
world, bat none kft it with greater noise; nor was the matter of his accusation 
confined within one Realme ; three whole Kingdoms were bis Accusers, and 
eagerly sought, in one death, a recompcncc < t aUQldrmfoill^tTllttve flUfl^f

Commons of Eii«l(n.'1, accused Thom/vs. Faile of Sirrrjpm/, LortI Lieutenant of 
Ireland, of High Treason i and desired their Lordships that he might tx" sequel

The Larle was required to withdraw ; :iiul aih-r a debate thereof, called-in, was

1 he Larle of S>i ffonl answered daily at the Barre, whilest the wliole Ilou-^e of 
Comnionti, havittg |>ui liKinselves into a Committee, bad Ubcrty to charge him, 
every man as he mw occasion : But, though many of them did sometiines speaker 
yet the accuhations were chiefly managed hy two txpert Lawyer^ Matter GlYMMB, 
and Master Mwnard, bolii Mcnibtis of llie House. 

Many toule nuMleu.eane^urs, committed both in Ireland and En;, land, were 
aiauy.|>.bved against him : But thai ward which the Earle, being an cloqueut man, Hk 

especially of' 
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opecttlly lay-^f, wa^ to kfcpe-ofl' the blow of High Trcajon, whatsoever misde- 
meanours should be layed upon him; of which, some he denied, others he tx- 
cined, and extenuated with ^eat niibtility; conteoding to make c no thing good,

Every day the first weeke, from Munday to Saturday, without intermissioa, the 
Earie wax brought from the Tower to ^^timwier-ff all, and «nr^gned many 
houres together ; and the sucxeaie of cvoy daiea tryal, was die gmtesc disoouiw, 
or dispute, in all companies. 

For ty tKh ttmp the people began to be a little divided in opinions ; The Clergy 
in general were so much fallen into love and admiration of this £arle, that the 
ArdibiaiMip of Cbn/ei^Miv win almoct quite forgotten by them. 

TheConitiencryed him up, and the Ladies, (whose voices will cany modiwitb 
some parts of the State,) were exceedingly on his side. 

It seemed a very pleasant object, to see so many Senipronias (all the chiefe 
Court-Ladies filling the Gallcrie»at theTr}ai) with penne, inke, and paper in 
Aeir hands, noting the passages, and discoursing upon the grounds of Law and 
State.

much displeasing, Speech in the House ; Of which more hertaticr. 

That Bill of Attainder was aent'itp to the Lorda ; where, after tlie reading of it, 
a great division was in that House, and many of the Lords much opposed it. 

But Master St, John, the ICing's Soiicitour, and a Member of tbe House of 
Commons, was appointed iritllin fgw i$im ifter, to make good the Bill by Law, 
and give the Lonfe satisiactiBD, vlridi vaa aeoordingly done upon the ^9th of .

But the King was not satisfied in conscience, (as he declared to both Houses, The Kiag nrfuMt to 
two daies after, ^ to condemne him of Mich Treason ; and told thcin, N'o feares, 
or rewects whatsoever, should make bini alter that rcsoiutioD, founded upon his 
conscwnoe: Bot confeiBaed, that his miadBmeaoors were ao great, that he held him 
unfit to serve him in any office whatBoever ; with other expressions of that kinde. 

The King's Speech was somewhat displeasing to the Houses ; but the City were 
out of patience, and within loure daies after, came to H'estminsier, about live 
thousand of them, crying for Justice against the Earle of Strafford i and fallowing 
tbe Lords, complaining that they were undone and trading decayed, for want of 
due execu'ion of Justice. 

The Lords gave them good words, and promised them to acquaint tlic King 
with it. But tne next day they appeared againe \sitli the same complaint. I'heir 
feares being more a^ravaied, by n ason of reports, that attempts were maile (o

But hit ExrcvHon "i he divisions and disturbances which his life ootdd make, were not greater than

iiM . luiiiPMta- Appianus observes of Syli a the Dictator, That, as his living power had 
rob'd tile Roman Senate nf tluir freedonie ; so diJ his very Funeral : Wl.t-re so 
many of his old Souldiers and Hacsters iollowcd the solenwity, that the bcoators 
who \»-ere present, dun^t not with freedome expresse their thoughts of hhn; hot 
were inforced (o flatter bim dead* as well as living. 

How farre the Earle of Strafford did, in his life-time, divide the King's affec- 
tions frimi his People and I'arli.iiiK nis (which \sa.s part of the Charge against him) I 
cannot surely tell ; But certaine it is, That his 1 i^-ai and death (which has made me 
insist the longer upon it) did make soch a division in that nude, as, being un- 
happily nourished by degrees afterward, has almost ruined the ihrt c Kingdomes *. 

'I he lenL-^th of his Tryal. whilebt two Annies at an heavy cxpence were to be 
paid, and other businefse at a great stand, did divide some impatient people (at 
least in some degree) from the Parliament ; The manner of his cmideinnation 
divided the Rirliamefit in itsdie ; and the eager pressing of his death did disrover, 
or c7.v.-(\ .1 ^ad division of the King from his Parliament. 

Nine and /ihy Members of the House of Commons dissented in Vote from the 
rest, upon the Bill of Attainder : upon which some indiscreet persons (for so I 
must needs esteeme them, though it was never knowne who they were, or by 
whose nodce it was done) the next day set-up a paper upon the Exchange, witn 
the names of those nine and fifty, and a Title over it, TAff NoaMt thou mtltt 
teho, to save a Trai/tor, would Leiray their Countrif. 

The J that were thus posted- up, suppoiing jt to be done, or caused, by some of 
their House, were much provoked at it, many of them growuig by degrees div 
affected to the ParKament, (not all, for there were among those &Mnting Gentle* 
men very wise and learned mt n) and, upon that uohappy distraction that fell-out 
about a yecre after, forsooke the Parliament. 

Upon the same Bill of Attainder, the Lord Diubv made his foresaid Speech, 
which, by a Command from the House (for be had printed it) was to be burnt by 
the Hangman t which was the visiUe canae of his deserting the Parliament, and 
fiDvuig so great an Actor ^ahiat h as shall hereafter hededared.

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The worst coiu^nence of all was, that the King's Imit-did upCB Ail ItfmSftn

appeare in the Narration. 

The peraona of chicfret note in it, were Master Henrt PEacv, broihtr to the 
Earle of Northumberland ; Master Hehky JsaMiM* tbe great Favourite of the 
Queene, to whom he was Master of the Horse ; Master Gokino, eldest Sonne to 
the Lord GoaiNo ; blaster Wilmot, eldest Sonne to the Lord Wilmot; 
Colonel AsiuuRMHAM } Captaine Pollard ; Sir Johm Suckling ; Ohialk, 
Uk Irish mam nl a Fkpiat; wHh dners others of a moreioferiour ranke, such u 
■were privy but to some part of the detigne : For it seemes their Counsels were 
divided, and they were not all guilty of the same things ; as by their several exami- 
nations upon Oath appeared. 

But that which grieved the hearts of honest men, and made them almost dei^aire 
of dnt happinesse which was before hoped-for by thisParUaiiient, was, That they 
discovered the Kinc; himself to be privy to this conspiracy against them; which Ttie Kiag Ma 
was plainly teiitihed by Colonel Goring s examination; as likewise by a Letter Pf'*? 
written by Master Perct to HLs Brother the Earle of I^urtftuml-et lavd; where he""*"*^* 
names the King's disooivsea with him, and tbe desire which the King iud to jojoc 
aach as he tho^ht fit tridi them. 

The Conspirators had taken an Oath of secrecy among themselves.

One was eoncernbg Ae Tower of Xomlm, That SovMien shoold have been 

put into it. For Sir John Sucki.ino, and some others of the Conspinirors, under 
pretence of raiung Forces for the Portugal^ bad gathered men in London, who 
were to pnssffsss themselves of the l ower. 

Tbe LieaicnBtt Sir William BALiOfti» wm commanded by the King bim<* 
aeUe to admk dwse SaaUBett into the Tower. Bitt be^ percerring that it «n a 
Plot to let the Farlc of Strnfurd escape^ dwliefed diat ^AF'"^'* of iIm Sag^i 
as appeared by his Ezaminatian. 

In which IK likewise qieciSed, that the Earle offered 9000/. in Marri^iridkllil 
dangfaicr to the lieutenant'e Soane, if he would consent to the Earlcs escape. 

Anodier btanch, and thai die cMefe of tbb deeigne, wa» to bring up tbe 

Xn^lish Army, which wat, in the North, as yet uiidisband^'d, and to enpjpe it 
awauist the Parliament, to awe the Houses in diveis things concerning the King's 
Frer^gative, and ■whiiahiii^FpiwofMy* n llBMrlkiMVii^iiM ift the lim-

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To joyne with these Forces, and strengthen the Plot, a French Army was la 
be landed at Portmouik, and chatTowne, for the same purpose, was to be put into 

Master Jt '-I %n N 'h hanJs. 

'ihe Iii.-h Army, coiu.is;in j; oF ti^^iit thousjoid, almost all Papists, when the 
K.irlo of Stuiffbrd had escapi J of the Tower, wat tobebroaghtoveraiidcrbb 
conduct, and engaged in the saaie .Service* 

All these things were conftssed upon several Examinalioiis. 

The Pariumerit were most j;ricvcd to fiiide the King so farrc lu It ; and thon re- 
called til riiiKU-, how I lis M.ijesty, on the SiSth ot before, had told the 
IIouels, That he could not allow dw di^bandiDg <rf the IiUi Armj, for diven 
nasoQs best knowne to hin)s<,lfe. 

The Conspiracy being in some part detected, Pekct. jBRMYMt aodSoCKLiNG, 
fli J the day before they should liave been examined, being dlCiixth of Mag^ and 
pas&edinto France, \vhere SucKMNG not long after dyed. 

But afterwardii, upon the reading of a Letter in the House npon the 14th of 
Jmtt sent by Matter Psrcv out of Erwm to his firoib^ tbe £arle of JNerthuw^- 
'berltmd, Wilhot, AsHBUkNttAM, ^and Pollard, (three Members of the 
■House of Com:nons. mentioned in that Letter, as privy to this Conqiir.M y) were 
commanded to withdraw, and then called -in cevcrnlly, examined, and committed^ 
WiLMuT to the Tower, AshburkHam to the King'ji Bench, and Pollard to 
the Gat9-Housej from whence they were not long after released upoa Baile, as 
"being found guilty not in so high a degree as others were. 

Goring, upim liis Kxaniiiutioii, tUalt so cloerly with them, u.nd so farre 
pureed himsel^e from evil intentioui, that he was not at ail cummittcd by the 
AimmeDt 

Oneale, who prni\ pd most guilty of that part of tlic Cons]nracy, for bringing- 
up the t4igHsh AitTiy apainst die Parliament, was presently after apprehended, 
and comniiitcd to theTow i r ^ \\ Iicnce it was generally thought he WDOld be brought 
lo Tiyai for bis life, and suHer : but he ina<^e an e8caj>e. 

The PuEament, considering what great disturbance they began to finde in settling 
the State, what conspiracies had been on foot ; and doubtful of the King's sincere 
aiLcti.jii louards them ; conjidcring also what great riisburv-ements ot money were 
to be r.ade for payment of two ArmiLS, and other charges yi r ic/tliiLg the Stale, to 
which purpose money was to be borrowed upon tbe PubJiie iaiih ; by a joint 
■cooKot of both Houses, moved the King to signeafiOl for coa&tauce ol tbia 
present Parliaiuent, That i': >h:n.[d never be dissi^ved dU both -Hbasei did COOStlll^ 

■ and agree that publikc giicvonces w ere fully redrest.

him by both Ilrii'.c'i, for a Parliament to be hoKl in Euglnml every third yeare; 
That the Lord Keeper, and the Chancellor of the Dutchy, for the time being,should 
be tmmt to inti^raith the WrilB» and, upon default, to lose dieir places. 

The same if.iy in the sfternnone there was a Conference bctwrcne thr nvo 
Houses, to returne the Kin^ idaiikes; upon which it was concluded that the 
whole Hoiwe should go to the Ki'ig to ff'/tite-IJaH, and that the Lord Keeper, in 
tbe oime of both Hawaet, tbould mume their thankfulnesse to his M;^e^ } 
which was accordinf^ly dooe. 

Kxprcssions of joy, by Order from PStrliament, were that night made 
about London, with ringing of Bells, nuking of Boncfircs, with such usual 
thinf^s. 

It is observable in the course of Historira, how much Kin^s, in such limited 
BfoDarchies as that of 7?n »/«»»</, do, in time, by de^^rces gaine upon the peoples 
Righcs and Priviledgcs : So that those thin;;s, wliich, by the constitution of ihe Go- 
venunc-nt, the people may challenf^e as due from the Prince, having been long 
forborne, becotr.e at last to be esteemed such AcIS of OtCMfdinafy paiQe, asdnt 
the Prince is highly thanked for granting of them. 

Such was the case of this I riennial Parliament, as both Houses afterward, when 
the ur !i?ppv division began, and the King upbraided them with this favour, could 

Elainly answer, " That it was not so much as by l-aw they might require, there 
Bine two Statutes then in force, for a Parliament once a yeere " 
The King himselfe also, at the time when he granted that Triennial Parliament, 
could not Jorbeare to toll them. That he put an obligation upon them in doing it, 
which they had scarce deserved. 

For liitherto (»aid he) to tjteak freely t I have had no great encout agement to 
grmt it; if i skaM hMt to tho vutuard face of your aetiom or proceedings, and 
not to the inn'rird inUvfi'mi of ynnt hearts, I might muftr (ptf^li'in (jf doing it 

Uut that Grant wliich the King since passed, upon the tenth of Mai/, for conti- Ra^txIiMMfttAcI 
nuance of the present Parliament, not onely afterward by himselfe was much up- ^^blTiSStaiiSr' 
braided to them, but by many Gentlemen, who were not well aflfected to their 
Fivlbmeitt, ind by aH tbe V^NO of Matkil CleiKy, in dieir or^^ 
was censured as a greater grace than it was fit for the King to grant. 

To such men, their discourses and writings, afterward, when the great distrac- 
tion hap|)ened, and the Warre WM bicakiiifKmc^ the PtfJiuMni^ hi many of their 
Declanuoos, answered : 

That, tk4mgh there were at it iemoieeming reetrmU ef the Regal Pouer im 
dissolvivg I'r.rlinmentx ; yet really it tras vo taiing that Power from the Crawtie, 
but tuspending the execution of it J or this time and occasion only.

And wfaere it was objected. That no King ever granted the like before ; they 
answ ered. It was evident, that no King before ever made so great a necessity for 
a Parliament to require it. And besides that, in the Constitution of En^iands 
Government, it was never the incHining of the Law-givers, that the Kinp should 
dissolve nny Parliament, wl-.iiest the great Aflidres of the Kingdome \v« rc dqpewlt 
ing; and though the King had used to do so* it wasneverthelesse unlawful. 

The Scots in th«r Remonstrance 1640, told the King, That he had brokadidr 
Lawes in dissolving the Parliament there, against rhe consent of their House. 

And it is very well understoo<l by those that are skilful in I,.iwes of both Nations,, 
that English Parliaments have originaflj the same freedome. 

It was neverthclcsse probably then thought by all, that the Kaig would not have- 
inntedto that Act, if at thatdmedieficwnesseof dioaefiMMDcnnoned grievaocM. 
In the peoples hearts, and the present discovm' of that odious Trea-^on, of bringinj. 
an Army against the Parliament, had not made it unsafe for hini to deny it. 

That opinion was n^ore cocfinned by the following Actions, since time, and the 
vncoosiancy of some Lords aof Gentlemen, had laued him a Party. When that 
laM, vUcQ by Law he amid not againe untie, he CDdeavourcd tocut Monder by 
iAtSmatdi w vm tfyautk observed in ihePiriiMaeit'* DBcfanwiBW..

The £aiie of Holland was nominated by the King, and weii-approved of by the 
Paribmoit, to g»dinni aa^knaral, far mabaiiiHngof the English. And for the 
speedy disbunement of so great a suininev wluch was to be raued out of the PoU« 
Money (of which 1 shall speake anon) and the six Subsidies, much Plate was ap- 
pointed, with more than ordinary haste, to be tueltcd and coyned. 

The Reader will here, peichance, desire to be sati&iied, by what meanes the 
Scottish Anny, which the King, in the beginning of the Parliament, was so desirous 
4o have driven-out of the KiogdmBiF, aod sqrled Rebels afaould caatbac uiidid»ia> 
ded till this time. 

Tbc Cessation of Armes, which waa nude before to expire about the end of 
December last, was at that time renewed by the Padiament for a Moneth longer^ 
who presently after tooke it irfto considoraoii,' tbat the Soott should be sadaSed 
/or alt their charges they had been nt, and losSeS Sustained, sioce that mbupfj 
Warre i'.M the Kiqg had raised ag;uiist them. 
Ja ^ itirnmjffBSkmiai^ after a aeiimia ^t^ats eoBoenMiig that .biianes^, the 
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neeeMllif'' of ;ho Scots belnp; wcll-wcij^h' il, and thdr demands comidi iid, it war; 
not ondv sgri ed tliat their Ships, tal.on since that Warrc. should be restored, and 
4000/. in ready money given to them M ngge those Sliips; but for the m»i;:e of 
it wai resolved-upon by both Houses, to give the full atinune of 300,000/. ia 
tJuse wor<h expressed, Thwards a sti}>fyly of the lottet and necessities of our 
Brethrrii of Sro;lf::.(!; and that the Varliamcnt would in duc time take into COQ* 
sidcration the manner of raising it, and ihe daies of pa^ineot, 

Hinbereupon the Scottiali €^c>mmis»ion(.'rs, three daies after, ^murned tfaaok/ul. 
nene to the Parliament, not onely for that great aunuae of SOOyOOOt but for the 
style tf Brethren which they had given them. 

And the same wctke, to coniiune and further strengthen the annity of both 
Natioost the Parliament of i:;nj;/(2»d Ordained that all Boolm, Libels, aiid Proclap 
matkms against the Scots, should be called in ; and a thanksgiving to God should 
be in all Churches thorow England, tor the happy conclusion of th;>t peace. 

But before the time came that the Parliament, pressed uitli so many great and 
weighty Afiaircb, could Imve Ki.Hire to cod.miLt and fully determine the times for 
namnnit of that great summc to the Scou (which was not tUl the I9lh day of the 
following Jtme, when h was concluded, that they diould reoeire 100,000/. of ft 
at IVlidsummpr ron-e twelve Moiicths, nnrl the other 200,0(X)/. at Midsummer 
two yeares alter) the Scots prebuited many Papers to the Mouse at several 
times, lor money to supply th^ wants of their Army ; which were friendly enter- 
tained and conaideted, by ^ Parliament. For that Army was kept long undii- 
banded ; insofmicb aa ahoot the end of die following Mii/, there was in Arreare 
due to the Scottish Anny (hesidi ? the gift of 300,000/.) ll>C,O()0/. 

So great a charge was the Parliament ot England content to be at, rather than 
saffer the Scots to go, till buamesses were better settled ; which gave occasion to 
many of the Clergy, and ocben not wdl^affected to tbePluliamatt, not cady in dia> 
course, but also in written Libela, to lazethe RurlianMBt, and inpiiie it tomn as m 
crime, of toe much distmst of the Kiqg} and that they kept a fonaqpie Anny to 
a« e their owne Princ& 

But certaine it is, that since that tfane, when the forenamed Conspiracies began to 
Imake out, the Houses notwcUaaanredof the King, nor folly trusting the £«f> 
BA Army, were content that the Scots riioald not be disbanded, untu the etdun 
were; bein^ also di ubttul o) th it Irish Army, which the King (as is biforc ex- 
pressed,) had told them he could not Uisbaud^ lur some reasons bt%t knowne to him- 
seife. 

The Scottish irinjr Nor was that Army of Scots disbanded till ^ugutt, at the same time when the 
"■^'rJd'iT ^"g'i^^ Army was, by the iaileof liollandy appointed General to thai piunoaei 
a' Ji.ic liujc lu And both ihe Armies quietly departed, conducted to their Owne homeS by OldCT 
AuguM. ji-om Justices ol Peace, through the seveial Couitties. 

A VolMaa Ud lur 1 Utfray so vasi a charge as the payment ot two great Armies, the KrUament, 
lUt piuiKiMi besides the j;rant of six Subsidies, iniposed a Taxe seldome or never knowne, which 
wa8ti.aioi the Pull-iviuney, wherein the wliole kuigdoine were to be personally 
wcaeed.

But the King shewed some reluctancy in that businesse. desiring to passe only 
that Bill of Poll-Moni'v for ihc present, and to deliberate about |)assing of the 
■Other two. At which the House of Coounona. being certified so mu(:b by the 
Lords, «er» not wdl eontcmed, and voted, that Ua Majesty should pave all auee, 
or none at all. 

Nottvithstandinv, the King, upon the second of Ju/y, did, accordla^ly, passe the 
Poll- Money, and demurred upon the other two. But, understanding that the matter 
ms ao ill taken* and beng loath, upoa nature deliberation, to displease the Kiog* The C^rt of High 
>dome at that liine. be came againe upon the fi>Uowing l ueMiay, being the fifth of Comminion, andtha 
Julij, and pa-^^ed the other twD^ for pattmgidtfwiie the ii^gh-GooMiiH^ 
the Starre-Chamber. . Jui^MOti. 

Many of the Courden lad OCenat servants about the .King, were very sorry 



that his Majeaty, leel^g thtt he j— e d those two Bills ao aoone tttet, bad not 
ineff done it at the ^me iSmt (aa was derired) together whh tbe Pott- Money : 

Bkhuw it might be tlKuight an unwillingriesse in hnii, iiiid that his heart ( which 
was then feared] did not perfectly concurre with hi» People'ti dcbires : W Hereby 
tnxtih of the thanks, which so great a grtoe, fadly mA: himudkf oxprataea, 
anight have deserved, did seeme in a mamer Joat. 

The Kinp, therefore, at the passing of thoae two Bills, told them as much, That

4aken by ume^jor hit not parting than be/ore ; and thought it niij itrangCf that

July. ii>4t. ' but, Money being wanting for (he Frov isinn of her Journey, ihe Parliament allotwd tea 
thousand pounds to her, out of the Poll -Monej. This great Lady had arrived in 
England almost three years before, and ao long beencmertained biy the Kiog, ker 
Sonne in Law, wiili great respect, and an alknnince aasweiable to' aoppoR her 
State, 100/. per dtem. 

OfhrrChanctcrand It was her misfortune, (bow farre her crime, I cannot tell) that, during her 
abode here, the two Kingdomesof EngUmd and SetUmd vweciid)n»ied in great 
oxniblesi which the People were apt to impute in aome m ai ur e lo her 
knowing wbat power the Queene, her Daughter, bad with the ICing. 

Others taxed her not at all, but looked-upon other causes, the tame counsels, 
which, long before her arrival, had distempered England; but the peopJe made their 
judgement upon it, from her action^ or successes, in other places. 

But, however it iraie, flie Qaeme vn feareful of the people hcs^ and had, not 
long before deaied to ttave a guard allowed her, pretending feareolF her life, bf 
reason of aome attempts, which she concf ived to have bM amde ^gaiut liar} 
upon which aOuard was set about her huusew 

Her Regency in fronce had not bene lafpr, nor aeoording to die Inicraatflf 
that Kingdome } though that, perchance, may be aooounied a hult, not so par- 
ticular to her as commonly incident to the Regency of Queene^Mothers in that 
Land : In so much as Thuanus commends thesaymg oi C^HARLt t the Ninth (a 
Prince whom otherwise h^^loth not praise) upon his <l«^a(h>bed, '1 haj, tmoe he vnut 
dye fit thai age, (being foure and twenty ) kt thanked God he kadna Soamt 
^ance ihould Jail under a Regenof, of which he had Joimd the tad effecu. Hia 
Mother was Katharine D£ MtLDicis, of the same Faiiuly with this Queene. 

After the time of her Regency, her actions had beeu such, itut the King her 
Sonne would not larbour hia in his owne Kingdoaie} nor was she welcome into 
dke Territoiies of Iter Sonne in Law, the Kmg of Upame. But the people there 
were no lesse dcs-rciis of her departure than after\^ard in England. 

Injyomuch as she became a orange ejuunple ot the uutabilit^ of humane fortunes, 
that .«o great a Queen, and MotfaCT to 60 many mighiy CdDGMb llwuU WtUt « 
%uiet Harboiir lor her age.

AIkuu two Moncths before the departure of this Quct-ue, the Princesse Mary, The Pr inr,-w \Urv. 
eldcft daughter to the King, not yit tenyeam of age, was married with great '^i'*"' '^""'"'' "f ' 
triumph at ffkittyUeU, to the young Prince of Orange^ William; Bishop 'iT.S^'H^nm^uY"" 
Wrsnne, being then Deane of the King's Chappel, performed the solemnity, on Or«ng«, >iay 2, 
Sunday the second of A/f. J/, iGtl. '^»*«« 

The Marriage had been betorc dcbated-of in Parliament, and coosented-to } The 
King Mnuelte. upon the ninth of Frebmury, havini^ declared to the Lands what 
lari^e P n|Kisiiioin the AmbasBadoure of the States had nmde to fafaa MpoB that 

purp >se. 

'I'he people in general were pleased irilhthk Marriage, and glad tt.e King had cho- 
aenKNit for his SoB«in-LawaProtestant Priaee,and one who was also a servant to a State 
whkh had heen long coafederate vkh Enmlandy and whose Interest carried them die 

same w-ay they biinc' Professors r^f the same Relif^ion, and in that kindfof Discipline, 
to which the greatest j)art ol ihe Fariiiinifnt and the People of England were inclined, 
and to which they hoped i though 1 1 lat ho;: e was not at that time so fully declared as it 
was afterward) to reforme the Church of £iig/aiu^ astbatof Scoiland had been reioiw 
med to it alnady. By this Matdi of the Knig's owne choamg, they beganto hope 
that the Spanish Faction in Court was not now at all prevalent^ but that th^gsmifj^ 
hereafter be carried on according to the right English way. 

intUshope they wi re the mo' e confiriiud, seeing the Parliament go-on without 
aav opposition from the Kmg; no dissension having yet happened, nor being likely 
to happen, as they conceived ; for diat Conspiracy, of bringing>up the Army against 
the Par1ia:nent, which we t uched before, was not yet dJSOOrered, nor at all 
thought-of ; though, within few daies after, it broke-out. , 

But some there were, who suspended their joy, and were not much confident 
thai this Marriage would bfiog happincsae to iin^&iit^ vnlesse the King were 
perfectly right with his People, and willed thesnne thhigastfie}' did ; considering 
on the one side the condition of ihc Prince ot Ore, /; : *?, aiid that he might be ambitious 
of more power than was due to him ; and, for that reason, might engage himselfe 
in a reciprocal way for the King against his Pcop! if occasion served. 

Oa the other side, they cotuidered the States as Politicians ufdiis world, and men 
who had other interests in view than that ol i<clif;ion •, and, if tlissension should in 
Enslnn I happen bet^veen Prince and People, (wnich was never hut (euedin M'me 
de>irce> nii^bt be apt to side wit'.i the King against the just freedome of the Sub« 
ject: which must needs depivsse ihe strength ot Engluud, and keepe it fiom so 
much greainesse as might eclipse their owTic ; the King of Upctine being now 
w ake, and they havin^; no such fcare of him as might enforce tliem to nc^d 
Eni: 'ai.tr > stre.i^th, as licretofore. 

But the PtftUaineni, about the be^noiiigof (his Jitltf, were busied in such a 
4iiuluplicity oiiUTaiics, (wbichttiy several Commitiee^ tliey daily transacted,) coq- 
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' ceming the rcfor. nation of domestical abuses, that it were an endlesse, and indeed an 

improper, thing foran Historian to describe them all. The Records of Parliament 

will at large satisfie those that are curbus in particulars ; aody •ome of tbe chief i 

will briefly touch, which happened before the King went into Scotland.

CKancMbMadhl About the tame time ako, the Charges against those Judges before-mentioned, 
J^"" fkrthrirwit exttajudicbi opinions tor levying of Ship-money, being five in 

t!urf"utiif(o'aSr (Judge BftAMSTos, Baron Trf.Vi r. Baron Weston, Boron D.avkn- 

money. roRT, aodiudgc Cr.awi.iiy,) were read in the House of Commons, and several 

Members ap pointed to'^iRsent. those particular Charges against every Judge ; iHdch 
they all did, making inrt^e Spe-ches in aggravation of their Cnincs: A'^^inst 
Judge Berkley there wa3 a higher Ciiargc, so great as amjuuted to High 
Treason. 

'I be Kiuig was now wholly intent upon his journey into Scotland, which he de* 
termmed to take upon the tenth of jfugnUt to wbkb both Houses had omen 

agreed; but afterward;, upon niaturccinsideniWIW desind the IBngtodefaiek 
fouriecne daies longer lor divers reasons. 

That the di temptrrs of tlie Kingdome were such, as could notwdl be com- 
posed, unlesse His Majesty would stay the desired time, there being many weighty 
affaires to be taken into consideration, and no course yet set-downe for the Go»

He likewise signed tbe Commission for passing of BiiU in his absence ; the 
Commissioneis appointed were^ tbe JLord Keeper, the Lord Frivy^ikal, the Larle

He signed them also another Bill, whereby he made die Culeof Ge- 
neral of all his Forces <m UuB aide Trent, bf be had power to raise Poreet 

in case of necessity. 

But to another request, which both Houses had made to him the day before, 
which was, 1 bat the Earle of Pembrooke might be made Lord-Steward, in the 
Earle «f Arundefs place, during; his absence, (for the<Earie of 4nmial vaa then 
goin^-ovvT with the Queene Mother) nnd rhnt thr- r:irlc of Sn.'i^htnf m^tbe 
appomtcd Lor J-Treasurcr ^ he said he would v.ik-. iur:l)cr time to consider of !t. 

By this time many jealousies began i > .iri c in tin hearts of the people, many Tiir P-iriiami nt 
diviaions, and differences of opinions concernine the Parliament^ «lucb,(beiiw by fj"',||" i"\ [' "'"'' 
iegnt* iiamented by such penoM ai were dtaaSected to it, by mnn >of dteiraVfiut ' lu Auguii, 
owne losses, and particuhr interests; whoK number could not be sonll:) didfittalfy >M'« 
prepare the way to that miserable confusion which after followed. 

Bishops had been much lifted-at, though not yet talcen- away ; vbeicbj a great 'rhe«MHicr ifcb 
nrty, whose liveiihood and fortune depnded on then, jud &rre more, whoae'!'*^ 
hopes of preferment tookcd that waf, moat of the Clergy, and boch the Univer> 
siiif ^, bc tran to be daily more dis-aflected to the Parliament ; complaining ihit all 
rewards of learning would be taken -away j which wrought deeply in the hearts of 
die young, and most ambitious, of that Coat. 

Anoriier 'ttn^ which seemed to trouble aome who WCM not ibad men, waa 
that extreame License, wMdi the Common People, atmost from the very begin- 
ning of the Parliament, tookc lo theniseivcs, of reforming, without Authority, ' 
Order, or decency} rudely disturbing Church Service, whiJest the Common- 
Prayer was reading; tearing those Bookes, Surplices, and sodl thnua: whidi 
the Parliament, (either too mncb busied in a variety of afiaires, or, pcfcbance, too 
much fearing the losse of a cooridsfafale Party, whom they might have tieed of 
against a real and potent tmmj,^ ^ ■not SO AiK icattMoe as wiM cq>ectcd| or 
^laired, by tboae men. 

To this were added those daily leporlS'of ridiculous Conventicles, and preach- 
ings made by Tradesmen, and illitterate people of the lowest ranke, to the scandal 
and offence of many : Which some in a merry way would put-off, considering the 
preceedent tin.es, by saying, " ih,u these Tradesmen did but take-up that Duty 
which the Prelates and thegreat Doctors had let-fall, ikepreac/ung the Gotpel; That 
H was bat a recipfocal inTSskn of each others callings, that Chandlers, Salters, 
Weavers, and stich like, preached, when the Archbisliop him.selfe, infttv.d of 
preaching, was daily busied in Projects about jLeaihcr, bait, Sope, and such 
OHnmodiiies as belonged to those Tradesmen." 

Many people, by degrees, grew disaffected ta the ^iiaawn^ being daily poy- 
ned br the disconraes of Ae finends. Idndred, and 



floned Vf the disconraes of die finends. Idndred, and retsineia, lo so many great 

Delinquents, as must needs feare such a Parliament ; who, though they be no 
considerable party, in respect of the whole Common-wealih ; vet plied ibeir parti> 
odarinimstatsidiinorecaseiMsaedianmostiaeadodiatat diepaUike. 

Ill Some 
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Some arc taken-off by (imp and their owne inconstancy, when they have looked 
for quicker redresse of grievances than the great concurrence of so many weighty 
businesaet (in aloDff-discontinued and reforming l*arUament)can possibly admit.how 
indu<;triowaoefcrtMy might be, distractedas they werewidiao matavanety. Those 
people, after some rime spent, grew weary againc of what before they had ao long 
wished to see ; not considering that a Prince, if he bo averse from such a Parlia- 
ment, can finde power enough to retard their piocecuings, and keepe-off for a long 
tune the cure of the State. When that happens, the people, tired with expectations 
of such a cure, do usually, by degrees, forget the sbatpnesse of thoee diseases which 
befot« required it ; or else, in the redressing of many »nd long disorders, and to 
prevent them for the fuiui i-, there being for the mou pai t a necessity of l;)ying 
heavy Taxes, and draining of much Money troni the people, they grow extre;itnly 
sensible of that preseiu smart, feeling more paine by the Cure for a time, than 
they did by the lingering disease before, and not considering that the causes of all 
which they now endure, were preceedent, and that their present suffering is necessary 
for their future st curity. 

It was the general opinion of all Gentlemen at that time. That a Parliament, so 
much and so long desired as this had been, after so great and constant aTiolstion of 
the Lawes and Liberties of Ensilnnd in the King's fonncr Government, could 
scarce, in possibility, ever grow into the dislike of the people, or, at least, of so great 
a part of the peopleas might be able (which yet, viiiiin om ycare, was after seene) 
to make a Warre against it, and endanger the utter ruine and subveraiua of it. 
But 1 have spoken before of some causes, which might seeme strong enough li> 
cnjjajre a part of the people against Parliament ; whose particular interests and 
livelihoods were neerciy touched. How farre any proceeding might distaste others, 
who VCK nnintcrested in their private fortunes or callings, I cannot tell any cer- 
taine nasoii : But I remember that, within the compasse of a yeare after, (when this 
Chril Warre began tobredoMntt over alt the Kmgdom, and men m all companiea 
began to vent their opinions in an argumentative way, cither opposing or defend- 
ing the Parliamcnt'Cau&e ^ and I realises were printed on both sides :) many Gen- 
tlemcii who forsooke the Parliantent, were very bitter against it for the pro> 
ccedmjp in Retiekm, in couttcnandng, or not auppteanig, the rudenesse of peofde 
lnChttn:he«(which lRtatedbefere)wtKn they wereactingthosethings which seeined 
to bf ,ij;ainst the Discipline of the English Church, and might introduce all kindcs of 
Sects and Schismes. Neither did those of the Parliament-side agree in opinions 
concerning that point: Some said, it was wisely done of the ParliuMiU^ not to 
proceed against any such pemms, for feare of losing a considerable ptrtjb m it said 
before ; Others thought aid said. That, by so doing, they woald lose a nrre more 
considerable party of Gentlemen than could lie gained of tlic other sort. They also 
affirmed. That, Lawcs and Liberties having been so much violated by tlie King, 
if the ^rSament had not so fane drawae Religion also into thdr cause, it might 
have sped better; for the Parliament frequently at that time, in all their expressions, 
whensoever they charged the corrapt Stat e s me n with injustice and Tyranny, would 
potl^pery, orasoapcktt ofit* into dwfimplaoe ifpiM tii^ I remember, 

when 
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vbefttlie Wane was begun,aiiiong those little Treatise s, which were then pubHahed^ 
(as many diere were without any names to them.) I fbtutd one, in which the case is 
thus expressed, to recite the Words of it. Perthanee (aalA he) too much ituistin^ 
upon r«lii^i(iny and taxing the King for affbeUng' PUpery, hnlh, hj accieLnit, 
u-mhaied the Parlunnait, and iroiighi Parties to the Kins;. It nn.y seem a great 
paradox that the best utid onelij mcLnary of all things, Kr!!::lcu, h ivg addtd into 
the scale of Lowes and Liberties, should maJte the scale lighter than bffore* 
ther can it he inte but bij accident ; as thus : The strange intercourse betwixt Rome 
and Ike English Court ; The A7«;'i vwue LeHcrs la the Pope; His /nvouririg of 
PriestSy and such t/ungs ; though thei/ mai/ ffve a State just cause qf suspicion^ 
thai thur Religion i* mulennhdng: Yety heemm ii cannot be to abu^utefy proved 
to the sight of all the people, that th» King favoured Popeii/, as that he violated 
the Lawes ami Liberties of the Kingdome ; (ii hich latter was visible to all ;) the 
former, curcenung Religion, remaines; in the people's reason, as a cc^utnuerted 
question {the King still protesting for HeligimJ and the tiisputes about that, amusing 
the People, make them by degrees forget that erime the Kin^s which was 
wilh'nti cor.lrmersic and eiidi-ut," th< ^hilntion of their Lan-es and Liberties :" And 
more than so ; for some, supposing that the Parliament unjustlij taxed him m 
Jieli^ion, did, in time, leliri c, (hat he was not so guilty of the other, as they 
tcttuid make him : vfhkh I have himrd«m» ^ lame mantfatw. Ftvm v^moemap 
follow a ttrot^cMuiiedtmi Tint the Kht^ deaUng to mmek with Rome, to the 
disadvantage of the Protectant Religion, should now turne to his nunc adi antage' 
in a Protestant Kingdome, And we may make this as paradoxical a suppoution. 
That, ij the King had never done any thing brefudUM 10 the Protestant Religion, 
he would hate found Jewer Protestants this Parliament to take hit part. For thatt 
there being no dispute at alt about Religion, t/ie crimes of his State mts-govermitent 
tcould hui e plainly and inexcusably appeared to all ; as we have seem: thu! some of 
our former htngs^ for the Hie viotalwn of Lowes and Liberties, when there was but 
MS R^pot^, imd thtrrfore no dispute about it, have been heavily censured in Pou 
liament, no man ol^turmg in their justification. And u-Jt-i should not a Parliament 
tkinke that such things are cause enough to be sttfod-upon, and to jusiifie their 
quarrel btfort- Cod t' as if the Almighty did not aihurre Injustice, Oppression, 

X"' anmff and the like, in any KingdomOt unletse the pToftssum of Religion were 
d^tmmd. Jt^, he aUierrothh more m diatplaet where thopurettpnffei^ 
of Jteligion is. 

Besides, that frequent naming of Religion, as if it were the onely quarrel, hath 
caused a great mistake of the question', in some by reason of igiwrance; in others, tf 
tubtiliaifWhilettiha/wUfuUtf mittatejnorder to ahuse, the Parliament' t Catue,»rita^ 
whole Vehmet ht a wnmg-ttated ewe; at^ htttead ofdiipuiing ** whether thePar- 
Uament of England Innfulh/ assembled, where the King lirtuatly is, may by Armes 
defend the Religion established by the same power, together with the Lames and 
Liberties of the Nation, against Delittquents, who detain with them the Khl^t <*• 
duoed Perton :" The}/ make it the meilion, ** tVhether SulgeeU, taken ina general 
noHm, may make Warre againH mnr SBngfor Religion's take f** 
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'Such was the sense of many Gentlemen at that tune^ who adhered to the Farlia- 

mcni. But to proceed in the Narration. 

The Parliament had been of late sensible of the losse of somefratU AetDt and 
(having detected divers Concpiracies aod Machiaations of dis-affected paople against 
them, and fearing more,) had, in iMby latt, flamed a Froteititiaa, whiu wai 

abietnnly taken by all the Members of both Houses, and sent throaghnOttt fng/gnul 
tol>e taken by the people ; ihe forme of it was iii these words : 

wJSrrof iheVmi ^ ^' ^' *" P»^«nce of Almighty God, promite, mm, and profe$t 

taan of Uie P»rlia- to luainiiiinc and dffciid, as fan e as law fully I may, mUhmf tife,potcer, 
S^I'mmT"'"' and estate, the true Rejormcd Frotestant Religion, expremdmthe 
Doctrine of the Church of England, againtt all ropery and Popish 
f/iiiovatioiis TLithin this Realm f, confrarif to the said Doctrine; and ac- 
cording to the duty of my AUtgiance, I aili maintaine and defend his 
Majesties Jloyal Penan, Honour and Estate, as also the Pouer and 
Prsciledge of FarHamattM, the lawful Rights and Liberties of the Sub' 
jects, and every Person that shall make this Protestation, in lihaf soever 
he shall do in the lawful pursuance of the same ; and to my pouer ^ 
'a»farre as hmfidly I may, I will oppose, and, by all good waies and 
meane.f, endeavour to hrin^ condigne punishment an all such as shall, by 
force, practice, counsels, plots, consptriicies, or otherwise, do any thing . 
to thf contrari/ in this present Protestation contained : And further^ 
That I shall, in all just and honourable zcaies, endeavour to preserve the 
union and peace betwixt the three Kingdomes of England, ScoUand, 
smd Ireland, and neither for hope, feane, or any other respeeih ihaV 
•relinquish this Promise, Votr, and Protestation. 

It wore not amiiM in this place briefly to mention some alterations, which had. 
been made before dtc tnne that the Kinge too^e his journey into Seollmd; (thou^ 

they were not done immediately about that titnc, but some weekes, or Moneths^ 
before,) because they concerne some Noblemen, ot w hoin we shall have occasioa 
hereafter to make mention in the course of this History.

The busiiiesfc of England, by (hisabscnceof the King, was at a great stand. In 
such a concurrence of high anairs, and so great an expectation to find n dri-ss of 
]»«8aog Grievancett nothing waa ao irkmne to the People as Delay, lb reiant 
die eitre, wm Kttle bener ma to dcstrov. And the Sequel, witMn a short tlme^ 

proved worse than the wisest men could iniapinc, or the most j -nlous possibly 
•uspect} though jealousii.«i and fears were then grown to a great i. eight, and the 
PteBament of ngland was less than ever assured of theKin(;'s real afiVction to thcra. 
Muthhig af Sttie waa traiwactcd in ftriiaioant during the JKiog'a abaencei Some 
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tkbatps there were only about Church-service, and alterations to be made in the 
Book, of Conitnon-prayer ; in which, notwithstandine, nothinj: was concluded. 
One businesse only came to be discussed ; of which cho King himself gave the occa- 
lioa ; who, mthin few dale* after his arrival in .S'cof signified by a Letter to the 
TlwlUagmMWKi I^ds, That he was engaged to the Spaniard by promise, to let him have four 
(othe PMmnientortlicusand souKiicrs out of that lately-disbanded Irish Army, which the Earli* of 
S?s3!her» oftJIIr'' ''Strafford had before raised ; liis tlesin- was to make good his promise by consent of 
anny laitiv diiiian. PaflianieDt. But the House of Commons (whom the Ix>rds invited to a Coo« 
<iro III Uc\xxu\ In en ference for that puipoBe,) vovid aot consent that anv trtsh diould go to assist the

iheamiyofiliekiri.i; ^par.urt^. S nine reasons were then given; but more partKUlar cause was viewed 
«rSpaia. about ten daies after, when a second Letter came from the King, in which his 

Majesty declared. That the Spanish Vmbassadour claimed his promise, from which 
in honour be could not recede. Notwicbstaoding, since be bad found that Ambas- 
aadour soreasonable, asthathewaa content to accept of two thousand; he hoped 
the P.irliamcnt would not deny that The House tonkc it into consideration; and 
within two dayes, the Lord of Fawki.and, a Member ot the Houjt of Commons^ 
at a COBferCBCe delivered to the Lords, gave reasons in the name of that H<>use> 
vhy it «aa voy unfit to grapt the ]^ing>. desire* because the Sfooiard was not only 
an Ally, and confcdenterbut an assistaiit, to the Emperour against the Prince Elec- 
tor, his Majesties Nephew; who, by the power and o]ipression of that I'mperour, had 
been lon^;; deprived of liis Inheritance: And at this time, when the King had pub* 
lished a Minifestn :n behalf of htsNephew, and to that purpose sent aaAinbassadoar 
to the Dyet of Jiatisbone, it would seem to be a contradictioa b the Kktm to assist the 
Enemies of the said I^rince Elector, which might be considered asadrawngof his own 
Sword against himrelf: besides th 3 great prejudice it must needs bril^ to the Protcs- 
- PtoUimau ca^&e, whichthis present Parliament so much intended and laboured to promote, 
nfam iMflMiMl. Upon these rea.sons it wasiiiought lit not to consent to the King's desire in that point. 

And imroediiUcly the two Houses of Parliament adjourned themselves Iropi that day, 
being the eighth ol Sef)iemttr, till the twentieth of October, and appointed a standing 
tonmiittee ol fifty Members during that recesse. 

JBefore the Acccssc and mecting-again of the Parliament, Leit(;rs came from the 
English Cdrnmittee in Scotland^ and were read before that standing Committee of 
IVettnunsler, iinporting the discovery of a Treasonable plot against the lives of 
At rtofaPlot Marquessc Hami LToN, and Others, the greatest Peeres of Scx.f.'oW; the conspirators 
■w'imi'oje Uvpt* of being the Earle of Craj|(/br(/, and some others. How it wi. di'cnvered, or how 
the M«r<]ui> of Ma- prevented* OT. wbelbeT the Kii^had any privity to it ^though one of th^it country 
p^iat ivm oMiwi- ''"ttw pl"inly, charging the King with it) because the State* of 

■ad, ia Octabcfv Scotland wert; very silent in i;, ilic Parliameni ot /'.v;'Ar;ic/ too!; the Ics^e mtice of 
I**'* it: Only the standing Committee, for ivoiding ihe I. attempts at y^u.i(ii;M, and 

fearing that such niight flow fr mi the s.iiiic :'prin_, ppointed strong gjarJs to be 
pli^^Md in manypaitaof the Citv, till further dir . c: 10ns nujjbt be giveii trotn the 
two Houaes at thar Acccsaew The maKgnancy, wliich, at that dme began to mar 
an jjeciple «f. that gmditkin and quality which wee before. oieiaiqiMj^ v»a w as 
/ not 
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not only expressed iaumat dlscoursr among their companions, but vented bk BCnt^ 
rilous and bitter Libels against those JLoras and Commons who were generally 
reputed the most sedulous nr the Common-vealtb, was' cause snfHcient to increase 
the feares and jealousies of th:' Parliar^ ,it. 

But that fetal fire, which so saJIy wasted the three Kin^'doms, broke-out in that ' he I'apuit of lr». 
in which it was least feared ; and those tl.st scoTiird most secure, were the first sufferers. ^^^^^^^ 
For about the end of October, during the King's abovie in Scotltind, the most notcMMviaOdap 
barliarous and bloody Rebellion that ever any age or Nation were guilty of, broke* 
out ia Iielnnd. The a'mcity of it is without a parallel; ;uiJ as full ot'wonder was 
the close carriage of so black and fa r-reachios a Deagne. The innocent Protest*, 
ants were, upon a middaui, disseised of their Estates, and the persons <^ abote two 
hundred thousand mrn. \v "<inen, and children, murthered, — many of then iridica^ 
quisitc and unheard o; rorturcs, — within the space of one month. 

That which ( nc; i vd (he anui/cment of most men, was. The consideration 
that the ancient hatred, which the Irish (a thing incident to oooiquer'd Nations) 
had fbnneHT borne to the English, dd now seeme to beqdte bwied and forgotten ; 
forty years of peace had compacted those two Nations into one body, and cemented 
th^m togi ther by all conjunctures of alliance, intermarriages, and consanguinity, 
which was in outward appearance strengthened by frequent entertainoiefttSt aodalt 
kinds of offices of good neighbourhood. There seemed In many placet a nmtul 
transmit^ration (as was observed by anbbte Oentlefnan, whose place in that King-*irlebaT«B|bi 
dom gave him means to know it, out of whose faithful relation of that Rebellion 
and Massacre, I have partly collected my discourse of it) into each others manners. 
JSSany English strangely degenerating into the Irish mawiers <^ cuslontat, and 
mnnt/ Irish, enpeciallt/ of the better torty having tahen-ufi the English language, 
apparel, and decency of living in their private nouses. The present GovemtUent 
was full of lenity and tnoderation ; and some redresst; of former grievances hud 
then been newly granted by the iLing to his Irish subjects. The same Gentleman^ 
in lus History of the Irish rebellion, fwhere the Reader may more iully Inferme 
himself of particulars) afHrms, that he could never hear of any one Enpli .hnnn 
that received any certain notice of this conspiracy, till that verj- eveiiiiijj be.'uio 
which it was to be put in execution. Some intimations had be< n givim by Sir 
William Cols, in a Letter to the Lords-Justices, Sir William Paiisons, and 
^ John Bitrlacs, widi die rest of die Council, concerning dangerous resorts, 
and nieclings of some persons who were judged fit instruments for such a mischit^f. 

This horrid plot, contrived with so much secrecy, was to take cifect upon the TheCaiilcof DuWu\ 
SSd of October. The Castle of £hdlm, the chief strength of that Kingdome, and |j^u,^,f,'I^R|jbel 
jHindpal Magazine ci the King's Armes and Anununition, ( vliere ail those Amies L'^a I'ucky <ii«rave^ 
which wore taken from the late ^banded Iridi Army, and otliers, whid) the Earl o'fthc intciiJcd *u 
of Strafford had provided, were deposited,) was to be seized by nine of the clock 5i"^i,!'iif"ri*i{^^ 
that day by the Rebels; for which purpose many of the Irish Gentry of great be made, 
quality, were, the night before, come to Dublin, to be in icadinesM mr the per- 
Anaoig of that ea^ioiu It was furtheragieed among those consp&rators, that, 
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'upon the same day, all other Ms Majesties Forts and M»g»Bim of Armes and 

Ammunition in that Kingdom should be surprized, and all Protestants and Tnglish, 
that would not ioyn with them, should be cut-ofF. But it pleased God to prevent 
die adsure of that Castle, and so to save Urn Kingdom from being wholly lost in 
one day ; and that bj a iMiM ^fangeiadiiiiapected. Huoh Mac Mahon, 
£squire, grand-son to the famous ftebd Tmoffi , a Gentleman oF a plentifol 
fortune in the county of Monagan, and one that Iiad served in Anncs under the 
Kiqg of Spain as Lteutenant-Colonel, a principal Agent in this Rebellion, being 
oome with others (as aforesaid) into Dublin the day before that great Designe 
was to be put in execution, being the 22nd of October, admitted into his com- 
pany at a Tavern in that Qty, one Owsn Conai<i.y, of Irish extraction, but a 
Protestant, and sen-ant to Sir John Ci-otworthy, a Member of the English 
Fariamenti To this Owen he revealed so much, as they were drinkiag, that 
the'bonest man, escaping from him, (though not without great danger to himself, 
at the present,) informed the Lord- Justice Paksons, that night, about nine of the 
cluck, ot a dangerous Designe upon the whole Kingdom ; which bdng taken into 
present co nsideration, Mac Mahom wasapprehdaded, and, alter his examination, 
the Lord Maquiri also, another princiml actor ; who were bodi committed to 
dose custody, and the Castle secured irith all diligence. But many conspiraton 
of great note escaped dat vof^ out of DiS^ as Birni, Mou;, Plumxst, and 
others. 

A Prodainatidh The Lords of Ale Goundl, amazed at the discovery of so horrid a Treason, did, 

Slu'b»*t»^LordI'*f""^^ ''^^'^"'''"^' (sincc there was no prevention j for Mac Mahon had 

ft»tSlocii iibub- pi'i'^'y them, when he was examined, that by that time all the counties of 
Ita, Ireland were risen,) to use the best remedies to that xksperate disease ; and hoping 

that, perchance, the news how the plot fat teiaong of JDu^/m-casile wasdisappointea, 
might somewhat <fishearten the conspnatois ht remote parts, and encourage the 

• gooLl Suli'ccis \rith more confidence to stand upon their guard; issucd-forth a 

Proclamation prestnlly, and, by careful messengers, spread it into as many parts of 
tlie Kingdom as they could. The effect of which proclamation was, to S^piifie 
thedisooveiyof the Treason, and ediort all men to do thm duy in auffitaihg 
of it. 

But the general Designe was past prevention ; and that very day there came-in some 
poor Eoghsh Protestants, and others in a short time, eveiiy day, and almost every 
hour; shewing how they had been robbed, and their houses aorpr^ed, by the Rebd^ 
whose outra!!;e daily increased in rapine and murdering, and fireing Towns and 
Villages in divers counties. To oppose, thcrciore, the growth of tlut desperate 
malady, the Lords-Justices (dispatching Letters to the King in Scotland, and to the 
Earle of /•eios'sier, lately made Lieutenant of Jrelandby the King, and yet resident 
at JLondbn, df their hmentable cdndition,) examined with all dilbence how they 
Miiiurv St.irclio ^^^^ provided for such a War. They found in Did an, Stores, and Armcs for ten 
•Dnkba'CMtie. thousandmen, with Artillery, Powder, Matchand Lead proportionable, laid-in by the 
fate E»Ati£Strt^lbrdytAa&, though dajgnrttyhmanodw way, wqwyctieame^ 
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|iyCk]d*«prmriience,fi)rdiis8enrkie. But tlieOiReennidwdifiafSofdie old stand* 
ingarmy were "jo much dispersed into remote places of the Kingdom, for thcgmrd 
of other Kor!s, th.it there was scarce any possibility of drawing a considerable 
company together lo defend Dvbliu, or make head against the Rebels in the North. 
The greatest mischief to the Stat^ and advantage to me Rebels, was. That there was 
no Imnev in the Exdwqaer ; andberides, dte 1Cmg*8 ReventMS. and die Rents of 
English Gentlemen duo for that hiiifr-ycar, werecitherin the hands of the Tenants, or 
of the Collectors, in the country, and must unavoidably fall into the Rvbcls power ; 
aothat, although their dbeaaetvere present, the only means of cure y,-3s remote, 
which was a dependance upon aome aappties from the Parliament of England. 

Upon the very day designed (or the sarpiisalof the Castte at DuUh, the SSrd of The iriah rebellion. 
Oefoter, the Nonhcrn Hf b^^ls broke-out in the Province of Ulster, and in ^'-^^ oT^^ZZ'Jotvl^ 
dayes got possession of so many Towns, Forts, and Gentlemen's Houses, within nrr, Ocvibcr as^ 
the counties of dnt IVuvltax^ ai inighc seeme almost incredBbfey if we ooodder^'*- 
only the chief act»f8»nien of nogieatsldU in fidar^ial affiuia!,or any po1iqr:a«ichait 
fSt Prcltm Oncalc, and his Brother, with the test ; and not rather (which in- 
deed was the true reason,) the general engagonHnLs of the Irish, and their deep 
dissimulation, concurring with the great credulity of the English, upon the causes 
sforetncntioned. of so longintemuxed co-habitation, and friendly Relations betwixt 
them. Both these were the causes which afterward encreased the Massacre of the 
English, who, when the fire brake-out, implored the friendship of their Irnh 
neighbours. Landlords, or Tenants ; committing into their hands and protection 
their treasure, wives and children, with all that was dear unto them, in hope that 
Ibnner friendship might prerail. But they, generally, either betrayed them into the 
power of other Rebels, or perfidiously and cruelly murdered them with their own 
hands : which extreme falsnood and cruelty in the Irish was thought to be much 
encreased by the charmings of tlfeir Priests, who told dwOI) " That it WW ft mortal 
sin to protect, or relieve, any of the English." 

That intermixture of the Nations did also, at diia aad dnw, tnalce Ae English 
lesse able to dtTcml rhcm'^i lves than if they had lived singly by parties of their 
own. For, where the Knglish were able to make any head, or bland upon their 
guard, (though in such an amazement and suddain surprisal) they defendixl them- 
selves beyond belief, till the Irish (principled by their Priests) ofiered them fair 
Quaiter ; with aaaoranee of Bves and goods, 8afi^eoIld1Kt, and nree passage to what 
places they pleased ; confinning sih h rovf^nnnts with deep oathes, and protesta- xbe treMlwry »iiA 
tions, anu tiometimes under iheir hands ami Seales. But, when they had the deceived ^'^^jS^L^S^^ 
EngUsh in their power; the Souldiers spoiled^ stripped, and murdered them at ff^gHifc ^nf^ yfiMfi* . 
thor pleasnre. So were many served » as, at Armagh, by Sir Phex.im Onealk 
and ms Biodicr { at Selterberi, by PniLrv Orklit ; and at Longford, Tufiought 
and other Castles in the County of P'emicna^h, by others of those Rebels. But, if 
the Englibb, (who stood to defend their private housi s, and so were the more easily 
cm<oif,) could have deserted their habiuiions at the first riaillg, and joyned them- 
aalm into bodies, they o4gbt» happily, have made a better icHitaiier. Wbileat 
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diete inhamaae cniddes and Mraacrcs were acdng in miserable /re/omf.aad iaSly 

JlTCsding theiB'-'jlvrs in every part of that Kingdom ; many Countii-s in f.-veral 
rovinces clccL.tiiig thcmielvi-a, .'nd following the barbarous cxarr.pk- ot those ia 
V/ster } the rad newts was brought to the Parliament of Eii^;!;irid. 
The first Letters, which befoi-e were memioncdj sent from the Lords-Justices 
Tai I'rni ^pfiue "P°" ^ Octtdtet, wtTc csnied, and delivered at LonHmt on the last 

»upri'cr'ion\'riiV' of tliar nmnth by Ow»K 6 Conali s-. the happy discoverer of the first Plot ; with 
Iriih Kibellion, Oil. a fall infonnatjoo of all particulars uithm his knowledge : which by the Lords, who 
"» were first acquainted with if, was delivered at a Conference to the House of Com- 
moDs; who presently ordered. That the House forthwith should be retoiaed mto «. 
Committee, to coruider the matter offered concerning the ReMHon in Ireland, as 
iU.achiHo provide for l!\csaf<i!'j tfY.nghnl. By which Committee, it was agreed 
that 30,000 pound should presently be jirovideii ; and thai the Loaiie of it sl;ould 
be entreated from the City of A upon Publick. security. 2. That a Select Conj- 
mittee of both I-Iouscs should be named to consider the afiaita of Ireland. ^ That 
Owen 6 Cokai.ly, who discovered this great Treason, should have 500 pound 
presently paid hir.i j and 200 pound per annum Pension, till Provision in Land of 
a greater value be made for hitn. 4. lltat Papists of (jualiiy be secured in their 
several Counties within England. 5. That no person:^ w han^oever, except thoi« 
who are Merchants, shall be admitted to fp-aim into Ireland, without Certificala 
Jrom the Committee of both Houses appointed for the affairs of Ireland. 

Thtbc :h:nL;N were reported to both HoustS, and willi;r:rly afsented-to, wiihin 
two daics aher ihc discover}* first made unto them of that Rebellion. And (not- 
widMaiiding those present distractions in England, uhich began then to appear) 
part of L'\crf day, during that Novemlcr, was allotted to the consideration of 
Jrtiund. Within four dayes after the beginning of which month, they ordered 
many particulars of f^reat import for the reliet of it, consisting of supplies of 
Money, Magazines of Victuals, Ammunition of all sorts, courses to be taken for 
idsii^ Forces for the 'occasions of that KiD^dom ; and shipping for guard of their 
SeSpCOasts ; as more pai liruiarly appesKth m the records of Parliament. 

Whilst the l.nglisii i"jrlmment were thus ordering the affaires of bleeding Ireland^ 
other Letters from the Lords-Justices bearing date the fifih of Novemier wer$ 
AqdinMMtatbcr, brought, and coiunuuucated to both Houses. Who, u eamcsi zeal to the pno- 
M*!. moiioa if that btnineeae, voted two hondred thousand pooods to be nlaed for 

suppres^ng the Irish Rebellion, securing England, and payment of the Publick 
debts. For w hich^ the City of London must of necessity be made use of, (col- 
lecthiOS through the Kingdom bejng too slow for such an urgency). And, to 
encourage the City in it, an Otder vas nuule to secure them for monies fonnerly 
lent, and to allow them the foil Interest of eight per cent, for all>togetber. 

XVIiilest the English Parliament were thus busied about the relief of JrcUind ; 
the horrid Rebellion with a swift motion ran tiiroughout tlut unhappy Kingdom, 
manyCoundes daily joyiung with them} and divers Lords and Gentlemen, who 
for amy daias had lived wiwwirctfd, m J>id>lm» went into the Coumiy to side 
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with til? Rebels, andactAdrfMrtsbidKMBialmaMaeoiitrages: the Lords- Justices 
and Privy Clouncil were enouch troubled to secure /XtMiii, to victual tlie Castle, 
and prepare defence against those dangers, which threatned the City, and were 
made much niore by tn? feires of spoylcd pr ipli- icsoriint^ thither. 

But the care of the Privy-Council extended further, (notwithstanding the 
mrabk-s there } than to the City of Duf>Un ; and, having « Ma^aane of Annetirft!i- 
in the Caslle, they resolved so to dispose of them as that resistance might be made 
against the Rebels in other parts. Some Artnes were happily disposed-of to such 
Gent'.L-mon (Sir H»nry TicunoRNE, SirCHARLPS Coote, and others, of whom 
more hcreafier) as, to their lasting honour, did excellent service. But another part 
of them wereworaethmlost, namely, those wh ich were distrlbatedte the Lords and The irMcberrof the 

Crntleroenof the English Pale ; who aftpnvards d<xbred fhcinsclTcs for the Rebels, jxiniiof thaBniliih 
ami u?cd the Arms to the destruction ofthDse who had put them into their hands. 
That Fn^lish Pde is a large circuit of Land, possessed at the first conqoest of 
httand by the Elnglish, and ever smce inhabited by them; ooatakung dfrera 
Counties, as Duhlin, MeHi, Lewtk^ XiUare, &e. 

The Lords of th" C"ouncil thought fit to tnist those Lords and Gentleinen of 
the Pale both v.ir]i Commissions and Armes (though many of them were professed 
n^^) hopi: p; that this great Confidence would work so far upon their heaits, (if 
any truth or loyalty were left there.) as to keep them, at least, fiomjoyniiig with 
the enemy ; and, if they were honest, would endile them to oppose the threatiung 
incursions of the Nonhrcn Rcbclji. This great Trust the Council were more en. 
counecd to repose in these perfidious Lords and Gentlemen of the Pale, because 
themselves had appears d a: /J.. /-/la of their own accords, profiessiag tlVlh andloy' 
aity, with deep and solemne Fiotesiaiiaiii, and dccbriBg that tfaey«ere moat bmM 
and ready to concur with thdr Lord s h ips hi that semoe. 

But great an ;iffliction was to fall upon unhappy Jrraiid, thjt all thos? LofdaSoeiiof them a> were 
that were I'apis's. after they had received Commissioas and Annes, notwithstand- ^'^'^ 
•ing all rheir klecp vmves,did most perfidiously, soon after, desert their houses, and JIf LoyJJJ^SjSK 
openly declare themselves in actual Rebellion ; such as were Viscount AToncan- itelrahMlMlt. 
NET, GoRMANSTON, and CosTtLOf, DiLLON, BiKKfj Beller, T.xlbot, and 
•many other: . 

The Condition of Dublin was more lamentable every day than other ; and not 
so moch afflicted were they with feares and dangers which threatned themselves, as 

by that exrrf?aii sorrow, wtiich compassion must needs work in them, toward all the 
sufTenng Kn^tish v.i.ich resorted thiiher. DttHin was the Sanctuary of all the de- 
spoiled Proit's.iants; and, by that ine iiies, became the sad stage, upon which all hor- 
ror was represented ; and uhat mibchietcssoever were acted in otherpatts, were there 
discovered and lamcntvd. Their eyes were sad w i tnes sw of the Ktbth cmelty, m 
th(-;c dc-poili d rm lisli v.'iich d^iily reported to the City ; but their c;>its were much 
more uilliced witii tiii ti la'io.'^i ot itioic horrid tortures, which ti.iJ htxn used to 
those who died in other p jns. Their eyes could not btit extremely suffer from such 
wrcttbed Spectacles is daily, from all parts* presented tfaem^vcsj People of aU 

conditions. 
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conditions and qualities, of every age and Sex, spoiled, and stripped, uith no 
coverings, hut ragges, or twisted straw, to hide their privities ; some wounded al- 
moK to death, others frozen with cold, some dred with travel, and so surbated that 
they came into the City creeping on thrfr knees ; others famished beyond all relief. 
And, besides the miseries oi tluir bodiLS, thc;r mi mis wltc ttnturedwidi the losse of all 
thdr fcurtunes, and sad remembraoce of their husbands, wives, or chiidreo, most 
barfaoroinlynnivderedtielbKAeirftoeB. In this most lameotaUe plight, with wamd 
bodies and distracted mindes, did they arrive at Diil-!iti ; some to be relieved, some 
entombed (which was more than their murdered tricnds could obtaine from the 
Rebels) insomuch as they ap|MUBd like walking ghosts m every ttntt, and all the 
Bamei, Stables, and out-houses were filled wUlitbein ; 'where toeyaooa died, (after 
they hiul recovered die City.) in so great numbdra,. that all the Charch<^FaRli oC 
DuNIn could lint contain them: but the Lords were enforced to tdke»ll» bl^ 
pieces of ground on both i>Idc.s of the River, to set-apart for burying-places. 
Harrniietiofcnielty But that part of this woeful Tragedy, which was presented to their eyes, \va<^ the 
ISSr**.'*'** shadow of that o9ier, which was cekted to their eares ; of which 

the Readers and all posterity may share the sorrow. Many hundreds of those 
which had escaped did, (lu.dcr tii ::ir oatlies, lawfully taken upon examination, and 
. recorded with all particulars} as inay be seen at large ia the Records;) deliver to the 
Coundl what bortid Massacres the bbmdy villaBU had made of men, women, and 
children; and what cruel inventions they had used to torture those whom they mur- 
dered } scarce to be equalized by any, the most black and baleful, story of any age. 

Many thousandsof them at seven! plioet (too many to be here insetted) anerall 
despilei exercised upon them livilig» were put to the worst of deaths ; some were 
bdraedonsetpurpose; other tdmwn td for sportand pastime ; and, if they swam, were 
kept from landing with poles, or were shot and murdered in the water; many were 
buried quick, and some set into the earth breast-high, and there left to Ornish. But 
most barbarous (as appem hvvery many exambatiaas) was that cmdty whidi WM. 
shewed to great-bellied women; whom the villaines were not COOftentDierely to mur- 
der, but ripped -up their bellies, and many times took deUght to see the Uogges eate 
the abortive Infants. But I lun loath ta dwell upon so sad a narration. 

The greatest part of these inhumane cruelties were acted by the Irish upon the 
poor, nnanned, Brittanice, before any provocatioD g^en unto iMm:aiid,aitneblood 
of so niariy thousand innocent persons was now sacrificed to their meer malice, 
so an cqujd uumbcr were at lenvards sacrificed to their revenge ; as, whensoever the 
Irish received wMf blow from iLnglish Forces, thf Engtish notcataiua, Aat lived 
among them, were murdered in great numbeia. 

By this thne the Lords of the Cooncfl had armed as many as diey were able, 
ViKoroni procred- and given Commissions lor raising of several Regiments, which were put into the 
IhTolu^cii'ki'fre^ hands (tor the most part) of gallant men, as their actions alter testilied to the world, 
hod, &K'inti the Sir CiiARLi;s CooTB, an activi: and valiant man, (who was also madeGovemourof 
wwl'tw t04i!° ^'^ DuL'lui,) with great s^>eed made-up bis Regiment out of the poor, robbed, and 
' stripped £ogli£, whKh had fled to DvAUn \ Sir Huiav Ticubokne, a worthy 
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Commander, was dispatched-away with a Rcgim' r«t of Foot, to keep Treia^ 
bam the approaching Rebels : The Lord Lambkiit also. Sir Thohai Locai, 
C^pum Armbstkoiio, Qqitab YAWVBit, with oihen, itbed, by CominianoiMk 

souldiers there. 

This was done about the middle of Noveml-er ; at which time also the Farlc of 
Ormond, with his well-armed Troop of Horw, came to Dublin ; where, v« ithin few The Eari of Onnond 
dayes after, he w«a,br a Comioi— km sem from the Earl of LaeeOer, Lord-Licute- ^ 
nant of Ireland (as nknAx by the King's approbation firam Scotland, signified in ForccTialRiaiMl. 
a Letter,") made Lieutenant-Gcneral of all the Force? there. 

For the Earl of Leictiter at that time was not enabled so far with necessaries for 
die service of Iretandf 4W to repair thither in person. 

The Earl also sent-over to die Lords at Dublin (together with an Order of the 
I^rds and Commons of the Parliament in England) comfortable Letters in this 
time of distresse, to let them know that the King had referred the whule bu^incssc 
of Inland to the Parliament of England i who had undertaken the charge and ibc k cntrusti 
management of the War, iMd declared a qieedy and moious assistance, had i)>e»ii<.ici u^.u<-.> of 
designed for their present supplies the aunuiw of 50,000 pound, iai taken order *RXmo,^dbl"*^ 
for all further provisions necessary. Ea^Uih Parliuneot. 

But, that they might not be altogether destitute of real comfort, the Parliament 
of Efigiaad sent ihem over at the ame time Twenty thousand pound, which ar* 
rived moat seasonably at Dublin (their treasure beginning utterly . to for pay- 
il^ those new G>mpanics which they had raised.

-nation from them. 
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CHAP. II.

The Remonstruuce u 
pubKshed by the ParUamei^, The IGng etUreth into 
the House of Commons. The Pfotestatton of the tacho 
Bishops; and how it was censured by the Lords and 
Commons* Dioers unhappy obstructions of the reUef 
^Ireland. 

But , to leave Inland struggling against her sad and wodul calainities, and us 

tmne again to the Affairs ot" England ; — at that same time about the end of Nuvem- 
The Kins reiurni '■^» 1 64 1 j the l^inff, being returned from Scotland, was by the City of Londvn enter- 
from Scotland at tbc taincd, feasted* ano oooducted to his Palace at /FhUg-kally with a» pompous Solenu 
of Kovcuber. ^j[y^ j^d costly expressions of l^ove and Duty, as ever any King of England was. 

Of which extraordinary' te stimonies of affection toward him, the Kng seemed 
very sciuiblf, and rLtuui jJ Tlianksto tlic City ; inviting, «itfiin l^w dayts after, 
the chiefe of ihem to Jf(iTiij)ion-{.'oun, where tlicy were feasted, and divers Aider- 
men were knighted by his Majesty. 
The Snglak H»uw While the King resided at Ilampion-Court, the House of Commons presented 
•'C^w'w^^P^*'*"* to him a Remonstrance, or Declaration of the state of the Kingdom ; wnenin all 
IiSnw- lu'^iK^'Kmis. 'he chiefe grie\-aiices and oppressions, which the Nation had groaned-uiider since 
c»ni£inii-v 3 r<'ui«i the beginning of his Reign until that time, were recited; but with as much tender* 
cf Ifi'lw'ie exprebiiui., and respect to his Person (for such care they took, as it app«u«d 

throiignnui the in that Pt tition of theirs w hich accompanie d the Remonstrance) as in the utterance 
£w fi^lKl ''^ niucii truth could possibly be shewn. For all the fault is laid upon ill 

Minisiers, who are called a Malignant Party. 
That RemoOBtraoce, sotne little time before the King's return out of Scotland, 

had 
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had been with much earncstnesse debated in the Iloiisc nf Commons: and at that 
time when it was Voted, so much divided was the House, that not above ninr 
voices carried it. 

So fierce and long were the disputations about it, and arguments urpjed on both 
sides, that not only the day, but a great part of the night was spent in it. For the 
UouLL' arose noi until two of the clock in the morning. 

Thejprevailiog part alledged for it (as it was afterward expressed in their Petition 
to die Kinf;) tbat Their huienHon vas only to infhrm his Majeutt/, kit Pews, and 
nil othpr his li'/al Sul-jfCls; with no pur/xi'^c nf i:!! of laying theliHitl I'lemish upon 
lisH Persoiit luC to represent how much hh Royal AsUhoritij and Triul had been 
abused ta the gtuU pr^fw^ct and danger tf hit Mttfestg, and all bit good SiA- 
jecis. 

It was alledged hy many Gentlemen ni ordinary discourses, who were of the 

same opinion tliat the prevailing Voters in Parliament were, That .'^uch a Remon- 
strance might be of good use, and that the King, fhin inij, perchance, been ignorant, 
in some d^ree, of how much evil had formt tly t; n wroun;ht) mighty by tlus 
RemoMitime, be not only brought to a kiuwledgc of liis p^t Errors, but to a 
aalubrltnn bar of offending agam, by conadeiing how publick and manifest to 
the World the defaults of Princes in point cf Covirtniicnt must needs appear. 

The other side were of opinion, That this Remonstrance, instead of directing him 
£or the fnture, WOldd tebca him nnly !o liate the makers of it, as upbrjiJcrs of his 
^mes, and as persons that went-about to lessen, or blemish, (and so the King seemed 
to r. Iish it, as appeared in his Answer printed,) his Reputation with the people. 
They htld it fitter at such a time, when the King's Affections were dubious toward 
the Parliament, to win iiim by the t>wueter way of concealing his Errors, than, by 
publishing of them, to hazard the provocation of him, with whom it was not 
bchovcful to contest, unlcsse they were in hope to change his disposition for the 
■luturc, or aaertaincd ot their own power, ynd resolved to make full use of it. 

For mine own pat t, I will make no judgemeiit at all upon it ; nor can we truly 
.judge by the successe of things. But such an unhappy Genius ruled those times 
(for Historians have observed a Gemoi of times, as wdt as of cUmateB^ or men,) 
thatno endo^vGura proved suoomfiil} nor did any actions prodnce the right (though 
proUibh ) cdccib. 

\\ ho would 'lut in probability have judged that the foremcntioncd costly and splen* 
did cntcriainmcnt, whidi the Giy of Loudon gave to tlie King, would have exceed- 
ingly endeared them onto h)m,atid produced no effects but those of love and concordf 
Yet r.cciiltntally itpiovtd othi . v.i: c. For many people, iilLiUcctrd to theiV.iIiaincnt, 
gave it out in oruiuar)' discourse {Ao/i ignota iuquor, it is a known truth ;) that the 
Ciiy were wtaiy of the Parliuuicni s tedious proceedings, and would lie xmdy to join 
vrith the Kipg gainst them. Wlietber it begat the tame opinioa la dielCi^gor 
not, 1 cannot tell } but certiunly some concetved soi, by aome of die King's 
4diaa8 which immediatdy followed, expressing a greater confidence against the 

K Iviiament 
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hrOanent than before, displacing some from such Trusts, as liad been cxnifinrej 

on them : Insoniurh that the City presently after, finding what ill use was made 
of these cxprf-ssions, were enforced to declare themselves in a Petition to both 
Houses; "That, since some ill-aircctcd People had interpreted their Li>jal and 
" affectiooate entertainment of the King, as a sign that they would wholly adhere 
** to him, wtd desert the FaiKameot; they openly profeaed the contraiy; and 
that ihcy would live and die with them for the good of the Common-wealth." 
After which, the City, no lesse than the Parliament, did seem to be distasted both 
by the King and Queen. 

The fears and jealouaiet that now reigned, were of a sadder nature than the fims 
lean and Jetloosin of any former times had been. Tm yem befare, the people fisared, thtt vfailaC 
Ae'iw'ii'^t'l^"* m'' '^'^ ^'"8 ^^^y should never see a Parlinient; but now thej b^gaa to fisar 
December, '041. that no Parliament could do them good. 

At this time began that fatal breach between King and Parliament to appear 
visibly, and wax daily wider, never to be dosed, muil the whole Kingdom wat^ by 
sad degrees, brought into a nrinoos War. 

From henceforth no true confidence appeared between him and that high Court; 
every day almost contributed somewhat to the divLyon ; and Declarations upon 
several occadons were published to the world } of which, though the language, for 
the most part, were £>iiely couched, and nramned with freoucnt mtermixtures of 
gracious expressions from the Khig, and aflectionate profesaons from the Parlia- 
ment ; yet tlie substance w.us matter of i x[)ostulatjon : and many intervening 
actions (which we shall endeavour to expresse particularly) did so fax heighten 
them, and sharpen, by decrees, the style, till those Paper-contestations becane n 
fetal Prologue to that bloody and unnatural War which afterward ensued. 

The King, to answer that Remonstrance before mentioned, pi|blished a Declara- 
tioii to justifie his own Honour and Government ; and at ihr same time sent a Mes- 
sage to the Common-Council of London^ complaiuiiig of tumultuary a»fsffnblif8 of 
FkBople from the City, daily resorting to f^ntmhtistert to the disturbance of that 
place, and his Palace of H'kite-haU. 

For people about that time, in great numbers, used to present Petitions to the 
Parliament, and make Protestations ot theirfidelity to them, in these titnesoffearsand 
jealousies, whicbgrew now so great that theHouae of Commons, upon the sameday 
that the King sent that complaining Message to the Ci^, Petkioned him to allow 
them a Guard for security ol their Persons while theyttte! alledging in the Petition 
that there was a MalignunC tarty bilierly envenomed against iht /n, who ihd dculy 
gather ttren^th and co^/Uence, and were noweometo that height of boidnetiet at 
to give-mU tntoletU mi UMlMCni^ tpeeches agaitut the Jfariiament itt^e. It 
was therefore Aeir hrnnble desires that they might have a Ooard out of the City, 
commanded by the Earl of Fsstx, Lord-Chainberiain of his Majcbties Houshold, 
of whose tideiity to King and Cominon>wealtb no question was ever nude* 
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l^hich Petition was denied by the King ; but with a solemn engagement of 
Idmself by the If 'ord o f a Kin";, that thr itcuritif of all, and every one of tJum, 
from vielmce wa%. and ever should icy as mucA U» cure^ as the preservation ef 
^hhuelf and his dtildren i andy if this general nsturante would not suffice to remove 
these apprehemion.%, he would command such a Guard to waite upon them^ as he 
would be vt-l-ijHstl'.i- f<r to .1I.,>i:^h!<! Gvl. 

The next day after ttiat the King had tbns answered thePetitioD of theHbuetTbtKmKnMto 
bong the fourth of January ^ 1641 , he gave unhappily a jostooanion for all men the Honn ef cem* 
to think that their fears and iealousies were not causelcsso. For upon that day the * °f

placed thetnielm th««» and in all passages neer onto it; The King in Penon 

entered the House of Commons, and demanded fiv.> Members of that House to bn 

delivered to him. The manner of it was, seatinj,' himi>tlf in the Speaker's Clnir» 

he asked him whether those five Metubeis were tiiere, or not? The Speaker, Ifr. 

VfihUAU LbmtbaIiI.» teuinied to his Majesty an htunble and discreet an«iKr« 

**Tbat he liad nattier eyea to tee, nor tongoe to aamrer, any thing, but wiMt "he 

was commanded by the House." 

The names of those Members whom he demandci) were, Mr. Denzill Holli^ 
jecCHid Sonne to the Earl of C/rirc,SirAKTilURHASLEno,Mr.FYM.Mr.HAMDIN, 
and Mr. Stkodb : AU Gentlemen of great esteem and reputation ia the House : 
Two of whom,' We. Hotxis, and Mr. Strode, had before suffinvd mmy years 
of sharp and iiirsh imprisonment from the King (after the dissolution of that Par- 
Jiamentjin the fourth year of his Reign,) for matters done in Parli utu nt ; whicli was 
contrary to the Priviledges of that High Court. The King had the day before, by 
his Attorney General, Sir Edward Ucmuult* (a MeiuU'r also ot the House of 
Commons,) demanded the deliverance of those five forementioned Gtntlemen; and 
sent a Sergeant atArmes to apprehend them, prctcni!iii'^ that Lciixviiitto charge them, 
and logethiT with them, theLordMA>oi:VU.Bj(elde^sonto cheiilarlof Majccues- 
Tu.) a Ifoober uf the liouse of Lords, witii Atticka of I^j^ Tiewon, nd other 
imademranota, which Axddes wereto ^ ptupoae.;

But the House of Cotnmons, hearing this demand, to prevent such further 
breaches of Parliamenc-Priviledges as might ensue upon the same day, ordered upon 
the Question ; 7 hat, if any pertont should come to the lodgings of amj member of 
thai Home, and l/iere offer to stale their Triinkes or Duors, or to seize upon their 
J'ersonSf That then siuh Mcmiers sfiouhL require the aide of the Constable to 
te^ such fenons in Uifc custody, till the House did give fiotUttr Order. And 
they further declared, That^ if any Person should offer to arrest, or detaint the 
Person of any Member of tkat Hotue, without Jint acquainting the House ther^ 
u ilh, and rtit:ii ing fiuthcr crdtr from tkcucc ; that it should be latifal Jot such 
a Member, or any Ferson in his assistance, to stand upon his, and their, ^utrd 
tfdtfenee, and to make resistanee, aeeonSng to the PMeitatioH taken to de^ni 

the Priviledges of Parliamenfi. 

These things had passed the day before that the King had so entered into the 
House of Commons. His Maje.sly finding the se five M^-mbers were not there 
(for they, by consent of the House, upon some informations of what would hap- 
pen, had abaented dtemsetres) from die Spifaker'^ Chair, where be late, made 
a Speech to the House, wherein he told thcin, That he was very sorry for that 
occabiun ; but yet, fU) King of Kngland t/iai i t er u as, should be more careful to 
maintain the Priviledges of Varlmmcni l/oin /it uould be; that l/insejiie Members 
uiere dangerous men; tat he protected, in the wot d of a King, 2'hat he never 
huendedanyjbreei but to proceed against them in a legal tmd fairway. Bui 
sithence he could not note do that xvfach he came for, he would trouble them no 
more; but expected, as soon as those Jiie meniLirs came to the House, that the 
House umitd tendiheus to Mm: or du he vmid take his own coarse tojfnd 
them* 

But this great breach of Privitedges of FarKament was encreased by many cir. 

cunistanccs. For the day before, btinj^ thi third of January, contrary to the 

foremeatiojied oider of the Uous« qL Couiuons, the Chambers, Stutues, and 

Tnnks 
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TranlBBof tbOW five Manbers, hv a Warrant from the King, were sealed-up ; Sir 
William KtUJORBV, and Sir William Flemsm, iriUi otheca» being employed 
in that serrtce. And wtthin two daycs after, upon die nxdt of January, a Pro- 
clamation was madi by the King for the apprehending and imprisoning of those five 
Members; wherein it w suggested, that, through the conscience of iheir own guil^ 
they were absent and fled, not willtBg to submit themselves to justice. 

Whereupon the House of Commons, in vindication of their own Priviledges nnd 
tha^ five Gentlemen, published, within a few dayes after, a Declaration ; in which 
that Proclt'.mation of tin- Kin^''^ (eii'SiutluJ tliLtr, .1 Piinlcdl'aj i i'' is declared to 
be faisejscandaloiuiaiul illegal} and that, notwithstanding^ the said Printed Paper, or 
any Wxmnt itroed<out, or any other matter yet appeanng against them, or any 
of them, they may and oucht to atti-nd the service of the said House of Commons, 
and the several Committt-es then on foot : And that it was lawful for all Persons to 
lodge, harbour, or converse with them, or any of them; and that whosoever should 
be questioDed for the sam^ ahouU be under the protection and Friviledge of 
Arluunenta 

The House of Commons further declared. That the publishing of several Ar<» 
tides purportiag a form of a Charge of High Treason against the Lord Mandevuo., 
•nd the fofenamed five Members, by Sir William Killicrew, Sir Wiluak 
Fuiini, and othenL Jn the Inncs of Court, and elsewhere, in the Kite's name, 
ivas an tiradi or the priviledgc of Parliament, a great scandal to his Majesty 
and liis Govrmment, ;i vcJiuous act maniftstly tending to the siib\'crsi(>n of the 
Peace of the Kingdome, and an injury and dishonour to the same Members, there 
being no legal charge, or accusation, against them. 

Whereas there is mention nuule in the late recited words of this Declaration, con.. 
ceming the Innea of Court, we cannot omit, that about the same time (so untiappy 
a Genius of division reigned among all sorts) there wanted not s nnt men di^ffected 
to the Parliament, who went up and down, perswading the young Gentlemen of 
the Innes of Court to make offer of their service to the King, as a guard of defence, 
if any danger threatened his Person. Upon which, divers of those young Gentle- 
men, to ingratiate themselves, repaired to the Court, and were kindly received by 
the King and Queen. 

The Purliament at that time further declared, That the Priviledges of IVlia^ 
inent, and the Liberties of the Subject, so vfohted and broken, could not be fiilly 
and sufticicnily vindicated^ iinlesse his Majesty would be pkased to discover the 
names ot those persons, who advised his Majesty to issue-out such Warrants for 
sealing of the Chambers and Studies of the said five Members ; to send a Sergeant 
at Armes to the House of Commooa to demand those membas} to issue-out 
Wamnts fsr their appRhenrion ; to come tUdier hinnelf m Penoa ; to pubUdi 
Articles in the forme of a Proclamation againtt the ^aid Member;:; in the fore-do- 
clared manner ; to the end that all such persons, who adviied liim to these actions, 
might receive condigne punishment. 

Aocordiag to tbis» tbie Houses huiably desired liia Majcsnf tbat be would so 
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far satisfie their ja»t and legal request, as to let them know those infontiers ; (for 
the Law, in two several Statutes, provides that satisfaction, that, if, in time of Parlta- 
nicnt, tli!.' Klnrr accu f a Member of the same, ot what crime soever, he ought to 
tagnifie to the Piirliainent, who were the informers ;) but the King refused to do it. 
upon tvhich the House of Commons examined his Attumy.General, Sir Edward 
Hbrbkrt. v. ho had prcfcred the afort'said Article"- ; he confessed nothin;^ to them 
conceriujip any other Person, or informer ; but only that he received the Command 
from the King himself, and knew nothing further of it. The same tbe King testi- 
fied concerning tbe said Attumy in a Letter to tbe Lord>Keq>er i vhemn be 
jttsdfieth the Attmny*« action, as being no otbenriae than the duty of a aerraitt 
required. But the Parliament made another judgement of it ; as namely, that Sir 
Edwauo Herbert had broken the Priviledge of Parliament in preferring tbe 
iufl Aititles, and done an illegal act ; upon which he was committed to priaom. 

Thesf actions of the King did exceedtnelv afflict all honest Protestants, espe- 
cially at such a time, when the affairs of bleeding Ireland did so much, and to 
speedily, require the assistance of J'.n^l'md ; which must needs, by tlicse unhappy 
OKtkactiotu, be retarded ; and tbe total losse of the Protestant Cause there much 
"tadangatd. But the Qty of London was not the least sensible of it ; who, in a 
deep and sorrow ful apprehension of this designo, Petitioned the King, with an 
expression of all the feares and dangers which they conceived themselves in at 
Tbe City dfXoDdoa that time. The things which they enumerate in their Petidon are, Tkat Jtis 
.pkiitioa iheKim. Mtgetty had put out a Person of Honour ami Tnutfrom -bdng Lkutmmt the 

Snwer; That he had htdy for^/kd WhUehaB with men and mtmMon m en • 
unusua/ manner : Some of whicfi rncn had rhuvd, with provoking langtuige, and 
with drawn swords tiounded, dtiers wiurmfd Citizent pauing-by. To explain this 
branch of thdr Petition, the Reader must be infoniMd» Tliat the King, the very 
next day after he had cntred the House of Commons, as aforesaid, went in hLs 
Coach bto the Cttv of London, whither he had heard that those five Members 
Iiad retired themselves; and was everywhere humbly entreated by the Citizens, in 
flocks about his Coach, That be woald bepleased to agree with his Parliament 
and not infringe tbe FVivQedge diaeof. The King, perceiving which way the 
affections of the City went, returned again to White-hall, where he staid about a 
week after. £>uring which time ( by what advice, or to what intention, I cannot 
tril>) be built there a little Court m Guard, and entertained some Gendemea, and 
odun^ «dio, as the Petition dedani, gne dkiee afioais to diven Citiacm that 
*pa8Bed.by. They compl^Ai Hkewbeia dw Pet!ikm of fAeioie adbav^ 

the /nncs of Court: the calling-ill divers Canoniers, and other assistants into 
the Tower : the late discovery oj divers Fire-works in the hands of a Paftst, But 
mo>t oj all (sav they) ourfures are tmaroamd Jnf your Me^esttes late gmng inta 
the House of Commons, attended with a great number of armed men, besides your 

'Ordinary Guard, for apprehendihg divers Members of that House, to the enda?iger- 
ing of your sacred Person, and of the Persons and Priviledges of that Honourable 

•jUteimbkf, 'd^ 0ixU nf tUi which /ear* tend, not onlj/ to the overthrow qf the 

wkoie 
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vAolt lnn& of Mi Qty and Kingdom ; n-hieh your Petitioners already fbd m o. 

dtA mea<;iirc ; htt also to the ttHer ntinv of the PtolestmU Religion, and the lAies 
ana Liberties of all jjour loyal Subjects. The Petitioners tker^ore mo^t humbly 
p n^ y e u r uusrei Mejetty^ that, by the advice of your great QmneU m Parlia- 
4Mnl» the Protestants in Ireland may be speedilt/ rr>Ueii(d, the Touer put into the 
hands of Persons of Trust., that, by removal of doubtful and unknown Persons 
from about \\Tiite.baII and Westminster, a hnmvn arid approved Guard may be 
appointed for the tt^etv <(f your Majeilj/ and Parliament s and that the Lord 
MAKBETII.L, and the five Mtn^btrt ^tkt Bum qfCimmantlatebf aeeuted, may 
not be rturained of lAherty, OT procoedad-ogaioti othgnout tim oeevrding, to.wo- 
PriviJedges of Parliament. 

The King, tfaougb he conceived thb petition ^as htmadf expressed ) of an mu 
■nial natore, yet wQling to give content to the City, returned a Gracious Answer 
to their particulars ; That for Ireland, he conceived he had expressed as much care 
on Iiis part as pos-sibly he could, and would noi fail for the future. What he had 
done concerning the Tower, had been to satishe their fears before, in displacing 
eneof good Trust, and putting-in another of unqueatioiiable Reputuian; ind 
wli:it preparation of strength soc%'or he made there, was with as great an eye of 
safety and advantage to the City, as to his own Person. For his Guard entertained 
at II hite-hall, he alledged the disorderly and tumultuous conSux of people to 
IVestminster, to the dinger of hM Roval Penon, not punished at »U by course of 
Law ; and, if any Citizens were womoBci, he was aasitred it happened by Aen- own 
ill demeanours: that he knew no other endeavours to the Tnnes of Court, than a 
gracious Intimation, that he accepted the tender of their loyal affections, encouraging 
them to continue the same upon all occasions. That he ItBeir of no Fire-works 
in the I 'ands of Papists. For bis going to the House of Commoas, that he intended 
no course of violence, though that way had been justifiable ; for he was assured 
that no Priviledge of Parliament could extend to Treason ; which, he knew, would 
be proved against them upon clear grounds ; and they io due time should be ac- 
qnaiBtBd with it ; and dut his proceedings against them dioold be accordingly 
Lawr?. 

The King, presently after his answering of that Pethicn, sent another Message to 
the Parliament, that, for the present, he would wave his proceedings against those 
five Members } and returned a gentle Answer at that time Co the Pedtioners of 
Buckinghamshire, who came, to Ae number of about 9000, in bdialf of their 
Knight, Mr. IIamdfn, a Gentlemai\ iv.uth licmoured by them, and by most of the 
whole feLingdom } in which Petition they prayed that Mr. HamP£n, and the rest, 
that lie under the Imrdcn cf that accasaaoo, m^lit enjoj the juK priviledgea qf 
Fkrliament. 

It was then grown a custom, which proved accidentally very unhappie to the 
Kingdom, (however it were meant,) to come in great numbers to // i stminiter, when

And from this ground did die twelve Bishops, about « wedk befone dlit City4?etition, 
frame tl-rir Pettiion and Protestation ( far ao it ^fis called) to Ifis Majesty and Ae 
Fccr», which was to this Purpose :

And, because their fears are not vain, but upon true grounds and 
objects^ they do^ in ail duty andhumitty^ therefore protest before bis Majestie 
and the Peers ^ against all Laws, Orders^ Votes, Resolutions and Determi- 
nations^ as in themselves mil, and of none effect, 'which in their absence^ 
since the zyth of this instant December, 1641, have already passed, as 
Shewise against all such as shall hereafter passe, during this their enforced 
ahsenee from the said House, Which Protestatioa thcgr deaiied the King 
to comnund the Clerk of that House to record.

Such work as this was daily made to the Parliament of England ; whereby not Of thecaaditlMor 
onely the relief of Ireland was wholly obetnicled, Vut all ledrnse of the grievances i^^^^** ' V «m» ' 'i 
of England, and settlement of the State there, was so lonfr leiarded, dll both ^ 
Kingdoms were at last involved in the same W'ar and Confusion. It was a strange 
thing that so barbarous and bloody a RebclLon should break-out in heUitut^ 
without any the least suspicion or near of fudi a CabmiQrt widiont any caose 
given by the innocent English Protestants : and surely it may seem as strange a 
thbg, if well considered, that the revenge of so horrid and inhumane a Massacre 
should be thus hindered ; and indeed it might be thouglit idniost inipossibic, unlessc 
the raising of the one, and hindering the other, proceeded from the same cause. 

There was a great hope about th« bq^nnbg of December, that Ireland would 
S|ieedily be relieved, and Forces transported out of Scotland within a short time 
to that purpose, considering what careful provisions the Parliament ot England 
(as is before related) had made upon the fust notice of it. But at that time the 
King was momed fivm Scotland ; and in a Speech to the Parliament, in which 
he eoojured them to proceed in the businesse of reUeving Mmd, he Gkewiie took 
iMkeef a Bill for pressing of Souldiers for Ireland, depending in the House of 
Been, and declared his dislike of putting it in that way ; being, as he said, a great 
hiftingement and diminution of his Royal Prerogative j telling them withal, that he 
was little beholding to that man, who beguk such a dispute conoeniiog the bounds 
of his ancient and undoubted Fkcraaate. But he o0end at last that the 031 
might passe with a Sah njure both tolBll|g and Fsople, leSffiqg SUdk ddlBlieB to a 
time that might better bear it. 

This Speech of the King's was much distasted by both Houses, as a great breach

Tltis bu$inv!i£e took-up some time, and was one unbappie impedintent to the 
sudden relief of Ireland^ notwithstanding the high necesaties ot that KingdoMI, 
and the a!rcctions of England in genenl to k; and so heavily went-on all prepa- 
rations, tliat it was long before the House of Commons could Aiide ateans to 
enable the Loi d-Lieuteiiant to send-over so much as one Regiment, for defimce 
jbi'b«n>t> rc«iinen( of the Castle aod Gty of X)uMm, which was conunaoded by a worthy Geatleoiat^ 
ii.'?j^'s"'i««i'iv' 8ir«<Moii Hakcourt; who being deatgned GovenKMr of the City of Duilm, 
MibHV ISM. Wi» aent-away by Order of P;ir!ianifnt with his Regiment, and landed there cm 
the last da)' oi Lkcemin, IGU, to llie great comfort of tliat City, being much 
distrissed and terrified by the mer approach of the Irish Rebels.

they hublithcd^ till further direction should be given bj Hit Mafestte.—^

radons, which in their due time and place may hereafter be related. 

That Proclamation against the Irish Rebels, came not out above two days 
before the King entred the House of Commons, as is before expressed ; by 
wbidi act lo great-a diituibiiice «I8 ande, and tlw relief of hdmd ao mu^ 
retaided. 

It was likewise complained of to the King by the House of Commons, within 
three weeks after, that, since the Ports by order of both Houses (as is before 
mentioned ) had been stopped against all Irish Papists, many of the chief Com- 
muniaot then ia tfae H«k1 of-the Rebels had been auffiered. to naiM by Hit 
libjeBda immediate Wanant.

' iDuring the debate of this bnsinesse, and belbte iny absolute cbnclu^om Was 
'Uade of it, the King took a juuniey to Canterbury ; upon what reasons, shall be 
anon declared. It was before related, that the King, after his entrin^ioto the 
Hoose of Comoions to surprise the five Metdbers, had stayed a week at nHdiehadtf 
and then retired to Hamuton-Courl ; the bext day after, divers Citizens, with a 
great shew of Boats, and Guns in tbeot, brtitight the five Members to fVestminster, 
with many expressions that they VfOUid noc faWke tfWtt, HflkOllttttdeidiadltfr 
Hdigioo, Laws aod Liixnies. 
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The King, now resident at HaMton-Court, seemed extremely &tasted at the 

Citie, and pretended the reasons of his absence from Parliament to be feir for his 
Fetaoa, by reason of Tumults that mi^ht be raised : but true it is, after this timcj 
he never coaM be brought neer the Citie, or Parliament, either in body or minde. 

"Within few days after tho King had been at Hampton- Couri, he sent for divers 
of his servants, who were then Mtmbtrs of the Parliamentj to leave the House, 
and give their attendance upon his Person : But two, the chief of them, Robert 
s Earl of £*tex, lately made Lord Chamberlain of his Houshold, and Hemry Earl 
of Hoibnul, Groom of die Stool, chose rather to obey his Writ, whereby they 
\sf re called to assist in Parliament about the highest affairs of England, tnan to 
obey this private Command of his, to come and attend at fJainpton-Court» al- 
ledging in excuse, that their attendance in Parliament was truer serwifie to. him w 
King, than any other could be. For this, the King presently after sent a Mes- 
senger to demand the Staff of the one, andthe Key of die other, being the Eosignes 
of their Offices; which they willingly resigned to the Messenger's hands. 
TbrKiDguidQMM From Hampton.- Courtt about the midst of February^ the^n^ and Queen went

The King denied to give any oihcr Answer concerning the Militia, than what The Kh|> imiim 
he had before done; That he conceived himself not safe in any place neer Londoni *" 
and that he would take such a care of the Prince Us «»» 88 sbookl jwtifie Un to 
God ak a Father, and to his Dominions as a King« 

'fhe FtrHament, upon oecadonof dtat short Answer of tfie Khigto tfieh* Petition, ProcMfiap of tbe. 
votod presently that that Answer was a flat Denial ; aad that all was truth which 
they had averred in their Petition, concerning tlie danger of his removal so far 
from the Parliament, and likewise carrying of his son away. It was likewise or- 
dered by the Lords and Commons, that the Earl of Northumberland^ \jotA- 
Adnural, should give spccdie directions for all the Ships belonging to the Navie 
Royalf to be speedily rigged, and fitted for the ser^-ice of tlie Common-wealth- 

A Declaradon was drawn then by both Houses, and presented to the King at a Declaration of th* 
Nenmarket, upon the ninth of March, \fj the Earls of Temhroke and HoUand, ^^^^"^^^.^ 
with some Members of the House of Commons, wherein were represented to \\\m. NcwiwriNi»MH^ 
some of the old Grievances expressed in the first Remonstrance at his return out ^' ''Hi* 
of Scotland : as, That the designe of altering Religion had bc^n carried-on by 
those of greatest authority about him, for divers jeeies : That the War agaiosc 
Seottant was psoctired in order to that dtgigpt: That the Rebellion hi Irekant 
contrived here in England, out of many prrs'impt'ons gathered from several 
examinations there. They speak likewise of his attempt for bringing his Army 
against the Parliament, of which before mention was made ; of his Warrants 
nanted, contrary to promise^ Cor tranqportatioa of JaanYir, Dioav^ and other 
Ddhiquents; of diat great tmach of MBMma»9MMgb» la aoniqg to th« 
House of Commons to surprise those Members : hy all which Aaf eq^WDur to 
prove their fears and jealousies to be grounded upon true substantial reasons, and ne- 
oessuy lor die safety of the Common-wealth entrusted to them ; and that the King's 
ftar to reside neer London, is altogether without grouDd« and pretended for nodiii^ 
but to perplex the Comaioa.wealth, proceeding ftom and traiteroos Counsels » 
affirming, that His MajestiL-s absence would cause men to believe, that it was 
out of designe to discourage the undertakers, and hinder the other provisions for 
idieving Ireland ; that it would heoteii die Rcibda diae^ and aU daoflected 
pewoBsm this Kingdom* 

llie King expressed much uidignadon wbcn he r ecdved thb Remonstrance, 
complaining of the manner uf it, that it was onely an upbraiiling, not an invitation 
or perswasion of him to return to the Parliament ; and told them, that in all 
AJUSTOTLa's Rhetoricks there was no such argument of Perswasion ; and that me Kias poUUhsi 
he would answer it in another Declaration, which, within few days after, was drawn- « '^'■J"'.!?"''* 
up, and published; wherein, with deep protestations, he vindicates the truth of*"**'*'*'

These were (he beads of some Declarations, Petitions, and Answers : for about 
diiaiinie, and far three' moothi aficr, toch Messages, Remonttnuicei^ FMittaas 
and Answers, grew so voitimiiinn^ apMi.aUoeeuioa%asiiijigh^ Mciieil tmbat i m, 
tnake a large History. 

Thus is the King gone to York, while the Parliament sit at London, declarinft

It was not unknown to die Bu&meat, at leax not oanispected, (for h waa 

osually talked among the people of that time) that the Queen, when she passed 
into HoUtmdf carried with her the Crown-Jewels, to pawn, or sell, there : which, if 
ahedid, diey oonU not be ignorant what the mtention was, or what the eieet was 
Uke to prove ; nor could it be unknown to them how unlawful the act was, and 
therefore how fit to be prevented. For they indicted her afterwards of High 1 rcasoa 
for that fact, and were able to tell the world, in a Declaration, how great a crime 
It is in a King himself to malce-away the Ornaments of the Crown, and, in particular^ 
iheJewda olfit ; yea, in such Kings as did it onely to 6p«nd, or give-away, not ft» 
maintain War against their own People for whose preservation not oodj dMMf 
Jewels, but whatsoever else they possesee, was first bestowed on them.. 

They seemed to oppose tbe Prince's departure firom Hampton-Court , to attend 
die King his Father mto the North* beoniae it qiigbt iacreue Cnia and jealoipea 
m the People: but the King carried Mm away. 

Above all the rest, they were not ignorant how wonderful an obstruction to all 
businesse of Parliament, and to the settling of England, or relieving of irelanflt that

zine of Arms which was there depodted. But it was very remarkable what means 
had been used on both sides, to prevent, if it bad been possible, that open denial 
of the King's entrance into Hull, and thst the matter should iK>t have come so £ir ; 
Which rhe King conceived so great an affront to him, that il grew theaobjoctof 
many large and voluminous Declarations afterward, from either Part. 

For the prevention of diat, before it happened, the King firom York had sent a He cMniaunictie* 
Message to the Parliament, upon the eighth of jupril 1642, that he intended to go *° 
in Person over into Jreiand, to chastise, by force of Arms, those barbarous and tij)B.'^Ayr?t % i^lt^ 
Uoodie Rebels ; and to that purpose, he thought fit to advertise the Parliament, 
dnt lie intended to tua^ finthWtdi, bj his Commiwions, in the Counties neer

But 
most of all he seemed to be exasperated (for the Parliament had used timely prc-

TheParliiiiiRnt, as it appearci] by their cxprcwion in a Declaration at that time, 
Vere much confirmed in that opinion, which they had, of the lung's aiming at Hull, 
when he went Northward, by an intercepted letter from the Lflcd Gborci: Digbt» 
dated from Aliddleboroughf in Zealand, the 20th of January, 1641, to Sir Lewis 
Dives, wherein he writes, that, if the King will declare himself, and retire to a

between the Kmg and FtarKanent, md wis voted-against in the Honae or CasR« 
raons, as a disturber t f the publikc peace, for appearing armed at Kingston upon 
Thames, in an unusual and illegal manner, with otJier circumstances thereto belong- 
ing. Whereupon, the Lords in Parliament sent for him ; and, if he appeared HOC

He sent also, at the same time, a Letter to the Mayor of Ilu'l, com- 
manding him, and all OfTiccrs of that Town, to tak-; care that no p.^rt ot" the Ma- 
gazines should be removed, or transported, out of the I'own, under any pretence 
of Order, or Power, whaOioever, without his Royal Assi iit, under his Hand.

Order also to the said Officers within the Counties of ybrA and Lincoln, to sup.

disturbance of the Kingdom's peace.

An Order of Assistance was then given to the Earl of Stamford, the Lord 
WiLLouciiBT of Parham, Sir Kdward Ayscough, Sir Christopiur Wray, 
Sir Samuel OwPEiLO, and Master Hatcher, as Committees of both Houses, 
sent down to HuU, and the two Counties of York and Lincoln^ for ser\'icc of the 
Kingdom, that all SheriSs, Justices, Mayors, &c. should be assisting to them upon 

- all occasions. 

To that Declaration, Votes, and Orders of Assistance, of both Houses of Par- 

- liament, the King, on the fourth of Maif, returned an Answer, wlierein at large 

he expresses how hainous the affront was, and how much he accounts himself in- 
jured by the Parliament, in not repairing him against Hotham > labouring to 
prove by ancient Statutes there cited, tliat Sir Jxiin lIurHAM'S dcoklof eBtnOCe 

to himt was absolutely High Treason by tbe Law of the Land. 
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Upon this subject, within the space of one week, two other Declarations and 
Answers passed between the King and both Houses, too Ur^e to be here inserted : 
but the scope of the King's Declaratiotts m general, are to vmdicate his own R^hti 
aiHidipDtt]r*lio«e<llii>nMKiiig, bj tbeLafmofthe Land} whcraa be aeanethnot 
to alee nodee of die piewnt ocdnon, or each ddngt » are concdred dangen md 
thought necessary to beprevented by a Parliament sitiing. 1 he Parliament, on the 
other side, with all humility, and reverent expressions to the King's Person, seem- 
ing to take no notice of any affront offered or iiueoded to his Maiestie himself, but 
aodjaf pra^rwiiig HuU, vbeMUUia^ and Abvjbout of the hunk of dioae wkked 
CSodndKm whom they c ooc e if ed to be foo pranlMtt v^-Mm, to Aedanger 6[ 
ruining the Kingdom and himself ; both which th^ faboored to preserve, and were 
lawfully called to it by that Authority which belongs to F^lianients, by the Fun- 
damental Constitution of tl;e English Government. They dedie to inform the King, 
that his Interest in Towns, Arms, or the Kingdom itself, is not of that kinde which 
prhrate men have fai their Goods, to sell or dispose of them at pleasure ; but 
onely as entrusted to him for the good of all : in periormance of which trust, none 
but the Parliament, while it sittcth. are or ought to be his Counsellors and direc- 
tors : that there can be no good or useful disputation, where the Principles are not 
rranted : and it was ever heretofore taken (say they) for a certain Principle, That 
the Parliament sitting is the onely Judge of what is dangerous to the Common* 
wealthy and what useful, as likewise what is lawful in those cobcs ; which the 
KinCt by advice of no piivate Council whatsoever, ought to control, or contradicts 
which Principle, tHl the Eng will be |>leaaed righily to apprehend, Disputatboa 
and Declarations are endleae^ and DO trae iin&tfuidiqg between faim and hk 
people can be bcfjotten. 

Of all these thmgs, if a Reader desire to be satisfied in particular, be may 
fiade the questions all fuUy stated by the Farliamoi^ and the Kiag'a dewei 
e«pire«s e d by himself, in two large DedandoiM} one called thenrbaicnt'a 
third Remonstrance, dated the 96ib U MMOft 1648$ ud the Koig'a Aoaw to 
that Remonstrance.

The King had summoned the Gentry of that County to attend him at the City 
of York ; which they accordingly did* upon the IStb of Ma^ 1648, -where he 
caused, after he had q>oken some few words to them, to be rnd iloud In their 

hearing, his Answer to the Declaration of boch Hou .t-s concerning JI-ill, the 

Answer of the Parliament to his two Messages conccniinjj HtUl, trgcilicr with hia 

Reply to the same, and hw Message to both Houses, declaring the reasons whv he ■ 

refuted to passe that Bill of i!ie M.lt^ia: after v.hich he prncfe<|<.J in a Speech to ' 

them, wherein be strove to make thusn appicheud, that tiaiteruu^ attempts might 
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be made a^ralnst lus'Plnion ; aad for that reason hv dcwvi a Guard of Horse and 

Foot to be levied there fur his defence. lie complained likewise, that the Com- 
mittee of Parliament consisting of four Members of the }Iouse of Commoins, 
Ferdinakdo Lord Faibtax, Sir Hugh Cholm let. Sir Phillip Staplbtok» 
and Sir HtHRY Cholmlev, refused toobey bis Command. For they, being there 
employed, in th«r own Country, by the Parliament, to do service to the State, were 
ccmmaiided bv the Kitig to depart out of the County ; w!»icli they durst not du, 
against the intention of the Parliament, who employed them there. But the King 
in that Speech to the County, bade them uke heed of those four Gentlemen, hoc 
knowing what dnrtrine of disobedience they might preach to the people, under 
colour of obcjiiig the Parliament. The King's Speech and Declaration read, 
seemed to be much applauded by many Gentlemen, and their servants : as, when 
those things which came from the Parliament were read, the same persons eqires- 
himAajf and leviKngtbe Inga^ and reason of them. 
But divers of the Gentry, and the greatest part of the Free holders, began with 
sorrow to consider that this division c* the King from his great Council could 
produce nothing but misery to the Kingdom, and dishonour to himseif : and ther^ 
fore they humbly answered his Propontions concenung a Guard, Tiiat they were 
wilKng to do any service, or expose their lives to any hazard, fer the safety of Ids 
IM.iji sties Royal Person; yet they thought themselves unworthy to advise him in 
a tiling of so high consequence ; but humbly beseeched hira to impart the grounds 
of his fiears and jealousies to his h^ CSourt of Parliament, of whose loyal care 
and afifectioDs ra tlie King's hanoar Biidaifietie,aadto thepra^eritieofthewhoilfr 
Kingdom, they were most confident'.

fai each things as tne^ have done, and shall faiAer do, in obedience to their com* 
mands, for |ire>;( n'at!on of the Kingdom's Peace ; as also to maintain their Ordi- 
nance concerning the Militia, and to issue-out Commissions into all parts of the And ibc Parliameai 
Kingdom, aiidq>point certain days for all the Trained-Bands to be exerdaed inniMitN] 
each County according to that Ordinance; and that some Members might be sent 
into the several Counties, to see the Ordinance performed ; and the Magazines of 
those several Counties in England and ff'ales to be forthwith put into the power 
of the Lord>Lieutenants of the said Counties being soch as were entrusted by the 
ParKament. And, iriiereas the King had made Ptoelamatian for all the Oe ttenien 
and others cf that County to attend him in Arms as a Guard ; the Fkriiament 
thrte days after declared, that it was against the Laws and Liberties of the Kingo- 
dom, that any of the Subjects thereof Aould be commanded by the King to attend 
htm at his pleasure, but such ae axe bound thereto br^iecial service ; and that who* 
soever, upon pretence of his command, shall (aJce Arms, and gather tugeth^ wtdl 
others in a warlike irantirr, to the terror of the King's people, shall be esteemed 
disturbers of the publike peace: and that the Sheritis of those Counties where such 
raising, or drawing, armed men should be, should immediately raise the power 
of the Counue to suppressc them, and keep the King's Peace according to Law. 

So different and directly contrary, at this time, were the C'ommands of the King 
and Parliament, in all things, that the Lords in Parliament, having been informed 
that the King was resolved to adjourn the next Term from H'ettmituter to Tori, 
tad had given command to the Lord-Keeper to issue Ptachmatioas «id Wiita to 
thiu purpofo, Viited that such a removal of the Term, while the Parliament sate, 
was illegal ; and ordered ttiat the Lord-Keeper should not issue any Writs, or seal 
gny Pw>d>waiioB> taid&jg to that cad. 
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CHAP. IV. 

MbU^ Members of both Houses leave flic Parlfamenf, and 
rq^aar io ike King. Nine of the Lords who Jirst w&U" 
away, are impeached by the Commons, and censured 
by the Peers. The Great Seal is carried-awaif [from 
London to York. Some Votes o f Pariiamei^ coAcem' 
ing the King » proceedings. A Petition, with nineteen 
Propositions, sent Jrom the Pariiament io the King, 

The King proceeded in his earnest endeavour of raising Forces, as a Guard for 
his Person: irilicfa in S(»ne measure he had effected, by many fair expressions of 
love aqd grace to the people of those Northern Counties, and serious Protestations 
. of the clcamesse of his intent from any \'ioladon of Laws and liberties of the 
•kingdom, or making War against tlie Parliament. But the Kingdom Was hot 
-nudi a&igbted with any Forces which the King could so raise} nor could any 
oAer tttmiptof Ms'In AeKorAeni parts, make the people faura CMI War» 
IfwTinmbrfor .until they saw that great defection of the Parliament-Members, which bt^an before 
Vth MnMc* otVar- the end of uipril, and continued for the greatest part of that May : for at that time 
KinK "I ID ' ' Lo»d», one after another, and sometimes by numbers, abandon the Firiift>

With" 

in the same compuse of dme, many of the Hou^e of Coininon«, (chough no great * 

mmber, in respect of ihoee who continued in that house,) did likewise so fiur breah 

that trust vhich VIS npoBed in them, as to fusake their seats in ParltamaittaoiiM 

of them, 9s was reported, invited by Letters from Ae King, and odien of Aat 

own accord. 

At the revolt of so many members from the Parliament, the Kingdom in gene- Wimt* refle<-iion« 
nl began to few ; and all that loved the Nation's Peace, were in an high measure °^^^^nt o" tiw 
dismayed ; aniong wbom nothing was to be heard, in all mectingsand discourses. p y«n 
but ?ad presages of misery to the Kingdom, if Almighty God did not in a miracu-ofii^i 
lous way prevent h: 1 hey concIudoJ, tliai lio nJn r way could have been found- 
out to eadaiffier tbo overthrow of that Parlianvent, wiiich many open atteoipls and 
Morec ooospmeiei eodd not do : Hat, as the mine of Bngbnd. aaiM not b 
probability be wnmght but by itself; so the Parliament could not be broken (a 
Prologue to the other) but by her own Members, and that sentence verified, Pcr^ 
ditto hia ex te. Though toe opinions of men differed eoncemiqgdieQCMaKOf 
those Members) while aooia oondenmed, oihen ia some d^p«e iwniBBd dMo^ 
according as afifecdon and prifite inteKBts did lead tiwm : yet conoendng the 
Effects which that Revolt in all probability must produce, all rational men con- 
curred in opinion, that nothing but Calamity and Ruine could flow from it. What 
«be (sud they) can this Revolt do^ but nourish and increase the King's dinlEeetkni 
to the Parliament ? What, but encourage his distance firom it, and attempts agamst 
What, but secure the Irish Rebels, and endanger the losse of that Kingdom j 
dierish Papists, obstruct Justice, and give impunity to all Delinquents ? Nothing 
else bad power to undermine and sbalte the dignity and reverence briwiging to that 
high Court ; whilest not onel^ the People, by that d imhnH fa ii of t l i 5 r niiB i b ef» 
were perswaded to esteem of it as an imperfect Parliament ; but the King might 
take that advantage of it (yrhich proved true in his succeeding Declarations and 
WiWnig^ what he never dUbann) ft to caUdiani a Faction, or pMiaidedB» 
foment, and such Vkt* 

In censuring those Lords and Commons who deaefted diePiAament, the People, 
as was said before, did much differ. Some, consideriiigbow great the number was, and 
that many of them were of whole estates, of good reputation, and able parts, began 
to think, or at least to say, that the B wli a m eat was not free enoogh ; that those 
Members ( which was also their own excuse) were curbed by a prendeot factiaain 
the flouses, and over«awed by tumults from the City of London. Upon that oc« 
casion, they called to minde in what manner the names of uinu- and fiity Members 
of the Bouse of Commoos had beeaposted>in> ac tiie Exchange, for dissenting 
fim tile rat aboMondenBing of dm £arl of S<ra^<i; boMM tlienanaeiii{^ 
speeches which had been ghpenby rode people toanaeLonIs, whom they thought 
iiUflnected.

Citie would ever violate a Parliament siiiinc; ; aiui that the tumultuous appearance 
of such multitudes from the Citic, was rather intended for encouragement and se- 
curity of the P^Iiament against such invasions as might be made upon them, to 
awe thrir just freedom, and treacherous Conqxiades which by report were made 
against them by people disal&cted to that high Court ; which that Plot of bringing 
the Amu a ;r,ins: '.hem formerly, and late resorts of armed persons about If 'fiUe- 
kaiif gave them cause- to Icar : 'lliat no feats of danger could be pretended from 
dK fwuae itself against any Mendber, but such as that Member was bound to 
undergo and suffer, rather than betray so great » iruat of tbe people : That it was 
to be presumed, no Member of Parliament who was wett-atfected to hb Country, 
could suffer any tliii.t; Iront tho house itself ; whose ends and Ct^unscls must needs 
be supposed to tend to the publike good, or else our Ancestours, who constituted 
that Frame of Govermneiit, wire much deceived : That it was very improbable 
tbe Liberty of Subjects should be violated by that Court, which is the onely de> 
fence and conserver of it, and without which, it had always suffered from Princes, 
yea, such Princes as were not very \ncked. 

They alledged that it was very dishonourable for those Lords, being the greater 
number, to pretend fear for deserting the FsrIiagKnt : figir, if it were upon a troe 
disUke of any proceedings there, they were enow to ham ataiyed, and perchance 
have cured those inconveiUenccs, and t(X) i iany to have suffered in a good Cause ; 
though Honour would command one man alone, lawfully called to it, to maintain 
a truth with any hazard. On the other side, they were too many to ilee, to e&> 
courage (he King against his ^Knnent, and therd>y foment diet diaaentioa whidi 

could prcduce no good effect. 

It was alli'd.,'cJ hy many men, that some of those Lords were Noblemen of 
honourable and \ rtu us repute. Thoogh that were not denied, nor could any 
certain, ttgne irom the former demewioara of tbe Lorda in general, arise, to dia> 
tinguidi who were likdy to adhere to the Plulianient, and who to desert it (far 
they were deceived on both sides, in some particulars) yet certainly it was averred, 
that those Lords whom the people had niobt especially trusted-ia, as true Patriots, 
proved to be part of those who continued in the Houaej and those whom the 
Beanie in —wwl dittasted. or dutniOML hanDfiOBd to he thoiB. wbou uimm 

tfab occastoo, fbnook the Parliament. 

It was likewise frequently spoken, that those Mjinbcrs of the House of Codi< 
moot who deserted it, were men generally ot as able parts as any that continued 
then. It was no wonder, ( replied otliers ) but very probable tliat they were sudl 
men, and sudi as Jiad» or thought th^ bad, good parts enough to be luoked-upon 
by a Prince: far Acne men (dMugh wesbould esteem them ail of equal honesty,; 
were likeliest 10 faU i lK ITiere is a difference between Wisdom ana good i arts, 
such as we CQont Ebquence, Wit, polite Learning, and the li^e : and that W isdom 
which is least adorned with such dresses as these, it usually at such times most .

So 
It hath been often seen in this case (as was obser\'ed by an old Parliament-man) 
that those Gentieinen of fine part*, when other men of a plainer wiaedom have had 
'f!he hoaoor in a cenatant my to do eseell«nt aorvice fertneCoinmon-xiwahh, have 
been won from their Countrcy's cause, as soon as Majestic hath at all vouchsafed 
to tempt them, or that, perchance, their opinion of themselves hath nude them meet, 
or leek, such » temptation. Besides that dango* of invitation from a King, it bath 
been too oAcnlounm* that men of such pons, orthatthink so of ttMnaelvMb haw 
Iwen apter to take pet, and grow angry, when any Speech of thdhv hath not re. 
ceivfd fhnt honour vhich they expected, or any otner atfront hath been offered to 
them ; and what such an anger may make proud and ambitious spirits to do, evea 
against their own Country, and the dklalBi of their CoascioMe and ReaaoDt the 
world hath been taught by many examplei^ •ome.-of J^gh consequence, and twry 
remarkable, such as Cokiolanos the Romane, and' Julian the Spanish, Gene-' 
ral, which for the eminence of the persons, and extraordinary effects which they 
wrought in the world, must needs iaii into Record ; when the actions of mean and 
private men are buried in oblivioo. Besides, there are many, whose Callings make 
them capable of easier and greater gratificatioDS irom the King than other meti ; 
as Lawyers and Divines ; who will therefore be apt to lean that way where the ' 
prcfeniRji* lit?. Such discourses were IrLtjiitnt in all coi'.ipames at thar tioe^ior 
different affections did at all meetings beget xuch arguuieiiuiive language. 

What aenae and appreheosian the Parliament bad of so many Membeifa ibnakhig 
their siation, shall appear anon, by a Vote passed in the House of Common*, 
and presented to the Lords by Master DtNZiL Hm-LIH, after some iuterveiuug 
,•pafya^cs have been related. 

Whilst the King, encouraged and strengthened by thia great accescion of nat^ 
tation to his side, pursued h» deaigne of raiiung Foniea m the North ; die Bulia-

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** sbriteilOM and <fificii]lie% vnpeeaStj that great one, from whence all the reit 
**■ receive countenance and support, his Majestie'a atawntmg himself, not concur* 
ring with m, and ao inthdrawing both his pretence and inflaence; by which 

*' means such remedies could not be applied as were necewary, and w liat was done, 
*' was done with infinite trouble to the Parliament, and excessive charge to the 
** Subject, double, treble, of what othen^rise would have served the turn: So die 
'* Snbiect is grieved, and onpresatfd with charge, and the blame of allia laid upon 
** the niliainent, and the nrBsment unjustly said to be the cause of all these 
" Evils, which the authors of thi iii had made so great, and so confirmed and 
*' secured by the rfcquent interruptions of the Parliament, that they could not 
** suddenly, nor easily, be suppressed or removed. 

" Well, by God's infinite bles»ng, the Parliament was in a fair possibility to 
wade thorow this likewise ; and, though the Night had been black and stormy, 
" some Day began to appear : miracuKiusly our Annies have prospered in Ireland; 
** and, 'God be praised, the malevolent practices of these Vipers at home, as tbejr 
** appeared* were in some sort mastered ; and the Parliament began to act and

Offence, they were censured, 1. Never to sit more as Members of that House. 
2. 'Hut thcyj^ould be utterly incqiableof any benefit, or jwiviledges, of Parlia- 
tnedt. S. That they should soffin* Impriaomnent ddn'ng their pleasure. After 
whrdi Censure, it was concluded that the said Lords should be detnandedf in the 
Itehalf of both Houses of F.irliamertt, (o submit to the said Censure. 

About that time, when the Members of both Houses of Parliament did daily 
forsake their statioD». and repair to the JQng at York^ another acddeat fell-out, 
wluch gave a f^reat wound lo die FiulianKnt, and much encootagenieiit to the 
King in his dcsigncs ; whidi «a^ the carrying-awaf of the Great Soil of England 

from London to York. 

The Uord-Kcqjer Edw All D Lord Li TTLETON, OH whom the King, (when the Lord-Keeper Finch 
Gror"" j'nf Vn^ fled out of England, as is before related,) had conferred the keeping of the Great 
hnd ic (be Kiogat Seal (he being before Lord Chicfe- Justice of the CoBunoo-Pleas,) and had created 
Voik, him a Baronof the Realm, had cnntiiiued for soniespaoedf tiiVie, after the rest were 

gone to York, firm to the Parliament in all appearance, and upon all oecasioos 
had voted according to the sense of those that seemed thcbe^t-alfected that way ; and, 
among other things, had given his Vote for settling the Militia by Ordinance of Par- 
liament ; insomuch that there seemed no doubt at all to be made of his constancy; 
till at the Ixst, before the end of tlic tn ntli of J^im, a young Gentleman, one 
^Master Thomas Eiot, Groom of the Privy-Chamber to the King, was sent 
-dosety Hvm IWItohimj who (being admitted by the ''Lord-Keeper into bis 
private Chamber, where none else were by,) so handled the matter, (whether by per- 
swasions, threats, or promises, or whatsoever,) that, alter thrOv hours time, he got 
die great Seal into liis hands, and rid [Kist with it away to the King at York. 

Aa4 iiwMoiiibjr -The LordrKieAper LtTTijkTOM, after serious «oati4i»attOA with JuBpself what he 
•**" MuitlC bed 
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haddooe, or.nther suffered, and not being able to answer it to the Parli^imeiU ; 
tlie next day, early in the morning, rode after it himself, and went to the King. 

GkU was the complaint at London against him for that action ; nor did the 
Sang ever shew him any great regard afterwards. The reason \vi;ic!i itic Lord- 
Keeper Littleton gave, for partinji; so with the great Seal, to some Iriends of 
Mb who went after him to Fori, was this ; That the lOn^, when he made.him Ltvd- 
Ebeper, gave hi:n an Oath in private, wbkh het<:ok, i'h:>r, whensoever the King 
•houtd sind to him for the great Seal, he should foi thwitli deliver it. This Oath 
(is he averred to his friends) his conscience \\ouId by no means suffer him to dis« 
pense withal i he ondy r^oited (though now too late) that he had accepted the 
Office upon those terms. 

The Parliament, to prevent so sad a War, sent out two Orders; one, to ^I' TuMilhcs OrdfL 
Sberilfs, Justices, and Other Officers within 1. "JO miles of the City of lori, that lu prevent the King 
they should take special care to make stay of all Arms and Ammunition carrying '■•"■8 
towards York, until they have given notice thereof to the Lords and Commons, and 
received their furthpr direction ; and to that put poRt\ to keep strict Watches within 
their several limits, to search-for, and seize, all such Arms, and apprehend the per- 
sons going with the same : llie other was to the Sheriff of Lantathire^ and other 
adjacent Coimdn, to suppresse the rnstng and coming-together any Souldfers, 
Horse or Foot, by any Warrant from the King, viihout the advice of the Lords 
and Commons in Parliament; as likewise to declare all that should execute any . 
audi T^arrant from the King, disturbers of the peace of the Kingdom } and to 
coatmand the Trained-Bands to be assistant to the Sherifis in that service. 

These Orders of the Parliament were immediately answered by a TW>c1amation The Kiog pvUidMi- 
from ihe King, forbidding all his Subjects belonging to the 1 rained-Bands, or '^J^^jJ'^Jj''' 
Militia of this Kingdom, to rise, march, muster, or exercise by vertue of any 
Order, or Ordmance, of one or both Hooaea of Parliament, without Consent or 
Warrant from his ^Tajcsty. The Parliament, notwithstanding, proceed in settling the 
Militia of the Kingdom, (having made, on the second pf Jj;;.'/-, an Order for those 
revolted members to return to their duty again before the 1 (Jih of that month, under 
the for feiture of an hundred pounds, to be dispose^of towards the Wars in Ireland^ 
besides undergoing such punishments as the House8diouIdtltmkfit)andhad by tjhis' 
time at niany places began to settle the said .MUttin. 

Upon the same second of ./t^uf also, the Lords and Commons sent a Petition to Thr ParUtment

before his parlicubr 'nswers to the several Propouuoiis, he complaincih in gene- g.'^t*o|wSSl,Bwel 
lal. and those very sharp, pzpresvions of tue method of their proceedings agaiust D.an} uitml f topa 
hn : and ^ 4be. Cabalisia of tfaia buiiiwiw be«aUa them; have used 
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great art and subtillty against him, first to strengthen AemRdTM nntawfnl 
power, bc'ore ihcy nuke their illej^al demands. He ta:;^s ih-.T.i, that first thny 
bad removed the Law itselr, as a rub in their way, and i:r«sed t'leir own Ordm. 
and Ordinances upon the people (tending to a piire arbiirarf piwtr) as Laws, and - 
required obedience to thcin, without the consent or concurr.-nce of himself. That 
Aey bad wrested from him the command of the Mi.'i'ir/, (a thinj^ inherent in liis 
Crown) countenanced the Treason of Hoiuam aeainst him, and directed to the 
people invectives against his Government, to weaken his Just authority and due 
esteem among his Subjects ; casting upon him aspennoas of a strange nature, as, .

That they have overawed his Subjects, in stifling all Petitions that 
did not please ihem ; and filled the peoples ears with needle&si; fears, aud jealou- 
sies, and such like tlnuu* before they thought his Majestie sufficiently prepaied 
to take tbooe bitter VSm. "For (saith be) if they had mueatmtalfy vented tutk 
rrnpoiitiom, as the wisdom and modestie of their Predecetsours ncrer tftougfii fit 
to offer to any of Our Progenilours, nor IFe, in kuuour or regard to Our Regal

for that ProfpssiaD, jo^ied to thes« Piopoutiont, appeared to bis judgemeac as a 
iDockeryandaconi. 

He averreth further, that their Demands arc such, that he should be unworthy 
of his Royal descent from so many famous Ancestours, and unworthy of the Trust 
Mposed ill Un bj dielini%if beehottlddivesthimself of such a power so inherent 
ia his CroiQi, end aarame otben into a participation of it ; pioteatiqg, that, if he 
were tx>th vanqeished and a pivoner, in «one cowMon than any, the ovmi imw 
fortunate, of his predcccsfours IiaJ ever been reduced unto, he would never SlOflp 
SO lowe as to grant those demands, and to make himself, of a King of BngkaiiL

n, leSSu Acir own safety) and both Houses of Parliament. Wherein it was expneHsd* that 

«boBoever should bring-in any Moqct or Plate, or furoiah anv Uprce-mea and 
Anop for that purpose, should twe mdr Money repayed «idi InlieKM, according 
to eight In the bundled} fiar which both Houwa or BHfianwiitdid engage the 
PbUiKe Faith. 

Four Treasurers were ordained, whose Acquittances for the receipt of any Sum, 
should be a auffidem ground to the Lenders to denaod tbdr Mooey and Plate 
again, with the Interest belonging thereunto. The TreaBoren were^ Sir John 

WoLLASTON, Knight, anJ AlJerinaii of London, Alderman Towts, Alderman 
Warner, and Alderman Andrewes. Commissaries, also, were appointed to 
value the Horse and Arms which should be fiimi&hed for that service. 

It was desired in that Order, that all men resident in, or about, London, or 
within SO miles, would bring-in their Money, Plate, or Horse, within a fortnight 
after notice i and they rhat dwell farthor-ofl", witliin thrc;.> weeks : and that those 
wbo intended to conuibute within the time limited, but were not, for the present, 
• provided of Moaqr or Hone« dioidd«abaei9)^thtftitaHfbcbc«oanlaiowit what 
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would be for effecting of that great and important Service. And, in 
cooduson, it was declared, that whatsoever was brought-in. should be employed 
to no other purposes but those before-mentioned ; the maintenance of the Pro- 
testant Rdi^ric;), thi.- Kincr's Person, dimity, and authority, the Lam «f the Land* 
the Pt-acc oi the Kingdom, and the Pnviledges of Parliament. 

Whilost this Order was drawing-up, aJvertistm-jnt by Letters was given to the 
Ptx&uaeat, that tbe-CrownJewds were pawned at Ainsteldam, and other placet 
of tbo Nedwrindi % upon wUdi money was takcn-up, and Warlike AnunanhioB 
provided in those Parts, as Battering-pieces, Culveiins, Field-picc s, Mortcr- pieces, 
Granadoes, with great store of powder, pistols, carabines, great saddles, and such 
Gke. Whereby the Parliament thought they could not otherwise judge than 
tiM Ae £bg did plainly intend a War ^gaiiut then« and bad designed it loqg 
befere*

wMeh dn«e ncre diief in the CoiiimiMiDim hat mm oAor Knights and Oentle- 
men of that County were named in it. ' Together wim tbb Commission of Array, 
the King sent a Letter also, containing the reasou of It, wherein he complaineth 
thai the Pkriiaineot, by thdr Ordinance for the MiUtia, would dmat him of that 
po«w»iriiichiaimpcflyinlieraBtinhiBCrowa. And fer the occasbn and rBBsan 
cf tlwt Ci wnmiMion t he mrgedi a Dedanrion of Aeb own, using their very eaqire^ 
lioos and words in his Letter ; that, whereas it hath been declared by Votes of 
bod) Houses of Parliament, the fiitecnth of March last, that the Kingdom hath of 
hte been, and still is, in evident and imnunent danger, both front enemies abroad, 
and a Pa^Mh daooottnted party at homeji he conchidea, dat fiir tiie aafiqpnrd 
both of hia own P^nen and People, there li an ut^ent and Inevltdile ngcfuty of 
putting his people into a posture of defence, &c. Thus did the ParUament's Pro- 
kwue to thor Ordinance of MiUtia^ serve the King's turn for his Commission of 
OK 'Array, totidevi verbis. The copie of which Commission and Letter coming 
loio die tianda of die ParUamen^ it was resolved upon the Quesdon by the Lords 
and Commona anembled in nrKament, diat thit Commission of .Arras for 
Leicester it against Law, and apainst the Lihtrtj/ and PrKfi rt^j of (he Sub- 
ject : and resolved again upon th.- Question, vrithin two days after. That aU thou 
that are actours i» putting the CovmissioH qfjim^ m eMCtrfion, shall te 
ttUemed as disturbers t^f the Kingdom's Peace, and betrayers of the Liberty 
tf the Sulyect.

He published then a Drclaration to all his Subjects, inv iiThinj; bit- 
terly agaimt the Parli.imcnt, fur laving a false ami scandalou; impu;:iti n upon 
him of raising War against the Parliame-nt, or levying Forces to that end : in which 
he invites all his lottng Subjftis, to prevent his own danger, and the danger of 
the Kinmioin from a mali;:;n:uit (takini^-up tli_' I'.irli.iinent's language) to 

contribute Money or I'latc to him. and thej' shall be rt|>ayid, with consideration 
of eight in the hundred. And immediately upon it made a i'rofession before those 
forementioned Lords and Councillors about lum (calling God to witness in it) dis- 
avowin;^ any preparations or intentions to levie War against the Parliament : upon 
which, tl-.ose foreui. ntioiR-d Lords, niivl others, tiu'ii present at ITo^j made dui * 
Declaration and Professioo, subscribed under tiieir hands.

TTir King, strrngthcned with Arms and Ammu:iition from JMhnd, and more 
strengiheiie l (for as vli lie wuntcd hinds to weild those Arms) by this Protestation 
of Lords in his behalf concerning his intention of not making War against the 
Parliament^ whereb][ the people might room euily be drMrn to side with hin* 
proceeded in his business with great polide and indefinable indiutry. VBn pen 
^■.is qviick in pivinj; au'^wcr tn all I'ctiiior.s or Dcchr.trions which came from the 
ParliiUiiciU ; and with many sharp exjxj.stul.itions, in a wcH-conipilcil Discourse, 
on the nth of June^ answtrcd a Petition of the Parliament; wLics* I'tiiuon was 
to ttus effect, that ne would not disjoyn bis Subjects in their duty- to himself and 
Parliament, destroying the Essence of tint high Court ; which was p r es ented to 
him a! York by the L rd Howard, Sir fluuH Cholmlkv, and Sir.PHILIP Sta« 
< pjuETOH : and wiiluu duee weeks, both in his ownPenon» and bj favMewngef^

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with Speeches, Proclamations, aiid Declarations, advanced his buanesse in r 
wmdemil manner. At /Newark he nuile a Speech to the Gentry of liottiaehavim 
Mm in a knii^ and vrioning way, commending their affectioDs towaids' hifl» { 
wludi ynts a f^ivat part of penwaaon tar ibt ratufp, cominj^ from a King hio^ ' 

selfc. Another speech he madp at Lincoln, to the Gentry of that Coiintv, full of 
Proteatations conccminir his pood intentions, not onely to them, but to the whola 
Kngdom, the Laws aiiJ Liberties of it. In that short time also, by the help o^' 
many subtil Lawyers, whom he had about him, he retumud a very long and par- 
ticular Answer, with arguing the case in all pcnnts *, to a Declaration which the 
Parliament had before made ag?.inst the Comnii«uon of yfnay, expounding that 
Statute 5 Hek. 4, whereupon that Commiation was supposed to be wanranied., 
Theproo&and arguments on bodi flUea^ aic tobereadat la^geb theRcoofria, or 
in the pnntfd Boolt of Ordinances and Declarations, where a Reader may satisfie 
his own judgement. Within that time also the King sent-out a Proclanxation against 
levying Forces without his Command, urging Laws and Statutes for it: AaA 
another long Proclamatian to inform the pei^le of the IqpUty of iiia Gommisnons. 
9Sj1rray, and to cominand obedtenoe to them. Anodier bascot-lbrth against the 
forcible seizing or removing any Magazine of Ammunition of any County ; and 
another, forbidding all relieving or succouring of //hA' against him. Upon which^ 
the Rtffliament declared, that those Proclamations, without their assent, were tUe> 
gal ; and forbade all Sheriffs, Mayans fie» to procfaum tbenif and aU FuwHwaMl: 
Curates to read or publish them. 

From y«th the King removed to Uri c! In/ ; from whence he sent a Message to 
both i4ouse& and a Proclamation cooceming his going to HuUt to takeic ia} r»> 
quiring, beme his journey, that it might be odireKdvp to liim. Ait dttt 
Mt ss icv '^'^'i:'^ c/.ni? to the House of Peers, after they had agreed upon a Petition, 
which was drawn up, to move the King to a good accord with his Parliament, to 
prevent a Civil War ; to be carried to bim, and prusented at Bwerlau by dl» 
Earl of Holkmd, Sir Jobh Hou.ami)» and Sir pHii.ir Staplron. That very 
PedtioB seemed to tiuniao full an answer to the Kjngli Message, that both Houses 
resolved to give no rii!nr answer to that Message, but the said Petition. But im- 
mediately after, a Declaration was published by both Houses of Parliament, for 
Ibe preservation and safety of the Kingdom, and die Town ^Iftitf; with assurance 
of both Houses to satisfie all losse sustained by any service done for the safety of 
the said Town, by reason of overflowmg of water upon the grounds there, to all 
persons who should be found faithful in their several services.

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•ml strong p1ace» tfm It was now made remarkable to the worl J in manv high and 
fiunous circumstance* of this Civil War : for which cause, I shall the more parti- 
cularly insist upon it. 

Fh'fl was the place which (Txjing intrusted witli w rich a Magazine of Ammu- 
nition) did probably allure the King to foreake a Parliament sitting at lAmdon, and 
vi,vjre tht North. Hull was the place where the King in person did, first, finde his 
Commands denied, and hk attempts leosted ia an actual way ; which proved the

^uil is the place which must now bear the first brunt of his armed Indignation. 

The King, with an Army of three thoasand foot, and one thousand horse, was 
removed firom York to Beverlet/y a Town distant from Hull six milea ; and IB- , 
tending to beaqje Mi/I by Laiul (expecting also that Sir John Pcmikoton with 
aome of hb abipii riiould stop the passages, and cut-off protisbas from relieving 
the Town by Sra. though that expctttation were made frustrate by the Earl of 
Waruick, his seizing on the Navie Royal) proclaimed that ncne, on pain of death, 
should convey any provisian or relief thither. He d l ipoi ad many men in cutting 
of Trenches, to divert the airrent of fresh water that ran to Hull, and sent two 
hundred horse into Lincolmhtre under the command of the Lord Willouohby, 
son to the Earl of Lindseif, and Sir Taoiui Glbmham, «> atop ail lulicf of k 
from Burton upon Number. 

Sir loHM HoTRaM pe ic e iTO ig die Cng^ ua ient i oM and endeafiour^ and know- 
log him to be in person within an hour and halPs march of the Town, having, first, 
sent three Messengers, one after another, with humble Petitions to him, who were 
all laid-faft by the King, and not aafrred to return ; called a Couodl of War, In 
which it waa debated. Whether or not they should permit the cnamiea to mnnli 
Beer the Town widi their Ordnance, holding them play from off the Walla aad 
Out worics, until the Tide came to its height and then draw>op the Sluce, and 
let them swim for thdr Uves. But a more merciiul advice pievailed, which wa^ 
{tor prevention of so many deaths) to draw-up the Slooe pvcaendy, havinr tfaead- 
vantage of a Sprirg-tide, and drown all the Countrey about Ifuu. But Sr John 
HoTHAM, before it was done, gave the inhabitants and owners of land thereabout 
sufficient and timely notice to remove their Cattel, a^id a 1 their goods, and Assured 
them (which was ratified by the Parliament upon the Fublike Faith ) that whatso- 
ct«r damage they Kcehred thereby, ahovU be lepaired bf (he audmiity of Fwlil^ 
ment, out of the estates of those pcwoi «fao had bec» nat aai*e.aDd aarinnt 
to the King in that desi^. 

&T John by Letters mformed the Parliament m what coaditicm the town was, 
Jiril'ipf^ onely (so it might speedily be done) a supply of Money sad Victual^ with 
five himdred men. Upon which, by command of Paritament, DroBa wcfc beat^ ■ 
up in l.ondon. and other adjacent places, for Souluiers to be sent to Hull by Sea, SlrJaljiilWdriiM 
The £arl of H'aruiick «as desired by the Houses to send two ot the iLiog s ships [f^'^iiMo anin sir 
•&W1 the DoMw to HiA ao db aa Sir Jomc HoTBAii ahoold dowel for Ida beat J°hn Hotiw>» m ihs 

gnlmHQ^^ iMucc o( Hull. 
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tMattamx. And Sir John AIelorum, aScottish Gentleman, an expert and hme- 

Commandcr, appointed to asast Sir John in that servic. 

'I he King's Army were not confident to carrj- the Town by plain force, making 
their appnnichcs wiih great difficulty and disadvantage, and tlic-SL- Jorthe niosi part 
in ihc night-dme, «heD» undiscovered, they burnt two MiUs about the Town ; they 
therefore hadl recoune to nibdlty ; and* knowing aorae within the Walls fit for 
their pui pose, a Plot w-as therefore laid to fire tne town an four places, which 
whilst the souldiers and inhabitants were busie in quenching, two thousand of the 
King's Army should anault the walls. The signc to tliose within the town, when 
to fire those places, was, when thcf discerned a fire <w Bfixriey-Mautae, this 
should be assurance to them witMn the town that they whhoat were ready for the 

asb.au!t. But thi- treason hatl no siicccsse, being dLcovera! by otic of tlie inotru- 
ments, and conlesstd to Sir John Hotham. Many particular services were dotve 
botfi by Land and Water, by Barks and &jats upon ihc River HumLcr. 

'ITie Tow nyuicn of Hull were so far provoked by tiiis treacherous designe of their 
enemies, and so much aniinated against thcr.i, that they all entered into Pay ; and 
now the Walls could not contain them ; but live hundred of the town, conducted, 
by Sir John Miilurum, i:^sucd-out, about the end of Ju/^, upon their beaiegets | 
who, seeing their approach, prepared coiiragiously to rec^vettid encounter them : 
but they were but a small pan of the King's Forces which were resolute to fi^;ht j 
the other part, which consisted o( the Trained- Bands of that Countrey, were not 
forward to be ei^iged against tiieir ndghbours : the King's Horse, and most re> 
•olute assistants, seeing themselves deserted by the Foot, retired as fast as they 
could to Beverley: but Sir John Melorum pursued them, slew two, and took 
thirty pri ( ]i< in the pursuit. And not long after, when the supplies from Loi> 
don arrived at Huil, Sir John Meldrum, with a greater Force, made so fierce a 
tally upon hb enefrto» as caused most of the Leaguer Id retire disorderly, one and 
twenty of them being slain, and lifte. n tak.ri prisoners. Sir Jj!is ^IELDR^;M, 
following the advantage of his successe with a swilt motion, arrived su«.ldenly at a 
Leaguer-town called yitdby, between three and four miles from Hull ; where the 
King's magazine was kept in a Bam, in which was a gre^ Quantity of Ammiiai- 
tion, Pow&r, and Fire-balls, and certain Engineers employed there for inaking of 
Firc-woiks: bir Jotjn siiJJ :i!y set upon it in the night, drove away the Guard, 
who consisted most of 1 rained-Bands, and other Yurkahire men, bearing no great 
afl'eciion to the War, and therefore ran more speedily away, leaving their Anns 
behiiide them : much of Uie Ammuniiion and other Arms they took-away with 
them, fired the Barn, the Powder, and Fireworks, and what else they could not 
carry with th.m, and rLturneJ safely again into Hull. 
Tbe KiDf •bwidoB* 1 he lung, calling a Council of War, and (considering the ill successe of his pro> 
itewsserUBiL oeedingK, and tbe predonness of that tune which he consumed there,) by todr 
advice resolvL-J to brc ..k vij) his si m^-c L eforc //.<//, and inarch away ; the chief men 
about him laying the t^uii of this tailing upon the unskiltulnesse of the Couptrey 
Captaina, «iid«o«aidioe of tbe TnimtlftHubk Tbe JQng pnilwliiy in%bt have 
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wpei better, if Sir John Pcnikoton could have brought part of the Mavie to hit 
vattmce : but tliat was seized by the Bail of fferwleki of which it will be now 
time to speak mora piiticularly.

The 
Earl of // 'iirn lrh was iji a great straight between two SUCh hi^h Commands, being 
gone-downto t.ikc pnsM &sionpf the Navie; andhetherefbracalledaCouncul ul War, 
acquainting them all, both with the Ordinance of Parlament, and the King's Let- 
ters. But the Earl himself 'vas- swayed ia conscience to give obedience rather to 
the Ortiinanco of Parliament ; and the reason of it liiinb€if givts in a Ltittr directed 
to a Lord of the House. ° Ifhen I contidered (eaith be) the great care which J have 
seen ht the ParUameittt cf Me Kmgdom./br the good and etfflety toth of Khig and 
Kingdom, and nrri/ tnan'x pnriirulnrin ifum; and l/inl Ifai/ nn- the ^rcal Vuuncil, 
Itj u'hose aullivrity the Knr^t t>f Lnglaiui hate eixr spokvu to their Subjects ; / 
via* resolved to continue in this tmplcjfment, mttU i ehoU beneuoked iy fiat Autha» 
ritu that hath iutnteted me with iu 

Most of the Captains took-np uoanimoosly the- same resolodon that the EafI And ii admitted to 
did, excepting five, which were The Rere-Adniind, Captain Fogce, Captain 'h'^wro w iwl of tba 
Bau,v, Captain Slingsb^-, and Captain Wake, who alltdged that they bad tbe * 
King's Command to «)hey Sir John Pknjnoton. whom he had appointed Admhal ' 
iii- ttP. i cif the Earl of Ao> t' um 'erlaud. These five had gotten-togethcr round, to , 
make deien^c against the Karl : but he came to Anchor ab<^>ut tliem, and having 
begirt them, Mimmorw-d ihim again; upon which three of them came-in, and 
aubmitted: two ooely, Captain SuNOBT and Obtain WAK£,8tood-oiu. The£arl 
let flie a Gun over them, and tomcdmp the Glasae upon thetn, sending Ms Boat,' 
and most of the Hoats in the Fle»'t, to K t them kuo v .their -la'.iger, il they came 
not within that space But so ptn<jnipiory was (ht ir ;<uswer, iliai liic Masitrs and 
Sailors grew impaiient ; ani., alth('U;;h ihey had no Anns, assaulted them, seized 
upon ihofc Captains, being armed vitb their Pistols and swords, strook tiieir Yards 
and '1cp-ma<:ts and brought ihetn to the Earl. Thus by tiw wOudertul courage 
of thr r- iir.aii.itd men, the bll^iIles^e was ended withoUt cfflMittl of any blood, 
when the- i&ari was ready to give fire upon them* 

Vfithm few days sAer, another adiKtkm of atrengdi was brought to tbe Earl ot. 
Waruich by an accident. A gre;.t :ind ttniw dlipof the King'^, called the Lion, 
jKttting to-^ea-trom UoUand, ana bound Mr^ikuiscait^, bung ouicb disuessod' 
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with foul wcatlici", \ras driven into the Dnuru. Captain Foxi, who commandcti 
that -ihip, saiutL'd the Karl of Wafwick, who presently acquaiited the Captain with 
the Ordinance of Farliainent, whereby his Lovdship had coaunaxid of thwe shipi* 
requiring hiBsabarinMm tfaereonto. TbeOqUttB at fint refoaed to feeld obe^ee 
to the Ordinance, and thereupon was preaentlv clapt in hold : but all his Officers 
in the ship submitted themselves, and strook their Sails and i'op-yards in token of 
obedience to the said Ordinance. This ship tras Tery considerable, carrying two 
aod fourty great Pieces of brasse Oldimoe} beadflfl, a little Venel laden vith. 
Gun-powder of a great value, was taken also together with tUs ship. The Eail 
was infonnod by sdidc of hrr men, that young Prince Ruplrt and Prince Mau- 
mcE, with divers other Commanders, intended to have come from //oUo»</ in this, 
ship, the Lion. But after three days and three nights siunn at Sea, tboae two 
Frinces (in a sick and weak condition) landed again in Holland. 

The King hearing of the surprisal of the Lion, sent a Messenger to the Earl of 
IJ 'urfiick, to demand her again, with all the goods therein, and that she should be 
brought to Scarborough. But the Earl returned an Answer to this effisct, that the 
Flnhament had intrusted him with the Care of the Fleet, and that that ship was a. 
part thereof : therefore he humbly besought his Majestie to pardon him j for with- 
out their consent he might not part with her ; and that he knew of no goods 
within her belonging to his Majestie.

The Earl of Estex was a Gentleman of a noble and most untainted reputation, 
of undoubted loyalty to his Country and Pnnce ; havmg always (what course so- 
ever the Court steered) served in an honourable vray, the right interest of the 
Xngfish Nation, and the Protestant Religion ; and to that end had formerly en^age^ 
Utnself in die Palatine War, and service of the Netherlaitd United Provinces:, 
insomuch as at this time, when they s<jught a Lord to undertake the high chai]ge 
of commanding in chief, tbete seeined to be no choice at all j but we may say of 
this Election, as Path RciJLira did of anodier.

The Earl of Efstx vnsroj caieAd and industrious ia n&dbg of his Army ; 
in which he desired to have as great a Body of Horse as could convcnieiitly 
be gotten, by reason that he conceived his chief work was to seek-out the 
King's Forces, and prevent their spoiling of the Country, and disarming several 
C^unUeSf, Jt^ ItuvM^^ tbemaelvei. .Ana indeed, his Forces, consadering the 
loag Peace' of^ En^umit and unreaAMSse of Arms, were not onelT raised, hot * 
well-arm«! in a short time. Many of the Lords who then sate in tno House of 
Peert; (besides those Lords who went into divers Coundes to settle the Miiida, 
and therefon: raised Forces for safety of those WBfetti Places) listed themselves 
in the Lord General's Army, and took Ci|iii^iijrfia as Cdan^i the XiOld 
Roberts, the Lord Saint-John, eldest son to the Earl <^ BtdlmbfmA^ the Lord 
of Ruchford, eldest son to the Earl of Dot , r : and many Gentlemen of the House 
Oi^CoiOiquM)^ of greatest rank and quality there, took CommisMons for Horse and 
▼oo^-sH'^^' m that Army ; of whom these were some : Sir John Mekric, who 
vx'! made Serjeant-Ma jor-C; 1 . 1 of that Army ; the Lord Gatv of Grooby, son 
to ilie Larl ol Sttimfoid; Maaiei DiNZiL Mollis, Master Hamden, Sir Philip 
SxAPLhTON, Sir William Waller, Sir Samuel Luke, SutHsnry Cholmly, 
Master G aAMTHAM, Master WaiTi.ocK, with diven oifaei«. The Exd of £«d- ^^'^ "f, Bcdfoii 
ford, whhht two dm after that tbt Sari of ^Mnriraa cfaoam Gmmlimmc, nas pSnt tl^cu*^ 
voted to be GeDeitl «f Hoiae. 
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A brief Relation of the condition of divers Counties in 
JEn^landj xvfien the Par/iofnexf s Ordinance for the 
Militia, and the lung's Cotnmissron of Array, u: ere put 
in execution. With a mention of some Lords and 
others who ivere actors on either side. The Lord Matjor 
of London committed to the Lowers and - sentenced by 
the Parliament. A mention of some Declarations, 
Messages, and Ansxeers, that passed between the jKi*>g 
and the two Houses of Parliament. 

During the time that this Army was raising for the Parliament, to be coa> 
ducted bv his Excellenqr in person, the King, with small strength as jet, was re* 
■Mmng m>m place to place to gather Forces, and draw people to his ^e. Of 
whose proceedings, and by what degrees he encreased in power, 1 shall speak hero> 
after in a continued Series, to avoid confusion in the Story. But in the mean time, 
the Parliament's Ordinance of AliHtia, and the King's Commission of jirrau, were 
iustlitog together almost m ercfy Covotjr: the neatest of dw Eo^ish Nobdky on 
both sides appearing personally, to seize upon those places which were deputed to 
them either by the Kmg or by the Parliament.

In some Centies there was no struggling at all, one side wholly prevailing, and iph^biu nte of 

the People's affections bending the same way : as it appeared in Lincolnshire at the tt^SS^SSmSt*' 
first, (which was the first account given to the ParUament of theii: AZ/ViV/V, and 
when aome circumstances arc of that note, as to make it juMly. dflierve a morr . 
laidcular redul than other places) when the Lord WiiXotroBBV of Farham 
went-down thither, being chosen by the ftolhincni Lord-Lieutenant of that 
County. This young Lord, boing come to Linci^n, eiprcsscth to tho Parliament 
what cheerful and hearty obedience he found from the Obtains and Utticers of the ' , 

Trained-Bands, and in how good a posture they were, beyond alt expectation; 
coBsidrring the unhappinesso of (he Plague being then in the Town, which hin* 
dered the appearance of some : but that was fully supplied by a Company of Vo» 
luntiers, equal in numlier and goodnessc of Anns to thtr Trained- Bauds. Vt t that 
Change which I nake of bdbre, did afterwards sadly appear in tlus Coutuy, 
whidi was a fiei w aru a as much divided in itaelf as any part of Enghmdt and by that 
means became a mcst unhapjiir scat of \Var,oft('n gainet! and !ri;i again by either side.

Though the Soul hem and Eastern parts of England enjoyed some shew of rect, 
dw Counties more remote from Lvndant toward the North and Wcit, coold not 
at all partake of that faappioesse. 

In Lancashire the Lord Strang r, son to the Earl ot Dei I:/, who was made L*i>caibi|«. 
Lord- Lieutenant of Laitcathire and Cheshire by tliu King, sec-king to put the 
Commisaoa of ^irrajf m execntkm, found great raitiance from the Farliafoentary 
Gentlemen, Sir Thomas SxANLiiy, Master Hoi. land. Master HoLCRA'rr, 
Master Egertow, Master Booth, as also Master Ashton, and Master Moo«, 
both Members of the House of Commons ; by whom, witliin the space of tevf 
Bionths, be was quite driven out of the Coun^, and that Shire whoDf ruled hj tlM 
FarUament* though it abounded more with Papist^ than any other. 

The Lord Stkanoe, upon the fifteenth day of July, had made an attempt to gain Tlie King'! in>n|w 
Mniirhr.uer, and by those Gentlemen was repulsed; where one man was slain; 
which was the hrst blood shed in these Civil Wars. But this Lord was not at alidwucr.Jii^ 
fortunate m aennoe agamst the Parliament ; who, not long after, returned again i**^ 
with a great Force, con-^is'Ing of three thousand men, to the Town of Manc/witer ; 
where, after he had sharph beyegcd it for the space of two whole weeks, he was at 
Ipit quite beaten, with the losse of many of his men. 

in CAetAtre aJao, the other County of which he was made Lieutepant by tb« ch«tbir% 
King, his fortune was no better; where he was vniKed liy Sir WibUAH fiai- 
KtToN and other Gentlemen, and hindered from seizing the Magazine of that 
County, as he uuended. Nor could the Earl of Rit eity whom the King had put 
into the Contmtision of 4rrat/ (being a Papist} wilt him sufficieQtly to inake good 
tfaatComihr ibr tl»e King» but that the A^ats were 9}! ^mj^ned there bj uumq 
F^Nestant Gentlemen that adhewd to the Pwiaxnent. 

Vurther North, the Countries were more full of variance. The Earl of AW- 
cas!/p. with a strong Garrison, kept for the King the Town of Aewcattie, Aad 
the Earl of Cumberland, made Lord-Lieutenant of Yori'shireby tileXjng, mu^*"*^ 
active in puttins,' the Commission of jlrraij in execution : but they were resisted 
by the l.urd Faikkax, and others of the Parliamentary Gentlemen. But this 
bu.Mncsse oi the North shall now be pai&ed-over, deserving a larger btory hereafter, 
when time shall requite, to speak of the Earl o{.^aocattie'i greatnetse* and the

note stood ior the Parliament, but bir John Geu. and hi^ Iprother: of wiuise 
actioasic will be seasonable to ^ peak in another place.

In /lemyftnuUre die trouble were fur greater, and early begun by Master Lei««»<wW»^

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fjcjA Forces to seiac upon the Magazines of that County. Against whom the £irl 
of Stamford was sent by the Parliament, as Lofd-IieHtOUUM, with a OtmaidMabb 
screngdit «dio arrived there, did much curb the poccadSngs of liaaterHAaTtMOs, 
and took of the Town of lieie^tr.

Sir Ralph Hupton, and Sir John Stowkl, both Members of the House of

Various wete the Succ m ki which Marquesse iJartfordt vtitied by ao maiqr 
of the Gentry, fimnd fo hh aevenl Enterprises ; aometinieB prevailiaf , but more 
often distressed. In one Skirmish, which, about the beginning of ^-fui^u-i, himself, 
the Lord Pawle r, ^ir Ralph Hopton, Sir John Stowel, and M. Smith, 
another Metnb<.r of the House of Commoiu, madea|;aai8t the EXeput^-Lieutenants 
in SomtruUkirti he pc«iiil«d ^giiait them, andpoewwd hanaeit of the To»a of 
£Ae^oM>lMtbf .* Ten men were diin, and many wounded. Gdnf afterwards to 
H'fll.-i, he had been besieged by many thousands of the People, who arose against 
him; but that having timely notice of their coming, he escaped a back-way out of 
dw Town. About wfakh time, the Earl of Bedford was sent down by tne fkr* 
KamcDt as^iat him, wMi three hunUrad Hone: bj when the Lord MantaeMC^ 
the LonlFAWLBT, fib- Ralm Horrow, Colond Ltmaponn, and many other 
conaderable nnn. were besieged in Shcrbum. For great numbers out of *he . 
Country came daily to tiie a s sis t an ce ol ihc I'larl of Hedfordt Many weeks did by ihr iiYwp, of tin 
dwt Siege continue ; aoany Sallkt were made out, and diarp encounters on both ^'"''-'"""Ij- '^^ 
aides pedfonned with great couiife: the Parliament side being in finn hope to 
have taken them at laM ; which was oonoeived a thing of great moment, and ad* 
vantage tu their affairs, if thty could have possessed the [h r.-ons ot so many men, 
considerable both in their Fortunes and Valour ; and who proved afterwards very 
strong and cruel enemies. Yet that hope wa« frustrate : for about the h^—wwy 
of October they all escaped out of Sherbtam : the Earl aeverthelesse pursued after 
them, and in the Chase took M. Pallart, Sir Hbnry, Sir Johm, and Sir 
CiiARLi Barclay, jiri ( ncs. Within a week after, the&rlof Botftwaf ip> 
prchended, and brouffht-up a prisoner to the Parliament. 

It cannot be much wondered-at, that DiTision was found in Countrey-Towiu 
and Villages so far remote trom the Parliament, where the people were variously 
wrought-upon by perswasions or fears from eith< r hide : whenZ^w/o« itself, the Seat 
of that great Council, and chiefest Bulwark of their defence, was not without some 
taste ot these Distractions. Which, besides the actions of some private Citizens, 
too petty to be here rehearsed, may appear to th« Reader in one thing, which 
cannot be omitted : 1 he Lord Mayor of Lmd m was. at thia tioM » piisQner in the 
Tower, committed by the Parliament.

This Impeachment was forthwith sent up, and rend in the Lords House. Upon- 
the reading of which, it was ordered that he should be sent to the ToWfr» mm 
thence to be brought to a legal '1 rial upon liis Impeachment. 

Many days, during the space of a whole nonth, was this Lord*Mayor brought 
from the Tower to W<- trrinstrr, to attend the Lords of Parhamcnt, :in>l many 
tinifS rclurncd back without being heard, by reason of so great a multiplicity of 
, Businesses as the Houses were then in.

The Parliament, about the end of Jitfy* bad petitioned the King to forbear all, 
preparations of War, and remove his Garrfeons*' To which he >,ave Answer, and 
up!^r.iiJi d them with their preparations of War, for appoiniing the Earl of /..ncr 
to be their General, and the Earl of /fanrnk Admiral. In that Answer, he 
descants at large upon particulars, commanding his said Answer and their Petitton 
to be read in all Churches. I'o which the Parliament reply, as they had done before, 
that they cannot lay- down their Arms, nor adjourn the Parliament to any other 
place, hf would have them, unit s,se he k-avt-ofi .1u).h> VVaruke preparations, and 
comply with that Council, to which onely he ought to aohere by the Constitution, 
of this Government. They likewise command the Pedlion, Answer, and Reply, 
to be read in all Churches. 

' But, things proceeding still higher, the King, being returned to the Oty of Yorky 
tarn thence aeotibfih a Pnxlaiiiatiaii. ta supptease (as he there atyleth ic) the 

present 
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present Rebellion undrr crmii'.aiul of Robfrt, Karl of Essex ; offering withal free 
pturdon to him, and all such as cball witbin six da^ after the date thereof, being 
the ninth of Au^mt, lay down thcfr-Artns. In which Proclamation alKt he com- 
manded the Marquf>.«;c Uniijord lo rais<; s[tmiily what Forcci he coiilJ, wi Liaall 
those Coumies u hereof he had made him Lieutenant- General in the Commission 
of jtrray (of which before ^wken) and to Bwch agdnit, deitio]r» dr appre- 
hend, the said Earl -of Eue*, 

The Parliament, upon this Proclamation, make a Declaration, wherein they 
bri. fly recount all the King's former prcKLetlinr^s a.^ainst them and the Kingdom : 
All which they attribute (after their usual manner) to his wicked Council \ and 
promise Mill to make him great and happie, if he will return to his great Council. 

But the next day after his former Proclamation, the King, coiiiinuing s;ii! at 
York, sent forth another, declaring that no Papist should serve him in his Army, 
and that his Souldiers should commit no rapine upon the people. And within two i iirKins |.i:iili'lirt 
days after that, he published a Discourse, called j4 Deciaration to all hit loving 
iu^eett, tvneentint^ the pneadhigs vf this prtunt Parliammit. Thic' Declaration Injp^UM 
vaa of ajfreat lenj^ili, coniaTiinp fit'y pages in a large Qiiarlo. In which was com- mcnt, on 'ibe lath 
prised a unde of llistory, toucning all lorjncr passages betwix: iui,-.seli' and them, '^^"V** 
from the beginning of these divisions : which is to be read in the printed Book of 
I^liaroent^Ordinances. Toward the end of that Declaration, he protesieth a- 
wonderful love to PteltamentB, and to the peace and happineaae of thelOnf^dom: 
but he requires that some persons (as disturber; of the publike peace) ir.ay tic 
dehvered into the hands of Justice, to be tried by their Peers, nanung the Lord of 
Kymboitont and those five Members of the House of Commons whom before iie 
came to surpiiBein that House, JMacter Hollu, Sir ARTHua Haslibio, M. Pm, • 
M. Hambbih, and M. Strodb ; atlikewiae M. Hbhrt MARTiit, and ^Hknrt 
Liu'Low, two Members also of the House of Commons, for speaking some bold 
Speeches in that House. He also desires to have delivered-up to him Aidermaa 
Pbminotom, who succeeded ia die Mayorality to the fore-named Sir Richard 
"OuRNBT, and Captain Vurif» one of the Ciqr-Captains: thoae two ktt he ae> 
chhs of bringing tumults from die Qty, to temfie the FtfUancnt at tfitmimiier. 
Another dL^ire of the King's is, that Indiiements of High Treason upon the 
Statute of the 2!id yeer of King Ljdwaeu the Third, may be diawn against the 
Earls of Essex, If 'arwkk, and ^tamfvrdt the Lord Brook. Sir John HanAM, 
Rnd Serkant Mnyor-Gcnefal Skippow* aa expcft and reb'gious SouUier» a oan of 
•high actmn in tM ancceedfaij; War, whom the CSqr liad employed k iffffft'^ «f 
their Miiitia ; as likewise against all those idho ahrilhreaftar caMVciie dw JUiUtm 
by yertuc of the Ordinance of Parliament. 

The Pen was very quick upon all occasions : and the Xm§, the Mtt afar 
■the publication of this long fore-mentioned Declaration, sent a Mainge lo the 
Parliament, upbraiding both Houses with an Order which they had then made, 
for the borrowiiig ot an liundred tlioui.uid ptiumJb out of that money which the 
sAdveRturei« iMd rriised-ior- nducjpg of ireioa^ aod-subduiq^ 
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affirmtng, that, oat of liis Princely care and piety toward diitresKd IMmid,.he 

cannot but take notice of it; commanding them iminediaroly to retract that mis- 
chievous and unjust Order (for so he calls it) as they would answer the contrary 
to Almighty God, himself, and those that h«ve trusted them : Wherein he ex- 
pecteth their speedie Answer and Obedience ; and the rather, that he may thereby 
be secured, th^t such part of the four hundred thousand pounds as i^ or ^hall be, 
collected from liis good Subjects of England, by \ i rtue of the late Act of I'arlia* 
ment, whereby the same is granted, boj not likewise (under false pretences) be 
diverted from the proper ma tt» wUeb tt Ma intended, and miMBploifed to the 
disturtsance of the Kingdom's peace, in a War agaiast him. 

The Lords and Commons in Parliament make Answer to this Message, express* 
ing what caution there was in the Tcry Order (which, upon that very occasion, 
was printed) kit speedie reMyment of that Sum, and dtsposuw of it to the right 
uae. But, first, they tell me King, that ddt very McMge of ui to tibma, is in 
high breach > f the Privilwlgc cf Parliament : and, upon that occasion, they call to 
remembrance, and declare many pariiculars of their care for the relief of Jreland, 
and the King's hindering of it. I'hose particulars there expressed, are as felloweth* 
Thcj declsKy that thu bioadit MelteUim was JirH raited the tame Cauiuek 
that kad before brought two Armm within the bowel$ of ths Kingdom, and two 
ProiCitcKt Xalions ready to welter m emh other'.i [-loud, n fiich xcere loth defrayed 
a long time at the charge of the poor Commum 0/ England, and cjuitlly, at lastf 
disbanded'^ bjf Gottt blessing upon the I'arliamenl's tndeavourt. Thaty thisdesigne 
failingy the tame wicked CoutueU which had caused that impious ffTtr, raised tfiis 
barbarous Rebellion in Ireland ; and recommended the suppressing thereof (for the 
Letter colour) to the Portttmertl's care : iiho, out of a fellow-feeling of the un-fpeuk- 
able miseries of their Protestant Brethren there (not suspecting this horrid Plot, now 
too a^MreHt) did cheerfully undertake that great amrk, ana do reaUy intend and 
endeavour to settle the Protest mt Re'iz'nn and a prrmanent Peace in that Realm, 
to the glory of God, the honour and pnt/it of Ids .\Jujciltc, and security of his three 
Kingdoms. But how thej/ have been discouraged, retarded^ and diverted, in and 
from this pious and glorious ff^ork, by those iraiteroiu Cowuek about hit Mty«$tie^ 
will appear by many partiattart. 
TKe Pirliuneat They there mention the sending-ovcr at first of twenty thousand pounds by

They mention, that when, at the sole charge of the Adventura%fii« Aousand 
Foot, and five hundred Horse were designed for the relief of Munster, under the 
cominand of the Lord "Wuailtov, and nothing was wantbg but a Commission to 
'* ithat Laid far duSenvBe, audi, vaa the p««w«f.iiKk^ tine no 
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Commission couUl be obtained from the King ; by renoB «iwK<tf» Ljpmidk Wts 
wholly lost, and the Province of Mnuster since in very great distresse. 

That when wel!-aflFiected person?, at their own charge, by way of Adventure, 
had prepared twelve Ships, ;in;i - ix Pinnaces, with a thousand L.mii-lLtn ;.s, for the 
service of Irelnndt desiring nothing but a Gommissaon truni his Majestie; that 
Commisdoii, after twice sriuling to York for it, and the Ships lying rrady to set- 
Sail, threi^' weeks together, at the charter of necrihrcr iiiim'rcd pounds a day, was N. B. 
likewise denied. And those Adventurers (rather thaji iofit' their Expedition) were 
constrained to go by vertue of an Ordinance of both Houses of I'arliainent.

That Cn ahles Fi.ovd, Engineer and Quaiter-MMter-General of the Army ift M.B. 
Jrtlandftod'm Ktual employment there agiinar Rebels, was caUed<«my mm 
that important Service, by expresse command of die King. 

That Captain GRrrs, Controller of the .Ariillery, a man in Pay, and principally 
empbyed aqd trusted here by tbe Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland for providing and 
oddoring the TVrin of Ardllery, which was to be ecM to DmUtn, and wiio'bid 
received great sums of nwocy for that purpose, was commanded from that em- 
ployment and trust, to serve the King in this unnatural War against his Parliament. N.B., 
And, when the Parlimu nt had provided six hundred suits ol Clothes for present 
relief of tbe poor Souldiers in Jreland, and sent them towards Chettar, William 
WoiTAXin, diac nndertook the carHageof thenf.'wasassaidted by tbe King's 
aouldiers lying about Coventry ; who took-au'ay the six hundred suits of Clothes, N.Bj_ 
and the poor man's Waggon and Horses, though they were told that tbe Clothes 
were for the souldiers in Ireland, and though the poor Canierifw|nre times tritl| 
the Earl of Hori/uimpumt to bw a release of his W »goQ> 

That dikve hondrM suits of uothes sent likewise by the FtrBament for Awfimef, 
with a Chirurgion's Chest of Mtdicaiucnts, towards C/.rsUr, were taken all away 
by the King's Troopers, under command of one Caprain Miwjleton, together 
fnth th^ poor ( ai l it r's Hor^ and "Vfnggoo, for the King's service. As likewise^ 
that a great number of Draught-horses, prepared by the Parliament for the Artillery 
and Baggage of ihe Irish Army, and sent to Cites trr for that purpose, being there, 
attending a passage, arc now reijuircd by the King for l;is present service in Evg- 
land ; whose threes are so quartered about the Roads to Ireland, that no Provision 
can passe thith( r by Land with any safety. 

That Captain Ki i n r fbv and Sir Henry Stradi.inc, the Admiral and Vicc- 
Admiral ol liie Ships appointed lo lie upon the coast of Jrcluiid, to armoy the 
Rebels, and to prevent the bringing of Ammunition and relie f from forniigii parts, 
are both called-away from that emploiymimt by the Kine's command : and bj 
rea^n of their depintnre 'fiom di^ cowt of Mmitvr, to which diey mie doigiiedS,' 
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the Rebels there have received Powder, Ammunition, and other relief from for- 
n4gn parts. 

By which particulars (say they) it may seen that those RcbeU are counteoanoed 
there, upon designe to assist the enemies of the Purlbment here : especially con. 
sidi.ring rtiat llinsc confident Rebels have prcsuiiv vl, very lately, to send a Petition 
to the Kinp. intituling themselves his Majesties Catholike Subjects of Ireland, 
and complaining of die Pmntui Barliament of England ; and dcMlfa^ dat duet 
his Majestie comes not thither, MOOfding to thrir wqifctttkMH tbtj may GoneiOlo 
EniilanU to his Majestie. 

The Farlianrent, therefore, findinjr what danger both Kingdoms are in, by the 
deugim of cruel eoemies, thought fit to provide for the safety both, by prepa- 
nag a oompetent Army for the defisnce of lOng and Kingdom. But in regard 
that the Plate, brought-in by so many wcll-affccted men, could not be coined 
suddenly as the service required i and well knowing that one hundred thousand 
pounds mighty for a short dme, be borrowed out of the Adventurers money for 
Ireland, widwut my pnyodfee to the afiain of that Kinodom, whose Subsisteooe 
depends upon the "Wmm of tins, and resolvmg to make a speedy repaymeot of 
that money, ti sdi' this Order : which, that it may appear (say they) to alt the 
world to be neither mischievous, illegal, nor unjust, (as the King calls it) dM 
House of Commons dioaght.& to redte it in htrc rerba ; and, wMoA of ictvatt<> 
ing the Order, to repay nat monqr vidi all powiblr qwed.

The PaifiuBcnt, immediately after, pubBabed b Declaration, that the Arms 
which the]|r were enforced to take-up fox the pnMmthm ci die Kingdom, Lav* 
and Libevties, cooM not be bid'dowa, until ilw Bag dionU withdraw Mm nocee* 
tion from such persons as had been wtted DeGoqnentt by both Houses, and lam 
them to the Justice of Parliament. 

The King, within few days after, made another Reply to the last Aanrar of die 
Parliament. The substance of it was, that he could neither do nor offer any more 
than he had already : and that he should think himself clear and innocent 
from any blood that might be spilt in this Quarrel ; praying God so to deal 
with him and his posterity, aa be desired to preserve Kebgion* Law, and 
Liberty of the Sob^'ects, and Privttedges of Parliament. The Pultuncntretanied 
Answer, that, whdc the King thinks him-^olf hound in Honour to protect such, 
Delinquents, in whose preservation the Kuigdom caimot be safe, nor the RightSi, 
of Parliament at all maintained, but must needs fill into utter contempt; they 
must needs think he hath not done what he can or ought to do. They tell hiai, 
k is impossible that any reasonable man bhould believe Mm to be so tender of 
bleeding Jreland, when at the hame time divers of the Irish Traitours, tho known 
fiffouimof them, and agents tor them, are admitted into his Presence with 
grace and favour, and same of tbem cmpkyed in bjisenriQS. '

About the beginning of this September, Prince Ru4»ERT. second Sonne to 
FREDr-KicK Prince Elector- Palatine of the Rkme, (who had long beene detained 
Prisoner of Warreby the Emperour, and was newly-released, ) arrived in England, to 
offer his Smke to the King, his l^ncle, in those Wamsy which were now vkSblj 
bmmhthiiiiiiiiappy Kingdome : together with Mm C M i ehi s younger B w t he r Prince 

■ Maurice, and were an addition rather of Gallantry than of strength to the King's 
ride, they b«iog both young and unexpexienced Souldien. Neither, indeed, though

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adde any secarity to the Rng, by |inrehiaifig the People's hatred to themaehres ; 

though that were imagined, and ta]k«dK>f by many* as the cause why they were.-

aistance ; as winded lose their fury when they meet no opposition ; but howsoever, 
the King desired to go in such a way, as to be taken for a Father of his Country, 
and a Piincc iniur'd b^ the Parliament ; profiissions of love, perswj^ions, aiul 
Ptotestations of nia affection to the people, were the chiefe instruments which he

caused his Protestation to be then also read in the head of his Army ; where in, 
among other things, he tells them (for their comfort and hope to prevaile) that they 
should meet no Enemies but Traytors.' most of them Brownisty, Anabaptists, and 
Atlitisis, who would di'Sttoy both Church and Cotnmon-wealtli.

, ' sisunce at that time from any Forces a-foct in England \ for the King's side had 
dien small strength ; What diey had, consisted of Horse, wlio in mall Parties 
'roved up and douTic, tt> make Provision, and force Contribution in several places. 
Prince Rupert especially, like a perpetual molloD, with those Horse which he 
commanded, \»as in a short time heard^of at many phces of great diiiCance. llie 
•eve tberefbre which bis EacceUency eipeciaUy toi^ wis ao to divide his great 
Army, as to make the sereral parts of it usefol, both to annoy the straggling Troops 
, of the Enemy, and protect those Counties that stood alTccteJ to tht- Parliament,

I ha^'e sent hither for a Mint ; / ivill melt-do',une all my owne Plate, and 
expose all my Land to sale or morgage^ that^ if it be possible^ I may bring 
the least pretture upon you : In the mean time^ I have eurnmonedyou hither 
to do that for me and yourselves, Jor the maintenance of your Religion, and 
the Law of^ the hand (by which you enjoy all that you have) mnich other 
men do agatntt us. Do not suffer so good a Cause t» he hst, for vtant of 
supplying me with tltat^ whicnu ill be taken from you by those who pursue 
me with this violence. And, whitest these ill nun sacrifice their Muaey, 
Plate, and utmost industry to destroy the C mmW 'VealtA, be you no iesse 
Bheral to preserve it. Assure yourselvesy if it please God to Uesse me with 
eneeesset I shaO^remember the assistance that every particular man here 
giver MCy to his advantage. However^ it will bereefter (haw furiously 
sort er the minds of men are now possessed) he Aonaur and emfort to you^ 

that, with seme charge and trouble to vourselves^yw £d ymiK pOTt tO, St^ 
port your King, and preserve the Km^dome.

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thousand Foot, three thousand brave llorse, and almost two thousand Dragoneers j 
Atid, purposing about that time to remove from thence, he usued- out Warrants to 
the lobabitaoti oi ^Arewtteiy, and other a4jaceat Tomct and Vilbgei, to aeod 
Horses snd Cart* for hii tcmoTsL 

The King marched along within the view of Coventry, but not Intending to 
lose any time there in sitting-downe before it, unlesse the Towne bad been ficcly 
surrendered to him : But that was denyed, though in a very humble Message, by 
the Govornour of it. Marching-on, he came and lay at Sotuham, when the Lord* 
Geiu i al /'User was not many miles distant from him. So much wai> the King now 
grownc in strength, that be was able, at so greata distance, to strike some terrour 
nuo the City of LomUmittieikf atul provoke their aeduloua endeavour for a defence 
agiinithwfctred approach* though i1ieLoid*0«DeraI ISMerwith as great an Army, 

were then abroad to attend his Marches. The Parliament itsiUc tooke the busi- Preotraiioei »re 
nesse into tlieir strict care : For both Houses conceiving that the City was in im- S?jl.|ra^M'k''tiw 
minent danger of the King's Forces, ordered. That the Tfiyaal>Bands therenf<kitiirc«n. mt n 
should be apccdilv raised for a Guard ; That such Fottiacatiaiia m could suddeiUy ^^^q^, 
be made, diodd not be wanting ; That a Comnittee should be appointed to tSSli' 
COnwler of the present suttinq up (Courts of Guard, and raising Works, for 
plntiac of Ordnance in special places about the City and Suburbs. According 
to vhidl Order many hundreds of men fell presewly to worke, in Jigging of 
Trefiches, and other Bulwarks. It was Ordered likewise, Tlut the Trayned- 
Bands oH Londortj Mkldlesex, and Surrey, should be put into a readlnesse; And 
that the close Cummitree, by help jf ti)e Lord-Mayor, siiould, with all diligence, 
aeaich-out aad secure the persoos of all the iU^fi'ected CitizeoSf or the chide of 
Aen, that were siiapcoied to bc-mat able, or aaiivi^ to rase a FSuty agiAist die 
Parliament. 

'i welve Compank'S of London were, by Order of Parliament, sent to IFmdtor^ 
10 poaaesee and stxmn that Castle) and nmjScaiMa wen syied to gnaid die 
pwsafw of the River liftaaisti 

The FtrHameu about that tfnne. cocMideriog how nach tbete GYil dfct ractfanane iWhwMiitaa- 

increased over the whole Kingdome, passed a Vote, That it was .ir.d should {5lIirnS»*to!r>w"r^^^ 
lawful for all Counties in England, to enter into an Association, tor mutual ddeuce Mgetticr far Uieir 
of each other, of their RiUgion, Lawes, and Liberties. Whereupon, widlln 
short time after, Buckingham^ Hartford, and Aoltinghaouhire, begaa to asBodale 
after that manner, r^sed Forces for the Parliament, and advanced both Plate and 
Money up )n their Propisitions. 

The danj;er that sceu.cd to threaten London at that time, though distant in 
phee^ yet ai rcMon wes neer. - For the King's Army was judged to be nearer to 
it than the Lord Cc'iittal's wasi and it «as probable enough, that his desires 
would raiher kad riim to attenjpi the City than to engage agaitist the Army ; and 
it was thought and spokvn by soav, th.u Ljmdon was a }>iace where he had many 
fciends, wlw»' upon the apfr«Mh of suchaa Army, woukkappeare £qr him, and. to 
fiwdiHtt his atdiimiaeikis, WEwM 

—That La m d m-mm iheea^ plaet ishetedie y miiiwi was tobettyaBy suppica- 
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se6, and his Army enriched to the height of their desim^ But othen were tt 
ofHiiion, that such an attempt, aa it was prepostennis, would prove frnstrate, and 

that the City could not he gainod, nniesfp the Army were first subdued. For, be- 
sides the consitieration, that the supposed Party for the K.ing in Lotion, were 
not, in prabalnlity* of power enough to accomplish his end*, it nuj^ht be thought that 
they were not tso deqwrately inclined to him, as to throw theouelves and esutea 
into such hazard, as must be undergone in the confused rage of a licentious Army* 
But the niaine reason against it was, That tho Lord-General A'f<f'r, with an Army 
asstroP '^ ns ti e King's, would follow his March neereat hand, and, by the help of 
those r< rces which the City of Lotdm wiMild pourfr'fofth upon hitn, utterly rtdne 
his inclosed Army. But, howsoever the counsels were, it pleased God that it was 
brought to a Battel, to which probably the Kin^ might be the more invited by tiiat 
advantage of the absence of a great part of the Parliament's Army. 
Th^ B»iiir of Kdcr This fuRious Battel, called by some the Battel of Edgehill, by others the Battel 
of A'c-r/nton (that Keynlm is a little Towne in Wanviehshire, almost in (he mid- 
way betwcene Stratford upon yfvon and Banhiry) was fought on a Sunday, being 
the 23d day of October. The King on Saturday the 22d of October, came with- 
in six miles of Ker/nion, and that night at Cropredi/ and E<hrv€( t lodged his great 
Army» coitststing of about 14,000 Foot, and about 4000 Horse and i>ragoneers{ 
a iarre greater number than the Lord*<Scneral Bum had together at mat time 

(though his whole Army consdsted of more, ) for that opporlunity the KinjT tooke 
of the absence of many Regiments of the rarliatncnt. 1 he Lord-General Estex 
on that Saturday night quartered at Keyiiton with his Army, consisting then but of 
1 8 Regiments of Foot, and about 40 Troomof Horse, litd^ in ali^exceed^g the num- 
ber ofiO.OOO men. The reason why his Forces at thattime were no more m number, 
was, (besides that, by reason of the suddcnnesse of his march, and diligence to follow 
the King's Army, he had left behinde two Regiments of his Foot, one under the 
Command of Colonel Hamdpn, the other of Colonel Grantham, together w^ith 
1 1 Troops of Horse, bebmde butonedaies Mardhu and feft to briniK-oa die ArtUr 
lery, which was seven Peeces of Canon, with great store of Amimmiaion, and wliich 
came not to Kcynton till the liattd was quite ended ; j the Lord-General also had 
before left for preservation of the Countties thexcabout (and whom on such a sud-. 
den he could not call tt^ether to his Assistance) une Regiment of Foot, and two 
Troops of Horsc,under the command of the Eark of Stamford at Hereford^ that tlie 
power of Wales might not fall into Ghcestenkire ; another Regiment was left at 
IVorceainr, another at Cvicuinj, for the safiny of 'that TowDcu wadeut Sj^fpneut 
occasionally lodged then in JUtnbwry. 

In Keynlon the Lord-General intended to res» Sunday* to expect die Rsidhie of 
his Forces and Artillery : but in the morning the l''nemy was discovered not far 
cff ; wliich made him give present order tor diawiiiij that Army which he hadt 
there, into the field, llie King's Forces had gotten the advantage of a very lligh 
and steepe ascent, called E^ehiii, Irom whence they were discovered, that 
moming; not &rr« from die £ooe of that hiUj waa a broM Qunipion, called^TAe 
vat§ tftkt 7wiBan»t aaaine auitdde to die cdonr aduch that oay «ai to. bestow 
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upon ir J for tlMfe happened fhe greatest part of the encounter. Into that field 
the Lord-General was forced presently tn march, makinir a stand about halfe a 
mile distant from the foot of Edgehill, where he drew his Army into Jiattalia, 
fmdaaw the King's Forces descending the Hill, ready for their encounter; that 
Army at the first having two advantage*, of the hill, and of the winde. It was fiiU 
of skiifull Commanders, and well-ordered; their greatest Body of Horse was oa 
the ri':;lit wing ; on the left were fome Horse and !>ragooneers. 

The Parliament-Anay was drawne-up and put into iicUtalia upon a little miag 
pomd in the feraiamed Vale, the Foot bemg. aacaj of tbem, a good space 
behind the Horse, when the Charge began. Three Regiments of Horse were on 
the right wing; the Lord-General's owne Regiment, commanded by Sir Phii.ir 
Stapleton ; Sir William Balfore'i Regiment, who was Lieutenant-Gcneral 
of the Hone; andtbeLord<Fiiii.i>iKo'a Rmment, wbkb stood bebinde the odwr 
. two, in the way of s Rcame; Sir lomi Mei.bkvm's Brigsdo Ind the Vint 
Colonel F.ssp.x was in the middle; the Lord-General's Regiment, the Lord 
Brooke, and Colonel Hollis, were in the Reare ; in the left wing were about SO 
Troops of Horse, commanded by Sir James Ramsey, their Commissary-Geonr 
ral. In this posture tiiey stood, when the other Aaaj^ advanced toward thny 
d)e strength or their Hotae bong (as aforesaid) on theirrigfat wing, oppositeto the 
left wing of the Parliament- Army. 

The Cannon on both sides Vith a loud thunder began the Fight ; ta which the 
successe wvi not equal, the ParHnusntli Cannoii doing grwt enecudcn apon dnie 
Enemies, but theirs very little. 

The Earle of Lindsey, General for the King, with a Pike ui his hand, led-on 
themaine Body of that Army, in wliich was the King's owne Regiment, encoun- 
tred by the L<nrd-G«neral Ester, who exposed himselfe to all the danger that a 
Batlril could ma]ie.| firtf, leadiog-on his 1 roope, then his owne Kegimentof Eoot« 
and breathing courage into them, till, being disswaded by divers frnm engaging 
himselfe too farre, he returned to the rest oi the Anny, to draw them on. f he 
diiefe Regiments having begun the Batteii, Sir Philip SrAi-LtTON, with a 
biave Troop of Gentlemen (which were the General's Ltfe>Guard,aod conuoanded 
by him) charged the King's Regiment on dleir liglit flanke witlnn tiieir Pilces, and 
canie-olf without any great hurt, though those Pikemen stoutly dptliided themselves, 
and the Musqueteers, being good tnemen, played fiercely upon thena. I heBat* 
tie was hot at that place, and so many of the Kiag's side slaine, that the Parlta* 
men^Aimy bopn to be tnctorious there} they uwke the. St»idafd-Royal« die 
beirer tlierea^ Sir EniiuND Varwsy, being sbine: and the Geoard, the 
Earlc of LlruUey, sorely wounded, was taken Prisoner. But the same fortune was 
not in every part; for the Kmg s right wing, led by Pnnce Rupert, charged 
fierody upon the left wmg of the otaer (consisting mae>tly of Horse) and prevailed 
aln^^Btbec:. far the Parliamcnt-Troope moni^ almost all, away m that Wing; apd 
many of ^M^FoouCompanies, dismayed «Ui dieir flight, ied all away, hpfipm 
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diey bad UtooA one Chaurfre; Colonel Essex, bring utterly ibnakon bf that whole 

Brigade which lie commanded, went himself into the Van, where he performed 
excellent service, both by direction and exccuti<ifi, till ai tiu- last he was shot in 
SirFaitbfulFortcKuetbfi thigh* which he shortly alter died. Some part of their disheartning was 
«lc«ert> to ihr King caused by the revolt of thdr owne side j for Sir FAlTHroi. FoaTBSCUf, at the 
wiikciiwpaflJanc. bepn„;ng of the Fight, msMd of chatging the Bnemy, diaehai^ed hk Pistoll to the 
giouHvi, and with his Troopc, wheeling-about, ranne to the King's Army, to whom 
he had belorc given notice thereof by his Comet. The Parliaioeut^Army 
would have undoubtedly bera mined that day> andM abaolute Victory gained on 
the JLing'e aide, if Priace Rvpirt and hu purraing Troopt bad been waort tem> 
peiate in pltmdering ao untnnely as they did, and had wheeled-dKmt to «snt thdr 
'dittresscd frimds in Other parts of the Army ; for Prince Ruplrt follow eJ the 
cbaaeto AejiW/on Towne, where the Carriages of the Army were ; which they pre- 
acw^ pillaged, using great cruelty, (aa was afterward related,) to the aiurmcd 
' Waggonersand labouting-men. A great number of the flying i^liament-Souidiers 

were Blaine in that Cha«e, which was contimied for two tniles beyond Kei/nton, and 
fartliLT, till liu' Pursuers were forced to retire, having moi-with Ckjloncl Hambo«n, 
who « as marching to join theXA>rd-Generai with the ocher Briijadoof the Army, that 
biwigbt-ea the Artillery and Aaununitian before apoken-of. Gohmel H AMsDiir 
discharged five pieces of Cannonagainst them ; some were slaine, and the retit, ceasing 
the pursuit, retired hastily to the field, where they luuiid all their infantry, excepting 
nil Ifnilhm PJftu * Regiments, quite defeated. For in the ineane time, ;ir Will am Balfobb, Lieu> 
MmH tM trnfOm teoant>Gencral of the Horse, with a Regiment of )i.oi9Ci dmrged a Regiment of the 
KiB^R(«iMCBti of King's Foot, before any F<iot,of bi8 0wneaide,oonUcome>4iptohini,and,bretddng 
most bravely into it, had cut most of them off ; and afterward, by the assistance of 
aome Foot, who were come- up to him, be defeated another Regiment, and sogoC* 
up to the greatest part of the King's Ordnance, taking some of there, cutcing>oiS' 
the GeetesoCthe Hones that drew them, and Icilliitt the Guanen, but was infar- 
■ ced to leave diem wtthout any Guard, by reaaoo ffiatlie labouied moat lo make 
good the day against several Regimenrs of the King's Foot, who still fought widi 
much resolution, especially that which was of the iGng's Guard, where his Stan* 
daidwaB} by which Sir William Balfore's Regunent rode, when they came* 
back from taking the Ordnance, and were by them mistaken for their owne side. 
Their passing without any Hostility, was the cause, that, immediately afterward. 
Sir William riding-up toward the Lord-General Essex's Kcgin tnt of Horse, 
tbey gave fire uyaa&ir WiLLiAMBALFoas'ti men, supposing themto beiineiiueai 
' bet, aoooe disooverfaig each other, they joyned CUHnpunes, and were led>up wirii 
halfe the Lord-General's Regiment, by his txceliency himfieife, against the King's 
aiaioe strength, where a terrible and bloody encounter happened ; At the same 
tinaeGolooei Ballard, who led a brigado there of the Ix>rd-General's Regiment 
the Lord Brooks's, forced a ataad of the lUjig'a Kkcs, and broke thraagb 
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In this p^rcat coofflct Ae Stand«ni.Rayal (an aforesaid) was taken, and Sit 
F.DMU.N'D Vahnf.y slainc, and the Karle oi /.hiJsi i;. witli liis Souiie, were taken 
Prisoners.togethcr with Colonel Vavasor, Lieutenant Loloncl of that Regiment j. 
Colonel MuNiiOB also was there slaine. 

The Standard thus taken, and put into the Lord-General's hand, was by biin 
delivered to his Secretary, Master Chambers; but the Secretary-, after he hard 
carried it some time in his hand, suticred it to bv t;ik< n horn him by ao unknown? 
pcraoo, and ao it wis privately coaveyed-away. '1 htrre also was great service per* 
ibnned by the Lord Gkat, Sonne to the Earie oF Siamjbrdt anid Sir Arthur 
Haslerio, and a considerable help riven to the turning of die day« bj defieiliDg 
a Regiment of the Kin y's, called the Blew Roj;iment. 

By this time all the King's Foot, excepting tv.o Regiments, were dispersed, and 
the fU'liameotaiiaos had gotten the advantage of the viade, aiid that ground which 
tbeh* Encmkilnd feught-upon. Thoee two RegioMOM of the King's, retiring 
tliemselves, and finding their Ordnance behind theni without any guard, took 
stand there, and made use of their Cannons, discharging many i»hot against their 
^fflflfff- But at that time Uie Parliament- Foot began to want powder ; otherwise 
(as was obeerved by a Conunaades in that Amy) they had charged them both 
wkh Horse and Foot; which in all probability would have utterly ruined the King's, 
biiantry, consisting in a manner bgt o[ two Regiments. 

Thii8thePltrliBroent>A;my, partly for want ot iVmmunition. and partly haag 
dradmiti mieng a fight (for die whole bnutof die Battdl hid been mMeyned bj 
two Regiment;; dT di^HMM^ andfuure or five of ^Mor Fool} mde ao gnaft h^pte. 
to chttge any more. 

The King^s Horse, who bad been long pillaging about Kemlmh 
had leisure to ^ome-iliout on fcocb hapdai, and joyne tbeiMelTea (o OMur Foocj 
but, as they c«ae4»dc on die kft baad of their E^emiea, SfarPHiup Staplston, 
with his Horse, gave them a terrible Charge, which they were not long able to. 
endure, but, finding a gap in an hedge, gut from him upon the Spurrc as&istas 
they could, to the rest of their brd^en 1 roops, and so at last joyneU with thfOT' 
Foot that stood by the Ordnance. And now on both sides the Hoc«e were ■ 
gathered to their own Foot, and so stood together both Horse and Foot, one 
against another, till it was night. 

The Farliament-Army, being wholly possessed of the grouitd which their Tbr rarilamrni- 
Eneaniea had choeon to fighf>apon; stood upon it all night, and in the morning ^,^ ^( ,^^"^^111^ 
returned to a warmer place ncere Kcitntnn, where tht y had quartered the night | 
betore} tor they were much pinched with cold, and tiie whole Army in extreme 
want of Victuals. 

The Kiag'a Amy bi>d withdrawne to the top of die hill,, isor their more WQurityy 
vhere tiwy made great fire* ell thenight long. 

About nine of the clock the next morning the Parliament-Army drew-out againe 
into Battalia, and so stood ^bout three hour;;s, uniii. the otlier Artny was ({uite, 
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jne trom the hill, and then ihey withdrew themselves into their Quarter towards 
CapUon, and to their other Bli^do, Artillery, and Amimmition, which bang 
comnanded Colonel HAknoBM tnd Colonel GRAiitiiAii» (as aforesaid) was 
now Gone lo Ku/nUM, and lodged there. Hie King had dmne.ottt hb Horse 
oponthe jurtWlide of t1<? liin. where he stayed till toward vllflHthbFoot 
were retiring behuide the Hill, and marching-away. A little before idght, his 
Horse also withdtcv dicnttdws ; and about an hoare after, the Farliament-Horse 
inarched quite amy, and went with the lot of the Amy to fVwrmek to rdiresb 
themselves. 

That going to Jfat n ick was thought by a noble Gentleman of the ParllamenU 
side to be ill designed. For (saith he) had the Army, instead of going to ffar- 
vnek^ marched toward Banbury, we should have fotrnd more Victuals, aid had, 
in probability, dispersed all the Foot of the King's Army, taken his Cannons and 
Carriages, and sent his Horse farther off : whereas now, because we did not follow 
them, though they quitted the field whereon they fought, and left their Quarter 
befoie US, yet they began soone after to queatum who bad the day, Howaoercr 
it were, true it ist'tfiat the King, no leaie than the FlirUameBt, pretoided to be 
victorious in that BattpH ; and so farre ascribed the Victory to his owne side, that 
A Prayer of thanksgiving to God was made at Oxford for it. A thanksginng was 
also on the Parliament-side for the Victor)' of that day. And it is certainci, that 
Ihere wete iduty niarkea of Victory on both Anniea; GoUmti nd Cwaoo were 
taken cm both ndes,' without any gieat'difierence in the nnnther of diem. And, 
though in Speeches made afterwards by cither Party, and Bookes printed, there is 
no consent at ail concerning the number of men slain, but so great a discrepancy, 
ae it ii almott a shame to insen into an History \ yet, Airely, by the best account 
there were more aiaioe on the King's side tban on the other. Those of quality 
that' w*eio8t on both Pteries, were, of the King's, the Earle of Lindsey^ Lord- 
JUjfkAnwio ihitGchenil of his Army, the Lord Aubiomy, brother to the Duke of Lenax^ Sir 
■'"^ *'*'■• Edward Varmey Standard-Bearer, Colonel Sir £dmi;md Monrov, a Soottkh 
Gentleman, and Colonel LmispoRD his Brother, widi odt«' Centletneo •and 
Commanders, besides common Souldiers, whose number (as is before said) 
would not be agreed-upon ; yet 1 have heard, that the country people thereabouts, 
by burying of the naked bodies, found the number to be about six thousand that 
idl on both sides, besides those which died afterwards of their wounds. There 
were taken Prisoiiers of the IQng's aide, the Lord WiijLotroHaT, Soaneand Hare 
to the £arle of Undsfy, Colonel Vavisob, Colonel Lunsforb, Sir Edward 
^TRADLiMCj witlr others of lesse note ; a George, the i^dge of a Knight of the 
Garter, was found in the field by a Common Souldier ( b^des that which the 
■Lord'Gcdcral Xinduy wore and bad about lua neck when hewasskioe) and 
booghtof hhnby a Captaine, whidi waaaeoMip to the Fuliunent, there viewed 

and restored apme tonhe Captaine. 
The I «« of the Uha On the Parliament side itiere were slaioe only the following jiersons oS markc and 
p<rK>„..<>dMi>«iift4qaifi9: AelxRlSuloHii, Eldest Seine to tlie£ailBiif Btiu.siiuoKs, Cokmcl 
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■ triccn pnsoncrs. 

The Battel was fought with great courage on both sides, both b^ the Generals 
md Other commanders, besides •ome pHtkalar regnnents of Souldiers, who were 
observed to perfonne tbeir parts with great oounge and bravery, such as Cokmel 
HoLLis's Regiment of Redcoats, and others, too many to be all namdd b a short 

Discourse. 

It could not but fall into the observation «f many men, that the yeare before, 
vapou the saine day of the Moneth, namely, - the 23d of October, that this famous 
Battel of Keynton was fought, the bloody Rebellion of the Irish had brolte-out, with 
tliat inhumane Massacre of the English Protestants in that Kingdom ; by -which 
observaticoi the English, by thtnr owiie losse and bleeding in the present battel, 
were sadly put in minde, that they had too long ddierral the revenge of their 
uuicnffTCu DRnmn uwmnut 

It was likewise observed by many men of the Par!i,\ment-fide (who seemed to 
make ao question but that the Victory was on their sidcj as a further blessing of 
God to the Protestant Cause, that on the very tame day that this Battel was wonne 
in ^R^tendfthe Sweeda obtainad a very fptai and notable Victory against the 
Impenaliita and those of the Roann R eWgi o n in Gmnuiy. 

But the Xing, supposing himselfe victorious at Kepit on-field, immediately pub-TIs 
lisbed a Declaration, To ait lusloiing ^nljecu^or so it is styled) after lus / 'icton/*^ 
4igiiiut the Rebelt. Wherein, though the -expostulation be very bitter, ^et be 
endeavoandi that hdmuldiioc aeeme to be made agaiaat the Parliament itaatte, but 
against some of diem, whom he teimetfl fiM/f',i^tan{,aiidfiMnc/oia, with other sodt* 
like lipithets, as having laboured to lay aspfision? upon him of things, whereof he 
professeth himselfe altogether inooct nt. Ttiose aspersions hemakes of two sorts ; the 
fintia, c oncer n ing his favouring of Popery, and emplaying^Piipists in his Armyi 
the second, of raising that Army against the Parlkuaent. Both which be laboun 
to wipe^ff, with a mrinination against the Parliament. For the furst, after a 
great Protestatior^ of the truth of his Religion, and his past, present, and futulO 
care for the better establishing of it in tus .Dorainioas, with the extirpation of

He seemeth 
to hope* (bat none of hb good Subiecta wul beleevoit, nnleaae. they wHl bdecve 
that a dozen, or twenty, factious and seditious persons be the high Court of Parlia- 
ment, which con&ists of JCing, Lords, and Commons. As to the Ptiviledges oi Parlia- 
ment, he av'-Tres, That whosoever will aot believe " the right to raise an Army 
to kill tbeir Kiag i To alter the GoTcrament and Lawca-by •extravagant Votes cf 
cither or bodilmma ) To ferc« the Members tosobii^ to'their Pactioa,and totak^ 
away frecdome of eownhation from themi"tobe fome of the Privilcidgi s of I'arlia- 
meat}.must cooliESae, .That the Army, now raised by the JUAg, i^-no l«^c '>^^ 
idndication«id picacrvathn of FuliMnenta, than for hia o«n.neceaniy deknce.

For the firrt objection ; They do noC affiime tiut the King favours Popery 
himaelSe, but juEtiiM thattfaiimhave b«m cankdinthe &vour<^itl^ 
him, according to the perticunr fnnsiKes hi many of their former Dedarxtione. 
They sceme to be amazed at the stranj^o hoKlnrsse of the Contrivers of that De- 
clnnuton, in averring that there are mnre Papists in iheir Army than in the King's; 
whereas they caiinat»or at least, do not name apy one; u^ich they expire maybe 
done, if there i>e any such, that the Parliament may kiiow how to displace thenu 
But the Parliament, in their Answer, name many of greatest ranke and quality of 
that Keli^non in the King's Army, who have raised him in smiie Counties the 
must considerable Forces which he hath ; and many Commissions granted by hinv* 
aelfeto I^pists, aclcnowledged to be sOb That it were senselesse to thinke that any 
Papists fiivoured the Parliament's Cause at all ; whereas it is certaine, that there 
are none of that Religion, but are, either openly or secretly, assistant to that cause 
which the King hath talwiu 

For the second objection ; That the King's Forces are not kvyed against the 
ftriiament itselfe, but against > few se d i tio ua peiwa. TlkqrcAlNiesf mmipossAMr 

Mng tfut! tuctte, or hienlif, sucfi seditious ptrsnns ( as therj are termed) should 
kttvepouer to compel the rctl of that Body to submit to their Factum, and to have 
their freedome 0/ consultation taken from them. 

TitUrutk it (aay they) not m /em pertaiUf but the Parliaatettt ittejfef it tit- 
tharne that hfet m iheie menft odet ; wlicA heretofore, when it wot wtmt to prick 
M.B. them, u as with much ease, by a sudden dissolution, pulted'Out : But rt.nr thru it is 
more deeply fattened by an yfcl of continuance, they tcnild )orcp. it out L ij the Jiower 
^ on yfrmy. 

That tvhojtoever will read the Sjieechet and Declarationt made upon the breakmg- 
tip of all former Parliaments, ever since the beginning ofthit King*t Reigne, will 
Jindf I he pretences if those unjust dissolutions, ti> be gronntlcd ii/wn e.icifptions 
against particular Membert, under the name oj afewfactimu andtedntotu perttm ; 
to that the atpermtg and vmmdiHg of the ParBameHt ihrottghotU the sidet of ajkm 

JHember^, is no iirw ini t-rti-'ri. 

But (say they) ihos4.> former DecUratinns in the King's name, being groundlesse 
invectives, not against particular Members, but against the Votes and Proceedings 
of bothUouaeKi and dedaring the £aile of ^mai^ Goicral of the Foicca xataed 
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bv them, to be a Tray tor ; and tbit all tho§e wfio laant him, (thereby compre- 
hmdint^ both Houses of Parliament, by whose Command and Authority he bears 
tbaiplikce,) are Rebels, ami guilty of High Treason, is argument suificient (no - 
groundleaw lecusation ) (o prove the Klng't Amy 10 be laked agabtt thenuliaineiir, 
Oir to take-aw'av the Priviledges thereof. 

Those Priviledges of Parliament, consisting in three thmgs: I. As they are a Of ilie br«aehet nf 
Conncil to advi<c. 2. A Court to judpe. 3. A representative body of the Realnie, p^J^^f^J^ 
to make, repeal, or alter Lawes. These Priviledees have (say tbev) during the owdc^tbc'iuai. 
tiitrnff of this Farfiament, been all apparentiy broken, to the view ta all men, by 
the King's wciced Council. Their advice scarce at all hcarkened-unto by the 
King, biu other counsels of onknowne persons preferred before them. For the 
second, as a Court to judge} The Delinquents, so pronounced by the Pariiament; 
have been protnrted by the Kiiigifainattiwni; of which they give many pankular 
instances. Touohlnfr diethirafor mftbg Laws; They instance fin Rfiiaal df 
ni.inv wliolroiTiL B'lls for^Chiirch and State; b^-sidcs the breaking of their Priviledges, 
they produce some attempts utterly to s^lb^•crr them, as the forcmontuMicd endeap 
▼our of bringing-np the Northeme Army, to force Conditions upon the Ruliai* 
incnr ; the Kin;?'s Letters and Commands to Members of both Houses to attend 
him at Yorke, leaving their true andlwal statioo; wiuch commands when -they 
obeyed, it was scandalousjy aUedged that &y tfcredrifeMWi^Qfhm 
by tumults of the peoplej. 

For any violence intended to the KingVPerBon, as they utterly deny it, so tihey 
referre it to indiffLtent men to judge, by all their long sufferings, iind humble 
Petitions to him, to avo d those endangcrings of his Person. But for that imputai- 
tkm hyed upon them, of an endeavour to raise an implacable malice and faatrsd . 
betweene the Gentry and , Commuoalty of the Kiogdome ; They conceive k a 
Charge of a strange nature, that they should endeavour to raise the hatred of the ' 
Commonalty against themselves. I \ r so it miut folIcUy unlesse the Contrivers of 
tlutt Declaration wiil deny the Parliament to be Gentlemen, jBut^ thoueh we kimw 
(toif they) wtilf there are too fiumy qftke Gentfy efthis Kinedome, wAo, to tetU' 
jfe the lusif of their owne nml-itim, an.contetit to tell their tilth right, to render 
thenueltes and their poUeriiy to txrpetual slavery, uitd to sid/nii tfiemsehei io any 
arbUfwy and uniimittd poicer of Goi eniment, so that they may^fi^ tknrowne lime^ X.B. 
partake ef that power^ to trample aui intuit ova- ethers ; i'etieeare eertame that 
there are many irue^eartedGeralemenj who are ready to la^-downe their tivet and 
Jbrlunes (undo! late haiv !^irai ample testimony thereof) for mniiittnancc oj their 
Laues, Liberties, and Religion ; utth whom, and others of their resolution, we 
shall be ready to live and dye. 

Lastly, they prove, by particular instances, that in the King's Commission of 
Array, there is not oi^ely an intention to take-a\vay part of men's Estates, but that 
it hath been put into reall execution ; wiili many other things in justification of ali 
thdr proceedings and Dedaratioitti which inav be read more at large in the 
Beooidi. This was die cfleci of that veibd £(unnisb, wbi<^ nomedaiaty ibl- 
loMdliiegiieataBdliloody BatteUof fgniton. ' 
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CHAP. II. 

The ParHament send to the King, concerning an Accom- 
modaiion, A^ht at Branford. Another Treaty wUh 
the King begtm, and brokeoro^, Reading besieged by 
the Lord General Essex, and surrendered to him. A 
Canspiracf/ to betray Bristol. A treacherous Plot 
against the Parliament and City o/* London, discover^ 
ed and prevented, 

. At the famous Battel! of EdgeluU, the great cause of English Liberty, (with, a 

■•Mle on the inind4 expense ot blood and Treasure) was tryed, but not decided; which did 
•ribe Rngiiih Cen- thorefiire prove uahappTt even m that side, whkh aeemed victonoui^ the Partis 

•r, who H hitherto „,a„.j|^. WJ» . 

For, thongh the King's Forces w ere much broken by it, yet his strength grew, 
accidentally, greater and more formidable than before ; to whom it proved a kinde 
of victory, MC ID be ea-sily, or totally, overthrowne. 

For the greatest Gentlemen of divers Counties began then to consider of the 
King, as of one that> in possibility, might prove a Conqueror against theP^rUament { 
and many of them, who before, as Neuters, h;ii stood at paze, in hope that one 
quick blow might ckare the doubt, and save them the danger of declaring them- 
a^ftt, came now in, and readily adhered to that side on which diere seemed lo be 
least fcarcs and greatest hopes, which was the Kit g's Party. For, on the Parh'ament- 
side,the encouragements wereoaly of apublik.ckind,andnoihi|igpromi.-<ed but the free 
enjoyment of their native Liberty ; oo particular honours, preferments, or Estates of 
Enemiet} and, on the other hand, no such total mine could be^ threatened from a 
victtMious Pu&ment, (being abody, as it were^of the pe >ple dieouelve^) as from an 
incensed Prince, and such hungry followers as usually go along with Princes in those 
waies. And how much priviite mterest will over-sway pubiike notions, Book$ of 
Hktorf, rather than Philosophy, will trulv infomic you ; for concemmg humne 
«cifcwiiaiiddiwwriiiqiM»hnehiic<^^ the Suime which is absoUitebr mv,

Lookc upon tno DIjcoiirso of t^nc Tlistorian on.thflt Md^ject, Dion CAssitrs, (i 
Writer of as little biass, in the npiiiioD of ti\ Criticks, aa any among the \iifirnK,) 
wheii he relates the last Warre about Roman Liberty; after which (as iiiip.sclte 
speaks) that PoopK- rover apaine lookcd-back toward it : Which was the Warre 
oir Brutus and Cassius agaiitst C^sar and Antony. Ei ti ante hone pugium 
dvUibut tetlis, tfe. Although (saith Dion) before tbb War they had many CiTil 
Wars, yet in others ihcy fought who should opprcsse the Roman Liberty ; in this 
War, one side fought to vindicate Liberty, the other to bring-in Tyranny ; yet the 
aide of Tyranny prevailed, and drew most followers to it. Of what quality they were, 
Aeaaine Historian maks also : Tl)e Armies of Bkutus and CAssiva, that atood 
for Liberty, consisted of the lower sort of people, and £» tubdtttt Rommorvm % the 
other, that stood for Tyranny, consisted (sai'h he) ExRomanis So/^'lihis, is" For- 
titus. Brutus and CASSius,thc two chictc Commandersof the formerai tny, making 
Orations to their Souldiers before the Battel, encouraged tlMm to fight for their ancient 
fireedomeand the Roman Laws; but Cjbbar and ANTOtnrpRNnised to their Souldien 
the Estates of dieir Enemies, Bt Imperium fn omnet Gmtilet smt, and power to rule 
over their owne Countrymen; which proved, it secmcs, bi ttf-r Oratory than the other, 
and more persuasive. Brutus and Cassius delayed the Battel, as loath to wa'^te so 
much blood, if by any other stratagem ihey might have succeeded ; because they 
were (saith Dion ) good men, and picyed their Countrymen, lovin^^ the safety, and 
striving for the Liberty, even of those men who fought against them, to overthrow 
that Liberty. Yet that delay proved ill; and many Noblemen in that time forsook 
them, and turned to the other side, to which their private hopa^ or feares* inclined 
diein. miKther the pataild will, in some measure, fit this occasion, or not, I leave 
k to the Reader to determine; and I returnc to the Narration. 

The Earle of Essex, the next day after Ki'i/ntou-BMd, marched with his Army 
toward 19'anckk, to which Townc he arrived safe, disposing of the Prisoners, 
WaggOfM* and Ordnance, which be had taken, into that Caatie, with resolution, 
after some Aon refrrnhment of his men there, to march neerer to the King : But 
the King returned toward Oxford, seizing by the way upon Banburij, iiom whence 
he tooke 1500 Armes, and tunied-out the Parliament -Souldiers tiiai w>.re quar- 
tered there. 

His Army, consisting especially of Hone, was divided iotD se^ oral Bodyes ; and 
Prince Rupert, whh part of it, vfrited the Towns neere adjacent, as Abingdon, 

He)ilei), and other places; from whence he returned wiih gu iit b loiy. 

Within tew daies he made a neerer approach toward London, but with a flying 
Aimy,restiiisin no place, and stretching sometimes as farre as Stanes and Egham: 
which made uie City of London careful to provide for their safety against sudden 
incursions, and send Forces to possesse and fortifie //'77i</.sor-Castle. 

In the mean time, to secure London, and free tljose parts f rom greater feares, Tlic Lord-C*neraI 
the Earie of Eaa^ had marched with his Army neerer to that City, and on the a^wtSTiArf"' 
eeveub d^ of iVeiw«6er came timselfe to fPettnirMer Qm Amy being billited 
about ^in^ indoriieriiMiephica) and was wckoined by both Houses of Par. 
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Iramcnt, who presented him with a gift of .5000 /. as an acknowledgement of their 
thanks, in bchalfo of the Kingdome, for his ocre, paints, and valour, in the 
actions already passed. 

AliiihtatBniiifeni, But before the Earle of Essex departed from London^ another bloody tragedjr 
Ihivcaihcr 1^ !««. acted, and the scene no farther than Jirninford, for Brentford,'] about «gltt 

miles distance, the Kinp hinr elfc being there, or not fuHMff, ID Pmoo. The 

manner and occasion ui it shall be in briefe related. 

. The Parliament expressing great griefe for this unnatural Warre aadbloodalieil, 
that this endangered Kingdome might bs saved from ruine, and the better mcanes 
made to recover In land, had agreed npon a Petition for Accommodation, to be 
J>rescntcd to the King, then at f "r//t'/rof<t, by the Earlcs of Nortltumhetiand uiA. 
Pembrooke, with foure Commons, the Lord Wainmah, Master Parpoimt, Sir 
JoHM EviMN, and Sir Jork Iklet; Sir Pster KiLLitiRcw was sent before to 
procure a safe Conduct. But the King refurcd to admit of Sir John Evi i.in, be» 

'cause he was one whom himseUe had named a Traytor the day before. Thtl 

■ exception of the King's vas extremely dista,stcd by the Parliament ; yet so great 
ms their desire of AccomoMdaiioOt that, although this excepting of Sir John 
EvELiN were voted by them a breach of PHrilec^, and a flat mnyil firam the 
king, the Petition was sent by the five forenamed Lordsaod Gemkiuaij Sir JOHM 
EvF.LiN beii»g very willing to be left-oufc 

The King being then at Colebnok, fifteene miles distant, seemed to receive 
the Petition with great wtlingnesse. and returned themaiaire Answer, callug God 
to witnesse m many Protestations, that he was tenderly compofliomte hit bleed* 
ing people, and more desirous of nothing, than a speedy peace; to which rpurpose 

' be was most willing, at any place where he should reside, not farre from Loudon, 
to receive SOch Propositions of Peace as they should send, and to treat with them. 

As soone as the Parliament-Lords returned with this Answer, the King's Artil- 
lery (according to alt relations) advanced forwards with divers Troops of Horse, 
thorow that Towne of Colebiooi, atter them towards London j and, taking advan- 
tage of a great mist which happened that Friday night, they marched to Brainfordt 
ITC Ml upon the I^Iiameot-Forcet which were there quartered ; which were a 

' broken Regiment i^f Colonel HoLi.is, but ^ir.w^ men, who dad before Jane great 
service. Ot them the King's Forces killed many, and had quite deiiroyed all in 
probability, if the Lord Brook's and Colonel IIamoen's Regiments, (which were 
biUitted notfarreoff,) iiad not made haste to their reliefer who, coming-in, rnain- 
luned a great and bloody fight against the Kmg's Forces, where many were slaine 
on botli fidf s, and many taken Prisoners ; both Parties (as before it happened at 
A'e^n^<;/^-Baitel,) esteeming themselves conquerors, and so reporting attcrwards. 
The newes of this unexpected fight was suone brought to Ltnlbn, ■miere also the 

'- wamt of the j^teat AiiiUary was easily heard. 

The Lord-General JShmht, then sitting at If^etimiiuter, in the House of Peeress 

' tookc Hor'e immediately, and, with "what strength he could call-together on such a 

• sudden, came-in to the rescue of his engaged Regiments j but night had parted them, 
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and Kh^ was mired to his bet* adrantai^ ; M that ni^t the City of Lmden 

pourcd-out men toward Iirnbir<>r<l, who every hnurc marchcti rhi'Hi i, an<! ill the 
Lords and Gentlemen that belontjed to the Army, were there resdy on the Sunday 
nornhgt bdng thel4th of Noi-nni-t-r, a force ^reat enout^h to have swalbv'cd'lip 
a Aire gmter Army than the Kuir had. Besides, the Kinj^'s Forces were ea« 
compassed on every side; Insomuch that pjreat hope was conceived by most men, 
that the period of this sad Warre w.is new come. But fJod was not yet appeased 
toward thb Nation ; a fatal doore was opened to let-out the inclosed King: Three. 
duninDd of the Parliamcnt-Souldiers were then at Khgstone upon Thames, a 
Towns about ten miles distant from the City ; which Souldiers were all ('as it 
happened) commanded to leave that Towne, and march thorow Surreu, with what 
speed they could, and over London Bridge, so thorow the City toward Ihainfind, 
to- prevent the enemie's passage to London* The reason of that Command was 
afterward fpven, for that the LMrd-General was not aasoivd of strength enoogh to 
stop the Enemy from London, nor could before-hsnd be assured of so great an 
Army, as came thither before morning. But this was the event of it ; and thorow 
KingttOM thus abandoned the King retreated ; and, leaving some Troops to £ace 
his Enoniea, brou^t all' his Foot and Artillery over that Bridge, which, diawing. 
up aftenrard, be bad time enoagh securely to plunder many pmes that Conmry, 
and retire nlely to Oxford, where he intended to take-up his winter Quarter?. 

The Parliament, upon this Action of the King, began to be out of hope of doing 
aay good by IVeatics, and resolved that dieLoifGeoeral, with all speed that might 
be».would pursue the iting's Forceay udllril upon Aeni about 0{^i<and^£e^^ 
fiir newes was daily brou(;ht them how active bis Parties were* under die conduct 
of Prince Rupf.rt and nthi.rs, in plundering all the places thereabouts. And the 
City of London, to encourage the Parliament with a free tender of their service, 
framed a Petition to them, to intreat them, That they teotMprooudm Junker m 
tM tushmte of Accommodation, because et il Counsel ufos so prevalent witk the 
Khtf that he would bvt delude them; That thei/ had heard that his Forces were iceake, 
und that, if his Excellency mould jolloiv and fall ujwn tlwm, and that no diluijet 
te made Jor feare q//orraigne Forces comiug-over, the City, as heretofore, mould, 
with all willingnesse, spend their lives attd fortunes to assist the Parliament. 

The City wns thanked for their Petition and Protestation, and the Lord-General 
was moved by the Parliament to advance ; who, though the season of the yeare were 
not very fit for so great a Body to march, was very desirous to obt y their Cntn^ 
mands. Tbebest way was tboiigfat tobeto divide his Army,and send several rartics to 
difcrentplacck, torestratnetfuMSnenuesfrom annoyingtheCountries;as,to BuchtHg- 
ham, Marloiv, Heading, and otlit r parts, until himselfe w ith his whulc force could be 
well acccmmodaved to nurch Ironi Windsor (where he lay t!iat winter) toward the 
£llg. But it so fellout, cither by reason of ill weather at some times, ur, at othei%fiir 
want of Money or fit accomniodation, that the General himseiie, with bis niaine 
Army, mardiM not fordi undl the spring : when bis first booMSK was to lay 
aiwe tq Rtadb^, vUch im fortified by the King's Forces an4 namtained by a 
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Garrison of 3000 Sould: rs, and 20 Pi-^>ce« of Ordntttee ; before which I'owne he 
■ate downc upon the fuv a'lJ twentieth day of ^^ri/, 1643* with an Amy of 
about 16,000 Foot, and suk) Hor»e. 

Now (leaving the LorJ'General before Reading with his Army) io the mesne 
tim^ \vt^ will shew one niaine reason vhv hi; diJ no sfvmcr advance. 'I heexpec- 
taUDU o! another i'rcaty, which the Fariiaaunt luiJ Jt sired to have with the King, 
for settling of the Kingdome'a Peace, (which proved fruitlesse,) in d^te lasted a 
long time. Propo&itions w -re drawne-up by the Parliament, and sent to Oxford 
on uic 31st of J'Arj.var.y, ]() i <j, by foure Lx>rd8 and ei,[;ht CommooerB, theEarlei 
of AoriI:imit:rlr:d^ I'ini itoUfi, Sarum, and //'.//. Lord Wainman, Lord 
DuNGAavAN, Sir JuHN Holland, bir Will^aai Litton, Master Ptiiii>oiNTy 
Master Wiu.Laa, Matter Whitlock, Abtter Wihhood ; the Ftopodtions were :

The ICing not liking, nor yet utterly refusing, these Propositions, sent the Com- 
missioners home to their Parliament, within a weeks after they came, to carry six 
PropoMiionc from him to the Hou&.-s ; which wrere :

The Hous : , upon recch ing of ih se Propositions, though at first it Were the 
opinion ot inany, not to send any Answer at all to them ; yd at la^it, to shew 
respect to the King, enired into a further debate about -treating with him coacem* 
iog the Proposiilous on both sides, and coiiccming the Cessab'on of Anna, or difr 
btmding i with such limitations aud restric iuus touching ihe urder of treating, as 
wmiUpochaacc aeeme too tediom (o be h«ic tdbted} eadoD the tOdiatAlarck 
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the Earlc of HorlJamberland. Sir Johk Holland, Sir William Akmine, Hwflulinnfnt 

Master Pcrpoint, and Master Whitloc* (the Lord Sat abould have been one, |^l"on"fto lhe* 

bat the Kinir excepted against him, as'fennerty against Sir Johw Evelin, upon King ai Oxford, la 

Aewiinc f^roiind. which though the Pariianicnt ttioke ill at the first, yet they pro- <'g]»j'^P*««»> 

ceeded in the buaincsse) were sent to Oxf<"d as TrcatL-rs upon those Tropositions.

Reading was not able to hold-out long ; but the Lord-General was loath to storme 
it for feare of dcstroing so many innocent people as retuained in the Towne ; 
which compassion oi Lis was well-approved of by the Parliament; therL-foru upon 
composition it was rctdred within rixteene daies to htf Excelleocy ; by the Deputy- 
OoTcrnour, Colonel IiKLome; for theGovemour, nir Arthur AsTMr^vas be- 
fere wounded by an a(cid nt, and could not perfonnelbe Office. The Tt j iius were rtrnHm:' i« iurren- 
eaaie ; for they ali niirchL^-out with baggc and bag^ge. l hissi^geliaJ nut at all <iere«J U' the li«rt«f 
advantaged the Parlij^-nent, if another businesse had not fallen-out during that short SiieiIfMM*ISJ?' 
siege ; which may alto be thought a resuon, why the Towue was so soone rendrt-d. 
A <;ood Body of the King's Force*, both Hone and Foot (tbe King. himseMe in 
Person not farrc from them) came to relieve Ri-adinv, avsjultin^ OOe Quarter of 
the Parliament-Armf at Causum Bridge, within a tniic oi th" lowne, and were 
beaten-back with gieat slaugbter, which fell espc-cialty upon Gcntlciiieti of fualii]rt 
of whom the Ki^at that encowtter lost a ooosidenkble number } but how min/ 
tbey were, or tbeir paiticular names, I finde not meittioned. 

'ITle g.iii. of lit.uitu : might seeme an addition ot sticr.i^tli to the Pailiainent- 
aide; it prov I ittberuise: Nothing was gotten but a bare l owne, which had been 
happier^ haa it be.n onely so : but the 'i'ovme was infected^ and caused afterinrards a i^.^^^^I^u''^^* 
gteatmoftalitymtheParliaiueni-Anny.

While they -vLjyed iiiin-, .\pecti:if»Tn< ney, ihesicttnejreand moitality daily mcreaicd, 
and tlte Lurd-Geik rai. ny advice of bii (joundl ut War, intendol to march thence f or 
better ayre. But kuch a genera! maany was nued for want ot Money, tliat his £ aeei* 
lency, l lough wiilimuch coura ge and just severity nc beij.in to E,uppre<>se it, was 
advisLxl by his t ouirjl oi Waue to delist, for Icare of a general defection, till 
money lui^hi cnme irsm the Cktf» Notwithstanding, upon this discontent intlie 
Armyt whikbt his JuEotUcDcy rtooved to Camm JUoMe ts moid the iafection, 
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many of the Souldiers disbanded, and went-au-ay. 'iTien began a tide of mlsfor* 
tune to flow% upon the Parliament side ; and theii strength almoat in erenr piaw 
to decmw at one time; for during the time of thete six moneths, nnce the Btt> 

tcl c^f Keijnfi'", until this present distre^ac of the l.ord-Geiierars \rmy about 
Cat/w/rrf, which was about the beginning of J^Jay, the Waire had gone on with 
great fury and heat, almost ihorow every put of England ; the partii ulars of which 
aball' hercalier be idated by thenuelvett to avoid confusion in the Story : The 
TlieKiniftinwilt, Lord-General had at that time intetligence that Sir Ralph Ho^tom had given a 
m^r&irRal|ih great defeat the P.irli.irnent-Forces of J)ei'tn\hire ; and t'la: Prince Nl>H'i<icE, 
lniiaO(*0MUrk and the Marquc^s^e ot Harifoho were designed that way, to possesse tnetnselves 
whoiljLof the West. 

Lcavin'g'Tfierefore the Lord-General awliile, I shall proceed to spca^of some 
things which happened at other places in thatMonefh of Mai/. ►The Kin^S Annies 
were then in faire possibility of paining the whole Wi.st ; jn! *(i-ineJ of strength 
enough to atchievc it by opg%\Varre. without the assiitanc of secret treacheries 
and eons|A«de8; which, ito^ithstanding, were then in aptSlSan, though they 
prr^vcd not succes^ful against the/parliament, but diStruct*e to the contrivers. 
As at Bristol, a place of great import, and much desired'^ the King's Forces, 
when the plot of betraying that City to Prince Rup».rt vws^set onfoM} wfakfa 
1 bat reiate* as falUag-out about the b^jmife^ot I/ay, ie||!s. 



A PioiatBrUtoi to The (Sty of BritM was then m the nrlia»nt's protectioi, and governed by

Robert Yeomans, late Sherifie of Bristol^ William Yeomans his brother,

Designe ; who. with many otfaen of that opinion, had secretly provided themselves 
with Armes, intending to kill die CendDels by night, and possessethe maine Guard, 
(with <ft!itr particulars, to be found in thi^ Records of their examinations, and the 
prooit"s ^(gainst them ) whereby to master the greatest part of the other side Mthin 
the 1 owne, to UU the Mayor, and many others that were knowne to stand afiected 
to the Parliament ; and by that meanes to betray the City to the King's I'orces. In 
expectation of which act, PrinceRupERX, with other Commanders, and about 4OD0 
Horse, and 2000 Foot, stayed ujHin Durdaui Dou nc^. about two miles from the 
'miiriMdL^HMi'^'^ City. But the Plot wasdiscovered, and the Conspiraton apprehended, and brouuhtto

secret Spyes and Conspirators. And, if you shall not make the like distinction^ 
Wf do stgni/it' unto you, that ive will not onely proceed to the execution of 
the persons already condemned, but also of divers others of the Conspirators, 
mtowbomwe had some thou:^hts of extending mercy.

The Kinjif also that time writ a very sharpe command to die Mayor and CI- 

ns of III is!,'!, to raise wfiat [uuvlt they could to hinder the executioa of those 
men, which he termes th« murder »t his loyal Subjects : But nothing availed to 
aave tbetr fim$ for theibreoanied Robert Yeomans, and Geohce BouRcriiER, 
according to the sentence, were both executed. The losse of lirintol from the 
Parliament, a place of great import, was thus by the tlitection and prevention of 
this Conspiracy, ris^pitcd for a while onely.

The scope ot it was to have put in execution the Commission of Artay within 
London and li 'esiminster, and so to have raised a sufficient force for the King's 
side to niine the ParltameDt. Many Ciiiaena of London were in ihePloi, together 

with 
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with some Gentlemen besides, who lud taken an Oath of secrecy among them- 
selves ; and were the laoreaDnaated in it up<in promises, which Matter Waller, 
the chiefe man in eminence among them (a M' inU. of the Tiou . .^f Commons) 
had made to some of the res', that many Mcinbere of both Houses o( Parliament 
were cngageJ in rhe Plot and would, in due time, be astistanu !o it : Though it 
proved in conclusion, that Master Wali.) n was not able to make good so mucli^ 
88 be had promised. The Plot \v;is hnrriJ, and cmUd not poflsibly have been put 
in execution without a great effusion of blood, as must needs appeare by the par- 
ticular branches of it, which were confessed upon the Fxanunationa of IVIaster 
Walllr, Master Tomkins, Master Challenor, Mjbti r HAtBLL, ' AiMter 
Blink HORN Ea Master Wiirre, and others, the chiefe Actors in it. 

That wblch appeared b^ the Narrative Dechration, pubtiabed''fay AsHikotiSf. 
Parliament, wa*^ to thi<; ofTect : That 

I. They should seize into their custody the King's Children. 

S. Toaeize upon several Members of bmh Flou ■^s of Parliament, and upon the. 
Lord Mayor of London^ and the Committee of the Mil^i^ theiet under pretence of 
bringing them to le^ trral.

Many other particulars there were, too tedious to relate at large; as, what signali 
should have been given to the King's Forces of Horse, to invade the City ; what 
Colours for difference, those of the Plot should weare, to be knownc to their fel- 
lowes. and ; vich hke. Much h'jartciu'd they were in this busincsse by a Commis- 
sion of Array sent irom Oxford at that time, from the Kin;; to them, and brought 
secretly to London by a Ladv, tlie Lady AuBlGNV, IXiughter to the Earle of 
SufhUt, a Widow ever since the Battel of Keyntm i where the Lord Auviomt, her 
husband, was slaine. 

That Commission of Array was directed from 'ho Kng to Sir Ntcitoi, Crisi e, 
KrGEuHce Stroup, Knights, to Sir Thomas GAROiMiiR, Knight, Recorder of 
Lmtdm.

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If ii lUtrcM on ibe But this Conspiracy was prevented, and proved fatal to some of the Contrivers ; 
sutdiynf May, and ^eine dfitcctcd UBOQ Uic last dsv of Mau (which happened at that time to be the 



I' day of the Monethly Fast) and Maater Wallsr, Master Tomkiks, with other 



of the forcnamed Conspirators, being apprehended, were that night exaniir.f d by 
divers grave IVI embers of the Parliament, of whom Master Pym was one ; and 
aferwante i t aci r vc d in custody for a Tryal. 1 hey were arraigned in GuM-HeJt, 
and Master Waller, Master Tomkins, Master CHAiAOirsit, Master Hasell, 
Master White, and Master Blinkhormb, were all condemned ; none were 
ecuted but Master ToMKSNS, ariJ !\T;ntrr Cma i.r.osiH, who were both hanged. 
Master ToMKlNS in HolLome, and Master Challomer in Cornkill, both within 
sight of their own dwelling-houses; Master H a satt dyed in Prison; Bmkkhorns, 
and the other, were, by the mercy of the Parliament, and the Lord-General Euex, 
reprieved, and saved afterwards ; Master Waller, the chiefe of them, was long 
detained Prisoner in the Tower, and, about a yeare after, upon payment of a Fine 
of ten thousand pounds, was pardoned, and released to go travel abroad. U was 
° much wondimd'4t^ and aooonlingly di8coar8ed<of by many-at that time, what the 
reason shoulf! be, wliy Master W mh r, beinf^ the principal Agent in that Con- 
spiracy, (where Master Tomkiss aiui iMastcr (Jiiallom tR, who had bet;n drawne* 
inbynim, as their own Confessions, even at their deaths, expressed, were both 
executed) did escape with life. The oneljr reaaon which I coidd ever beare ^vfB 
Ibr it, WIS, that Master Wallir had been so free in bis Confiearioaa at die firs^ 
(without which the Plot could not have been clt'arly detected ;) that Master Priif 
' lind others of the Examiners, had engaged their promise, to do whatever they could 
to preserve bis life. He seemed also much smitten in conscience, and desired the 
comibit of ^odl^ Miiusteia, bejne extiemelj penitent ibr that fbulc offence ; and 
afkerwirds, m his Speech to the House, (when be ouBie to be put-out of it) much 
bewailed his offence, thanking Gud that so mischievow and bloodya Goupin^

.A.T the same time that these Conspiracies were closely working to underminu the 
Parliament, and Warre was raging in highest fury tiiroughout the Kingdome ; 
manjr State-businetMi of an anasual nature had been transacted In die Pamament- 
sitting. For things were ffl PW P e beyond any precedent of former ages, and the 
very foundations of Government were shaken : according to the sense of that Vote, 
which the Lords and Commons had passed a yeare before, That, u:h(Jisoevcr the 
King tnakelk ffarre agaimt the Fariiament, it tendeth to the tUuf^ution of this 

Three things of that unusual nature fell into debate in one moneth, which vnk 
Aim/, 1C43, and were then, or soone after, fully passed; one was at the beginning 
of that muneth, concerning the Assembly of Dhrines at IVestmimter. Among 
other Bills which had passed both Houaea, and wanted onely the Royal Assen^ 
that vatoae i "Tbat a Synod of Dhrmes sboaU^ ebosen and estaMisDed, lor AeTteMhrnaii^ 
ncid |nd right scttltrr.cnt of Religion, with a fit Government for the Church of '"'"S*^'*^**' 
fjqytead." This Bill was often tendered to the King to passe, but utterly refused by \„ dMMtilcawiit «f 
Uid: The natter tberefiDre ma lioUy argued, ««tt m aAdi caw> ta^ be done B«Hi iw. 
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by Authority of Parliament, when the Kingdome's pood is so mneh concerned, 
when a King rcfuseth, and wholly absentcth hiinsclfu from the Parliament." And 
at last it was brought to (his conclusion ; " That an Ordinance of Piirliamcnt, where 
the King is so absent, and refusing, is bf die Lawn of the Land of as good Ail> 
thority to biode the peopU^ for the tiaie present, as an Act of Fiutiament hadfe 
- can be." 

It was therefore Voted by the Loi ds and Commons, That the Act for an As- 
aembly of Divines, to settle Relijjion, and a torme of Goverameot £iHr the Church 
' oi England, (which the Kmg had oftai refused to passe ) should forthwith betumed 
into an Ordinance of Parliament ; and t!int t!ie Assembly thereby called, should 
debate such things, for the settlement ul Keligiuu, as should be propounded to 
diem by both Houses i which, not long after, was accordingly-put in execution. 

'Tbe case seemed to be of the same nature widi that of ScoUam in the year i iiS9t 
yfhea the Sootdrii Covenanters (as is before menrioned in thisHistDr)-) upon the 
King's delay in calling their N;itional Synod, published a writing to that purjwse ; 
*' That the power of culling a Synod, in case the Prince bean Enemy to the trutb« 
IM- negligent in promoting the Churchc's good, is in the Church itseife." 
"Ttify rc^velo In the same moneth, and within few diues after, another businesseof great con- 
miiVeaMwGMat g^qucnce, was, by the Lords and Commons, taken into consideration, which was 
the making of a ne w Great Scale, to supply the place of that which had been 
carried-away firom the Parliament, as bciore is mentioned. This businesse had 
.been fully debited In die House of Commons, and the Moneth following, at a 
Conference between both Houses, the Commons declared to the Lords what gn.nt 
prejudice the i'arliament and whole' Kingdome suffered by the absence of the Great 
Seaie ; and therei^oa desired their tfetdj comp M aa ce in Votes far tha making of 
aaewone. 

Tbe matter was debated m the House of Peeres, put to Votes *bA carried for 

'.^negative. The onely reason which they alledged against the inakiug of a n w 
Scik, was this. That they have hitherto dispatched all businesse, since the absence 
o£ die Scale, by vcrtuc of Ordinances of ftrliameiot^ asd they eonoeived that the 
same course might still be kept in what matters soever were necessary to be eacpe- 
dited for the good a( the Kingdome, without a Seak. Yet the Lords gave a 
reqiectivc answer, That, if the House of Commons would infuiinc ilicni in any 
particular cases, wherein the Kingdome's prejudice, by absence of (be Great Sealc, 

* could not be remedied by veitue of an Ordinancej they would take it into foithcr 
consideration, to induce compliance accordingly. 

Keitbcr was it long before the Lords, upon reasons shewed, coiKurred widi 
the House of Commons ; who about the beginning of JuJi/, presented to the

The reasons which thcv pave, were dividcJ into two branches; The first do- 
daring those mischi-jlcs which were occasioued by conveying-away the Great-Seale 
from the Parliament : The second expressing those inconveniences and mischiefes 
which proceeded from the want of the Greatoeale with them. 'llMxeuQps of the 
first kinde were thus : 

1. it was secretly and unlawfully carried-away by the Lord Keeper, contrary to 
die duty of his place, who ought, mmselfe, to have attended the BMBameitf, and 
not to have dcpaned without leave ; nor should have been sufieied to ooavey«nray 
th^ Great-Sealc, if his intentions had been discovered.

claiming them Traytors, against ihc l^riviicdges of Parliament, and Laws ot the 
Land; By sealing Commissions of Oyer and 'JWminer to prekceed against them, 
and other of His Majtsue's good Suh|ect8».adbenqg to the Parliament, asTraytoisf 
By sending CoonniBm'ons into Jrehnd, to tieat a peace with the Kebds there, 
contrary to an Act of Pariianient made thisScflSoa. Besides divers other danger- 
ous Acts passed under it, sioce it was secretly conveyed-away Irom the Parliament} 
whereby gwa^ aahinitiee .and naachiefce Mve enwed, to the pnejadioe ei ibe 
KingdooMb

Election sued-out for chii&ing new Members apoa 
death, or retnovat of any ; whereby the number of the Members is much l-^n'nt- .', 
and the Houses in time like to be dissolved, if speedy supply be not had, co;.tniry 
to the very Act for continuance of this Parliamcrxt. 

5. Every otiier Court of Justice bath a pectUiar Scale ; and the Parliament, the 
Supreme Court of England^ hath aoother but the GRat-Seale of England ; which 
hni kept uvny from it» bath BOW DO Scafe at all} and thndbre a new Seale 

ought to be made. 

6. This Seale w Govts Bcp,iv, and therefore ought tti be reddent wlA the Par> 
liamrnt (which is the representative Body of the u hole Kngdome (whilcst it con- 
tinues silting ; the King, as well as the Kingdom, beiiy amies legally present in 
it, dntfiig the SesrioB tbeicof. 

The Lords upon these reasons concurred with the House of Commons, and 
order was given, that a new Great«Scale ahould forthwith be made} which was 
accordingly done. 

It shoulil secme the King v.'2r. not wril-plcnscd with thi^ action of the Parliament, 
as appcaretl by what was done at Oxford above a year after, when the Kin^ asscm- 
bled together the Lords wfiicli were with him, and all those Gentlemen that had 
been Members of the House of Commons, and had deserted the Parliament at 
ff'eilmhuter^ whom the King called his Parlbment at Oxford, and propounded 
many thin^^s for them to dcbatc-uji m ; anionf:st which it was taken into debate, 
and resolved upon the Question by that assembly at Oxford, That this very acdoa 
(which fKey style em mt erfHting die Great-Seale ) was Treason, and Ae whole 

Parliament at 0ettm'n\lrr, eo factn, guilty of High-Treason. But this was paSSCd 
at Oxford long>after ; of which occasion may be to speak further hereafter. 

Rut, at the time when the Parliament made their new Great>Seale, the people 
Stood at gaze, and many wondered what might the conseqiience of so unusual a 
thing. Some, that wholly adhered to the Parliament, and Kked well, that an action 
80 convenient and useful to the present state, was done by them, looked notwith- 
■landing upon it, as a sad markc of the Kingdome's distraction, and a signe how 
ineconcikabic the difference might grow between the Parliament and the King's 
Person, l-'or the legality, or justnesse, of making of the Seale, there was little dis* 
pute, or argument, among those who were not disaffected to the Rarliament ; and 
though there were no direct, or pkiuic, precedent for it (for the case of a King's being 
personally in Warre against the Parliament sitting, had never happened betore) yet by 
comparison with other times, when the necessities ot State have required snch a thing, 
it was not onely allowed, hut thmi;^ht requisite. I do not know ot any thing 
written against it by any Lawyers, or other of the King's Party ; but Master 
Prynnf, a learned I-awyer, and great Antiquary, ot the Parliament- side, hath 
written a copious discourse in justification of it, both by arguments of reason, and. 
manj near.icaembling prccedenta of ibcmer tinea) caUed, Tht opening of i Ae 
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Great-Seal of England, which is extant to be read by any that would be satisfied, 
u hat power from time to time Parliaments have challenged and been allowed, over 
that vSeale, both in makiiw of it in the infancy or alisaice of Piincea^ and A»>f*-^ 
of it the dotage or wflfulnesse of others. 

Bui before this bcsinessc was fully concluded, another thing, which seemed as riif II .ujt rf Com 
great a siigoe how wide the rent was growoe, fell into debate in the House of Com- oumb UlrHfak' 
'mora : Some une «at spent hi oonsoltation about it, and much arguing on both TmSIii- 
sides. The maricr was about charging the Queene of High Trcawn. To that 
purpt je many Articles of an high nature were drawne-up against her ; some of 
tbem were, I'hat she had pawned the Crowne- Jewels in Holland \ That she had 
niaed the Rebellion in Ir^ami % That she bad ende^vourod to raise a Party la 
Seotlatut vsabst the Ptefoment ; That die had gone m the head of a Popish Army 
in I'.n^lmid: For, not long before this tiim.-, the ^uecnc, with Amies and Ammu* 
nition from the Low Countries, and ComnjanUers of Wane from thence, had 
landed in tlic North of been entertaiiied there by the Larleof Kewcattlef 

and by him and others, with strong FoKtt, cmveyed^ the King at Ux/ord ; 
whereof more particulars will be rented hereafter. IXvers other Articles were 
-framed against tiie Queene, upon which, within few Montlhs aft.r, sJie was ini- 
, peached of Ki^h-Treason by the House of Commons, and the Impeachment car- 
ned>up Master Ptmme to the House of Peereti, where it i^tuck for many moneths, 
but was afiierwanl pMMd there alaoj :aod nay -be furdier discourted-of- in tiw due 
time. 

It had been likewise before Ordered by both Houses, and was now accordingly The Parliarneni

lianoMt whose whole Ijbtattshad ben e«iBed*«tpQa by the Kiiig'a Armies, tttete in 
some mcainire' relieved at Londtn, oat of Revenue, and thereby enabled to 
subsist in that 1 ubUke her\ice, to which they Aad been called. 

liut so exceeding great, by <his time, were the thargeii j^rowue fur supportatioo Tbey alM ini)>eve 
of so spreading a Warre, that i.o Coimibuiions nor 'laxes whatsoever were thougfa| SiwwSiwr' 
sunicicfit, unie$se an Excise were imposed upon Comuiodiiies (accurding to the 
vay ot the Netherlauders ~ ^ucit aslkcrr, Wnic, Tobacco, ano Meat ; which was 
taken into contiidt ration b) K.th l;oi:%cs, and liius bumimr agrecu-upon. But the 
Excise was la)«d with much gfuucnestic. ijbpecialiy upotL all VictMals of most 
conunoo and necenvy om, imomocb that k was but Uttle fe«t eitbcr by the rich, or 

by pcore p>cople, anu \Ck uIH' u..ie»i ntointhl) irj a \ i.ry i.'>;iS.iuer.;tile summe, though 
the Xnig's Quarters w..re then tl.c .gre-iesi pari ot Jju^tand; lor ilie City of 
Jjumdm was wiiliin the l^iliaiiKriC-^uarters. 

To returne agaiuc to tbe Lo(d4«aMiial £essx ^ His Excellency in A/igy» 16M^orilttEHl«efiNiK 
hanng, asalomaid* recciral iaidlisioce cif tbe.delcat ^ucu io. Ui«PluliMnciit>«'^«w* 
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Amy in the West, and in what condition things there stood ; not bt-tiig able with 
his owne Forces to them reliefe, sent order to Sir William Waller (whoM 
actions shall be anon mentioaied in a Series bv themselves) to noarch thither in 
assistance of the Deiwuhlre Forces ; and writ nis Command to the Goreraour of 
Brhtol, to aid him with such Horse and Foot, as be could convenienilv ^pare out 
of his Garrison. But things could not at that iiin>.' be put iu execution according 
to his desires; and before Sir WiLLiAM Waller could get fane into tho West, 
Prince Madriob, Abrqnesse-HARTVoaii,. and Sir Ralph Hopton* were joyaed 
all-together. 

TliB Bid of R*trx The l.orJ General, since it was much de -ireJ by tho City of Lcmlun^ from 
rnvto Ttme,' *hom the supplies of rooney 'Were to come, that he should move with his whole 
JttUCf towards Oxford, was content, though somewhat against his jadgemeM, to 
proceed in that designe : and marched with the maine Body to Thame., to meet 
there with the Forces sent from the associated Counties to- his assistance ; from 
whence (as a person, whose care and Command extended over tiie whole King- 
dome, which was now overspread with a general Warre, and wasted by many 
Annies at once ) he granted ft CoaMdsaion, by direcdon of the Pttliament, to the 
Lord Fii LDivc. (now Earle of Denbigh, by the lite death of his Father, who 
was slaine in a Skirmish, fightihj; against the Parliament) to be Geiatal of foure 
Counties, Shropshire, fForcestrr, Ulriffbrd, and tyarwiehfure ; to levy Forces 
there, and conduct them into any part of the H^edome. agjsiost the King's Power, 
aceordh^ to directions from the nirliament, or Lofd-GoieiaL He ||;ranied-alsot 
at the same time, anothr r Commission in the like inatUMT tO Sir TimiAt MtD> 
OLETON, to raise Forces as General of all North H aieu 
HiMiiiyMfl'cn At Thame the hand of God, in an extreme increaieof Sicknesse (haodieds in n 
SMnHdMnT* ^1 <^«>P«'>tely ill) did visile the Lord Generai's Army } and by strange unsetson* 
aMemaau of weather, and great raine contmuing fourteene dates, the place being 
upon a flat, moist, and elayie grou id, made it iti»p< v ible for him to advance from 
that Quarter. In which time the Army was, by sicknesse, and departure of most 
of the Auxiliary Forces, brought to a number utterly unable to attempt the fomer 
desigae* without ccnainc ruine, the situation of Oxford upon the River of 'Thames 
being considered; for the Lord-General conceived it impossible (as himselfc ex- 
pressed it ) to block-up ilie Towiie without a double nuiuijLr to what he then had. 

But, when the raine ceased, and the waters were so much abated as to make 
the waies passable, intelligence was bfought that Prince Ropbrt had drawne^ot 
his Horse and Fkh toward Buckingham, with his Cannon also; and had called-in 
the C'ountry, making open prufesMon before theni, that he would give tSattei to 
the GLiieia] : 1 he General marched with some speed toward BucJngiiam, tO 
fight with him. When he came within two milea of that Towne; be found the «aas 
litfre otherwise, and had intetligence that the Prinee had quitted Buekingham io « 
kinde of disorderly manner; that, the ni^ht before, he had botsed tnsFooC, Jod 
marched-away, leaving some ot his Provnooos behiade him. 
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Traine of Artillery and Foot CompiuilA» to follow the Enemy to any advantage.. . 
For, if he had been at that time strong enough m Hone, his desire was to have 
hindered Prince Rupfht from joyning with the Qneene, who then was marching 
Willi a r;ood Convoy <il Horse fniin ihc Northcrnc parts of England, (where she 
bad arrived from the AetherlaruU) towards Oxford. But, not being able to follow 
Aat dengne, he deabted from bis march (o Btmtingkam, sending into the Town a' ' 
Party of his Horsp, to quarter there that niijfiT, and to bring-away that Proviyion 
which the Enemy had left there. He himstlte, with the rest of his Army, marched 
to great Brief, hill, a place most convenient to lye betweene the Enemy and LondoUf 
to deflend the Aasoqated Counties, to asMt or ioyne with the Forcei of the LonI 
OnAT, of (rnwfy. Sir John Mbldrum, ind Colonel Cromwill, to whom he ' ' ' 
had before written, that, if they could possibly, they should fight with the QUMB^ 
Forces, and stop her passage to the King. But it seemed that the busnesse could 
not be done; so that the Queeneaud Prince Rupfrt were suilered to jo]^ne together 
with all their Forces. Sir William Wallkr had beene long victorious in the West: 
yet now the Parh'ament's fortune, almost in every place, began to faile; and tntel- 
ligencewas brought to tlicLorJ-(ieneral, that Sir William, after having almost gained 
the whole West, and besieging Sir Ralph Hopton in the Devizes, (a Towne of 
Devonslure,') was on a sadden, by unexpected Forces from Oxford, under the con- 
duct of the Lord Wii.mot, totally routed and forced into Bristol. The Lord- 
General, at the fust report of this newts, intended to have matched, himselfe, for 
relieving of the West ; but, upon more particular information, thac Sir Wi lliam 
Waluk's Forces were so faire brokm that no assistance at ail could be given, 
by them, wasinlbrced to delist ironidiat enterprise* Comderai)^ also that faisowne 
Army was shrunke 'through the continual increase of\^olent sicknessr,and from want 
of pay, clothing, and other necessaries,) to a most uncousiderable number, he re- 
aohea to proceed no further, nor to engage that weake Army to the mine dP itsdft^^ 
and daiuj^of the Kingdom^ ; eqiecially, aince the Foioes of the Aariociated Cooiin^ 
Ires cooM not wMi safety be commanded so firre from home. He therefore 
returned toward London, quartering that poore rem^der of an Army, at ,1 . .( 

Kingston-uporhThataett and other places near adjacent. In this distressed con- • ' ' 

dilion I must a>wUIe leave that great General, until some few weekes time shall ' ' ' 
recruit his power, and enable ban to.make chat iamou% and honottn^ expeditioa 
to the reliefe of Gloucester. 

So great, at this time, were the successes which, in all parts, crowned the King's l he Kin- * pany 
Annies, that they seemed to posaesse an absoluteVictory, and the P^liament to be in jJ^^^^Ij^Lfl"*: 
dangerof being quite rmned. On oiieside,tfae Lord-Gcnend'a Army monUeredvway 
by long sicknesse, and other wants ; the long-successeful Sir VVilijam Waller, 
quite broken in the West ; and, about the same time, the Lord Kaikfax, and his 
Sonne Sir Thomas Fairfax, (though reserved by divine Providence for a tran- 
tcendant h«ht of honour in the future) with almost all the Gentleman which 
temd ^ nittupeat in diose {lortheme parts, being deftUed by die £arle of 
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Nevcaslle; and the Lord FAinrAX, with his Sonne, driven into the Towne of 
Hull : On the other side, fhe King's Annies were full and stronfj ; Sir Ralph 
lIoPTOK, (whom, for his valour and industry, the King had honoured with the Title 
of a Baron,) was possessrd of a gallant Army in the West, and seemed to want 
nothing so much as a consiJorabIc enemv ; ihe King's oihui Forces were free to 
Tlir City of Brittnl cbuie wha$ tlMC they pleased, to act their part« upon. Prince Ruf£jlt was tent 
bttkenbyMMM |q bedqje Brutal, where Cotonel Nathakiel Fiennes, second Sonne to the 
' Vitcount Say, was Governmir ; which City, in this low ebbe of the Parliament, 

COvtd not long hold-out, bat w 2s yoone delivered to the Prince, — a place of ax 
Al l. ti>?CiiyofF.xe- moth OOQcemment as anv in '.lie Kingdome. Prince Maurice, «ith another 
ter^jr I'nucc Mau j^^^ csmc to benece the City of Exeter, into which the Earle Stamford was 
Tetrcated after his dmat at Streiton; in Cbrnwatti — a Nobleman who bad lonfr 
Strugl^ed with various succcsse, and in shafpc encounters, ar^^iir.^t Sir IIai i-h 
iloPTON, and other Coiniiiandcrs oi the King's side in those Westerne Counties 
and was ruined at last by the iroacherous revolt of some who had taken ibetame 
cause with him at the first. This City was, iUtewise^ after a Jong siege^fir want of 
supplies, delivt red, upon Articles, to the Prince that besieged it. 
ThtlSutof New- But the great cloud, uhicii ii"t onLly overshadowed the Parliament in the North, 
S!5l^urAfmy*or thrcatencil |o pourcDut stormcs upon parts farre remote^ was the Karle of 
the in tbe Netvcattle, with bn n)ighty Army, who was growne formidable to the Aaoiciated 
MMibofEofliail. Counties, n:id many other places of the Kingdome. His Army was, at that time, 
the greatest any in England, whicii he maintained in brave equipage, by large 
Contributions levied upon the Country, and seemed of strength enough, not 
onely to master any opp(^tion of English Forces* but to serve as a Bulwarke 
against the greatest Army which the Kingdome of SeMkmd could be iable to send In 
2** Wj"5|'[*,^*"a>dof the English Parliament. For the rarliamcnt had then sent into Scoilund, for 
^ ^ ^J^ ll^ «f tb« ' brotherly assistance of that Kingdom, and agreed upon Bering into a Covenant 
(coil. with them tor defence of Religion, and the cummoa Lflwny of both Nations. 

Cmt •rrricCT prr- Jt pleated the Divine Providence .(wbose workings are many tiinei beyond the 
Loleut by th^ u'r.) ^ buBttne conjecturcs) that this strong Army, before the« entrance of the 
'x, and hisKin Scots, iound an Enemy in ICiigland worthy of their fcare ; and were by the per- 
Fairftx. iQQ^I valour and successeful conduct of Sir Thomas Faikfax, (who seemed 
lately in a low condition,) so fanrebuken (together with other defeats given to 
parts ot it sent abroad) that the passage for the Scots ixuo England was-nuidi fii> 
dlitated ; as shall hereafter appeare in a more particular manner. 

But it is worthy of consiJcraiion (and therefore cannot but deserve a mention) 
with what unwearied consuncy, and wonderous magnanimity, the two FAiavAtaCas* 
Father and Sonne, did labour to preserve those Noruieme parts for the FvUaments 
especially observing what great Enemies they dealt withall ; how many unexpected 
disadvantages happened to them, and accessions of power to their ioes at several 
tinu's ; which, though it cannot be here related vilh filll diCUnMaaccSf or paitictt* 
lars, yet may be touched in a general way.

Warre ; and thai the King's Commiasioa of Array began to jusile «ith the ! 

Uamtnt*!; Ordinance of Militia, had been Wiy industrious in raising strength -, and 
joyned himselfe most unanimously. in that cause with Sir John Uutham, and his 
Sonne Master John Hotham, a Mdnber of the Howe of Commons, and a 
Gentlenian, not onely active but ptosp^wHU, wbilett be .CMHimied 6itbfiil u» tfitt 
vide which he had chosen. And, after the Warn brakeKmt into acdon, the Lord 
Fairfax, ciiher singly by him^i ifc, or sometimes joyned with Master Hotham, 
had taken and fortitied many ibwnes and Forts for the Parliament, and made 
many sharpc and fierce encounters against potent Enemies. The Earleof Cum/'rr- 
/am/,(who was, fim, made Ix>rd-Lieutenant of YorHskire by the King,) was not able 
to suppresse them, nor fcarce maintaine the Warre against that power which they 
had raised ; Maugre whose Forces, they took and fortified 6a uoorf- Castle, and 
the Towne of Selbtff in the Monethof Ocutber^ 16 f% and, presently after, sur« 
prised the Towne of leeilw, wlieie part of tlie trie's Forces were quartend* of 
whom they tooke diveH Frinners, Knights and Gentlemen of good quality, OM 
of which, was Sir George Detherick., together with his m hole Troopc. 

The Earle of CumMand himselfe, within few daics after, was driven into, tlie 
Ckf of YoTjte, and there besi^ed, and ninunooed bj the Faikrax and. 
Muter Hotham ; which happened about the same timfe'diat the famous Batidbe* 
tween the King and the Lord-General Essei\ was fought at Keynton. 

Bat the Earle of Smxastte with a greater force, entered into Yorke, whitest the 
Lord FAtKFAx and Captaine Hotham, lay not farre^ff; «ho^ notwifiMtandnq; 
his great strength when he marched out of Yorke, was encountered by tliem at 
Tadcaster, upon the 7th of December, the Fight, or several SIdnnishes, contino* ACgiitaiTUnrti^ 
ing about five h ^H;t(^^ ; in which the Parliament-Forces did so well take their ad- DtcMAir. 7, jiifc • 
vantages, that they slew ( as was reported to the Parliament) SOO of the Earle's men, 
with the losse of eight S^diers of their owne, of whom Captaine Lister was one, 
whose death was much lamented in the Country, bring est reined a brave and re- 
ligious roan. After several Skirmishes, the Parliament-Array had the fortune to 
nnke a faire retreat to CauroW-Castle and Selky^ and leave all to the Earle, whose 
Foiooa wen rnorted to be about eight thousand Hone and Foo^ the Lor^ 
Faiuax and Captaine Hotham having not tliove t,100Foot^ and seven Troopa 
ofHbne; their number would have been greater, if Sir Hugh CHOLMSLYand Cola* 
sdBAiNTON, with their Re;^nients of t^oot, and two Troops of Horse (who wer^ 
CDMed) had accordingly qgpe^a t» tfie^ 

xbe £arie> of JSiffouUe wnr growne, not only maafer o[ the field tben^ 
bitt formidable to' all die adjacent Counties ; who did thereibre. implore aid fram 

the Parliament. The Parliament, upon that occasion, hastened the Association of 
tjiose Counties which lay neerer to them, that they might be the more able to 
supply their remoter friends. 
Tbie Bag's ade fc<^^ then an addidofi of itiiaigi^ in the North, by the 
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Imdlnf^ of Colonel Gorino at JVfeMMa^ with SCO CbinniandrR from ffotfatut, 

and other ProvUions for the Warre. 

The r.arle of Newcastle marchinp from Tadcasler, surprisvd Leedes, in which 
Towne he tooke many Gentlemen Prisoners, and forced them to ransomc them* 
selves at high rates : whereby he was further enabled to pay his great Army. Then 
also he f;ave Commissions to Papists in that Country to arme themulves in the 



King's Service, which he justified by writiisgs puhlislu d upon tbit

at the same time proclaimed the Lord Fairf-ix a i 'raytor. 
The Lord Fairvax, notwithstanding, inarched widi Mich Forces aa he had gotten 

tcgether, and proved siicces-scful in c'ivcrs attempt's, against several parts of the 
£arlc of Netecasllt:\s Forces, one of the happening at ShcrLunie, between Tad- 
CUUer and Doncasterj and another at Bradjord, against a party of the Earle of 
Newcattle't Army, under the conduct of Colonel Gorimo, Colonel Evsaa, Sir 
William Savile, and Sir John Gotrkiuck, who came with a good strength 
of Horse and Dragonecrs to surprize on a sudden that Towne of liradfcvd ; but 
were by Forces, timely sent to the reliefe of it, forced to rt lin- wiih joine losse \ 
wldcfa, though it were not a Victory agunst Colohel Goring; and the rest, may, 
DotwMMtandmg, be termed a successi^ Action, in being able to re|pd aa Enemy 
too pocenr for mem in «U probability.

Great were the atchievements of Sir Thomas Fairfax in lhat OKWeth of Gre»t w^aciireiefc. 
Jmuatry, and the following Ftbruary ; for no season o( the yeare, nor slonmBcf ^^^l^llielS^ 
vrinter, could quench the rage of this Civil Fire. Sir Thomas Fairfax on the Iw— < « to JM WMf 
23d of Jant.nn/, J64G, marched from Bradford (ax miles distant from Leedis) «»* '•'"'■••J* 
with sixTrocj 'S of Horse, and three Companies of Dragoones, under the command 
of Sir Henry Foulis, Baronet, bis Lieutcnant-Genenl of his Horse, and neere 
imo Miuquetecr^ wrtti 8000 Clabmen, under the Command of Sh* Williaii 
Faietax, Colonel, nnJ Litnitenant-Gcneral cf the Foot. When Sir Titomas ap- [iet»ke« thcim 
proachcd the Town of I^eecis, he dispatched a Trumpeter to Sir William Satile, ot Leeitaia Yotk- 
Commander in chicfe (here, under the Earlc of fitmicaiUe^ requiting the Towne ' 
to be delivered to him for the Kin^ and Farltament. Bnt reoeinnig a resolute, and 
seemlDg-scKtmefnl, answer from Sir William Savile, he drvw neer«r, and pre- 
pared :o n'.akc :.ti A'^sai'tt , thou^'h there were great strniftli in the Tow iu', namely, 
1 JCO Foot, and 5<X) Horse and DraguoneSjwith two Brassc Sakcrs. Sir Thomas 
Fairfax drew out fi.e Companies of his most expert Sonldiers, whom he di»> 
pc»ed.of pt aAtsideol the Town, under the commaod of MaJ^rFoRtFs, Captaines 
Biticcf, Lee, Fhakkb, and Palmer. Sir William Fairfax, at the head of 
his Regiment, anil m ihe face t>f th. Fjumy- stormed the Town with j^reai skill and 
couiage, wbiiesi Msjor Forbes did the Uke in his place, and Sir Thomas him* 
adfc, erery iFheit aKOimgingjMul teadung «alour by ^ owae cnmple, brought* 
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on Mt men ; so that afor tvo honra «f hot fif^t. thouf^ di^ btakf^ tfcfnved 

themselves well, the Towne was entered by Sir Tmowa? F,MHrAx, SirWii i.iam 
F''iRrAx, and Sir Hfkry F.owi es, on one side, and Major Forbes, with his 
fellow-Captainov on the other. They tooke within the Towne their two Brasse 
Saken, with good store of Ames and Ammiuiitioaj foure CoknuSf and 509 
ainon^ whom were ^ Commanden : The Common Soaldim, upon 
takirg of nn Or^th, never to fipbt in this cause a;;ainsc the King and I'arliamcnt, 
were sot at liberty, and suffered to depart, but without their Arms. There were 
alaine alx>m forty men, of which number the besieged lost the greater halfe. Ser« 
jeant* Major Bbakont* endeavouring in the flkbt to save his life, by crossing the 
River, so Irwt it, being drowned therein; ana Sr William Savile himselfe, 
cro?<,irig in ilit^Iit ;hc ?a;nc River, hardly escaped ihc same faie. FuUikc tlQUll»> 
giving to Almighty God was given at London for this Victory. 

Sir Troma* FAiitrAX with hb victorious Forces, immediately, marched to 
another Quarter of the Farlf of .Xrwra'ilf'K Army at ffake/ield, from whence the 
chiefe Commander, Sir George Wentworth, fled, and left it to him. Notlong 
after, he marched to Tadcaster; at whose approach the Earle's Foroe^ dxnigha. 
comiderable number, fled-away, and forsooke their Workes. 

From d»t dme scarce »ny one fortnight of all the Ibllowing Spring, passed jrldi* 
OVt aonw rcmarknhle addition of strength to the King's side, in those Northerac- 
parts. In Ffbruary General KiNe, a Scottish Commander, of great experience 
m Military aflFaircs, came out of Holland, landed at Newcastle, joyned himadfe- 
with the Earle of NetecastUt and passed to Yorke with GOOO Annes. In the same . 
Monedi also the Queene, luiding from'tlMlmd, neere to AaHlarfaiid,-.with great 
ProviMon of Amies and Ammuniiion, and many Commanders of note in her Re* 
tinew, wai convoyed by the Earlc of Newcastle to the City of Yorke. 

The Earle of Jfonirosse about the same rime, a young Lord of great esteems in. 
Scotland, who, before, in the Scottish Warre (as is there mentioned) had shewed 
himselfc one of the most active and zealous (.'ovcnanters of that Nation, forsook 
his Party there, and, with the Lord Oolesbt, fled out of Scotland with 1 Horse, 
to the Queene at Yorke. Upon which both those Lords were ptodaimed at ^ den- 
hirgh iWytost-tn their King and Country, for tha^ contnry to tbdr Covenant, 
they stole out of Scotland, to assist the Popish Army, (for SO thfif Calkdtfaat «C 
the Earle of J^'outcastle') against the Parliament of hngland. 

Another gKtt wound to the Farliament, not long after, was the revolt of Sic 
Hugh CaouisLT, a Member o£ the Ui>iiie of Conupons, and one that had.c?r> 
ned a good eateenw among them, ^hof bad before (at n afai«ady mendoncd) bets 
employed by the Pailiament, as a CommissiDner in the North, together with the 
I«rd Fairfax, and Sir Philip Stafleton; and was at this time highly cn- 
tmated by tbtm -,. for be was Govemour o£ Scarborough, a place of groat import* 
an CO, He falsely betnyed his Tnist, and forsooke the Cause he bad undertaken, 
going to the Queene with 900 men. Upon which be was impeached of Higii 
TkcMoiibjtbefittliMMnt^ lMitivw«otluilMvwio«itfirnirtl«lcfence. aa 

qibeix. 
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Mhendid, who about the same rime fnil?J in thAr Trusts. The Towne of Sc<ir. r«ptainB>own 
bormgh yna left in possession of a Parliament- Captaine, who was uiually called .^" i!*"./^"^"!'.' 
Bromte ButheU^ a mD that aomi ihought would have kept it to the ^bunnt^SmnnSinSMlb^ 
use ; but he likewise revx)fted, and delivered it to their Enemies. rou^hiBtlwIJii^ 

Upon the landing of General Kino, and the Queene presently after, a suspickm 
began to arise, by some circumstances, that the two unfortunate Hothams, the 
Ittber and the aoiiDe, were ialee to the Parliament. Which bjr the strict obaer* 
TatioBof fome vigiblit men on diatiidet «as farther dfacovered, ind began at last 
to be discoursed of, with as little beliefe for a long time, as Cawaiidrab's Fro-.^._ „,^,_ 
phecies ; and, when it came more plainly to apptare, with as much, not onely.iJi'vJuIwn^tJI^n 
wonder, but sorrow of honest men, that ao much unconstancy sho>jld be found. •« "^"it from ibe 
The particulars of ibis diMrovery, and how much the nurliaownt, if it had not been 2c^r3M!d'"* 
timely prevented, would have suffered by it, there wiH be time hereafter tadtKotirse trused-uiion at HuU, 
of more at large. But they were both accused to the I'arliamtnt, izcd-upon at " f^? J? *— ' ' 
ibUi, and sent-up to London, where they long remained Prisoners m the Tower. ** 
before the inne of thcirvTi^al and Execution. 

Not all these disadvantages, by the growth of Enemies, and revolt of friends, 
could iJibhflorten the Lord Fairfax and his Sonne, who stiil persisted wiih great 
courage, and- raising the Clubmen rf tiie Country, to piece-up those small Forces 
which remained with them, were able for a while to make coosidenbk resistance, 
and perferme divers services against some parts of the Earle of Ntweastl^n vast 
Army. But one Victoiy ms gamed by Sir Thomas Fairfax at If'nkrfieldy 
which nay be termed rather miraculous than strange ; though i shall relate nothing 
save knowoe troth:— such a Victory, against ao much oddi^ and ao niany disadvan* 
niges, as may serve to teach bow much successe may possibly crowns bold atleaipts» 
and justiBe that old saying, Audaces fortunn juvat. 

The LorJ l'"AiKf AX, General of the Parliament's Forcesin the North, on the 
2Cth of May, gave Order for a Party to be drawne-out from the Garrisons of Leedes, 
Bndfordt ibttfex, and liowloj: They marched. lOOuFoot, three Companies 
of Dragoneers, and eight Troops* of Horse ; Sir Thomas Fairfax commanded Sir ThmmFslite 
inChiefe; the Foot were commanded bv Sir William Fairfax, and Serjeant M'M^rfwi' 



Major-General Gifkord; the Yloxiv uivi.icd into two Bodies, fourc 1 r^Kips .\uy 
vidieieof were commanded by bir Thomas Fairfax bimselfe, the other foure bv 
Sir Hf siryFowlts. From Howley, which was their reodecvooie, they mafchea> 
away, and by <oure a cln< k in the morning came before If'ahefield; Tnose of the 
Tcwne were rtaoy for thcai, and sent-cat tonic of their Horse to encounter with 
tfacilS, and Musquetecrs lo line some hcdge:^, even to the very Towne. There 
were in /yakffield 0000 Foot, and seven Troops of Horse, besides Colonel Lakt- 
T0N*s Regiment, winch came into the Towne after that the ParUamcn^s Forces 
entered into it. But at the first encounter the Farlhment's Forces beat back their 
Unenuc's llosre ) and tlieir Foot also drove those Musqueteers from the hedges, 
even into the Towne, which they assaulted in two placet, called ff 'rengate, and 
jXtrthgatt, and ate an beareandanhaUe'^^htiagf iccovaedone of their £nemie'« 

Feeces, 
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Vteccft and tamed it npon them ; and ^thal entred the Town in hdth places af 

the same time. When the Baracadocs wire opened, Sir Thomas Fairfax wiiii 
the Horse also fell into the Townc and cleared the street, and there was a cruel and 
fierce encounter; in which place Colonel Goring was taken prisoner by Lieutenant 
Matthew Ai urko, ( brother to Captaine John Ai.urbd, a Member of the House 
of Commons ;( yet in ihc Market-place there still remained three Troops of Horse and 
Colonel Lampton's Regiment ; to whom Major-General Gifford sent a Trumpet, 
with proffer of Quarter, if they would lay-down their Arms. To .which when the/ 
retomed a soornfiil Answer, he fired a Peeoe of their owne Ordnance upon them, 
and the Horse also falling-in with great fury, soone beat them out of the Townc, 
and tooke all their Officers Prisoners. They tooke, withal, 27 Colours ot l oot, 
three Comets of Ilorsc, and about 1500 Conunon Souldiers. The King's troopswcve 
Ukewiae forced, when they fled, to leave behind them foure Peecca of Ordnance^ 
widi Ammunidon, which the Pmfianient^Forces carried away with them. For, when 
they had thus taken the 1 owne, they found their number and strength too weak 
to keepe it and their Prisoners too. And therefore they quitted the place and 
marchcd-away with this brave booty. 

This great Victory at Wai^eia, seemed (according to the common saying) like 
a lighienmg before death; for not long after, these Forces were quite broken by 
the Earle of J*'tucai,tle, whose ^rLainer-KH" overspreaJ those Couniries, and was 
' aerer encountered by any Enemy, but in parts of bis Army. He had managed 
the whole h e ak teue, and attaiMa bb hekht of power, by great aUH and policy ; 
and now, having no necre Enemjl in the field, was gone to besiege the Lord 
Fairfax in JJuiL, which washy *oine talked-of as an crrour in him, no lesse 
than besieging Gieucester^ soone after, by the King, was censured. 
Such a coothiual and sad Warre had the Northone pans been fovced to endure 
siiie of ibe weti of^ ** Winter. Nor waa ft theur caae alone; scarce any Connty of England was 
it-ji~^ free from it. The whole West, consisting of so many rich and flourishing Shires, 

bad been as sad a stage of civil Tragedies. JVlany Armies and small Parties of 
cithccaide (too many for one History to dtaolbe at large, or do particular justice 
totheactienaof ««wy danti^n^w^ haA h—fi i^^a^^ mrWtf «i.y iiftfmiffripin, in 
those parts. 

OniheKmc's s;iii- Of all Commanders there, that jIJlJ with tlie King against the Parliament, Sir 
Sir miph Hvpton. Ralph Hopton, by his tmwearied industry, and grea reputation among the peo- 
ple, hadruaed himicffe to the most considerable hdght, and contiooed the longest 
a Leader of Armies, as the sequel of the Story will hereafter declare: But his suc- 
cesses, ilu ough the whole course of his Actions, were very various, and many ebbs 
and flowcs were in his fortune, 
ilad ihklCttqiiii of '^^e Marquetse HaaTroRii^ tfaoiigh bm higher in Disnity, and greater bf, 
" ■' ' power of his large Commission from the King (of which bebte is spoken) waanot 

able to act so largely in tlie field as Sir Ralph did, though he were seldom idle, 
but busie about iowues, and in small Parties. They were both opposed in their 
bei^mingl^iMit K>niiich bj ap^NaUauii, or gyctt ConnaiMkr, cnpbyed by the 
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Parliament's Commissions, as by prirate Gentlanen of those Counties ; the chiefe For the Parliamcai, 
of which were Sir Francis Popham and his Sons. Master Stuodi', (a ^<^P"'y- {][,^'^ I'opliam 
Lieutenant there,) with others before-named, besides piaine Freeholders ol die s°rod^ aod'the Earl 
Country, who recmed to understand their ownc Liberties and the Interest which-o^StiBrfW, 
they had in the Commoa-wealth. Until, at the last, the £arle of Stafford, a ttout 
Ocntlenan, (who had beene before anplofod about £<u««or, a^pimt Matter 
Hastings, with a CommWonfirontbenrliaiiieiitfaB Gcnod 
Was sent info the West. 

1 he Earle of Stati^brd tWs, by the Parliament, made Lord-General of all South- 
ffeUes, and the (oan next adjacent Cotmtiea, to wit, Glocester, If orcester, Hertford, 
and Ckulart ; with power to raise Forces in all tJKwe Counties, to appoint Officers 
and Commanders over tlicm, to tralne and exercise the men, and to fij^ht with all 
that should oppose him. The Lord Gray, Sonne and lleire to the E^le of 
Stamford„ waa appointed to succeed his Father, in his former Charge, and made 
Lord-Lieutenant of five Counties, /.licrsirr, Notiing/tam, Dtrly, Kutland,md 
JLincolne, to continue the Warre against Master Hastings, the Larle of Chester' 
field, and others, who opposed the Parliament in those parts. 

The Earle of Sumf<^ at bis first coming into the West, wasMCcessful against 
Sir Ralph Hoptoh, whom he nibed from the mgt cf Flymoath} but Sir 
Rai pii HoPTov, not long after, by a stratagem of fieigring flight, entrapped 
many of the Karle's men, conducted bva Lieutenant of his, and gave an overthrow 
to the Parliament-Forces; betwitt vnoin, and the Earle of Stamford, upon the 
fifteenth of Marckt 1642, a Truce was made for twenty dales. The £arle, after 
the expiration of that Truce, againe taking the field, with a competent Army, was a 
while pr^ '^p^ rous yi!;ains( Sir Ralph Hoptow; but, not long after, was overtlirown in 
consequence of the revolt of yoiui^CHDDLBT, Sonne to Sir JounChuuley, by whose 
assistance . on some former occasions, those PirUament-Forces had been victoiioRN* 
The Larle of Stamford was then enforced to betake himselfe to the City of Exeter, 
whither Hofton and Chudley followed him, to lay siege to the place. But Prince 
Maurice was soon after sent thither to command in chiefe ; towhomatlast (as is 
before expressed) it was^ upon £ure aiticlea, aurrendcred by the Earle of StatiffonL 

NotwiUMtandmg so many misfbrtunes, as had then fiJwn upon die PurHament- 
side; about the end of Mni/, 1G4.1, they did not despaire of regaining the whole 
Wert, by the active valour of Sir William Waller, who, about that time, was 
vny proaperaus in dioae Conntia^ and m some Parts the Principality of Wakt^ 
and whose iiame was nowiie to be n gnat tenoor to h^ OfbtaactioB% 
and by what degrees he grew into esteeme usd strength, it ynU not be amiww to 
relate some particulars in a ctintimiL-d scries, considering how great a General he 
became afterwards in these Warres, and in what a low Command he began. He 
«ras a Gentleman of faire ezpenoioe in MiBtary a£UMB by former travd^^ and 
services abroad i of good judgoMBti and great industry } of which lie gam many 
testimonies to the Kingdome. 

Sir William Waller, about the time of the Battel of Keynion, received a com- of SirWiltan 
mission to be Colonel of Uoise } and, moving that winter foUowing as occasions of WaUer. 
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the present Warre required, performed many exploits ; he tooke in Famham Castl^ 
and passed Southward, after that Porismontk, by his assistance, had been takeii from 
Colonel GoRiMo, and some other quick services at ff^inchester, and in the Coua* 
try thereabouts, which he had performed, joyning himselfe with Colonel Browk, 
H Citi/t n of London (who tooke-up Armes at the beginning of this Civil Warre, 
and contiuued till the very end, in high Commands, and reputation as high ; of 
tnore tmuc be delivered in the sequd of this l&tory). Colonel 
HuRREY, and some others passing into the Westcme part of Sussex, he layeJ 
alege to the City of Chichitter ; in which City many Gentlemen of ranke and Quality 
had fortified themselves, and gathert-J together a considerable quantity of AnKt 
and Ammunition for senrice of the King a^^aioat the F^liament. 
ill' uknClridiHter, About the fluddle of Dteem l >tr, appeaimg before CKtcAerter. he was Aere met 
by some Forces, Troops of Horse and Dragoniers, that came to his assistance 
from Knit and Sussex^ under the conduct of Colonel Morlf-y, a Member of the 
IIuMsc of Commons, (a Gentleman of good ranke in Suuex and great activity ta 
the Parliament-Service,) and Sir Michabl Lbi vcset, a Kentish Kn^t» The Ba^ 
tery was placed by Sir Wiluam, at fit places, and all things ordered «ridi great 
•kill; but, before the batterj- began, to save effusion of blood, Sir William, by 
the coitsett of all his Officers, summoned the Town by a Trumpet, with such Coo* 
as were judged too high by the besieged, ana therefore at first 
not acceptedof ; yet after eight daies it was rendered to him upon no other Con* 
ditions than onely Quarter and feiire usage. The prisoners of note, which were 
liiktjii iliiTL- were immediately sent toward London to the Parliament, who were, Sir 
Edward Ford, H^h bhetiff ol Suu&x, Sir John Morlev, Colonel Shelley, 
Jkfaster Lvavknir, Colonel Lindsby, Lieutaiant-Colonel Portbb* Itfajor 

DaWBON, and Major GoRDov,with Doctor King, then Bishop of Chickeiler, and 
many other Dfficers and Commanders in Armes, to the number of GO, about 400 
Dragoniers, and almost as many Foot-Souldiers. In the March following, his 
'cmfMoymeot was in the Wesieme parts of £i^/aiw^ where he laisedFoices. The 
nert acoiDimnd tmiier him, tvho coniiBQed tiMi Inm in abnost all Ms actiotts, was 
Sir Arthur Ha^i.eric, another Member nf the House of Comtnons, serving as 
Knight for LeictUenhiref a man that, in ail Battells and Skirmishes, gave great 
proofe of his pnewesse and personal valour. Sir William Wallbr having now 
•laaeda conapetcotferce, anid maicfaing ootof i2rtiio/ on the nineteenth of il/srcA, 
And Malimbufy, iiiAm two daies after, approached Miumethury, Colonel Hbrbbrt Lt^wsFORO, a 
-Uwh a% stout Gentleman, and a good Souldier, (Brother to Sir Thomas Lunsford, that 

was taken at AV^n/on-Battel,) was then Governour of MaJmestury ; who, upon 
the first appraacb, sent-out seven Troops of Horse, to beg La an encounter with hmi{ 
but they wer« no waies able to endure the force of those Horse which Sir WtLLiAH 
had drawne-out against them, but fled immediately, some of them back into the 
Towne; many of them, wcs i Ti o g that thetc ym Small aafc^ in the TomM far 
them, fled quite away. 
So- WiLUAM midtidihe To«m the onw dqr t boi^ lirt pnvi^ 
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lodged there all nighr, preparing the next morning for another, and more fierce, 
assault. But the besicg.d, coneemng the place miteiuMe, denred a TuAeft and 

yeeldcd upon Quarter. I le tooke at Malmeslunj one Peece of Ordnance, about 
three hundred Prisoners, whereof Colonel Lunskord and Colonel CooKi were 
tile chicfe, with almost twenty Officers, great and small : good store of rich 
luijEe and Ammunition } the Conquest was bkMMUaae^ and very few aUhie on 
eidAv side. 

Within few dales after he obtained a very considerable Victory neere to Gloucetter And 'Iffrau the 
a^nst the Lord Herbkrt of Ragland, Sonne to the Earle of ff^orcesterf whO|^JjJ^*J^j^J[J* 
With a great Army of Welchmcn 1^ against that Towne ; which, for die manner GiuaaSt^ 
of it, inbricfe, was thus: Sir William with his Forces, coming neere to Oinneet^ 
ter^ made shew (the better to conceale his purpose) as if he intended to fall upoQ 
that Towne ; but his dcsigne was for Gloucester, and he had taken such pro\ i- 
dent care, that the men in Gloucetter had notice of this purpose j and tliat with the 
help of faSs flat-bottomed Baivei^ which thence were brought to Urn m the Bitim 
of Waggon»(usefillhoAby land and water) he would transport his Forces over 
the River Seveme, beyond Gloucester, and fall upon the Reare of the Lord 
Hskbebt's Welch Forces, when he was least feared or expected ; withal, he gave 
notice to the Gbmeatter Foroee to&U upon the Front of that Anny, ai be would 
upon tbdr Reare. Hie Plot, as it was mdy coatrfved, was aoc ceMefii l in the 
event, and tooke so good effect for him, that, when tlie Lord Hbrbbrt was n 
skirmish with the Forces of Gloucester^ and confident to cut them all off, being 
Tery few in comparison of hisowne; Sir William with liis Army, neere f%Aii(»iit 
their Quarter, fell suddenly upon the Reare of the Lord HsaBBRT's men, with 
such niry, that they were all routed, and would gbdly have fled, if they had 
knowne any way to escape, There were slainc of that Welch Army about 500 
cpon the place, neere a thousand taken Prisoners, with all their Anns and Animn- 
ndion, uia the rest wholly dispersed and scattered: the Lord Hnnsinr fafanadfe 
escaped by flight, and got co Oxford. 

Sir William Waller, alter this great Victory, inarched from thence to Hcthen u ko 
Tewkesbury; at whose approach, those of the King's Souldiers, that were Gar- TtwiMtaiyi 
limied there, fled-away, and left it to him; from whence marching further into 
Ae Country, he surprized difcrs straggling Trooperaof the oAer wSt^ ^Mk some 
Aimea, Pistols, and Carbines, together with aiQectte ihoniud pouoda in Uon^, 
and carried-away his booty to Gloucester. 

Within as short a distance of time, he tooke Chebstow in Monmouthshiret and AniChtfltum 
taxed upon divers of those that were Conspirators for the betraying of Bristol (of 
which Treason I have spoken before) and who, upon the discovery of it, had fled 
from thence. At that place he tooke a Ship callfd the Dragon of Bristol, and 
great store of wealth in her, belonging to those who were his Enenues; which he 
adsol, as a just booty, and much to his advantage. Aia llIMllw«t^ 

From f'/if/M' JTC he marched with a swift pace to Monmouth; theTowne, *|P"*J^'*2f* 
composiiioa, was soooe rendered to him ; from whence, after he had put a Camaon k SL ^, 
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into it, he inarchcJ to L i:r, and summonetJ tlic Country ; where Jivm Forces 
canto in to him; amon;; pthers Sir William Mokgan's Sonne, li Tred<.^aHf 
brought him five hundred armed men, and some Money ; where also Master 
Hkubbrt of Colebrvoke raised a thousand men, and wized on ^bergamg for die 
Parliament. 

Sir \N iLi.iAM Wai.lf.r in this high career of his fortune, vas commanded- 
back from the West by the Lord-General Ester, to come to t!ie chiefe Army: 
Which beinj^r sooiw undeisiood ainoDf those of the King's Army, he was way-tay- 
A«d tehniH Id cd by Prince Mavricf. The intention of Sir William Waller was to get to 
Ciodcatar. GUmcesh r his Forces j havini^ therefore si nt-awav his OrJnancc and B.i ;.:a;:;e, 

with liis Foot lo guard it over fVife to ^ust j himsclfc with his Horse and Dra- 
goonee, resolved lo fail opon Prince MaUHICb's Army, and force a pavsn^e thorow j 
which he did with great successe, and small losse ; and, ns he inarched ai'tcrward, 
cut-down all ihc Bridt^cs bchindc bim ; whereby he hindered Prince Maurick 
from inarchini^ after iiini. This cour -c, if I'lince had taken before iiim, Sir 
William Waller might have been kept in H ales to his great disadvantage. 
Bat, by that meanea of cutting-down the Bridges, Prince MAiiRicK*a pursuit being 
hin'l< rcil. Sir 'Wit LlAM Wali.i:ii, by as.'istance of the G.)MTno(ir Massey, re- 
pained many i ow ncs possessed by tlie Kinjj's Forces, especially 'I t u kvsl ury. Sir 
Matthew C \k.t w being fled from thence. But there he took many Prisoners, 
much Armes and Riches } he placed a Garrison there ; and from thence, accord- 
ing to his first designe, arrived safe at the City of Glmee^iter, 
He (hen taket Hcif- tiir Willi AM Waller continued not linii; at (>.'>-ivrstrr, but (bring now dis- 
ford, and rn»k« pensed-with for returning lo the Lord-General) according to his usual celerity, he 
^fiy^bmhii to Hereford, before any ftare, or expectation, of his coming. He tooke that 

— 1 owne upon Qiianer, and in it muiy^ ?tmooim of great ranke wd Quality, among 

whom was the Lord Scudmori, whh ftrt revolted Members of^the House of 
Commons, i /'z. The Lord Schdmorl'b Sonno, Culnne! IIiirqekt Pkice, Sir 
RiCHADD C.wt, I.i( utenaiit-Colonel Comsby, Master Conisbt, and bc^des 
them. Sir Walter Pvk, ^William Crofts, lieutenant-Colonel Thomas 
Price, Serjeant-Major Mintridgi, Sir Samubl Amby, Serjeant-Major Dal- 
TON, Capiaine Somerset, Captaine Sclatir, Doctor Rocbrs, Doctor Good- 
win, Doctor Kv ANS, and divtrsothers ; who were all carriixl-away to Gloucesier. 
And Moa after Uka Within tiiree daies after that service, he surprised the Towne of Leinster in that 
County, twelve miles distant from Hereford, where he tooke good prise, disarmed 
nany of the King's Party there, and placed a Garrison in the Towiii-. 

It was ftared at tliat time by tliose of the King's side, that Sir William W^al- 
LER, going-on in so prosperous a way, might, perchance, surprize /f^rcestar and 
Ludlow, i o prevent therefore his further proceedings. Prince Ma vnici, with a 
good strength of Horse, was sent from Oxford, with whom also the Marquesseof 
Harijordv.1^ 'oyricd to fall upon hini. But Sir William, scowring the CoUptrisa 
thereabouts with his active For(;cs, and having disarmed many ot the other ode la 
Witu 9ad SaMartetthn»f came to with an. Army muck, cncreased of late both

in number and reputatioa ; at which place Sir Edward HunobbforDj Sir John iieiiirn marchn to 

HoRNBs, and Master Strodb, jo]med vbh him to oppoce Prince Mavrici and f„Vi''.Ii'n?iIJio"irf** 

the Mnrquesse Hnrtford. About that part of thcCounrr)- were frcqtient and fierce viiiiiagvtovertlic 

Encounters, which lasted for a long time, and many retreats with great skill and Kinj'« trcjop«. 

coum^c were made on both sides, when night parted the fury of their fights. But 

Sir William Waller proved for the moet port vioorious (whose particular 

actions there deserve a more peeuSar relation) at last became Master of the 

fuld, chasing his Fneniies ro farre as a Townc called the Den'zes, to which place 

he followed and Ixsiegcd them. The losses in all those several encounters were 

very uncertaine, and variously reported, by reason that both Parties had many 

times liberty to burv their dead ; but on the Farlianieat.side were loit one Major, 

one Lieutenant, and two Cbmets. Sir Arthitr Hasi. rrio was there wounded ; 

but the danger was not very great. On the other tide, besides the uncertaine 

nutnbtT of Common Souldiers, some of quality were slaine, among whom was .'^ir 

BsviLK Grkenvit-e, Lieutenant- Colonel Ward, M^orLowRE, with five or 

s]\ Captains Sir Ralph Hopioii,tbe£arleof Camatwnt, and the Lord MoHuir, 

were reported to be wounded. 

Sir Ralph IIopiov was besieged in the Deriz(?s by Sir William Waller, 
and began to treat about the surrender of it ; for IVioce Maur ice and the Mar- 
qnesae of Hartford were Tetired toward (keferd, where atiddenly the fisrttme of 
warre changed, and Sir WiLLIAM Waller's Army, by an unexpected party of 
fresli Forces, which came from Oxfotd (for the Lord-General Essex's Army wasgj,, „ j.jcifat- 
so much wasted by sicknesse, and other distresses, that he could iu)t at all straiten ed »>)-« f>nfa arm; 
Oi^forif nor hinder any Forces from issuing thence^ under the conduct of the Lord ^f^m^lZlioMirt 
WitiiOT, was utterly defeated, scattered, aitd rumed, as was before mentioned. ih^'^moMuiiro* ii« 
Helumacirc, fcr ; ccurity at the present, retired into the City of Ih iUo! ; firm which, Lonl Wil«»t. 
witlun a few dales, he rode, accompanied with some Gentlemen, toward XiOA<^n, and 
was there received with great affection, and many promisee of their best endeavour 
to set liim forth with another Army. 

The King's Forces seemed now to have done the greatest part of th» ir worke, 
bong in a manner sole M:i<ters of the West, and mo;,t Northerne Counties of 
En^andf and having ruined the Lord Fairfax and iiir William Waller's 
Annies. Tet in all Couniles the fortune was not afike ; In many places thoae 
Gentlemen which inlhcnxl to the Parliament were able, not oncly to r;uard them* 
selves, biit to get ground uj^on ihcir enemies, though those actions w t re f ()r the most 
part perfonntd in skirmishes betwecne small parties, in preserving their owne 
strengths, or taking Towns from the other side, such as had been in Cheehire, 
Laucathire, Staffordshire, Derly., Leicester, Aoltin^ham,3nd other places, which 
1 shall biivHy 'euch anon, after I have related in how contrary a ccndiil jii to the 
North and Wtit, (which had btene the seat vt a fierce warr.\ and a prey to the 
greatest and most potent Armies of either side;) and how much happier thanthos^ 
other Couiuics, (which had been alw ayen mo!fsi< d with Alarms and Skirmishes, Of dMqvletand 
and suflered by pillaging on botli Parlies j) tlie lusterne Counties of Lugland had ftStttdCMitto »f 

'^BUiaied lii^ludat lUaiiMi 
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remained all the fot^^oidg Winter, and c<»itinued so dnring the whole progrcsse 
of dns bloody Warre; wSdi ^reft die Counties oi Si!j!'i'nc, Aorfolkc, Cmntridge, 
Fs.iex, Ilnrlforil, Iluntin^d'm^ tfr who never wore inriile • sea: nf any part of 
this civil Warre. These parts of the Kingdome huJ joyned tliL-niseives in an As- 
■odatioB by Authority of ParliaflMOt, power to defend each other, and levy 
forces against all enemies to that cause ; this great happinesse of peace and quiet 
that they enjoyed, may be supposed to flow from the unanimity of their affections, 
which carried them all the same way ; and true it is thai there was as much una- 
nimity of opinion and affection in those Counties among the people in general, as 
was to be found in any part of England'^ but it was espectaUy among the coniinoa 
people: for a great and considerable number of the Gentry, and those of highest 
ranke among them, were disaffected to the Parliament, and were not sparing in 
their utmost endeavours to promote the King's Cause, and assist his Force against 
it ; which might have throwne those Countries (if not wholly carried them to the 
other side) into as unicb dlstnelion, and «d cuannty, as any other port of tlie 
Land had fclr ; nor could that Association have beer, possibly made, if those Gen- 
tlemen had not been curbet) and suppressed by that tinu ly care which the Parlia- 
ment tookc, and more particularly by the successeful services of one Gentleoiaa, 
ofoiirec Cromwell. Master Olitbk CaoMWXLLjof //u/i(>R^ion,aMemberof the House of CommoiiBs 
whoae wtsdome, valour, and vigilancy, was no lease available in tins important 
businesse, than remarkable afterwards in the highest services, and greatest battels, 
of the whole Warre. Of this man's Actions (because it pleased God to raise him 
afterward into the greatot commands, and pnMper in so high a mcMOK all his 
undertakings, that he became within few yean» one of the cbiefe prafNb on which 
the Kriiament leaned, and greatest scourges of die other side) let it not seeme 
amiHe if I discourse in a continued Series, during those Moneths that inter\ encd 
between the Battel of KeyrUon and that low ebbe of the Farliameot which preceeded 
the siege of Gloucester. 

HiiiMtKrvrmto The first Action that Cromwfll undertooke, was to secure the Towne of 
ISS?**'" Camindge for the Parliament, about the middle of January. Universities were, 
of all places, most apt to adhere to the King's Party, esteeming Parliaments, and 
especially tbb Avliameot, to be the gieateat degtwcn of that Ecclesiastical Dignity, 
in hope of wUeb they are tliere nttrtiueda 

Upon which reason they were packing-up a large quantity of the Plate that be- 
longed to all the CoUedgcs, to send it away to the King ; which would have made 
a con^erable summe. This was foreseene byCROMWELL} who, by a Commission 
finm the Fiurliameitt and Lord.General £m«^ liadiaisedaTroopeof Hon^aod 
came-downe hito diat Country, with aniliority to laiie more Forces a> occamai 
•Bved ; he came to CaridTidf^^r scene enough to seize upan that plate, which was 
gobg to Oxford ; but, before his arrival there, he performed, by the way, another 
aervice: Sir Thomas Conesby, lately made IV^Sberifie of Hartfordshire, had 
received a Proclamation from the King, to prochiime the Earl of Euex^ and all 
Jiii adherema, TraytoiS} and was then at huAlbant, upoA a Market-day, j»o- 
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daimiiigof theaune; when CaoM«tu» iiith Iik Iteope, adiedHfaii hmi^ ud 
tent him Up to the PariiamfHt. 
Not long after tfab aerrice, be collected bi conreroent time die Forces of that 

County, and invited the neighbour Counties of Es':e\, Siiffo'fie, and Ai)r/(f//e, to 
their assistance, against an invasion of the Lord C/vpel, who should have becnse* 
tended by Prince Rupert also, to invade that place, and hinder the Association ; 
which would have been done, if that timely prevention had not been used* Tbb 
made them forbeare their intended invasion, and retire to other parts. 

About the beginning of March Cromwf.ll, having rais'-d a Regiment of Homc^ 
consisting of 1000 men, marched into Suffblke with much celerity, upon intelluenoe 
of a great Md caorfdenUe oonfedencylidd among thoae Oenttanen which adhered 
to the King's Party, at a Towne in that County culled Loic^r^tcr, a place of great 
consequence : He surprized them unawares, gaijicd the Townc with small dilFiculty, 
and no shot at all. In which he tooke Prisoners, Sir Thomas Barker, aodluB 
Brother Sir John FxTTiia, Maater Thomab Knbvbt, two of the Catlims, 
Cbptaine Hammokd, Abater Corbt, Maater Tvrrill, Maater Preston, and 
about 20 others of quality and substance. In that Towno he g.iined good store of 
Ammunition, Saddles, Pistols, Powder, Shot, and seveial Engines for Warre, 
enongh to have served a considerable Force. And certaine it was. that, if Crom- 
WFL L had not surprized them in that nick of time, it had proved a matter of great 
danger to the County ; for, within one day after, aa many more Knights and Gen- 
tlemen, that were listed before, w ould have met at the same place. This was a 
timely aervice to the Farliamentt and a great discouragement to all that Party in 
9^^fMemA NorfiMe, whidi adhered to the Kind's side. 

But, when the Spring grew further on, and it was seasonable to make longer 
Marches, about the beginning of j4pni, Chomw£LL, having well-settled the busi- 
Mitca of those Associated Counties, for the Parliament's use, and not confining 
Ma care and aervicea witbm tlioae paria onely, raoaed a greater Force, of such aa 
cams freely and heanilyb to job diem; with whom he marelied along towards Zfii« 
eohieMfe, with purpose to assist those of his tide, that warred agamst \cii <irie. 

was one of the strongest Garrisons, which was then held on the iung'« 
aide, rqilenished with many Gentlemen ui Lincolueshire, and other :Shircs, and 
some export Souldiers, who enforced large Contribulioos firom the adjacent Country, 
and made rodes often times even to the W:illsof Lmcolne. Colonel Cromwell, 
in his March thither, as he passtxi thorow the County ol Huniini^don^ disarmed 
many that were ill-aficcted to the Parliament, and increased by that meanes hia 
strength so fione, diat he was growne above two thousand strong : and before he 
came to Newarke, receiving an addition of Horse from Captaine HortJAM, he also 
joyned with some Forces of Lincnlnt shin-. At his first approach nevrc to Newarke, 
k was his fortune to pcrforme a good service for his side ; foi , when Captaine 
Wray, with bis jAucobuthire fiorse, had too rashly quaitered within a little 4>£ 
thatT«WQ« baavaaaei-«|^DthenighMiniebvaatrougPany irom the Tmroe ; 
whcf^ ate aone Jink nckflnagi not bong aUtio nut m great amimber, be 

was 
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wasniiprized with bts whole Troope ; but the Alarum coming to Cromwell, be 
advancM, and at ten o'clock at itight £eU upon the Newarkers, lescued Captaine 
Wkav's Troope, and tooke three Troops of theirs, 'whh the shughter of many of 

them. 

After this, when he sate-down before the Town, he was so vigilant upon all 
SaUyes that were made-out, and so successeful, that he tooke many men and 
Colours at several times; and, with his Horse, wttching all occasions, he once 
defeated a strong Party of the Newarkcrs, near to Grantham, where the odds of 
number was so great on their side, that it .-ieemcd almost a miraculous Victory. 
At another time he fell upon a Party of the Earlc of Hewcaslk's Army sent to* 
ward J9«umrke, and quartering betweene that Towne and GnaOhoM \ of whom he 
slew many, tonke an hundred Horse, and forty Prisoners. 

Such thinjjs as these were the beginnings of Cromwell, at his first entrance 
into the Souldicry ; those that must be called Am deeds, were in the following 
yeares of this unhappy Warre, and will require a larger and more full expression. 

In those odier Ctnmdes which were named before this Discourae of the Assoda- 
(idn, the fortune of Warre, during the aforesaid Moncrhs, had been very various, 
and tlaily contestations happened, being for the most part betwixt small Parlies, 
hi " besieging, taking, and re taking of Townes aiid Forts. In ClieJiire Sir 
^'^icn, in Che WiLLiAM Buuimr, (a wise and vigilant man, who, from the benniung of tbeie 
troubles, had taken diarge of that County, serving m F^Gament aa Knight thereof,) 
had so well acted his part against the Earle of Dad y (made by the King Lord- 
Lieutenant of that County, as well as of Lancashire) that he was the chiefe instru- 
ment of deliverh^f CSkvAiVeout of his hands, and preserving it for the Parliamenr, 
though the greater nft of the Gentry there adhered to the King : But it pkased 
God to pivc many Wctories to Sir William Brbrbton against them. 

lie ohtr.ined, about the beginning of March, a great Victory against those of the 
King's Party at Midilleuichj in Chesfiire ; which fowne, after a sharp encounter 
in the fielda before it, he finally tooke, with 500 Prisoners, whereof many wera 
Commanders and Gentlemen of great worth ; which Vidocy did much advaofie 
the Parliament's Cause in those parts. 

He resisted with great successe the Lord Cholmely, and Sir TflolcAa Abtom* 
two powerful men, and zealous for the King's Party. 

Having settled in some measure, by extraordinary care and srisdome^ his owne 
County for the Parlianunt, and raised many stout and well-armed men there, he 
was forward to give as>istance to other parts ; and advancing into Shropshire against 
the Lord Capbll, he surprise d a l owne called Dnj/ton, in which Sir Vincent 
CoRBXT, a Cewnmander of the iUng's side, waa quartan^ : But Sir William 
Bkbreton, with small opposition, enteied ite Town, and tooke two compleat 
' I'ronps of Horse, and SHE ComfMoiM of Dntgooeen. Sir VmeiNT Oobut 
escaped by flight. 

He marched thence along through those Counties, and took aoow placea of 
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Sir William went-on prosperously, and, witbiii a shore time af ter, tooke tVkit' 
church, upon the edge of Shro/uhire, with great store of iUmcs and Amnuuutioily 
and many Prisoners of the Loiid CAPEr/s forces. 

But Sir WiLt.iAM Brkrkton, when he joyncJ Forces with other men, or 
caoie-in opportunely to the reliete, or rescue, of eogaged friends, performed divers 
gnat nd advantageous aennces to the side he topke, especially when he joyned in 
Acdoa with Sir John Gell, of Derbythire, a constant and successrt'ul Actor for 
theFluliamcnt j of whom, by himselfc, and together with Sir VVilliamBrireton, 
i shall make a further mention. 

The Coiintj of Derbift full ol Nobility and Gentry, was much «wayed, even Ocrf^iM. 
fnmitfaebegiiniingofthimdiBtnKtiaiiiitnainsttheFte for scarce (fid any 

Gcntlf tnan in all that County, but Sir John Cell, appeare for it at the first, sir John Getl 
He, with his brother and some of his kindrtd. by the help ot those Freeholders*^ •nwice wOw 
and Teoflsen that inclined that way, made a Party to resist those great ones, at^JS^f"* ^ 
audi a tine aa must needs renowne his courage and constancy. And it pleaded 
God to make him prosperooa m that great mS hasaidoaa undertaking, wd to 
carry it so during the whole Warre. 

After the Battel at Keipiton, he tooke a Commission from the Earle of Estexp 
and, with great care and cost, he provided Anns, and timely seized upon theTownoi 
Derby i which Town be ao well fortified that it prored a aufficieat defence agaioit 
the assaurts of pomt Enemies, and a refuge, upon all occasions, to the P!Bi£aineQt*a 
frienJ.'i ; it waa likewise, no doubt, a great encouragement to muy C^flieiie^g^. 
boL-:ing Coimties, to stand upon their guard in the like kinde. 

But die Walla of Verby could not immure Sir John Cell, nor hinder hioi 
from acting his part ^road* In many Services he joyned himselfe (not without 
good ^ucces&e) with Sir William Brkrctom, and with Colonel Chomwill, and 
marched sometimes with the Lord Grey, of Grooby, (before-mentioncd, Lord- 
Lieutenant of those Counties) against Master Hastings, and against the Towne 
of Newarhe. 

In the Moneth of February he marched with tho«: Forces which he had, under LoidBtaekcactolbr 
the conduct of the Lord Brooke, into Stu/furd.</iire, lo take-in Licli,ield, ^^'"ch •KJ^r^"«*' 
was then possessed by a Garrison of the King's side. Having onreri d the Towne, bravjiriMM. 
they found hot and ahaipe resistance ^nom a place of great strength, called the 
Ckae, orCadMdialjyanC a place ftmoaii ia lia sncrmirng Warre^ aa being often

Ithe l>edth of the Lord Brooke, and of the Earle of 
Northampton* A short me^on of some Actions in 
divers Counties, The lots ^mdition of the ParUamen^ 
a/ that time. The siege of Gloucester. 

Tile SIcgr cif Licb- w HII.E the Parlumcnt-Army continued at the siege 'of Licfifield- Close, their 
brit^ '^iii^'s General, the Lord Brooke, as he looked«oi]t of a i^ddw, was unfortunately shot 
Tbe Doth of Lend head, and dyed immediately ; a man as irtuch lamented by the Parliament 

BioUr. as ally that -ever fell on that side, and as much honoured tor his Piety, A^alour, 

and FiGcIiiy. 

Sit .lolin Cell Buc- After his death. Sir John Gst-t succeeded in that Command, and, about the 
iiiany »Bd'tIk« i».c^''^"™'^ °^ AftwcA, took the Close, "inth very little loose 6f Uodd, though 
' Clme' ' ''they had their Klines ready prepared to blow-up the Walls of the Close, and had 

throwne Grcnadocs into it ; which made t'he besieged cry-out for Quarter, which 
they obtained} for the SouKlit thought it not honourable (being in cold blood) 
to revenge then* General's death* by putting them to the Sword. But thef 
fooke a good and rich bofity of ' Money, Bagge, and Baggage, about a thousand 
Armes, and very considerable Pri4onen,-thie Earie of CAeMagMi^ -«ilJl'']ib'Sdiiin^ 
and divers other Gentlemen of Rankc. 
feM-i" <,btain»' About the middle of that March, Sir John Gell, with an Amiy of fiftcene 
victafy at « ni°- * hundred Horse and Foot, advanced from Lichfield toward the Towne of Staffi>rd ; 
'•••thi where it was his fortune to meet with the Earic of Northampton and his Forces, 

consisting of about twelve hundred Horse, at a place called Cranock-Gteen, or 
SaU'Heath, almost foure miles from Stafford : The £arle gave a brave and ftlrio'Us 
Charge upon them, and, being stronger in Hone, made Sir hum Osir/t Hone 

to retreat in disorder at this first Charge ; in which he fonk div'-rs of them Pri- 
soners, and surprised two Urakcs. Atttr th;;t, he wiieeled cwice about their 
Foot, seeking bis best advantage where to breake them : But Sir John Gsll, and 
his Commanders, did so well order their Battalia, that the Foot kept unbroken, 
* «nd made ft'iod die field agalne together with their Hone, and re^ahiied dieir hoc 
Assailants, fighting Pell-mell for a lopg time. 
Th«Dc»ifa»filieEwl fierce encounter the Earle of I\iurthampto7if himseli'e, was &lainc in the 

orNMOnsipittB. pkce, andoneMaater LtrcYaodCaptaiDeSAOOT, with manj mon, about iriiote 

anmber 
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number idaiions did not agree ; a Comet of the King's also was here shune, and 

his Colours taken, liaving on ir n Crowne, and this Inscription, Carolu.i Rex. 
1 wo other Comets were there taken, < if w hich one was the Prince's ; for the Kind's 
and the Prince's Troops were both there. They tonkc Prisoners one of the Ear]e of 
Chmtei^fieUPt younger Sons \ and Sir John Gell, by the timeiv. coming-io of 
Sir WtLtiAM Bbbbeton to hisaantance, before the Hght was enoed, obtained «. 
great \nctory, and drove his F.ntfiiii s quite out of the field. Among the rest. 
Master Hastings (as was then reported) having been once taken Prisoner, and 
rescued, fled-away wounded. 

' Thus it fell-out, that these two Peeres, the Earle of NorUumpimif and the 
Eord BiiooKE, who, fint of all the NdiOity, at the bicaldn^ut of ibb 

Distraction, had personally contested in one County, about the Parliament's Ordi- 
nance of the Militia and the King's Commission of Array, within a small distance 
both of place and time, ended their daies by titia nriisippy Wane. They were 
both much lamented by their owne Parties, both men of worth aodcoungaf though 
much different in the manner of their lives and conversations. 

As Cheshire, (though a County where many Papists inhabited,) was, by the yuc- 
cesseful care of Sir William Breretom and other Gendemen, kept from dc« 
aertbg the ParUament, and able to retnt the Earle of Derby, the King's Lieutenant 
there: So, her sister, Lancashire, (that was more full of Papists and more fiercely Shcbw of (he hr* 
assaulted by that Earle, under the same autiiority, being the place of his chiefe i'^y*} J*" ^ 
residence and power,) was able, not only to resist him, but finally beat him out of 
the Country by th^ course and industry of divers Protestant Gentlemen of that 
Sliire} of whom I have named many in the preceednt Book. Butttis fit to give 
a little touch of the chiefe actions. 

The Parliament, in the midst of winter, when that County was in the grjcatest 
distraction, had sent-down Sir John Seaion, a Scottish Knight, (an experienced 
and stout Commander,) as Major-Qtneral of the Forces in that Shire* that he 
might direct the inUcQfvl valour of that people ; though many of thoae Geatle- 
men had done gmt aerfioea hftfiw, aa wppmttA. at jlliiiicAefier, ^ aotne other 
places. 

One of his exploits was at Preston : Sir John SeatoK, having settled himselfe Sir J' l'i s<-jto:i, % 
at Manchetier, marched from thence, about the besiiming of February ^ toward Sfcw'riirtuif^'^' 
Pretton, with Major-General Sparbow, Colond Holland, Captain Booth, 
Serjeant-Major Bihch, Master Nowrai. of Meathiaj, and :,onie Dihtrs, with 
about ten Companies and ahnost two thousand Clubmen, to uke-in Fresiortf a 
Town well-fortified, and very stoutly defended. But it was so furiously assaulted 
(Captaine Booth, in person, first scaling th.- Wjlls) by the Parliament-Forces, 
that, alter two houres ol extreme liot fighting, the Parliament-Forces were Masters 
of it : The Town was taken with small losse on the assailant side, which was w on- 
derfid} not one Officer^ and not above seven or e^bt Common Souldier^ Qa. 
the otiier aide many fell; die Mayor of the Town, Adam Mqrte, with hia 
Sonne; and Sir Gilbv.rt Houghton's Brother, a Captaine of Horse ; with diveia 
Qthers of quality j Sir Gils£rtj himbclie, lied to Wickam. They tooke two 

8i8 hundred 
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hundred Prisoners, whereof many were Gcntleint n ot good ranke in the Country : 
Thry tooke three Pieces of Ordnance, many Muskets, and other Anaes, with two 
or titree Colours. The taking of this Town was of neat consequence, both to. 
xnrd the maintenance of the Parliament-Forces, mi mo to nop the passage from 
J'Crucostle to Chester and S.hrewshitr:/. 

llry o laie Un* Shoniv after, Serjeant-Major Birch was sent from Preston to jLanc<ii/er-Towne; 

«Mcr,ai. any great opposition, (for he came suddenly and unexpected) ioone 

entered the Towne with his whole Company ; and, being entered, the Townesmcn 
assisted him very freely to winne the Castle there ; which he tooke into his pos- 
session for the Parliament, 

And WiggMk Hlggon also, in LancaMrt^ was taken-in, with great store of Armcs and Pri- 

soners, by Sir John Sbatov, with thoae Gentleinen that felkwed Idm, together 
with the TonTiesinen of A/ancieMer,-and Other Clnlnnai of the Conntqr, whom 
they had gotten together. 

The Earle of Derby dtsisted not from his endeavours to reduce that Country ; 
but marched with a considerable strength to take-in /f%d!«y ; which he had almost 
accomplished, but was, notwldistanding, repelled from Aenceby the Forces of the 
Country. 

The same Earle had likewise possessed himselfc of tt'arrmgton, a considerable 
Towne in ^ZMnsoihire ; and K i t a Garrison in it ; but, at the teginning of June, 
that ^owne vat reguAed bj the Forces of Manchester, with dgiu Pieces of Ord. 
nance, and five or anc hnndred Prisoners : by which all L aneaMr e anfmnil to be 
reduced to the obedience of the Parliament, scarce any pitiOe of'CaaddenUo 
strength being left in the power of the Earle of Derby. 
I^KMtcnUic The Lord Gray, of (Jroohj^ had been long possessed of Lrieeiter, as the 
chiefe-quarter where he resided ; and, besides his actions at Other parts about that 
place, with various fonunes bad opposed the Forces of Master Hastings, who 
kept a Garrison at Jshby ig ki»9uA, and acied tritlk gi«at ivivonr and commcf 
for the King's Cause. 

Haufidrifb HampshtniaA been much distressed by both Parties; but the Kiog*a Gatiisail 

of ff^inckester, and that of Basing-! louse, (the dwelling-place of Marquesse /^?n» 

Chester,) were there predominant, and, at their pleasure, forced Contributions from 
WiSm. _ the adjacent Country. Wales was almost wholly at the King's disposal, except 

very few places, which, with much difficulty^ preserved themselves for the Parlia- 
' ment ; and anne Gentlemen, wIns «Mi much hasan), continued theb- fidelity to 

that side, such as Colonel Glvnn, Colonel Mi i r i K, and Lal'oheiive, with other 
Ttw rjilianicni. private Gentlemen. Bui, indeed, the Parliament was then in a lowebl>ei and 
JhSSbIoVui"**!? '®*^» they had no Forces at all to keep the Field} 
u ■ i^^Ij, Qjgjjjg Armies (as is before touched) hetn^ jquiie ruined, and no hone in ^ 

pearance left, but to preasrrtf a-while moae Foita and Tomiea which mef that 

possessed ; nor could th^ Img hope lo pnwrve-then, mIsm the Ibftiuie of die 

field should change. 

Thus seenif d the ParKaoNat to bequite snlike bcfood -any hope of recovety, 
•ad «a so believed by attny nen. loe King ira&pMaeawd irf" all the Westeme 

Covniies, 
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'OnmtiM, from the farthest part of Cornwalij and from thence Northward, as hm 
as the Borden of 9coilaiMf. Ift Arnues lirm fiiU and flouiMimg, free to intrch 

whither they pleased, and enough to be difided for several exploits j one part was 
sent to take-in Ex eter, where the Earle of Stamford was shut-up, not able long to hold 
the place. The King in Person, with a gallant Army, designed his March towards 
Ghueetter the onely cooaiderable Tofwne in those parta, which the Fiuriiament held. 
"What the King s Party conceived dies of the other aide, waa cxpreawd m many Wri- 
tings; one of which, in the nature of a jeering Epigram, was made at Oxfuid, and Ls, 
I think, worthy to be here inserted, on account oi the strong expressions it contains of 
the low Condition of the Parliament at that time. The thing ia written in an odde 
manner, and the names of the Parliament-Commanders, Fairfax and Waller, 
are expressed by a rebus way of Latine, as likewise those of the King's 8ide» the Mar- 
quesse of Hartford, and ihc Farleof iWneess(<s. 1 IsiTeit to the ReutcT widionc 
either Traoslauon or Qimmcnt.

Loudon was ihen altogether unfortified, no Woriis were raif c 1 ; nor could ihey, it 
dldr Enemies, fwhowere thcnMaitienof the fieldjhadc omt! lip iji tiicin, have opposed 
my Walla, biit rach as old SrAKTA med for ibeir Qpard, the hearts of couiag^oos 
n"!Hr^!S!Ia°i ntJdon fM»ien began h«r large intrenchment ; which encom- 

ai.ii ii> 's.-'i).iib!.', *jn passed IWtonely thi- City, but the whole Suburbs on every side, contiining about 
Auguti, 1649. twelve miles in circuit. ' I'hat great work was by many hands cuiupleaced in a 
short time, it being then a custooie every day to go-out by thousands to digj^, all 
Professious, Trades, and Occupation?, 'aking their tumes ; and not onelyinleriour 
Tradesmen, but Gentlemen oi the b quality, Knights, and Ladies themselves, 
for the '. r.Cduragement of others, rcsoned daily to the Worker, n^ r r.c._!.i[jrs 
but assistersin it} carrying, themselves. Spades* Mattoks,, and otiier instruments o£ 
digging, 80 that ft became a pleasing sight at Lmim, to aeethem going-out in auch 
order and numbers, with Drums beating before thcni ; and pv:t litt i-.to the droop- 
ing peop'c (being taken Itir an happy Onjen} that, in so law a coadition, they !»ccnied 
not to desp^ire Bat boodesse, in probability, bad that labour proved, and not dmely 
enoueh to save Lmdan, if the King had inarched thither instead of laying wfgt 
to GTmteesier. 

But that Ftormeof Fortune ma Itnng enough to shake-off divers of the loose 
leaves, that seemed to grow on the Piirlianient side, and unsettle the resolutions of 
kiih Hou' '^fp' such as were not enough rooted in that Cause whidi they had chosen : For^vos. 
rdncrt the'* ^ quality, and Members of bodi Houses, some Lords, and many of 



wd go- die Commons, did at that dme desert the Paurliament, and fly to Oxford: Whose 
wuioth«Kh>^t aanifs (though the Lords were named, wlio first deserted it) are here spared, 
because this latter result must needs carry the iacc of a crime i as being no matter 
of ojnnion or conscience, by which the first justified themselves ; but proceeding, in 
all probability, from weaknesse, and feare lur their private fortunes. They there- 
fore lost much of their estceme on botii bides ; becoming like a foile to set-ofi the 
constancy of those few Members who ilurst yet continue there, and remaine firm 
to their first Principles and the Publike Interest } wading ihorow more difficulties 
and dangers than any former Parliament had beat enforced to da 

But ill the Parliament itsclfe there appeared no show of despaire, as they obser- 
Thc City of l-ondoii ved who were then witnesses ol their procmUngs; and the City of London expies- 
cSu^iuBi''^ iBd sed much foru ardnesse and alacrity in recruiting tlie Lord-Geoeral Etttx botli with 
«..».fwiw. their peraoos and purses ; bead«tlidr gnat eadeavoor to raise aiiother Army for 
Sir William Wallxh, to be « a Rcaenre to the other, upon the great occasion 
then in ham!. 

cheit«^*M''ffii. TheLarlc of jV/ancAM/er, to his lasting Honour, those that very time to be^in 
ury Conunblioa' Martial employment} and, raiang Forces thorow the Easteme A.-^sociaied 
wadwtiMFnli*- Coundes (pf which be was then made General by the Parliameut, those Coimties 
having been before prepared for iliat Afisociauon, by the wisdom and activity of 
the ioremeniioncd Colonel Chomwbu.) pet&mudt ihttyctte and the nui^ g^ 
services for the Parliament. 

While the Parliament and Gtj of £midina ««re dius buoed in fccruiting their 
dfloifdl AaaaiBtt Ckmmur haoA to be niade dw chiefe Sceai^ oi wtakh t! vs.

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'Civil TragtJy was acted, mi place of great concernment in ^he Kingdome, where 

the first turae of Fortune grew. The City of Gloucaler was then governed by 

'Colonel Edward Maisry, a man of excellent'dtill to defend it ; of saat a courage, orcugnd Mmtj. 

as no ilircair of a j o ' erful Fnemy could shake; and such a fidt.-lit)', as no pro- uj^SaST'"*' 

inises of a King couid overcome. This Massey was brought to Gloucetter by the 

Earle of Stamford, under whom he had served as Lieuteoant^Colonel, aftd, by 

deputation from that Earle, had, for many Moneths, governed that City. 

Now there was no more expectation of the Earl's retume thither ; and therefore 
Massey. as the fittest man, by consent both of Citizens and iiouldiers, WM ap* 
pointed Goveniour, and made a Colonel by Commission from the Genenl. 

HMwrrender of JSHffofto the King's Forces (which was more sodden dian 
could be feared, and for which afterward the Govemour MaKter Fiennes was 
qoe$t!oned, and condemned by a Council of Warre) must needs etrilLe a great 
terrour and sad amazemenC into Ghueetter, which now seemed to alMMl forlome, 
and without hope of ai^ Naew^ in tiie n^dst of a lai^ CoaPttryt paweoaGd bj 
that vktoriotn Enemies. 

It cannot bo dcnycd, that the resolution which this City had tafcrn-up, of re- Tlic Citi/fnsof 
sisting the King at such a time wife verj- admirable, if a man consider the small <^' ';"ce»te r iweltf 
Strength they had^hin } thenany cBscouragements round about them {> dw-great & dwIMbmeni, 
distance of any aid that could be sent to them. Their strength within was very small} miwitlMHuliiig 
the whole number of Souldiers, Horse, Foot, and Dragoones, together with the"'"'''"'''"'^*'^ 
Trayned- Bands, and those Horse .ind l)ragoone;s which on a sudden they got 
from Barclay Castle, consisting of few more than (ifteene hundred ; forty Barrels . 
of Powder was all their tKwe, with a very meane and slender Artillery ior audi a 
Service : The Works were of a vast compasse, and little aa(Vednnha]iepei6Gledy 
wbcQ this rough stonae did tirst threaten tliem. 

The whole Country round-about them, instead of encouraging this resolution of ' 
diesrst did rather endeavoar to shake and weaken itj hy intimations of the dangei* 
and perswaaioiis to make Peace with such aoi Enemy ; For tiwy bad revolted mmi 
tlie Parliament, or re«^olvod so to do ; ajid wished, for their owne private Interests, 
that the King were quietly pciscssed of that City; for they conceived (not without 
leaaon) that the standing-out of Gloucetter would be unhappy for diat Country ; 
because by the £illing-downe of a great Aimy, they could not but expect a de- 
stntction'' of their Corbie, Cattle, and all other Provisiam ; and at the hst, if it 
should so fall-out, ihai rl.c King sIvjuU faile of takiiig-in that Towne, they must 
be enforced to btoupe perpetually uiuler two burdens, and be cast into ajsaiicl£on> 
dition of poverty anid misery. Whereas, if that Army did prevaile, they were sure 
to rest in the heart of the Kinc/s Countr)', farrc from spoik and, jpiunder« and, for 
an easie Contribution, enjoy tree and ample Trade. 

The succour whicii tr.c City could expect, was as farre otf as London ; and in 
what condition the I'arliament-Annies then were, is before related. Notwith* 
8taiiddiga]ltiiiB,theCStiaeoacf Gtoiioesfer, togetbenritbasanumngwliat strength 
"ihey laA, -qannaed alio the gronnda of tbdr p c f va nmc e. A GaniH)»Council 

was 
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faeM, Hhete the Officers of the Souldiory were present j their late Protcstalioa 
caUed lo ranembrance, and read there ; by which they were all oblii;ed, nerer 
to act or comply with the adverse Faction. Upon which consideration they height- 
entJ ih ir c(-:uraj:(s, and unanimously nsolved to refuse the tender ot peace. 
Private cares were then forgotten, and not onely men, but vromea and children,, 
acted their parts, in nuking-ap those defects that were in the Fortifications. 

In this condition stood Gli<ucestfr, when tfic King in Person, attendoc! with a 
great and gallant Army, full of the iiowcr of EngUsh Nobility and Gtntry, was 
come to besiege it, being the tenth of August, 1G4J. 

Pan of the King's Forces, some daies helbfe« had been discerned liovering oa 
the top of the hilb ; and a Sumtnoos had been sent firom Prinee Romr to the 
Cit^r* To which the Mayor gave answer. That he kept the Townc for His Ma- 
jestie's behoofc, and could not render it. Which Answer, though laughcd-at by 
tho I- of the Army, the Mayor conceived very justifiably and that ne did truly hold 
it for the use of His Majesty, but Mcotding to the sense of both Houses of Par- 
liament. 

The King was full of inilign;it!on, that such a forlome City should stand-out 
against him ; yet he desired to gaine it without blood, and losse of time, whidi: 
seemed then pretious in his full caaeer of Victory. To that poipose he came in 
Porsan before it, that the reverence, or terrour, of his p re s en ce might prevaOe 
with diem ; and, being cone befere the City, he gave this hpoourable Summons 
by tiro Hoanlda ef Amsai

medla/efy su&mit themselves ^ and deliver this City to us, we are eowlented 
Jireefy absUlttely to pardon every one of them without exception ; and 
dc assure them in the word of a King, That they, nor as^ ^ tbetn, shall 
receive the least dammage or prejudice by our Army, in titar Periont or 
Estates : But that we will appoint such a GovvnoMTy emd « moderate 
Garrison, to restdr there ^ as shall be both for the ease and security of that 
City, and the -whole Country. But, if they shall neglect this offer of Grace 
and Favour, and compel us by the power of our Army to reduce that place 
(which, by the help of God, we ihall easily and shortly be able to do) they 
msut thank themselves for all the caJamsiies and miseries which shall befall 
them. 7e thie Message we expect a cleare and positive Answer, within 
iw inm ^/iertheJtShMk^ Aerttfi aiedhf tkte^rueiitsAgiv* leave 

lo 
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to any fiersout safely to refiaire io, and retume from, ut, whom that City 
shall desire to emfthy unto us in that bmsisusse. And we do require all the 
Officers and Soumers of our Army^ quietly to suffer tlum to fiasse accord' 
ingfy. 

After tome debate upon this Message, an Aanrar 'wasdnnme-up and consented* 
unto, both by the CiliaaM and the Souldim} vhich pireMated to die Kii^ 
by Serjeant-Major Pvdsbt and a Citizen ; as felldweth : 

We^ the InhaiitantSy Magistrates ^ Officer and Souldiers withiu t&U ThcAimwr lo 
Garrtsen ^Gtoacester, unto lot Majtstse*t Graciotis Message retstrtu f^**^*"""^ 
kmnl'le Arisivfr, That we do keepe this City, according to our Oath and 
Allegiance, to and for the use of his Majesty attd his Royaii Posterity; 
ami do aceorJRngly eoueehe oarsehes wb^y iomdi» o^tff the Caimumdi 
of His Majesty signified by Both Houses of ParlumOli i md ate resolwd^ 
by God's hel^ to hee^ this City accordiugly. 

The King received this Ahmmi to his Summons, without any expression of 
choUer ur indigDaiion, seeminj; onely to wonder at their great cnnfidenco, and 
fiwi what hope of reiiefe it should proceed, wing these words bf fare the Mcs- 
acngers. Waller u extinct, and Essex cannot come. But by this time the King's j^/p'^^'"^/^!'"^," , 
Aray was drawne into the fields about Gloucester, Prince Rupert and General tVr^ ^I^^t jOb i'oia* 
Riven facing It on ime siiie with about six thous.uvJ Horse and Foot, aiu! rwa 
thousand Horse on the other ; and immediately after this Answer, advanced for* 
ward into the Suburbs, on the East ode of die City ; but were there entertained 
with an hot Skirmi h, and hrrd-out. For, upon the rcturne of the Messengers, the 
Suburbs were stt-on Jire, and, flaming round-about, became ;in object of grca' tcr- 
rour; by which the Citizens seemed more engaged to pursue their resolution ; and 
the King's Army to aenle themselves for gaining by force what they perceived 
would not be yedded on odier-tennes. 

That ver)' night the King's Army began their Intrenchmontf; within INTusk'^t-sho* 
of the Walls, on two sides of the City, taking advantage, lor their security, of the 
shadow and shelter of some fiew Houses which the flames had not catched. Which 
bdog peioetved, the Mnaketten ^yed dion firom the Walls, but could do little 
hoit so aonist the Pyoneett ; whkh caused the beaiqced to make sevenl Salves 
by small Parties into ihoa- Trenches, and at some placet bett tbem OUt^ gunv^ 
both Amies and Prisoners, and retreating safe. 

Sir William Vavasor had advanced with his Welch Forces on the Westflld^ 
and nade neere approach that way, intending to joyne with other Fogrces that caaie 
from H'orceiler, and had drawne themselves together on theNortb*WeBt Me. On 
the South side (u inTal Rivkk pLci d Lta^uei, taking advantage of a rising 
ground in the midst, to shelter htmseliti from the shot of the besieged* Sir Jaco*

'Ashley, who in the first Skinnishes had received % voond, was quartered witb'ii 
strong Brigado at the East side of the City. 

Thus was Gtoucester on all sides blocked-up. and notfuDg expected but a most 
furious and bloody businesse. The Kini^'s Commaodeis» being many of them 
Gentlemen of ^reat skill and experience ni Cunduct, had made their approaches 
(by the confession of all) with as much advantage as conU bet and placed thdc 
Baftenes accordingly ; the Souldiets on that tide had ishewed fliemscives'very sw^ 
and indefatigable in their Intrenchmcnts, and as bold in all attempts which they 
made upon the Towne. Nor were the besieged behind-haadm courafje, pn " • e 
andacthrity ; as appeared, not ontly in their defences, but in their frequent Sallyes ; the 
Govemour Massuy being admired b]r his Enemies, for the great skill and dext^ 
'rity which he shewed upon all occasions : Of which I shall disoovise the more 
partic'.ilarly and at large, by reason of the great importance of thtt fiunous Siii;e ; 
the condition of the wh'jle Kingdome depending so much upon the successe of it. 

Many strange and successeful Sallyes were made by the besieged. 

Three daies after the Siege was layed, an liuiidred, and fifty Musketeers, com- 
manded by Captaine Ckav, sallycd Over the Workes, upon the Jrrtrcf^.'f,-- Forces, 
with whom the Welch had not yet joyned, fell into liicir Ouirters, marched>upto 
their Maine Guard, killed a Captame, with eight or nine CoAunon Souldiers, 
kooke five Prisdnets, divers Ahnes, 'Mirftt thdrOn»rd,'tatd retreated wi^oot the 

losse of any. Captaine Mai !.vt»y, with the like number of Musketrers, within a 
day after, was coinnianded-forth, to surprize some Ordnance of ilieir Enemies, , 
which were suspected t.ilye at a certaine place; but, finding none, he retreated with- 
out losse, haviiu killed some men, taken a few Prisoners, and fired part of tiuir 
Quarters. Within aweeke after, another Party of an htmdred and fifty Mns- 
kcteers, cotjimandcd by C^Mun Ckispk, sallyed-fonh, and tell irto their Enemies 
Trenches under the Towne-Wa!l, marched above halie-way iiorow thorn, per- 
formed strangely, and killed above an hundred men, (as was c mfeesed by some of 
tlttt side,) and, hy the help of the Musketeers on the City- Walls, retreated sai^ 
without the iMSe of any, only two men being wounded. 

The Be^'i ^ei o ;:roceedcd with great skill and industry In making their Batteries, 
and undermuiing at several places ; which labour ot unde: mining, at some places 
was made frustrate by water-springs, and in others by the extreme hardnesse of 
rocky ground ; and Ahcre the businessc was more f ;isiblc, the ski;l of the Go- 
vemour prevented them by countermining. Many Granr.dofs were shot of great 
Irignessc from their .Morterpieces into ttie Town, but guiJLd Ljv a strange hand of 
)>rovidcnce into such by-places that they did very little hurt. One thing is worthy 
the relating ; when the Wdch and Woreetter Foroee of the King «aBie>up, and 
feiire Peeees vl Otd:i. nc" <■ i re drawnc a gcod di'rrancc betorc ilie place of their 
Leaguer, and one ot theiu pi.inteii lor ballcry j a Party ot i.bout foure hundred 
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ihem an Alarum, wbilest the greater Party got behind their Cannon and Breaat* 
Works ; fell upon their maiiie Guard, slew many OlScen, two Cannoniers, slew, or 
mortally wounded, about an hundred Common Souldieis; tooke a Lieutenant, 
vithfoure more Prisoners; nayled their Canooaj and retreated witb the losse OOety. 
of two slaine, and foure taken Prisoners. 

Two Sallyes of such Ruiietwefc^ not long after, made, though not with the same 
successe altogether (by reason of some mis-guidance) yet w ith so much as that they 
tctrcatcd without any sensible losse ; and were enough to amazo thdr Eneniies, 
that such small Parties should runnc-up to their heiu!-()uarters, force their men, 
and be able in that manner to recover back. And it was observed by those wlio. 
wdl andentood Warre, that it was a more dam ofdinary provideace, wbidi Sd 
preserve and bring-off those many several Parties, when the vanquisfak^of any one 
of ihein mu.st needs run the City into oxirentc hazard ; whose whole ttrength re- 
mained upon the Workes day and night, except the reserve of an hundred and 
twenty men at the Maine-Guard. One nre wad slender ranlte were to recdre all 
the stormc wkhoot seconds: Yetitwas the oflhebestSonldien, diatthe 

safety of the \^hole did require those Crequcnt Sallyis, as the best remedies for so 
desperate a disease : Which did not onely retard their Enemies Preparations, but 
INIt.thiem into an Amaze, that the besieged should continue in such ati height of 
leaolution j vdnch resolution waa.to be k^|>t-up by the heat of Action. And u was 
tlw Oovernour's care, to keep his Enemies walung by continual Alarms, to waste 
and weary them. 

The King's A rmy were still preparing for a general storme» and striving in the 
meane time to waste the Mi^gszine of the Town, which, they hoped, would scone 
failc : thev- spent their owne store, and daily acted to the terrour of the berimed y 
shooting Granadoes and Fire>baUs out of their Morter-Peeces ; and from one Bat* 

tery which thty had planted, shot in one night above twenty fi^iy bullets, which 
flew tborow the ayrc like so many falling Stars, some eighteenc pound weight. 
Others two and twenty; some of them passing tliorow Stables and Hay-ricks, did, noc- 
withstanding, by their swift motion, iaile of kindhng ; and, (which seemed strange,) 
could not set one house on fire. Many Mints ami ('ountermines werr, every day, 
working with great industry on both sides, the Govcmour Massty, striving to 
animate his men, and prevent the "J^ownc's despairing, by shewing the probabililj|[ 
of a sudden reliefe ; withal addm^, that their so late yeelding would not all mollW 
fie the King's /\riny. On the other side, the King sm mfd loatlito invite them to 
yccld boitninly by publikc Summont>, Icait he should dciravi u oni the honour of 
liis enterprize. Yet many dealt with them underhand, by advertLements of the 
K^^^diq»leMBre, using also perswations fod some intimations of the possibiiitj 
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CH.\P.VL 

Jlke ExpetHtion of the Lord-General EssEx-yor relume of 
Gloucefter, Hie great Battel of Newbuxy deeeribed* 

FrPp^i'itirjBi ,M Lob- 

.FST Chucester was thus besieged, and the Stege SO straight, that no 
don lot ibeiTitefe of intelligence could possibly arrive at it : the Parliament, (who, after serious consider* 
tfwCHywfOtoif iijoog ^ ddntM, had, for the present, rcsolred opon the rdidfe of that City» as 
the floely meanes to preserve the Kingdome;) were as much stnighteMd how to 
proceed in the buanesse with that expedition which was required. To recndtaft 
Army so much was'ed as the Lord- General's was, seemed too slnw for this Service; 
and thereloro the Tiayned-Bandsof Loudon, and their Auxiliaries, must of necca* 
sity be made use of. Those that were well-afflcted to the Parliament encouraged 
each other to the Wv-rkc : The disaffected, on the other side, laboured in r.!l dis- 
courses to breed dispaii e of the Atchici'emcnt ; and, to discourage the Lord -Gene- 
ral from marching, false rrports were every day raised in London, that Glo cester 
was taken. The Lord-General Esiex was foure score miles o^ with noj::esen^ 
orviribte, Army at that time ; tus Much lying thorowthose Countries which were 
already harrowetl by the Enemy : Insomuch that all conridcrt^d, it was a question, 
which was the more wonderful, that he undertooke it," or " that he did it." The 
Parliament was at that time so farre sunke, both in strength and reputation, and ao 
much forsaken by those who followed fortune, that nothing but m extraordmaij 
providence could make it aj^aine emcr?rnt. The Cause, and very Being, of the fM' 

iiament, was now at stake; by the succei ' oncly of tliis Expedition, to be redeemed, 
or quite lost. But it pleased God, that, acv >rding to that extremity, the resolutions 
of men were fitted. The City-Regiments and Auxiliaries came cheerfully in, to 
performe the Service ; and that poorc remainder of the Juord-Gen end's old Army 
•WIS with all speed recruited. An Army was likew ise intended to be spcoJil v raised 
for Sir William Wai.i.f.r to march uftir, as a Reserve. But that was not s« sud- 
tienly done as the occasion required ; if it bad, and Sir William could (as was 
intended) have come^n with a supply at Neutbury, itwasthc opinkmof most men, 
daat the Kii^*« side woldd have rsGOved an inecoTcraUe 
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Oft the MA of .iA^iiiie Lovd-Genenl Estes on Homslow Heath, tan n^Tiw Eari o(Emn 
from Lonrfon, musterwl his men ; where almost all f})e IVft uibcrs of both '^"I'Ses "J^^.^*' JJ^'''^|^''j. ^ 
of Parliament rode with him to sun-ey the Army ; and toward evening tooke leave ttw tuy ofGloncw- 
of their General, who marched-on, and that night lodged at Cotebrno!:. icr, AiiirMM, 1M0. 

Upon intdligeiice of this Annie's advance. Prince Ruvbrt* with the greatest 
part of the Gq^s Bam, dieip^ from Gltmemttr, to oppose their Mardi, and 
take what advantages he codU against it : But the King w ith his maino Army con- 
tinued the Siege, resolving so to do till the last hourc ; hoping tiiat every moment 
might WOffce eoneirilit fiv his end ; eitlter by failing of the Towne's store of Am. 
munitionj or some other «m that mkht bapoeo. Neither was that hope without 
reason. And so mtich more vomdeifil ms tne fortune of that Towne, to be re- 
lii vcd at such a nick of time, when their Ammunition was so farreoonsonwdythlt 
but three single Barrels of Powder were left in their Magazine. 

On Saturday the 90th of jiugust 1 643, the Lord-General Essex began his Rhuth 
from CuftlriHihc to Tierhertfjield, and so forward to Bcer/nn, where he cloathcd 
his Ann y, and marched-on. The City-Regiments and Auxiliaries joyned not with 
lihe Lord-General's Army till the fi st of September, when the general Rendezvouze 
wu on Brackiey Heitfa. But before the joynbs of «U their Forces, a atnaU Party 
of die King's Army, consisting of 400 Iforse, had fteed a part of the Fbrlbment* 
Anny, and skirmished with them about Hifhlrr, but soonc retreated upon the 
approach of greater numbers. The General taking-up his Head Quarters at yiifruv, 
sent a Regiment to quarter that night at Deddington under the Conduct of 
MiDDLBTON ; who, healing there of twoR^ments of tiie King's Horse, sent two 
Companies of Dragoonee and a Party of Horse, to approach the Towne. But the 
Kiiif';''^ Horse retreated to a passage toward Oxford, where the IvorJ Wilmot was 
with 50 Troops more. The next morning two Parliament- Regiments, conducted 
by MiDDLBTOK an4 Sir James Ramsey^ advanced to that passe; where their 
Enemies stooc? 'n two great Bodies, and, after some Skirmisli, gained the passe, 
placing Dngooneers to maintaine it. But the icing's Forces d. cw-up againe toward 
it, and were received with a very hot Skirmish, which lasted many houres, till at 
last the King's Forces made a retreat ; but, perceiving that Cokxnel Misdletov 
anurched-badt toward the imAie Army ( wfaieh he did by die Lonl-General'a Goai> 
mand) they sent a Party of Horse to fa!!-on his Rearc, who fLiIIowed them tliorow 
Deddington ; but were beaten-back ttioraw the iowne in some coiiiusion. The 
losse of men in these Skirmishes was nut much on cither side } neither could it 
certantly be knowne, but was imagmed by the Parliamentcide to be flUMe on their 
Enemies Party than on thdre. , 

The Lord-G' neral with his owne Regiment of Horse, and the Lord Gray, 
quartering at jidderbury, upon intelligence that some of the King's Horse irom 
Baidmry were abroad, 8en^out a Party from both Regiments, wIk> beat them in 
apaine, and ; ■ii'^ut'd them into Ilmkury Towne, whence they tooke divers Horses 
aud I'nsoners, tliose in the Castle not daring to stirioout. The General marched 
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fttnn thence to Chipping Norton ; where some of the King** Forces af»peared againe^. 

but soone retreated, as they did almost every day, during the March of that Army. 

On the fourth of September, when the Lord General niarched toward Slow 
QodieO&f. he sent Ckiknd Harvey, with his Rtgin.cnt of HorsL', andtwoRegii' 
inents of Foot, to advance a little before toward the right-haod, and the Ciiy- 
Regimenis upon the left, under the Conduct of Lieut«nant<ColoneI Baii.y, Ge- 
neral-Adjutant of the F I'nnce Ri pf.ri ajipearcd with about WOO Horse, 
drawne-up on the Hills, facing the Parliament-l'orces, and sent a stron>; Party of 
Hor&c into a bottome neer Stmo on the OUL, to encompas.se Colonel Harvey's 
Regiments. Which being perceived, three Regiments from the Vanne of the 
Parliament- Anny advanced to bis rescue, and made that Party of the King's Forccti 
retreat to their maine Body: Many Sldimialiei there hippowd; but with Unle 
loaae on either side. 

From thence the General marched in the From of his Infantry, Sir Jambs 

Ramsey in the Reare, and Sir Phii ip Stapleton had the Van Guard. W hen 
the King's Horse againe appeared , and were by Sir Ph i lip St a pleton, and others 
of that Army, encountered with divers Skirmishes ; but they retreated in a great 
Body, and soU appeared before the Parliament-Anny, aa they iiiarchiid«n, fur the 
space of seven miles. 

On the fifth of Srptemler the Lord-Gcncral advanced, and came to Prcsbury 
Hills ; where he drew-up his whole Army in view of the City of Cloucestei, and 
discharged foure Peeces of great Ordnance, to give them notice of his approach. 
Soone after he niight discover the King's Quaiteis on fire : For upon the Lord> 

The King ahMdoM GcDend*s advance, they deserted the Siege, and tmrched-iwiy all night. The 
*'1KL«.''ai«. R**^''"^'-^''^'^'''-' of the Lord-General's Army, some Ordnance and Ammunition, stayed 

t*Mt»9eft.9, IMS. jjj^ p£ jjj^ j^jj]^ q{- jjjg stcepnesse thereof, the darknesse of the night, 

and the tempestuousness of the weather, whereby (besides a famine of Victuals) 
the whole Army had, for three dales March before, extremely suffered, through a 
Country that their Enemies had already destroyed. But the Lord-General marched 
from thence to Cheltenham, though, during his March, the King's Forces skir- 
mished with some Parts of his Army, and divera times beat-up his Quarteia 
whilest be stayed at CM^rdum, wfaidi was two dales, till the eighth of Septtn^^ 
Tfac Lord.G«Mtal when he marched with his whole Amiy to Gloncesiei- ; and was there, with great 
enttl'iThle'ci^jrc?' expressions of joy, and much honour, received by that long-besieged, and now- 
oi>iu<:e>(cr,Sa|i(.S, rescued City ; The General much extolling the skiiful valour and ixtdefiiogable 
i&u. industry of Colonel M assev, and praising the patient constancy of the City ; Tb/Ph 

on the other side, liighly honouring his Excellency ibr bringing them tms rdidle, 
thorow M many difficulties, discouragements, and disadvantages ; both joyning in 
thanks to Almighty God, for hi« divine providence over them, and great mercy in 
sending so timely a deliverance. 

The Lon^Gowral lodged two nights in Gloucester, furnishing the City with 
immHiMM. Money, ania other necessaries ; aod from thence marched to Tewktr 
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htrif, and Intended tor qdaner at Ckeltenham. But he was adveftiaed. that a Body 

of the Kirrr's Armv were then in Cirencester (which were nported to be Prince 
IWAtrn iTF-'i Forci's) iind had there laycd-in great storeof Provnsi'm for their Ariny. 
I'pun tliat advcrtis'm' nt the General, (his want ofVic'uals and necessaries still 
comiatung, and miserably increasing upon his whole Army,) made a long March 
irith Van-guard of Ids Army to fall upon diem; wluch he did thaat one of the He tikn CirmcMicr 
dock in the night, sending in a Party of Morse to seize upon the Centinels and *" prou"onr'i^d'*' 
Guards, whilcst himsclfe, with the rest of the Ilnrsc, begirt the Towne ; and a i>>»lie»ioany piiion- 
Fnlome hope of Fo6t, with his owne Foot-Regiment, entered the Towne, and"**" 
Aiiprized two Regiiaeots of Hone (bdoogbg to Sir Nicholas Crispe, and Co- 
lonel 'SpBMCffit) which vere(by die coiiksAnn of aome Priwneia taken,) intended 
for ruisiTig a Commotion in Kent. The Lor J-Gent-nil at tliat Towne of Cirencester 
tooke forty Loads of Victual, which, undt r God's providence, was the preservation 
<»f his Army, until the day that the great Battel of Nnvbiiri/ was fought. He 
tooke there likewise aixStandarda, all the Officers, except the two Colonels, which 
were absent, wMi ^Hn odier geadenen -of quality ; above SOO Comnnon Soul- 
diers. and 400 Hor$c. 

The General from Cirencester, in short Marches, not above five miles a day, 
went to Cricklade, and to Swinden, from thence intending to passe to Htingerford, 
But when the A'an and Body of his Army had marched almost all over y/ul-urnc' 
C/ta\r, a gallant Body of the King's Horse, consisting of about COOO, approached 
hard to the Recrc-giiarJ of his Army ; wliich. not being a suthcient number to 
resist them, endeavoured to make an orderly retreat to the Body of their Army. 
But the King's Hoise ptmued so body both on ReereandFlahlee, dMtdMse Horse 

Rej^ments of the General's Rcerc guard could not rctrcar bi;t with confusion, and 
some lossc. B'Jt, being come to the Hodyot the Foot, they were drawne-up againe 
into order, and faced their Enemies, until all the Foot were marched. Never- 
fhelesse die King's Horse, againe advancing, nut their Enemies the aecondtiiiie loio 
the 13ce d^order ; t91 some of the General's Re^moits fadng-about towards them, 
char;Tcd the Fnrlcme Hope of the King's Forces, consisting of .500 Horse, and put 
them wholly into disorder; and then charging the two Regiments which jcc^iiJcd 
thatFurlurnL- Hope-, they roated them likewise; b^t the King's Horse unn .on 
bmdy 'with fresh Bodies, and stopt ihdr Eoeraies fwiher pursuit. Immedutel/ 
followed a brave Charge, made by two of the Parliament's Regiments, which was 
encountered with as much Gallantry on the otlv r side, so that they both retreated 
at one time. Aiuitlier Char;^'- was made by some Kegimeats of the Parliament- 
Army, and so answited by the other, that tbejf-were forced to retreat to their 
maine Body ; at which time Sir Philip Stapleton (who had the Van-guard of 
the Parliament Army that day) came purposely back, and drew- up his Regiment 
to succour hib trieiids, which caused the King'»ForeeB to nriie altogether} and 
the night stopt any further prticcctjiags. 

On the King's Party in these hot encounters, were sloine the Mavqucflse D» 
■FkuoiUe, with other Officeis-of giMd quality, whose worth aod-wiottc-appeared 

hi^hly^ 
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highly, though I findc not their names recorded, ^fany Comnion Souldierswere 
there slaiiic, and one Lieuteaaot- Colonel ; two Lieutenants and a Comet taken 
Prisoners. On the Pariii1IWIlt*s side were of Officers, Captaine MiDDLf* 

TOK, and Captaine Uackbt } divers Officers were wounded, some Conuaoa 
Souldiers slaine, and Colonel SHmni.D tost a Stao^xl. The Loid-Genanl 
Essex marclied that night with his Army to fit ! ^er/ordi Sir Philip8taPLKTON( 
who before had the Van, bringing up the Reere. 

Tbr next day the famous Battel of Nen bin/ was fought ; which Bat^.1 may 
serve (because the condition of the whole Kingdom so much depended on the sue* 
cessc of it) to be related in a large and particular manner. But, because I have 
found nothing written of it by those of the King's Party ; and that there was a 
punctual Narrative publiihed by some Colonels of the Parliamen^Army» Gentle- 
ifien of great and unatdned Repotadon, concerning this Battel ; which Narrative 

1 hnve heard some of their Enemies confesse to be full, nor onely of modesty, but 
truth in the General, or for the most part ; kt the Reader be pleased to take it 
from their Relation. If any thing may hereafter appeare of greater truth, it will 
not trouble any honest man to see h published. Neither is it a thiqg unheard-of, 
ibr men to describe thdr owne acdons with hnpordal truth ; since Julius C^csar 
n acknowledged to have written his owne Commentaries, not onely of the Callikey 
but also of the C ivil, Warre, witli so much cleare integrity, that his Enemies had 
nothing to blame in it. Take it therefore in their LanglNge. 
The BaiiclofNcw. Tuesday the nineteenth of September, 164S, we nucdied from Hunger/ord 

huty, Sept. ift 1049. towards Newbury ; and, when we approached within two miles' of the Town, we 
might discover the Enemies Forces upon an hill ; their wlvole Army, having pre- 
vented us, were gotten to Hewbury, and possest the Towne. But the next tnom- 
ing, being Wednesday, by break of day order was given for our March to an 
Hill called Biggs fJill, neere to Newbury, and the onely conveiuent place for us 
to gaine, that we might with better security force our pa&sage. But, when liLs Ex- 
cellency perceived that the Enemies Forces had possest themselves of that hill, 
marching himselfie upon the head of his owne Regiment, Colonel Babciay's, 
and CoMBcl HotBovmrn's Brigades, he charged so fiercely, that he beat them 
from the hill, and kept it (rather gaining than losing ground) the whole day. 
His Exccliencie's Regiment, and those other Brigades, all the while iliey continued 
Acre,lwere hotly charged by the Enemie's Horse and Foote, whilest much prowease 
was shewed on both sides. The General in Person bcsdrred himseUie, giving 
directioas wfaere-ever there was occasbn, and present in all places 6t danger, dis- 
charged the part of an excellent General, as the Enemies theuiselves witnessed. 
But he considered not the danger of his Person, whilest he labuurod to inaintaine 
Aatplaoe, which ol all others was most advantageous for his prospect* By thv 
time came-up the two Trayned-Bands of Londmtf who, though they were oSun 
charged by the Horse and Foot, stood to it with undaunted resolution. 

The Battel thus begun by the Foot, Sir Phili? Stapi-Eton, with his E.\cel- 
Icncy's Guard and SLegiment of iiorte, advanced upon the plauie of the Hill ;

when he had no sooner dfawne>up out of the Lane's-end, seconded by Cofonel 
DalbbiR'^'s Rofiimeiit of Horse, fnn other Horv- hrh^ ndvanccil to the place) 
but the Enemy pi'tct iving this advuntape, b'. ing all drawne alreaiiy in several 
r; cat Bodies of ll(\'se, part of ihcm a !v.i i red immediately, and chari^ed our 
Horse; whom we so well received (giving no fire till we joyned close with them) 
diat the Enemy was wholly rooted, smd pnmied with much execution near to the 
phcj V. here tin ir wh ^Ic B'vJv nf florfe stood. From tbenC''', by order, we drew- 
br.ck. tit our iir:-i i^tnund ; by occasion whereof, opportiiniry was f:;ained to bring- 
up tilt remainder of our Horse, which had the Van gvuird that day: whereupoa 
the Enemy drew-oat some fresh Regiments of bis Horse, and with ail posiibie 
speed advanced ajraine upon Sn- PRiLir. but received no better entertainment than 

before, being a^^nino routed by him. By that time ih^t he had drawiie-up his 
Regiment againe into some order, the other Regiments (those of Ramsey, HARvey, 
and Goodwin,) were come-up to him, when the Enemy, with their whole Body, 
chareed upon them bravely, and were as well received. Sir Piiii.ip Stapleton 
was here charged both in TVontand Flanke, (his wliole Regiment havinc; spent 
both their Pistols,) and was so encompassed, that the Knemy and ourv. v. ith both 
our whole Ikxlies, were all mixed together ; and in this confusion many were 
slaine on both sides, and our men, at last, were forced to\^'ards the Lane's^aid, 
where they first came-in ; which being near our Foot, the Enemies endeavoured 
tt> db^gage themselves, and dreW'back to their owne Forces, Those that 
entered the I. iic ours w ere most of them slaine. 

We tooke three Colours of Horse compleat, and a piece of another Colours. 
In Ae first Charge Colonel Dalseirb and Commissary Copliy, chai^g 
stoutly, were both wounded. In the third Charge, Captnine H amond, Captaine 
Fleetwood, Captainc Pvm, and Cornet Doily, were all wounded. Captaine 
Draper, who had a Forlorn Hope of Sir Philip Stapleton's men, did good 
Service} as Captaine Abercromby, and Captaine Shibbormc, did with their 
Xhsgooiiee. The left-wing of oar Hofie, commanded. 1^ Colood MtDDLiToity 
and tl;e right-wing of the Fnemie's Hone, could not be eogi^ged, but in email' 
Parries, by reason of the hedges. 

The actions of our Horse thus desciil)ed wholly, (because we were loath tolnteiw 
Ripe the Series, for the Reader's ckeicr understanding) retume we to the Foot. 
llajor>General SKivroR m the morning, when his ,E3ccellency (as aforesaid) was 
engaged upon the hill, hastened to the top of the hill, where our Van-guard was 
in fight ; having before ordered the March of our Traine of Artillery, and those 
that attended it (which were the Lord Roberts's Brigade, and his owne, Sir 
William Sprimgeh's, Colonel MAMWAntno's, and the red and blew AuxUiaiy 
Regiments) to be near to his Excellency. Looking from the ISl! toward Neip- 
vu'j/. he perceived a great ftrengih of the F.ncmy, bi ih Horse and Foot, in divers 
great Bodies advancing directly toward the way through which all our Traine was 
of necessity to march. To prevent, thetefine, what he suspected, (which was, that 
the Enemy VMhl&ll upon our Trains onqm the Reare of those that fought tn 

So the 
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Ihe hiU, or nine that hill behinde us, our last night's Quarter, or all}) he speediir 
dopoaed (wbidl his Excellency did also send him a Command to do) his Forces in 
..daM moat copvenicnt : Meanewhile, the General sending for more Fijot, that 
Brigade wherein his Regiment and Sprinoer's were, with tlic red Auxiliaries, 
were sent-up ; placing; tin: Lord RontR rs's BngnJe, uitli foure small Pieces, just 
where the Jutemy advanced, who give them so warme an entertauunentt that thejr 
ande them tun { and the Lord Roberts possest the ground, which the Enemy 
came first up unto : His Lieutenant Colonel \v:is shot in the face. 

That Forlome Hope which he had comnianded the lu^iit before, being noir 
Btrenpihnud with 300 MuiJceteers, and led by Major Fortescub, Major-Geoenl 
Skippom placed on the left of the Lord Roberts's Brigade, upon the bigh-w^ 
dut came from fiewbtuy just upon « ; upon which rour Dnltei 'were bkewisfc 
placed, and will. defended, thoiij^'h the Enemies caine-up so close that they tnokc- 
away a Limmer ot one of our Pieces ; but it was with losse of many of their 
tives. 

Ceioiiel MAM«AxtiiG'« Regimeot was pJacedoii the rigbtJiand, betveene the 
hWtnd the Lord RoseitTs's Brigade. This Ref^ment his Exeellenqr a-while 

■fier comiiianded-away, to the rdicfc of his owne Regiment, Colonel Bakclay's 
and Colonel Holborne's Brigades, which had been foure houres upon very hot 
Service It fortuned thtt this Regiment was no sooner brought-on, but they were 
overcbaurged with two great Bodies of Hone and Foot, so that they were forced to 
retreat, and lose that ground which the fbrenamed Forces had gotten ; which 
Colonel IIoLBORNE perceiving, vvi:li his Brigade gave the Kneniy u JlonnJ Sali Of 
and iosuntly bis owne, and Colonel Barclay's Brigades, and the General's 
Rc^ment againe advancing, beat-back the Enemy, Rgained the groimd, ind made 
good the place d jrinp; :ilt tfie remainder of the day. 

The blew Auxiliary llcginitiit was commanded to relieve and assist the Forlome 
Hope, which l.aJ h. t-n three or foure times in their turnes at the point. The 
Fishtail along the Valley (more than half a mile in leiuth} was 'continued as ItMig 
as m any other pan of the Army, which was- till ten a>aodc at night i about whim 
time the Enemy gave a pood Round Sa!io upon Colonel BAUci.-iV, and Colonel 
IIolborne's Posts. '1 /lese things ordered, the Maj ir-GLneral rudc-up to the top 
of the hill, where he espyed an advantage to bestow eight or nine Deiiu-Culvering 
ahot upon the Enemy ; who, out of an house, pelted the forenamed Gentlemen at a 
near distance. Then he rallyed the two Tnin*Band Regiments into one Body, 
drew them up, and placed them befoic» whefc the Traine of Ar;Iliery did after- 
wards draw-up to the top of the hill, and desired Major iioTLLEK to draw the 
Mnaketeers of his Regiment cn the right-hand before the two Deiui-Culverings that 
were placed at (be end of the Lane, on the top of the Hill; and (be red Auxiltariet 
he placed on Ae left«hand of thoae Reoe^ wUcb bcfiiw weve aleoderly guarded. 
The Artillerj was weU>ofdered that day, bf the akiU- and care of Sir Johk 
Mirrick. 

' While tbiawai actinia t«ofiacei,iriKb bdoqgedtodM HbjofrGawnl's Re- 
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giment, and one Drake of Sir Wiii.iam Brooke's, wero, by the Gencnl's Regi- 
mentt under the Command of Major Botbltr, with the assistance of 20(> Mus- 
krteen^ iwjawed \ and the Enemy drew-amv firoin their Pikes (which with their 
Colour* kept standing, with many great Bcwea of Horse to guard them) fire or 
six hundred Musketeers, besides Drapoones, to encompasse our men on the li ht- 
hand among the hedges ; just at which time his Excellency sent to have :KK) Mus- 
keteers of the Forlome I lope, to go to the rcliefe of Colonel Barolay, ami Co- 
lonel HoLBoaif e's Souldiera. But then the Enemy fallingHsn upon our right'hand, 
diverted them, who, with other of our Musketeers therrabouts, beat the Enemy 
off, who else ImJ done us great niiscluef. This was about foure o'cltxk in the 
aftemoone, when all our whole Army of Foot was engaged in the Fight. But 
thai he also caused some of the red Auxiliary Regiment to draw nearer to Colonel 
Barclay's Post, as he himsclfe required. At length night drew-on, when the 
Enemy, both Horse and Toot, stood in good order on the lurthcr side of the 
Greene, where we expected their stay till next rooming, and that they were work- 
mg (aa traa repotted) to place their Cannon, to make tve of thm agaiaat ua when 
day ahonklbNake: Agamst whidi sappoaed encounter we enooviaged onr Sool- 
diers before-hand, and resolved, by God's help, the next day, to force our way 
through them, or dye. But it pleased God to make our passage without blows ; 
ftr toe EanBjr was gone by night; so that the next morning we marched quietly 
over die aame graond were the Battel was fought, and wheie the Enetny atood j, 
for, on Thursday early, his Excellency gave Command for the Armies to Mhrch 
towards Reading; ; to which purpose it was all drawnc-up upon the I Icath, where 
the Battel was fought ; and, after that his Excellency had given order tor the bury- 
ing the dead, about ten o'clodc we began to march. Colonel Middletok, with 
his owne, and three Regiments more ( T^rd Grev, Shepfillo, Meldrum) and 
400 commanded Musketeers under Colonel Barclay, had the Recre-guard; 
During which March, the Enemy, at a groat distance, shot from several hedges, but 
troubled ua nou When we came to a long Heath, we drew-up the whole Army 
Mfenl thneit and no Enemy appeared. But at the entrance of a narrow lame 
toward the evening, the Enemy fell upon iis with 800 commanded Musketeers, 
and most of their Horse, who caused our I lorse, then in the Ueaic, to make a 
very disorderly and confused retreat. But when Col< iiel MipoLBTON, with the 
nest of the Commandeia in the Reare, hasted to cham the Enqmy with our Foot, 
be made tfiein letnc with as much canAuiaa over the Heath, aa th^ had mnde 
tis retreat before ; the loMe flot being great on eitlier aide> Lietueoant BtLOvms 
WIS taken Prisoner. 

After this, the same eveiung, the Lord-General drew-up the Arny to 'Jheale,r lie I.oid-Gtneral 
and, taking some refreshment there, marched the next morning, being Friday, 
with the whole Army to Reading; where he stayed nil the Sabbath was past, and lew!'* 
gave publike thanks for the great Vict iry. 

This waa a Victon not dcuyed to the Parliament, nor at all disputed i although 
di^ Lo(d-0«nar4 £ta«s» fer want of Victuala, marcbed«waT to the neoeaaarf 
nuefeof In Anny, and conUiiot suy to punue the Victprf wbichhe bad gotten.

ptiving them of the necessary means of Spiritual consolatioa } not su&ciog then M.B.^ 
ID gtMbroad to enjov God'a Ordimmoee nt God^ Hotn^ or Qod'a blndsters to 
come to them, to administer comfort unto them in their private Chambers: and, 
to keep them still in this oppressed condition, not admitting them to be bailed ac> 
cording to iMTt y^c vcxine them with Informations in infenour Courts, seotendqg 
and fining: aomeof them roc mattciB done in Parliaa>en^ and extorting tbepay>. 
ments of tnose Flnei hem tbem ; and eoferchg others to put>in security of good 
behaviour, before they could be rtlcasi d.

Bullion in the Mint ; and the whole Kingdom like to he robhi d 

at once, in that abominable project of Urasse-Money. Great numbers of liis Ma- 

jesiie^t Subjects, for reliisin^ those unlawful charges, have beene vexed with long 

and expensive sdta i some fined and censured, omen committed to Iom and hard 

hnpriaontnents and confinements, to the losse of - health of many, oF IHe m some 

and others have had their -houses broken-up, their goods seized ; some have been 

restrained from their lawful Callings: Ships have been interrupted in their V^oy- 

ages, sorprized at Sea in an Hostile manner by Projector<^, as by a commoil 

Enemy : Merchants prohibited to unlade their goods in such Ports as were for 

tb«r own advantage, and forced to bring them to those places which werc..iiu)st 

for tfie advantages ot the Monopolizers and Projectors.

ih<' ci ii'.lort and conversation one of another, for many yeeis together without 

hope of relief} if God had sot by his over-ruling Providence, given some inter- 

ruption to the prevailing power and Counsell of mose who were the Authore and 

Promcterj of such peremptory and heady courses. 

Judges have been put out of their places, for rcfusiflg to do against their Oaths 'r'""C«»o»l« 
and consciences : Others have been so awed, that they durst not do thehr duties^ eKiS^rf'M imiru. 
and, the better to bold a rod over them, tlie Clause Quam dtu t» htm ge$itrit, wasmnti of oprprcMku. 
left out of their Patents, and a new Clause, Durtmte bene placito, inserted. Law- 
yers have been cfitcked, for being faithful to their clients ; yoliciiors and Alturncyes 
nave been threatened, and some punished for following la\\ful Suits : And by this 
means all the approaches to Justice were interrupted and Ibrecluded. New Oaths 
have been forced upon the Subject against Law; new Judicatories erected without 
Law : The Council-Table have, liy their Orders, offered to bind the Stibjects in their 
yreehulos, Estutus, Suits, and Actions. The pretended Court of the Mcr.-hal 
was Arbitrary, and illegal in its being, and proceedings. The Chancery, Ex- 
chequer-chamber, Court of Wards, and other English Courts have been grievous 
in exceeding their Juritdictions. The estates of many Families have been weakened; 
and sonic ruined by excessive Fines, exacted from them for Compositioiis of 
TV«(dsbip«. All.lMaes cf abote a hundred j«m luiTe been made to : raw-on 
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Wardship contrary to Law. Undue proceedings used in the finding of Offices, 
to mala: ilu- Jury finde (or the King. The Common-law Courts, seeing all Men 
more inclined to .■^f'^ 'astice there, where it may be fitted to their own desire, 
areknovn frequently to fonake the Rules of the Common-law, and straining 
beyond their bounds, under pretence of eqnitv, to do Injustice. Titles of T Ii)iun.r, 
Judicial places, Serjeantships at Law, and other Offices, have been bold tor great 
summes of money ; whereby the common Justice of the Kingdom hath been much 
endangered, not only by opening away of employment, io places of great fartiM and 
advantaf^, to Men of weak partt ; bat aho fay giving occasion to mbery, Exlor> 
tioD, and Partiality ; It seldom happening that places ill gotten are well-used. Com- 
nrasions bavehecn granted for examining the cxce:>se of Fees : and, when great 
exactions have been' discovered, Compositions have been made with Delbquenia,' 
not onlj for the time past, but likewise for immnoity and aecuiity in offendiog for 
tfw dme to come ; which, nnder coTour of lemedy, hath bnt cominned and en* 
creased iho Grievance to the Subject. The usual course cf pricking Sheriffs hjth 
been not observed, but many times Sheriifs have been made in an extraordinary way} 
aom^-iiines as a punisbmeot and charge unto tbem ; aoaietimes such were pricked- 
out as would be Instrunients to execute whatsoever they would have to be done. 

The Bishops and the rest of the Clergy did triumph in the Suspensions, Excom* 
munica'ions, Deprivaiions, and grjd.itioiis, of divers painful, learned, and pious 
Ministers^ in the vexation and grievous oppression of great numbers of Hie Ma* 
jcsiic's good Subjects. The High^Commission grew to such cx c cB i c of sharpnesse 
and severity Z9i was not nu:ch lessethan the Romish Inquisition ; and yet in innny 
ca-ses, by the Archbishop's power, was made much more heavy, being assiited and 
strengthened by auth urity of the Council-Table. 
avfihlMwCoHm Bidx^ and their Courts, were aa eaiger in the Coun^ ; and, although 
their Jurisdiction could not reach so high in rigtAir and eitremity of pun i shme n t, 
yet weie they no lesse grievous, in respect of the generality and multiplicity of 
vexations, which, lighting upon the meaner sort of Tradesmen and Aniiicers, did 
'tmpdverish many thousands, and so afflict and trouble odiers, that great numbers, 
to avoid their miseriea, departed oat of the Kh^dome^ some into I^«w-£ngland and 
other pans of ^meritOt and others into Hollandj where they have transported their 
Mnnutactores of Clo;h ; which is not * nly a lossc by diminishing the present Meek 
of the Kingdom, but a grc;it mischiefe by impairing and endangering the losoc of 
that peculiar Trade of Cleat hing, which hath been a plentiful Fountain of Wealth 
and I lonour to this Nation. Those were [thought] fittest for Ecclesiastical prefer- 
ments, and soonest obtained them,Twho were most officious in promoting Superstition, 
• and most virulent in rayling against Godlinesse and Honesty. 

The most publike and soiemne Sermons before His Majesty were, either to

The Nobility began to be weary of their silence and patience, and sensible of the 
duty and trust which bdontrs to thrm : atiJ thereupon some of the most eminent 
of them did petition hlis Majesty at such a time, when evil Counsels were so strong 
that they had reason to expect more hazard to themselves than redresse of those 
publick evils for which th^ interceded. Whilest tlie Kingdom was in this agitation 
and distemper, die Scots f( who were lestranned in their trades, impoverished by the toes 
of many of their Ships, and bereaved of all possibility of satisfying His Majesty by any 
TXk ?cot« < liter naked Supplication,) entered with a powerful Army into the Kingdom, and, (without 
England with aa any hostile Act, or spoile, in the Country, as they passed, more than forcing a passage

plied evils and corruption of sixteene yeeres, strengthened by custome and authority, 
and the concurrent interest of many |x>werful Delinquents, were now to be brought 
to judgement and reformation. The King's Houshold was to be provided fori 
they having brought him to that want that be could not supply his ordinary and ne- 
cessary expenees, without the aaristance of his people. 1 wo Annies were to be 
payed, which amounted very ncer to ti^'hty thotisaiid pounds a moneth ; the peo- 
ple were to be tenderly charged, having bt-cn formerly exhausted with many bur- 
thensome Proiecta.

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have reconciled. Six Subsidies have been frranteJ, and a Bill of Poll moiie^, 
which, if it be dtirly levied, may equal six Subsiiiics njore ; in all rfx hundred thou.

pounds ; and yet God has so blessed the cnileavours of ihis Parliament, that 
the Kingdom is a great gainer by all these charges.

The Monopolies are all suppressed, whereof come few did prejudice the 
Subject, aboTe a Milh'on yearly. The Soap an hundred thousand pounds ; the 
"Wine three hundred thousand pounds ; the Ix>athcr mu>-t needs exceed both : and 
Salt could be no Icsse than that; besides the inl'eriour Monopolies, which, if they 
could be exactly computed, would make up a ^reat sumrne. That vhich il more 
beneficial than all this is, that the root of these evils b taken-away ; which was Ae 
arbitrary power, pretended to be in his Majesty, of taxing the Subjects, or charging 
their e>-tatLS, without consent in Parliament," which is now dcfiart-d to bi- against 
Law, by the Judgement of both Houses^ and likewise by an Act of Parliament, 
Another step of great ad\'antage is this : the living Grievances, the evil Counsd- 
lors and ActOfS of these mischief?, have been so quelled, by the justice done upon 
the Earle of StraJ/'ord, the flight of the Lord Finch and Secretary H-'hidilnnk, 
the accusation and imprisonment of the Archbishop of Canterbury and of Judge 
Bariietf and the impeachment of divers other Bishops and Judga, that it is like 
not onely to be an ease to the present thnes, but a p ieseival l u n to Ae Intare. - 

The discontinuance of P<jr//nme;.7.t is prevented by the Billfora TViVrmin/ ParUa* 
ment ; and the abrupt dissolution of this Parliament is prevented by another Bill; 
by wluch it is provided, that it ahall not be dhsohe^i or adjoamed, w&Mt Ibe 
consent of both Houses. 

"Which two Laws, well-considered, may be thooght more adtantageous than all 

the former; because they st-curi' a full ojx;ration of the prCSQlt reiaiedy« ^^and 
afford a perpetual Spring of remedies for the future. 
The Star-chamber, the High-Commissioa, and the Court oi the Preadent and 

Council in the North, were jo many forges of misery, oppression, and violence ; 
and are ail taken-away : whereby men are more secured in their persons, liberties, 
and estates, than they could be by any Law, or ElCmiple^ fyt me zegttlalkl| of 
those Courts, or Terrour of the Judges. - 

The immoderate power of the Cofuncii-Tatle, and lihe ezceSslTe abuse of that 
power, is so ordered and restrained, that we may w ell hope that no such things as 
were frequently done by them, to the prejudice of the publick liberty, will be 
ioxnm in future times any otherwise than by history, to give us and our posteHw* 
more occasion to praise God for I lis Majestie's goodness, and the faithhil eodejnaoi^ 
of this Parliament. The Canons, ai.d the f'(7«c»n-making, are blasted by dieVbte 
of both Hoim's. 

The exorbitant power of Bishops, and their Courts, are much abated, by some

. Market ; and the coinpuUioa of the Subject to rcctive the Order of Knighthood 

uaiast his will, by paying of Fines for not receiving it, and the vexatious proceeding* 
, ■ mmupan for levying of those Finest w hy other beneficial Laws rnonned and 
pwveBteJ * 

Slilliyficcllcnt Lawos and provisions arc in preparation^ for removinc^ the inordi- 
'nate power, vexation, and usur^iation of Bishops ; for reforming the pride and idto- 
ness of many of the Clergie ; for easing the people of unncci-s^ary Ceremonies fa 
Religion ; for censuring; and removing unworthy and unprofitable Minittert} and 
for maint;iining godly and diligent Preachers through the Kingdom. 

Other thinj^s of iiniii importance for the good of this Kingdom, arc in proposi- 
tion, thoagh little could hitherto be done in regard of the many other more pressing 
boauieises; which yet, bi^rethe end of this Senion,we hope» may receive some 

progress and perfection. 

The LSiaUlisbing and ordering the King's KcvLnuc, that so the abuse of Officers, 
and superfluity of expences, may be cut-off, and the necessary disburtements for his 
Majestie's f-ionour, and the defence and gOTefnmeiit of the Kit^doui, may lie more 
certainly provided-for. 

The regulating of Courts of Justice, and abridging both the delays and 
' charges ot Law-suits; The settling ot some good courses for prcvtaitmg the 
exportation of Gold and Silver, and the inequality of exchanges betwixt us 
and other Nations; for the ndviuictng of native Commodities, the increase of our 
Manafactures, and the \vell b:illancing of Trade, whereby the Stock of the Kingdom 
may be increased, or, at least, kept from impairing, as, through neglect hctcoi, ii hatli 
done lor many years last past : For improving the Uerrinc*ftshing upon our own 
OoMts ; which will be of mighty use in uie employment of the poore, and a plentiful 
• Nursi'ry of Mariners for enabling the Kingdome in any great Action. 
i'lie €>lM»rurtif m 1 he oppositions, obstructions, and other Difficulties, whercwidi we have been cn- 
'BttiufL^'.!!?>'."f.l, 5ountercd,and wliich still lie in ourway, with somestrer.j^th and much obstinacy, are 
vjatMrMMttfiWi these; The malignant Party (whom we have formerly deivcribcd to be the iUtors 
and I^ombters of all our misery) have taken heart again ; They have been able to 
prefer some of thcii own I'actuts and Agents to uc;^re; s of honour, to places cf 
trust and employment, even during the I'ariiamcnt. '1 hey have endeavoured to 
work in his Majesty ill impressions and opinions of Our Proceedings, as if we'hid 
altogether done our own work and nut His, and had obtained from him many 
things very prejudicial to the Crown, both in re.spect of Prerogative and Profit. 
To wipe-out this slander, Wcc think good only to s.iy thus much : That all that 
Wee have done, is for tixi Majesty, His Greatnesse, Honour, and Support: when 
Wee yield to give twenty-live thotisand pounds a moneth for the reliefe of the 
Northern Countries, this was i.'ivcn to tlie King : fur he w.is bound to piouct his. 
bHbjvcts. The persons who made it necessary iur us to incur these enormous ex. 
. peaces wme his ACsjeatie's evil'CobnseUouts, and iheir ill instruments, that were 

ActoR 
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Actors in those grievances wliicfi brouglit-in the Scots : and, if His Majesty should 
please to force those who were the Authors of this War to make satlstaction, (a« 
ne might justly and easily dQ,) it seetas very reasonable that the i>eople might well 
beescusea from taking upon them this boithen, being altogether innocent and free 
from being ai;v c:iuses of it. 

When we undertook the charge of the Army, which co<.t above 50,000/. a 
noneth, was not th:s < ti : > the King? was it not His Marcstie's Armyf were 
not all the Commanders under contract with Hi3 hUjeny at hi'^her r&tes and 
greater wages than ordinary ? and have not we taken upon us to discharge all the 
Broiherly assistance of three hundred thoiisnnd porndi, which we paw the Scoix? 
■was it not toward the repaire of those damages ana losses which ihey received from 
the King's ships, and from his Ministers ? 1'hese three particulars amount to above 
eleven hundred thousand- pounds. B-sides, his Maj'^siy hath received, bv ;r!i;>risi- 
tions upon iVierchandise, at least, h ur hundred thou-^-and pounds ; so that His Ma- 
jfceiy hath had out of the Subjects purse, since the Parliament began, one >'illion and K 
•n half: .and ycl these men can be so impudent, as to tell his Alajesty that we have 
done nothing km- tdm. A« to the second biwch of thb abnder, we acknowie>]ge, 
with much thankfulnc5s, that [ lisMii tyha"h ]iassi dmore good Bills to the advantage 
of his Subjects in this Parliament than have been pa.vi?tl in many ages; but, withal, we 
cannot forget, that these venomous counsels did manifest themselves, in some eiulea- 
fdSm to hinder tbe^e good Acts firom being passed: and, for both Rouses of Fkrli*. 
ment, we may with truth and modesty say thus much : **Tbat we have ever been 
careful not m di irt any ihing that should weaken the Crown, either, in just profit, 
or useful power." The triennial Parliamcnt^ior the mailer qf </, doth not extend to so 
much as by Law we ought to have required, there being two Statutes still in force for 
a Parliament to be once a-year ; and for I fie manner of it, it is in the King's power, K.l» 
that It shall nevtr take efllct, if he, by a timely summons, shall prevent any other 
way >i| assembling. In the Bill tor continuance ot this present Parliament, there seems 
to be some restramt of the Royal Power in dissolving oi Parliaments : but it is not to 
lake it oat of the Crown, but to suspend die execution of it for thb time and 
occasion onely ; which was so necessary for the Kiisg's own security, and the pub- K B>, 
like Peace, that without it we could not have undertaken any of these great 
charges, but must have K ft both the Armies to disorder and cnifusion, and the 
whole KJngdome to blood and rapine. The Star*cbaa)bei was much more fruitful 
in oppression than in profit, the great fines betn|ir for the most part given-away, 
and the rest s'a'.kd at loti j ;itnes. The fines of the High-Coniniission were m 
themselves unjust, and seldume, or never, came into the Kuig'sPucse. These foure 
Bills are particulariy and more specially instanced: in the rest there will not be 
found so n)uch as a shadow of prejudice to the Crown. 

They have sought to diminish our reputation with the p«;ople, and to bring them out 
of love with Parliaments : the aspersions which they have attempted this way, have 
been such as these ; " T bat we have spent much time, and done litde, especially in 
those grievancea which ccNMeme Religion. That the Parliament b a boraen to the 
Kingdom by the abundance of Protn iions, which hinder Justice md Trade; and, 
by the many Subsidies granted, w bich are much more heavy than any taxes they fbr- 
linlT eadiued to iriiichtluK it avesdy answer: If tb$dlM■•peatifttllbnn&- 
SK8 qiait 
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mcnt be considered in relation backward to the lor.jT {growth and deep mot of those 
grievances which we have removed, — to the powertul supports of tiioiie Ueiinquents 
tvhom we have pursued, — to the great necessities and other charges of the Comtatny- 
wealth, for wliicli v. .• have proviihd: ur, if it be considcrrd in relition furw.irJ to the 
many advantages, which not only the present, but tunire ages, are hkc reap bv the 
good Laws, and other proceedings, in this Parliament ; we doubt not but it will be 
thought by all indilTerentJiidgements, that our time hath been much better employed 
than a far greater proportion of time in many former Parliaments put-tofjethtr ; and 
the cluri^cs whicli have hern laid upon the Subject, and rhe oth r inLuuveuienccs 
which ihcy have borne, will s<>eni very light in ri^jHXt of the benetit they huve and 
may receive. And w i:h respi^t to tne matter of protections, the Parliament is so 
sensible of it, that tht.-iin th'. v iii'v."iid ro' jvethem whatsoever ea^.L- nr.w ^'7i:\d with 
Honour and Juiiice : aiia aie in a way ol pabiiiig a liill to give ilieui bAUsiactiou. 

Thenroe malignant party liave sought,by many subtle practices, to cause jealousiet 
«iid divisions betwixt us and our brethren of Scotland, by slandering their proceed- 
ing and intentions towards tis, and by secret endeavours to insii_:ate and incense 
•tbem and us one against another. 'I'hey h ive had such a party ot Bishops aiKi Po- 
fkh Lords in the Houae of Peeres as iiatli caused much opposition and delay in the 
prosecution of Delinquents, and hindered the proceedings of divers good Bills passed 
'IB the Coinnvons.Hou8e, concenuug there furmatiou of sundry great abu^ and 
ooRupdons both in CbiHch and Stale. 

They have, laboured to aedooe and corrupt some of the (iommatiB-HouA, 

to liraw them into con.-piiaoies and combinations against the liberty of the 
Parliament: And, by their instruments and agents, they have attempted to dis- 
affeci and discontent His Majestie's Army, and to engage it for the maiatenaiiGe 
of their wicktd and traiierous desigiies, the keeping-up of Bishops in votes and 
Ivnctions, and, by force, to compel the Parliament to order, limit, and dispose 
their proceedings in such R manner as might best concur with the intentions ot this 
dangerous and potent faction : And, when one mischievous dedgnc, and attempt, 
of theirs, to bring on ilie Army against the Parliament and die City of JLoMton, 
had betn discovered and prevented, they pr sen^Iv muiertook another of the same 
-xlamnable nature, with this addition to it, to endeavour in make tiie i^coitish Army 
neutral, whilst tlie English Army, (which they had laboured to conupt and en- 
venome against us by their false and slanderous suggestions,) should execute thehr 
-maKce,^ the snbversian of our Keligbn, and the cunttlution of our government. 

Thus they have been continually practicing to disturb the peace, and plotting the 
'4lestruction, even ol all the King's JXttniuions, and have employed tlieir Emissariea 
and Agents in tbem all, for the promoting of their devilish Dcsij.^neo ; whicl; the 
▼igilancy of those who were wdl^ected hath still discovered ami deteaied be- 
fore they were ripe for execution in England and Scoilftnd: onely in Ireland^ 
(which was farther-off,; they have iiad time aiMl opportunity to mould and prepace 
•thdrwork, andhadbmughtittothat perfSBCtioa,thatthey«oaldhavepasaaBedthem« 
•ebcaof that wfaofe KiagdsoM^fieialiy aubuvitwl ibe.gfi>wfmfnt .of rootedout 

Religion, 
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ReU|Hoii> and destroyed all the Protestants, whom the conscience of their duty 
to God| their King, uu) Coutitiy, woald not hive permitted to join with tfiem, 

if, by God's wondtrhi) prnviilemf, tlv.ir main enterprise iipnn the City and Castle 
of Dublin had not been detected and prevented upon the very Eve before it should 
have been ex- cutid. Notwitlistioding this detection, they have, in other parts of 
43m Kbj(dom, broken^ut into open Rebdlion, cntpriiuM| Towaet and Castles, and 
eommittei^ murders, and rapes;, and other villanSee; anddnfcaM>IF«llbotMiBfl^obe« 
didicf to His Majesty, and the laws of tho R( aim ; and, ID general, have kindled 
such a Areas rsothing but God's infinite blessing upon the wisdom and endeavours 
■of ihisStite will be able to quench. And certainly, had not God, in his great 
mercy unto this Land, otscovered and confounded their former designcs, we should 
have been the Prologue to this Tragedy in Ireland, and have, by this time, been 
awde^thawifbieyciacle of laiwry ioA contoion to the World, 

HAod, now, what hope bare we hut hi God, wherau the only meow of 

our subsistence, and pcnvtr of rfformaiion, is, under him, in the Parliament? 
But what can ue, the Cummons, do without the conjuncticm of the House of 
Xords? and what coojunctioo on we expect there, when the Bishope »id 
Recusant Lords an to Bamonus ind prevalent, that they are aUe to cross 
and interrupt oar best endeavours for RefiiriMilton, and, by that means give 
advantage to this nialignr.nt Party to traduce our proceedings ? 'I hey infu'e into 
the people, that we mean to aboli:>h ail Chufch-govemtnent, and leave every 
man to nb own fancy fat the service and worship ot God, absolving him of that 
obirdience wliich he owe«, under God, unto His Majest}', uhoin we know to h? 
entrusted with the Ecclej^iasiical Law as wlII as with the tenipnal. to rei;ul;itL' all 
the members of the Church of Ev^Utnd by such rules of Order and Discipline as 
arc established by Barliaaient, which is bis great Council, in all a&irs both in 
Church and State. Vft confess oor intention is, and our endeavoura hanre bccOf 

to reduce within hounds that exorbitant power which the Prelates have assumed 
unto tliemselve^, k) contrary both to the word of God and to the Laws of the 
•I<aild ) to which end we pest the Bill tor removing them from their temporal 
power and employments} -tliat so they might the better apply themselv s with 
meelcness. to the di$ch irge of their Functions ; which Bill themiselves opp' : > jJ, and 
■were the principal init.oinenii ol dossing it. 

And we do bere decUre, that it is fiur Irom our purpose, or desire, to let loose 
-the golden rebw of Diecipibe and Govenuoent in the Church, to leave private 
persons, or particular C'ongregation.s, to take- Up what fonne ot divine Sen'ice they 
|>leasc : For we hold it requisite that there should be, throughout the whole Reulnte, 
a eoi orinity to !lut Oider which the Laws enjoine, according to the Word of 
-God. And we desire to uabunben theoDBscienceaot man with rs^Mct to iheobservo 
ance of needless and superstiiioua Ceremonies, and to aappress Imiovations, and talce* 
■way the moi.uu.cnis ot idolatry. And, the better to efl'ect the inteiided Reformation, 
we desire thai there m<iy be a general byi<i>d ut the m >st gnvc, pious, learned, and 
judicious Uiviues of this Island, assist-d by some from fbreign parts professiDg the 
same Religion with us ; wl.u may consider o I all things necessary for the peace and 
.good government of the Church, aud represciu Lbc le&ults of their consultadoM 

OHIO 
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unto- die PSu-Banwiit, to be there alloirad<of and oonlinned, and receive tlwMamp 

of autl'.ority, thereby to find passage and obedience through-out the Kingdome. 

They have maliciously charged us, " that we intend to destroy and discourage 
Leaning;" whereas it is our chiefest care and desire to advance it, and to provide 
a competent maintenance for conscionable and preaching Ministers throughout the 
Kingdome ; which will be a great encouragement to Scholars, and a certain means 
whereby the want, meannesse, and igmirance, to which a great part ot the Clergy 
is now subject, will be prevented. And we intend likewise to reforme and purge 
the Fountains of Learnmg, tiie two Univenitiea ; that the streams 6owing fram 
thence may be cleere and pure, and an honour and comt'crt to the whole I^^and. 

They have Strained to blast our proceedings in Pariiauieut by wresting the intei^ 
pntati' as ()i our Orders, from their genuine intention. 1 hey tell the people that 
our roeddline with the power of Epiacopacy, hath caused Sectaries and Convetit>> 
cles; when Uolatry and Popish Ceremonies, tntroduoed into the Church by the 
cotnmandof Ae Bishops, have not onely debarred the people from th?ncc, but ex- 
pelled them from the Kingdome. Thus, with Ehah, we are called, by this Maiignam 
party, the troublers of the State { and still, while we endeavoor to refonue tlieir.' 
abuses, they make us the Authors of those mischieiit we study to prevent. 

Mra«urf« nrrr^^n- For ihe perfecting of the work begun, and removing all future impedimenta, 
to \<c takrii lo %t oid t«e conceive these courses will be very effiectual ^ seeing the KcUgion ol the Padsts 
Mipu^ ram ^^1^ princtpln as do certainly tend to the deatrucdoa and extirpation of all 

Protestants, when they fh.ill have oppnrtunity to e(T<L'cJ it. 

It in nect"ssary, in the first place, to keep them in such condition, as that they may 
not be able to do us any hurt, and for avoiding of such connivance and favour as 
hath heretofore been shewed uiuo them, **That His hibjesty be pleased to giaat « 
standing Commission to some choice men named in Par&onent, who may talce 
notice of their ijicrease, their counsels, and proceedings, and use all due means, by 
execuibn of the Laws, to prevent any mischievous designes against the peace and 
safety ol this K ingdom and that some good course be taken to discover the oonater* 
feit and false eonformitv of papists to the Church, by colour whereof persons very 
much disaffected to the true Religion have been admitted into places of greatest 
authority arid trust in the Kingdom." 
Mpaiurn ncrr^nry For the better preservation of the Lawes and Liberties of the Kingdom, that all 
tt J^IP"''^***'"" ill<'gal grievances and exactkms be presented and poniahed at the Sesoooa, and 

ScrliMorihelUn^'. Assizi s : and that Judges and Justices be careful to give this in charge to the 
Gr.uid-Jury, and both tlie ^heriffe and Juj>iices to be sworne to the due execution 
of the I'etirion of Rjght» and other Laws : That his Majesty be humbly petitioned 
by both Houses to employ such Counsellours, Ambaaaadoun* and other Ministers, ia 
manning his bu^iness at home and abroad, as the P^Rament may have cause to coo* 
f\dc-in, witliout wfiich we cannot give His Majesty such supphei tor support of his 
own estate, norsudi assistance to t tic Protestant party beyund^he b«a, asisdcaured. 

It may ohen hll-out, that the Commons may have just cause to take eacep* 
tions at soti.e men for being Counsellors, and yet not charge those men with 
crimes, for there be grounds of diffidence which lye not in proof ; there are others 

wbich» 
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*%hlch, though they may be proved, yet are not legally criminal. To be a known 
'ikvourer of Papists ; or to have been yery forward in defending, or countenancing, 
•ome gnat ofiendeis aoeetioDed in Parltament} or to speake contemptuously of 
other of the Houses or FurBtinenr« or of Parliamentary proceedings ; or such as are 
Factors, or Agents, for any foreign Prince of another Religion ; or such as arc justly 
suspected to get Counsellours places, or any other places of trust, concerning pub • 
like Esaiftafmaitt for money. For all these, and divers others, we may hav^-great 
finaon to be earnest with His Majesty not to put his great affairs into sucl. hands, 
diough we may be unwilling to proceed against them in any legal way of charge, or 
nnpachmcnt. 

Tbkt ail Coansdiours of State may be swome to observe those Laws which 
eOBcem die SabiKt in Ids Kbertr; tnit they may likewise take an Oath not 

to receive anv gift, reward, or Pension, from any foreign Prince, but such, 
as they, witliiii tome reasonable time, discover to the Lords of His Majestie's 
Council : and, although they should vickedly forsweare themselves, yet it may 
henm doe good to make them known to be fidse and perjured to those who eo^ 
: ploy them, thereby bring them into as litde credit with than as wHh vs. 

'That His Majesty may Iiave cause to be in love with good Cf uikvj! and good men, 
by shewing him, in an humble and dutilul manner, how full ut advantage it would 
betoUiDMl^ to see his own estate settled in a pitentiful condition to support his 
honour, to see his people united in ways of duty to him» andendeavoun of the pub- 
like good ; to see happiness, wealth, peace, and safely deined to h» own Kingdom, 
aird procured to his Allies, by the influence of his own power iind t^overnnicnt. 

That all good courses may be taken to unite the two Kiiigdomcs of £ng- 
kmd and Scotland, to be mutually aiding and assistiog to one anoraer for the com* 

mon goot? of the I-land, p.nd hi-nour of both. 

To take- away all dititrences amongst ourselves for matters indifferent in their 
own nature concerning Religion, and to unite ourselves against the common ene- 
mies; whoare the better eai^edbyoujpdiviaonstodMtrayasaliyaatheyhopf^and 
hareolnn-endeavoured/ to do. 

To labour by all offices of friendship to unite the forei;n Churclifs \vithli8lll1;ll4 
same caut«, and to seek their liberty, iafety. and prosperity } as bound thereulUO both 
bydiarity to them, and by wisdom for our own good. Fur by this mcsns our. 
own strength shall be increased, and, by a mutual concurrence to the same commoki 
-end, we shall be enabled to procure the good ot the whole body of the Protestant 
Profession. 

If these things may be observed, we-doubt not but God will crown this Parlia* 
ment with such succciie as shall be the bcgioniflg and foundation of more 
hoiu ar and happinesselo liisMajsaty than ever yet was enjoyed by any of -his

WE, having received from you. soone after Our retume oat of ScoUamd^ a 
long PMirfon, consitdng of many desires, of great momenr, together with a Declaia- 

tion, of a ver)' unvisual nature, annexed iheroiinto, Weplmuld liavo taken Fometmie 
to consider of it, as befitted Us in a matter of tliat consequence, txiug conAdent, 
that your own reason and regard to Us, as well as Our cxpresse intimation by Our 
Comptroller to that purpose, would have restrained you iirom the publishing of it, 
till such dme, as you should have received Oar Answer to it. But, much against 
Our expectation, finJinjT tlic contrnry, iliat tho :aid Declaration is already abroad 
in Print, by directions from your House, as appears by the printed Copy : We 
must let you know that We are very sensible of this disrespect. Notwithstanduig,it is 
Our Intention, that no failint^ on vour part shall make IJsfaile. on Ours, of giving 
all due Siuiilacti in lu thi- desires dI Our People, iu a Parliamentary way j And 
therefore we send you this Answer to your Petition; reserving Our-selle, in point of 
the Declaration, which We think unparliaroeitfary, and shall take a course to do 
that which We shall thinke fit in prudence and hoiMMir. 

To the Petition, say ; that, although there are divers things in the Pream- 
ble, of it, which W'c are so far from admitting, that We professe We cannot at all 
understand them, as, Ofatoieked and malipiant parti/ premlent in theGm tm' 
ment ; Of some of that party admiilcd to Our Prhie'Couitcil, and to other Em- 
ploi/menls of trust and nrerest to Ux and Our Cliiidren ; Of Etideaiours to sowe 
amon^ the People false scandah and iiiipulatiiin.<: la llemishand disgrace the Pr(h 
cecdingt of the ParUamciU : All, or any, of whidi did we know ol. We should be • 
as ready to remedie and pmiidi, as you to complaia»of. That the Fkqm of 
your Petition arc grounded upon bucli Premisses as we must in nowise admit; yet, 
notwithstanding. We arc picaitd to give this answer to you. 

To the first, concerning Religion, consistbg of several branches, "We say, that 
for the ^reservmg the Peace and Saiety of the Kingdome from the designes of 
the Pdpish Party, We have, and will still concur with all the just desires of Our 
Per pit , in a Parlia:nentary way ; That for the depriving of the Bkhops of 
their Votes in Parliament, We would have you consider, that ihdr ngbt is 
grounded npon the Fmidamenial Law of the Kbgdome, and oonsdtuiion of Bur- 
fiament.

We will, with Consrancy, maintain (while We 
live) in their Purity and (.ilory, not only against all invasions ot Popery, but also 
from the irreverence of those many Schismaticks and Separatists, wherewith, of 
btte* tbia Kingdom and this City abounds, u> the ^reat dishonour and hazard both 
of Chnrdi and State ; for the suppression of whom We require your timely and, 
active assistance. 

To the second prayer ot the Petition, concerning the removal and choice of Coun- Concerniog tbANr 
sellors, f We answer J that We know not any members of Our Council to whom the J^l^"' Cw*ft 
Character set-forth in the Petition can belong : That, by those of them whom We 
had exposed to trial. We have already given you sufficient testimony, that there ia. 
no man so near unto Us in plr.ce, or affeciinn, v hom W'e will not leave to the Justice 
jof tbeXaw, if you bring a particular charge, and sufficient proofs, against him; and 
cf this We do i^;auft mate yen. Bat, in the mean time. We wish you' to forbear 
such general aapoikna w my refiect apoa all Oar QoancU, noce you naiOe qoiib 
in particular. ^' 

That, for the choice of Our Counsellours, and Ministers of State, to deprive us of 
that would be to debar Us that natural liberty all Free-men have: ^ki^, aatob the 
mdoubttd right of the Crowne of Evfrlana, to call such persons to Oor^ecrtt 
Councils, to publick employment, and Uur particular service, as W^e shall think 
.fit. So We are, and ever biiull be, very careful to make election of such persousia 
.those places ai (rust, as shall have given good testimonies of thiir abilities and 
integrity, and against whom there can be no just cause of exception, wheteon 
reasonably to groimd a diffidcnice : and to choices of tiiis nature. We assure you 
that the mediation of the persons nearest unto Us hath always concurred. 

To the third prayer (tf your Petition,coucemin^ ireland, ^ We answer j. That We rrnrerniog ikelbi* 
niiidcrstand your doire of not alienating the forfeited Lands thereof, to proceed from j^j^'j ■ ia Isv 
your much care and love; And, likewise, we agree that it may be a Resolution very 
fit for i s to take. But, whether it be seas>)nabie to declare a Resolution ot that 
Bat ore before the events of a War be seen, that We much doulx>of. Howsoever, We 
canooC but thank you tor this carp, and your cheerful engagement for the sup|M-«ssioa 
ofthlt Reb^Uioni upcaiJie^^yefilcungwbereofa the glory of GodinUie Pro- 
Si teslaftt 
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'{eitintPlnoliMsion, the safety ofthe British there, OurhoRblir,tDdthat ofiheNatidn, 

so much depend. /Ml the Interests of this Kingdom bein^ so involved in that 
businessc. We cannot but quicken your affections therein, and shall desire you so to 
frame your Counsels, and to give such expeditum to the work, as the nature 
thereof, and the pressure, in point of time, reqiiim, and wfaeieof jm are put in 
Hani by the daily insolence nd increise of those'Rebeh. 

For Conclusion, your promise to apply yourselVes to such courses as may sup- 
bort Our Royal Estate with Honour and Plenty at home, and with Power and 
Reputation abroad, is that which We have ever promised oursdf, both from your 
loyahics and AlTcKtions, and also for what We have already done, and ahall daily 
go adding unto, for the COtnfiirt and happiness of our people.

paines to the examination of the grounds of this Religion, as it is dlftcrtint fi'om gnMl^cfU'

'of Pamphlets, and in PhncTdn^r and Printing of Sermons, so full of bitterneas and 
malic e against the prcsiin Govcrntnent, against the Lnw? establish 'd, so full of 
sediiion ai^inst OurM-lf, and the peace of the Kingdom, ilut We arc many times 
amaz. d to con'^id rby what F.yes tliese things are MBD, and by wliat Lars they are 
heard : And, therefore. We have ^ood cause to command, as We have done, and 
hereby do, all Our Judges and Ministers of Justice, Our Attorney and Solicitor* 
General, and the resr of Our learned Couns;!, to proceed with all speed li^ainst 
such, and their Abettors, who, either by writing, or words, have so boldly and 
"maliciou^ violated the Ijnn, ifictiufoM the peace of the Conmon'Wealth, and, 
:is much as in them lies, shaken the very founJati m i:pon which that peace and 
happiness is founded and constituted. And we doubt not but all Our loving 
Subjects will be very ansible that this busie, virulent, demeanour, is a fit Pn^ 
logue to nothing but confusion ; and, if not very seMonably punished and pn- 
'vented, will not only be a blemish to tStatwhokaoine aooonunodatioit We iaiHid,

Concerning the Civil Liberties and Interost of Our Sabjects, Wephall need to

Gvil Or Ecclesiastical itatc, would easily have been abandoned, especially when

These, and others of no mean ^onsiderationj We bad rather should be vakied

doubting, but thn', as Vv^c have takeji n!l tht-si- occasions to reiidor their condition 
most comfortable and happy, so they will always, in a grateiul and dutiful relation, 
be roady, wkilC^ttilteiidenictt aaddactity, to advance Our KighlB, and preserve 
Our Honour, iqion which thdr own security and subsistence so much depends. 
And Vfe will be so careful, that no particular ahall be presented unto Us for the 
comptcatiii ' p.i.d c tablishin^ that . security, to which We irill not, widi the nme 
readiness, contribute Our best assistance. 

If theae ret^olutlons be the effects of Our present Counsels, (and We take God 
to witness that tbey arc such, and that all Our loving Subjects may ciinru!ent!y 
expect the ben^li: of them from Us,) certainly no ill design upon the I'liblick 
can accompany s'.ich Resolutions, neither will there be greater causo of sfuspicion 
of any Persons preferred by Us to degrees of Honour, and, places of trust anfl 
employment, amce dus Furonient ; and. We must confess, that, amongst Oar mis* 
fortunt- , v t' reckon it not the least, That, having not rttaincd in Our Service, nor 
protected, any one Person, against whom Our Parliatuent haih excepted, during the 
ndhole sitting of it, and having, in all that time, scarce vouchsafed to any man anin- 
'Mnoe of 0«r Grace and Favour, but to such who were under some eminent Charac- 
ter of Ettnnation amongst Our people, there should flO soon be any misundtr^uatid- 
ing, or jealouyie of tiirir hd- iity and uprightness, tsjiecially in a time \vl:;n We 
take all occasions to declare, That We conceive Ourselt only capable of being 
lenred by honest Men, and in honest ways.

tenandng the present Laws, to locksen the Bonds of Uovemment, that all disorder 
and confusion may break-in upon Us; — We doubtDOttbtn Gpd, in his good time, 
will discover them uiua Us i and. the wisdome and oooiage.of Our High-Court of 
I'iulnment "will join with l)a in thdr anpprcanon and. pun^mcot. 

Hiivin'^ now ;aid all lira: We can, to expiesse the clearness and uprightness of 
Our iniiiiiioiis to Our people, and done ail We can to irianitcst those Intentions, 
We cannot but confidently believe that all Our good Subjects will acknowledge Our 
',i»rt to be fully periurmed, both in deeds pa^,and in presfint llvb^utions to do what* 
aoever, with lintiee, may be requirod of Us, and that tbeir quiet and prosperity 
depends now wholly upon themselves, and is iu their own powtr, by yielding ail 
' obedience and due reverence to the JLaw, which is the . inheritance of every subject,

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Being neglected, or dis-esteemed, (under what specious shews soever) a great rtea- 
sure of infelicity, if not an irreparable confusion, must, without doubt, fall upon, 
tiieai.

AnJ I must declare unto you here, that, albeit no King that ever was 
in England, shall be more careful of your Pkivileooss, to niaiiuain thein to the 
uttermost of his power, than I shall be ; yet you must know, that in cases of 
Treason, no person hath a piriviled^'c; and therefore I am come to know, if any of 
those persons;, that were accused, are here. For I must tuil )ou, GcailcuR'n, that, 
so long as those persons that I have accttSed(for no slight crime, but for Treason} 
aie here, I cannot expect that this House can be in the right way that 1 do heartily 
wish It : Tbererore I am come to tell you, that I must have tbem, wheresoe?er 1 
find them. Well ; — since I see all the Birds are flown, I do expect from you that 
you shall send them unto mc as soon as they return hither : But I assure you, ta 
the word of a King, I never did nMadd any force, but shall proceed against diem 
in a l^al and fair way : for 1 never meant any other. 

And now, since I see I cannot do what I came for, I think this na unfit occasion 
to repeat what I have said formerly j That, wharsoever I have done ID&VOUr, and 
lo the good, of my Subjects, I do mean to maintain it. 

I will trouble you no mor^ but tell you. 1 do expect, tf aooft a$4hey «>me to 
the' House, you •will aend them to me: otherwiae I must take tayown'^coune to 
hnd them.

httand; And his Majesty, having placed himself in the Speaker's Chair, did demand

It is this day dechred, by the House of C jminotis, that the siine is a high 
hreach of the 'Rights aid Friviledges of Parliuiueni, and iacoou^ient with the 
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'ZJbercy and Freedom thereof : and therefore this House doth conceive they can* 
not, with the safety of their own Persons, or the indemnity of the Rights and 
Priviledges of Parliament, sit here any longer, without a full vindication of so ' 
high a breach, and a sufficii nt Guard wherein they may confiLk ; for which both 
Hoiues jointly, and this House by itself, have been humble Suitors to his Majestie, 
and caimot as yet obtain. 

Notwithstanding which, this House, being very schmMc of the t^reatest trust 
reposed in them; and especially at this time of the manifold distractions of this 
Kingdom, and the lamentable and distressed condition of the Kingdom of Ireland ; 
doth Oidisr, that this House chaU be Adjouroed until Tuesday next at out of the iioute nf Com.

THE Home of Ldrds was Jjleased on- the thirtieth of December, to send a Mes- 
sage to (he House of Commons, by Sir John Banhs, and Judc:e Hefren, to de5ire 
■a present Conference, by a Committee of both Houses touching matters of danger- 
ous and high consequence. 

And at the Conference, the Lord-Keeper, in the name «f ilieHouteof Peci% 
■delivered as foUoweth : 

That this Petition and Fracestttian of the twelve Bishops, coiiliinin^ meters of 
l^gh and daimooDS Consequence and such as my Lords are TOfjricasible of, and 
%uch as reqtnre a speedy and sodden Resolution ; it extending to the deep en« 
trenching upon the Fundamental ^ri^il^J;;^^ and Iking of Parliament: Therefore 
tlie Lords have thought tit that this nutter, coucerning the whole Parliament, may 
•be commanieated to the Houae of Gemmona;; it being t dung of ao great and as 
general Concernment. 

This being thus communicated to the House of Commons, they came to this 
Resolution, i'o accuse these twelve Bishops of high Treaaon, far caidennNUiag 10 
subvert the fundamental Laws and Being of Parliunenta. 

And Master Glyn was ordered to goe to the Lords, and attlieir Bar, in the name 
of the House of Commons, and all the Commons of England, To accuse these 
12 Prelates of high Treason for endeavouring to subvert the Fundimental Laws of 
ihe Realm, and the very Being of Parliaments, manifested by i^referring that Pe- 
■tttion and Protestation ; And to desire the Lords that they may b« forthwith se> 
questred from Parliament, and put into safe Custody ; and that their Lordships 
would appoint a speedy day for the Commons to charge them, and for tiien W 
answer : tor that the Commons were ready to make good their Charge.

CoDcemiflg the 1 ower of London, His Majesty did not expect, that, having 
nrefeiTed a person * of a known Fortune, and unquestionable Rotation, to that 
IFiiis^ He mumM be pressed to remove turn, without any particular charge ob- 
jected l^ainst him ; and, therefore, returns this Answer : 

That, if, upon due examination, any particular shall be presented to His Majesty, 
wtieKfay it may appear, that His AlajeMy was mistaken in His opinion of this Geo^. 
demo, ami that he is unfit for the Trust ooaunitted to him, His Majesty will make 
no scruple of (Uscharging him ; But, odierwise, Ifis MajcAty is obliged, in justice

to sarisiy and reform the fears of other nien, tlian, by complying with them, press 
His M^esty to any Kesolutioa which may seem so much to seflect upon ius Honour 
and Justice.

HIS Majesty having, with his best care and understanding, perused and coiv. 
ttdered, that which was sent Mm fiom both Houses, for the ordennf; of the Mitiiia,' 

f prcst-nted unto him. to be made an Ordinance of Parliament, by the giving of his 
Royal Asssent,) ;is he can by no means do it for the reasons hereafter mentioned, 
so he doth not conceive him.s: If obliged, by any promisemadc in his Answer of the 
second of this month to the Petition of both Houae% to yield the same. 

His Majesty finds great cause to eccept against the Pirefiice, or Introduction, to 
thiit (^rder, vu.ir'i ron't^cth a most dangerous and despera'e design upon the 
Houtc oi Comni IIS oi late, supposed to be an effect of the bloody counsels of 
Papists nud other ill-atfected persons ; by wliich many may understand (looldng 
upon other Printed Papers lo that purpoie) his cc tiiiig, in Person, to the House 
ot Comntons on the fourth of January, which begot so unhappy a misunderstand* 
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{ngbetveenllini and his People : and, as to that, (though he now believes it , upcn the 
faformatiow waoe yven him, to have been an apparent breach of their privilcdgcianii 
hath ofiered, and is Kady* to npanrthe same for the fiitare by any Act that diall be 

dtsircd of His Majesty ;) yet he must declare, and require to be bellied, that he 
had no other desiga upon that House, or any Member of it, than to leqube, W 
he did, the surrender of the persons of those five Gentlemen whom H!a Majesty had 
the day before accused of High Treason, and to declare that he meant to proceed 
against them legally and jpetdily ; upon which he believed that House would hare 
delivered them up. And His Maji sty calls the Almighty God to witness, that he 
was so % from any intention, or thought, of force, or violence^ although that 
Home had not ddtvered them according to his demuid, or, in any case vfaatao* , 
ever, that he gave tliojc his Servants, and others who then waited on His Majesty, 
express charge and command, tliat they should ^ive no offence to any man ; nay, 
if they recei\ned any provocadoo, or mjury, tiattney abotdd bear it without return ; 
tfid His Majesty ndtber saw nor ijnew, tbat any person of his tnia had any other 
weapons, but such as were suitable to dtetr several conditions, that is, hisPensioncfs . 
and Guards, tliose wi apons with which they usually attend his person to Parlifr 
mentj and the other Gciitlcincn their swords. And, therefore. His Majesty doubts 
not bint his Parliament will be regardful of his honour herein ; that he Aalt not 
undergo any imputation by the rash, or indiscrccr, expressions of any young men 
then m his Train, or by any desperate words utttivJ by others, who iiuj^l.t mingle 
with them without his consent, or approbation. 

For thepersons nominated to be Lieutenants of the several Counties of Eng^ 
hmdmd H'olet, His Majesty is contented to allow that recommendadoo. Onely 
concerning the City of London, and such other Corporarions as, by ancient 
Charters, have, granted luito them, the power of the Militia, Uis Majesty dotii not 
conceive, diat it can stand with justicej or policy^ to alter their govenunott m that 
particular. 

And His Majesty is %\-illing forthwith to grant every of them, (tliat of London and 
those other Corporations excepted,) such Commissions as he hath done this Parlia- 
ment to some Lord-Lie utenanus by your advice. But, if that power be not thought 
enough, but that more shall be thought fit to be granted to these persons turned 
than by the Law is in the CrowTi it-il:, M ij ly holds it reasonable, that the 
same be, by some Law, first vested in liim, wuh power lo trauslerreit to these per- 
sons ; which he will willingly do. And, whatever that power shall be, to avoid all 
iiitnie doubts and qnestions, Uis Majesty desires it nuv be digested into an A^t of 
Bnliament, rather than an Ordinance, so tbat all bis loving subjects may thereby 
particularly know both what they are to do, and what they are to sulioi for their 
neglect; that there be as littie latitude as poi^bie lor lus good subjects to sutler 
unidar anyArbiirary power whatsoever. 

As to the lime desired for the continuance of the powers to be granted, Uis Map 
jestie giveth this Answer, '* lliat He cannot consent to divest Uinuelfe of the just 
pawvfriudi pod ^ the lairescf this Kingdom have ptacsdiaHioi for the de- 
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Tonce of His pcoplf , and to put it into the hands of others forany indefinite time. And, 
since the ground of this Request from hb Parliament was, to remove their prcsetiC 
feares and jealousies, that they might «ith safety apply themselvet to the matter 
'of his Message of the 40th of Januarr, His Majesty hopeth that His Oraoe to them 

since that time in yielding to so many of their desires, and in a^rccinf^ to the Per- 
sons now recommenced to him by his Parliament, and the power before expressed 
to be placed in them, will wholly dispell those teares and j;^alousies, and assureth 
them, that, as His Majesty hath nowapplyed this unusual remedy to their doubts, sft 
( if there shall be cause) Me will continue the same to such time as shall be agrees 
able to the same c;\ri he now exprcsseth towards thetn. 

And, in this Answer, His Majesty is so far from rccecding from any thiog he pro» 
vnsed, or inteailed to gnnt« in ras Answer to the former Petition, that His Majesty 

hath hereby consenf rd to nil thnt v. ;ss then asked of him by that Petition concerning 
the Militia of the Kingdom (except that ol Lomkui, and those other Corporations) 
which Vk'as to put thesameinto the hands of such persons as should be recommended 
unto Him by both Houses of Parliamrnt : And His Majffity doubts not, ' but tiw 
'Pufiamenr, upon well weighing the particulars of this Hfe Answer, Will ^nd dl« 
same more satisfactory to their cmis, and the peace and welfare of ^.\\ Mis good 
Subjects, than the way proposed by this intended Ordinance, to which, for these 
Reasons, His Majesty cannot consent. 

And, whereas His Majesty observes, by the Petition of both E^ouses, presented to 
Him by the Earl of I'vultimt, b'lr Jliumux I leak, and .Sir William Savilc, That 
in some places, some persons bcfjin already to iii> rmi dd!e, of themselves, with the 
Militia, His Majesty expecteth that His Fiu-liament should examine the particulars 
thereof, it behig a matter of high Coocertiment and very great Gaiise<(uence. 

And His Mrjcstv requireth, that, if it shall appear to His Parliament, that any 
penons whatsoever have presumed to command the Militia without lawkil Authority^ 
they nay be piDoeeded-agaiiMi according to Law.

The Dbc^abatioit. 

ALTHOUGH the Expressions in your Majestie's Message, of the second of 
this instant, March, do give just cause of sorrow to us, your faithful Subjects, the 
Lords and Commoos ra Parliament, yet it is not without some mixture of confi> 
dence and hope, considering they proceeded from- the misapprehension of our 
Actions and Intentions ; which, (having no ground of Truth, or reality,) may, by 
your Majestie's Justice and Wisdom, be removed, when yovir Majesty shall be 
fully informed, that tho^e Feares and Jealousies of ours, which your Majesty 
thinks to be csnsetess and- without any just ground, do memntOf and deerly arise 
from those dangers and distempers, into whirh the mischievous and evil Counsels 
about you iiave brought this Kingdom ; And tjiat those other Fears and Jealousies, 
by which your favour, your Royal Presence, and confidence, h»ve been withdrawn 
mm your Parharoeot, have no raundation, of subsistence, in any aetioii, jt nyftfji^ 
or nmcaniage, of ours, but are meerly grounded upon the fafniood and malice 
of those, who, (for the supporting and fomeniing their own wicked designer, 
against the Religion and Peace of the Kingdom,) do seek to deprive your Majesty 
of the Strength and Affection of your People, and them of your Grace and Protection, 
and thereby to subject both yovr Kojal Fomo and the whole Kufdom toniin, 
and destrucdoa. 
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To satisfy your Majetde's judgement and conscience m both these points, we 
desire to make a deer and free Declaration of the causes of oor fcail and jet* 
lousies i which we ofier to your Majesty in these particulars : 

1. That the deslgne of altering Religion, in this, and in your other Kingdoms, 
hath bcMi potrntlv c?.rr!crl-on by tho'^i.' in greatest Authority about you, for divers 
' Jeers together. The Queen's Agent at Home, and the I'ope's agent, or Nuncio, here, 
ai« not onljr evideaces of this dmga, but have been great Actors in it. 

S. That the War with Srotlund was procured to make way for this intent, and 
diieily invited and fomented by the Papistf^ and others Popishly>affected : whereof 
'vebave toaof vridencei^ and eaptdaStf Adrfiee and general eontribuiion to it. 

3. That the Rebellion in Ireland was framed and contrived here In England; and 
that the English Papists were expected to have'ris^ about the same time, \\c have N. Bi 
•evmltntimoniesandadvcrtisementsfinom Ireland ; and tiiat it Lsa co nmon speech 
amongst the Rebels : wherewith concur 6ther Evidenci.s, and observations, of the 
suspicions, meetings, and consultations, the tumultuary and seditious carriage, of 
those of that Religion, in divt-rs parts of this Kingilom, about the time of the 
breaking-out of the Iri^ Rebellion. The deposition of & Connelli/t — the Inform, 
ation (^tf aster Cd/e, Midster,— the Letter of TWtiram U/riMNfe,->the depodtfon 
of Thomas ('<■<:;:' — and many others which we may prodiicr, do all a;;rce in this. 
The publiki- Declaration uf the Lordt, Gentlemen, an^l others of the Pale, that 
Ihey would join with the Rebels, (whom they call thv hhh Army,) or any other, to N.1I. 
recover unto hb Majesty his Royal Prerogative, wrested from him b]f the Ptiritan 
Faction in the Houses of Parfiament in England, and'to maintam die same 
agaiiis; all otlieri:, as also to maintain Episcopal Juri-;dirrl: iii, and the lawfulness 
thereof j these two being Quarrels, upon which his Majeiiie's late Army in the 
North sbould b»e been incensed ^in&t ns. 

The great cause we hAve to doubt, that that latede&ign, styled, The Queen't 
pioiu Intention^ was for tlie alteration of Religion in tliis Kingdom ; for the success 
whereof, the Pope's Nuncio, the Count A'l/se///, enjoiticd i'asiing and Praying 
to be observed every Week by the J^glish Papists } which appeared to us oaa 
of the Original Letters directed by Iwn to a Pnesi in JtoneaMn. . 

Th eboUnes.': of tae Iri.sii Ri bcls, in affirming that they do nothing, but by Autho- 
rity frotii the Kiiig : That they call themselves l/ie Queen's Army : 1 hat the prey, 
or booty, whidi Uiej take from the Eu^Ush, they mark with the Queen's Mark: 
That their purpose was lofionie to Ett^nd, after they had done in IrtUmd, and N. a. 
sundry other tniifgs of this kbd, proved by O'Coaae///, and dtvets others, espe- 
cially in the fore- mentioned Letter from 7>eii'raj» ffhiteembe, the Mayor of 
Kiii.''nle, to his Brother benjamin Iflduombe^ wherein there is this passage, " Tlut 
many other strange spen^es they ntier about Religioa andourCouitcf i^iifiatM^ 
*' which he dares not commit to paper." 

I'hc manifold attempts to provoke Your Majestic's late Army, and the Army 
>df the ScBU, and to laise a Action in the City of Lm^oa. and-othcr pans of the 
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Kingdom : Tliat those who have been Actors in those busincssw, have hnd their 
dependance, their coumenancei and encouragement from the Court } Witness the 
Treason whereof Master Jemin and othen Mmd accosed. 'wtio was tnuBported 

bryond Sr^\ by Warrant iindrr Your Maicf iic's Hand, after Your Majesty had 
given Assurance to your Parliament, tliat Your Majesty had laid a strict com- 
mand upon all your Servants, that none of them should depart 6oni Court : And 
that dangerous Petition, delivered to Captain Leg bj Jtm Majeatie's own Hand, 
accompanied whh a direction, Signed with C. R. 

The false and scandalous accusation against the Lord Kimiolten and the five 
Members of the House of Commons, teoder'd to the Parliament by your Majes- 
rie'a own command, — endeavoured to be justified in the City by your own 
presence and pcrswi-ion, and to be put in exccurion upon their persons, by 
your Majestic's d^nund of them, in the House of Commons, in so terrible and 
violent a manner as far exceeded all former breaches of Privilcdges of Pariia* 
mcnt, acted by your Maiestj, or any of your Predecessors: And (whaiaoeter 
your own intentions were,) divers bloody and desperate persons, which attended 
your Majesty, discovered their afiectior.s and rcs(.)luttons to have massacred 
and destroyed the Members of that House, if the ab&tnce of those persons ac- 
cused bad not, by God's providence, stopt the giving of that uord, which they 
expected, for the setting them up'jn that barbarous and bloody act : — The Listing 
of so many Officers, Souldicrs, and ethers, — putting them into pay and under

That the 
Lord L'ii^i'jf had ;;ppearcd in a warlike manner at Kut^xioj. upon TftaDirs, to the 
terrour and alright of your Majesiie's good Subjects, and the disturbance ot the pub- 
like peace of the Kmgdom ; and that, therefore, the Lords shotdd be moved to re- 
quire hia attej-daiice ; — he should, ni.verthelt :.s, l e of that credit with your M^j:: ry, 
a* to be sent-away by your own Warrant to Sir J ofm PeunhigloH to land him 
beyond the Sea from whence he vented his own traiterous conceptions, *- That 
your Ivlajt^y should declare yourself, and reiiro to a place of fiicnjith in this 
Kingdom," as il your Majesty could not be ^alc among your people : And, withall, 
took that tnnsoendcnt boldnie««« to write to the Queen, offiEtiog to entertain cor- 
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Kspondency her Majesty by Cyphers, intimating some amice vluch he 
might do ia those Parts, for whicli he desire. I your Majestie's instrucdons ; where- 
by, in probability, he intended the procuring of some foreign Force, to strengthen 
tour Majesty in that coiuiitiun into which he wouM hare twought you : 'Whidi 
nlie and maU'cious counsel and advice, we have great cause to doubt, made too 
deep an impression on your Majesty, considerinp the course you are pleased to take, 
of ahsenting yourself fr -ni your ParlianKiit, and cr l r\i.iq the Prince witli vou ; 
which seems to express a purpose in your Majesty, to keep yourself in a readjoess

The manifold Advcrtiwi'icnts, which we have had from Rome, Fenhtt Pwitg 
and other parts, thar th< / still expect, that yuur Majesty has some great dedga ni 
handj for the altering c 1 Religion, and the breaking the neck of your Parliament : — 
TiM 70U will yet find means to compaw that Dea^ chat the Pope'a JUtmem 
ktth aoHidiBd Ae Kmgs of jnnmoeand Spaine to lend your Majesty four thousand 
'BMBafiece^ to help to maintain your Roplty against the Parliament. And this 
FdKign force, as it is the most pernicious and malignant Design of all the rest, so 
hope h is, and shall always be, farthett finm-your Majestie's thoughts ; because 
no man can believe that you will give>up TOOr people and Kingdom to be spoiled, 
by strangers, if you did not likewise intoid to change both your own Proressioa 
in Relipiim and the pubiick Profession of the Kingdom, that so you might still be 
more assured of the assistance of those Foreign States who are attached to the 
Popfeh Religion, for your future support and defence. 

These are some of the grounds of our fears and Jealousies, which made us so 
earnestly to implore your royal Authority and Protection for our dcflnce and se- 
curity, in all the ways of Humility and submission; which beinf^ dcry-'d by your 
Mjyest^, seduoedby evil Couuel* we do (with sorrow for tlic great nd unavoid- 
able misery wad dmger which thereby is like to fall upon your own person and 
your Kingdom^) *pply ourselves to the use of that pcwtr, for tl;e sccirity and 
defence of both, which, by the fundamental Laws and Constitutions of this Kin^' 
dom, resides in us ; yet sdll resdving to keep ourselves whhm the bounds of 
faithfulncf and allegiance 10 your sacred Perron ?.nd your Crown : so that, as to the 
aecond ^irt of Jealousies and fears of Us, cxprcst by your Majesty, we shall give a 
shorter, but as true and as faithful an Answer. 

Whereas, Your Majes^ is pleased to say, that, as to your residence neere the 
you wish It nught be so safe and honourable that you had no citise 
to absent yourself from IPhitehall. — This we take ns the greatest breach of Pnvi- 
ledge of J'jrliiniciU that can be offered i — As the heaviest misery to yourself, and 
imputation upon us, that can be hnagmed ; — And the most mischievous effect of 
evil Counsels. It roots-up the strongest foundation of the safety and honour 
which your Crewa affords ; It seems, as much as may be, to cast upon the Farlhu 
Uicnr fuch a charge as is incomistent with the nature of that great Council, being 
the Body whereof your Majesty is the Head : it strikes at the very being, bc ih 
of Kbg and Farloment; depnvmg your Majesty, m your owii apprehension, of 
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ihcir Fidelity, and them of your Pit»tection; which arc the mutual bands and sup- 
ports of Government and Subjection, 

We hare, according to your Majcstie's desire, laid our hands upon our beftri»t 
we have asked ourselves, in the strictest oxnmination of our Consciences ; we haw 
searcht our afFtctioiis, our thoughts ; considered our Actions: and we fin il none 
that can give your Majesty any Just occasion to absent yourself from It Idlehall 
and the Fbrlbinent $ but that you may, t*lth more hoBoar'«ad safety, cootiDae 
there than in any other piace.^ 

Your Majesty kys a general tax upon us. li" you will be graciously plea&eJ to 
let us know the particulars, ve dldl'givc a okar and satisfactory Answer: BtiC 
what hope can we have of ever giving yoar Majestic saiis&ctioDt wbeBtbo(epam> 
culars vtiich you have been made to believe were h-ue,' did, nevertheless, when they 
were produced and niiitlc known to us, app.-.ir tn be tai.-;:; aiul your Mj^csty, not- 
withstanding, will neither punish nor produce the Authors, but j^o-on to contract new 
Jealousies and Fears, upon general and uncertain grounds, allbrding us np means, or 
pobs^biliiy, of particular Answer, to the cltvrinj^ of ourselves: For pnwf wliereof^ 
we beseech your ^Taics^yTo consider these In^^tanccs.

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Mctions for the above-mentioned accusadoo* and ^poar OVA coming, to the Con> 
moos lipase, that Uouae received from your Mnettf a gracious Message, that 
jovi woutdalways have as great care of their Privi(e<Iges as ofyour own Preror;ative ; 

atui rtf the sa'ety ot thc-ir persons, as of that of your own children. That whicli we 
«xpect i— which will j^ive us assurance, that you have no thought, but of peace, and 
jintice to your People -must be aome leal effect cf your goodness to (Jnfmt ia 
grantinj^ thcie things which the present necessities of the Kinf^dom do enforce us to 
desire : And, in the first place, tliat your Majesty will be graciously pleased to 
put from you those wicked and mischievous CouuscUors which have caused all 
these dangers and distiacdoios, and to continue your own Residence, and thf 
Prioe^ near Lonflm and the Farfiament : which, we hope, will be a happy b6> 
ginning of contentmi^nt and confidence betwixt your Majesty and your People, and 
be followed with many succeeding blessings of Honour and Greattkess to your 
Majesty, and oCaccuirtyand proap e rity to uiea.

These considerations threaten so great danger to your Majestie's Person, and 
to all your Dominions, that, as your Majestie's great Council, they hold it 
necessary to represent to You this their faithful Advice, that so, wbatao* 
ever, folknreth, tbey may be excused befixe God and man, 
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JJis Majf/^tie's Speech to the Committee, on the ninth of March, 
1641, iiUin they presented the D^cLAUArxuN oj' both UovsKs of 
PAtt|.IAMBNT, at NKWMAfiKET. 

I AM eonfident that you cxprct net that I should give you a«peedy Answer to this 
Stfannand unexpected Declaration; And 1 am sorry that, (in tne I^traction of this 
Kngdom,) you should think this way of Address to be more conrenient than 
that pripcscd by my Message, nf the tiOth of January last, to both Houses.

G in his pood tinv, will, I hope, disccvef the secrets and bottoms 
of all rUns aiul Treasons j and then 1 shall stand right in the eyes of all my 
People. In the mean time, I must tell you, f hat I rather expected a Vindicaokiil, 
ior the Imputation laid on roe in Master Pym's Speech* than that uef more ge> 
nenl Rumours and Discourses should get credit with you. 

For my Fears and Doubts, I did not think they should have been thought so 
groundless, or trivial, while so many Seditious Pamphlets, and Sermons, are looked- 
upoD, and so grczt Tuti^ults are remember'd, unpunished, uninquireJ into. I 
still confess my I'cars, nnd call God to witness, ThsU they are greater for the true 
Protestant Profession, my l\up!c, and the Laws, than for my owTi Rights or 
Safety ; though I must tell you, 1 conceive that none of theic are fre>: from danger. 

What would you hare I J-iavc I violated your Laws I Have I denied lo pass any 
one ffili, for the ease and secority of my Subjects? I do net idc you, what you 
have done for Mo. 

Have any of niy People been transported with Fears and Apprehensions ? I hate 
offered as free and general a Pardon as yourselves can do-ioo. AH this cona* 
dered. There i> a Judgement from Heaven upon this Nation, if these Oiatnctiaa* 
continue. 

God so Jj;d wit'. ' To ar..! ?.Ti;ic as ull my thoughts and Intentions arc upright 
for the maintenance of the true Protestant Profession, and for the Observatioa 
and Preservation of the Laws of this Land: And I hope God will Uen wd 
assist those F.asx s f >r v.r,- I'l enervation .

Whosoever 
looks over that Message ( which was in efiect to tell Us, That, if We would noc 
join with them in an Act which. We conceived, might prove prejudicial and dan- 
gerous to Us and the whole Eui^domc, they would make a Law without Us^ 
and impose it upoo Our People) will not think that sudden Answer can be exocp* 

tcd-to. 

Wr hive little encouragement to Rcplyes of this nature, when W(B ai9tloIdof 
how little value Our words are like to be with you, though they come accompanied 
with all the Actions of Love and Justice, where there is room for such Actions to ac« 
company them. 'V'et We cannot but disavow the having any such evil Counsel, or 
Couiuelloursi about Us, to Our knowledge, as are mentioned ; and, if any such be 
discovered. We will leave tiiem to the Censure and Judgement of Our I^»'lfaolent. 
In the mean time. We could wish, that Our owne immediate Actions, which We 
avow, and Our own Honour, might not be so roughly censured and wounded, 
voder that common style of Evil Cuunsellours. 

For Our Faithful and. zealous affection to the true Protestant Fh>£essioo, and 
Our RBololian to-cnicar with Our P^fiament in any po6s9>le coune for the pro> 
pagatkn of ix and the auppression of Poixry, We can say no more than Wc have 
already expressed in our Declaration to ail Our loving Subjects, published in Janu- 
ary last, by the advice of Our Frivy-Coundl i in which We endeavoured to make 
as lively aConl'ession of our Self in this point, as we were able, being most assured, 
that the constant Practice of Our Life hath been aubwer^ble theicuato: And there- 
fore We did rather expect a Testimony and acknowledgment of such Our Zeal 
and Piety, than those Expressions which We meet-with in this Dedaiatioo, of any 
dengoe of altering Religion iadiis Kingdom.

THE Lords and Common? ; being deeply sensible of theimspeakabic calamities 
which his Miijcslie's good Subjects of the Kinj:dom of /rp/anrf doe now fuHer, by 
thebarbarouscrueliies and massacres committed by the Rebels there; and conceiving 
llwse printed Propositions berewitb aeDt(whicbai«catified bv HisMajesde's Royal Ab> 
aeot, and the munumouBapprobatkm of both Houses of ParuamentJ doe undoubtedly 
K'nd to the speedy and effectual reducing of thns«j bloody HcIk Is, the propagating 
of the Protestant Religion, the augmendng of the greatnewie and the Ri wnue of 
die Crowne of England^ and the establishmg of an happy and firm Peace for the

b "ek. And, if this Letter come to your hands afii^r the Assizes, then to appoint 
such tiiiu'S and places as may best speed t!us service. And further, your selfe, and 
the Justices of Pc-dcc, tlie Ministers of God's Word, and perBODB quality vithhl> 
your County, are hereby earae>dy desired to shew themselves active and exempfaxy 
in advancing this great and pious work; 11s a service tending so much to the 
glory of God. the honour and profit of His ry, and the peace and tranquillity 
of his three Kingdoms tor the future. And you arc likewise to infL-raie those that 
shall under-write, that the Act of Furliament (whicli His Majesty hath promised to 
passe for the settling of those two Millions and a halfe of Acres) is already in hand, 
and that the Lands are to be divided so indiffi rcntly by Lot amongst them that 
undcr-write, that no one man whatsoever shall have marc respect, or advantage, 
than another, in division.

HIS Majesty being now upon His Remove to His City of ybr/S, where he intends 
to make His Keadeoce £» some tinie^ thinka fit to srad tbia Message to both 
Bouses of Btriiaraent. 

That He doth very enrnc^tly drsirc, th:\t they will use all possible industry in 
expediting the businesse ot lieland^ in uhicli tliey shall find so cheerful a concur- 
vence by His Majesty, that no inconvenience shall happen to that Service by His 
absence, He having all that Passion for the reducing of that Kingdom, which He 
hath expressed in his former Messages, and being unable by words to maniftat 
more aficction to it than He hath endeavoured to do by tliose Messages (having 
likewtae done all such Acts as he hath been moved unto by his Parliament ). There- 
Ibie, if the MMfettnnes and CabmMm of Hia poore Ftoteatant Subjects there shall 
gnnr upon tben (though HisMgea^ shall be deeply concened tOt and aeMibie 
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oftbdr •offerinjp) be shall wash hk InndB Ix£m all the World finom dw leM 
imputuioD of sluknesse in that most neosMry and pious work. 

And, that ICs Majesty may leave no way uoattempted, which may beget a good 
utiderstanding between him and his Parliament, he thinks it necessary to Declare, 
That, as he hath been so tender of the Priviledgesof l*arliament that he hath been 
ready and forward to retract any Act of his 0W1I» which, he hath been informed, 
feath I'rencht upon their Priviledges, ao he ei^iectsan equal teodernesse in them of 
His Majestie's known and unquesdonable Priviledges (which are the Priviledges of 
the Kingdom) amongst which, he is assured, it is a fundamental One, " That His 
Subjects cannot be Obliged to Obey any Act, Order, or Injunction to which Hit

TOUR Maje«ie*s most humble and faithful Subjects, the Knights, Citizens, and . 
Baigessesof the CommoDS House of Parliament, having ooosidered Your Majes- 
tie's Reply to their Answer, touching such persons as have been licensed by Your 
Majesty to pasS ioltQ- Ireland, do most humbly bcs'j.ch Your M ijcsty to Ix-licve, 
that they shall always with thankfubess and joy receive from Your Majesty any 
satisfactory Answer to their just requests; And, as they hope, they shall find in 
Your Mnitsiy a renclincss? to roctifie tbosc thint;? which iiave been done to their 
prejudice, so will tlicy bj carcKil to remove all a|)pi\hcii ions ol their Actions, or 
Speeches, which may seem to cast any di.shono jr upon \ our Majesty. 

For Your Majestie's better satitfiKtion concerning the positive affirmation, that 
many of the chief Commanders now m the head of the Rebels (after the Ports were 
atopped by Order of both IIou cs) have been aulfereJ to passj by Your Majestie's 
immedi:.tp Warrant : iSIay it please Your Majesty to consider that therein they - 
have ailu mcd nothing but what they had cause to believe was true; thegrounn 
whereof they humbly present to Your Majesty. 

The first ground IS this, that both Mouses of Parliament, (havins;, upon Your 
Miijcsiie's comraendaiicn, taken into their care the suppression ot ti e Rebellion of 
Ireland) had reason to be especially watchful over tlie Ports, becau«e the Re- , 
bets, abounding in numbers of men tor the most part ignorant of the use of their 
Arincs, coulJ by no nuans btcomc dantv '"'^Js or formidable to this KirirJonie, 
but by the acciisse of Souidicrs and Cuiniuujidcrs, wherewith ihcy were like to be 
fbmisiied «iher out of i'W/nce or F/ond^rs; from both which places the passage 
into Inland is q>eedy and an through tbisKingdome. And th(.-r<.fore tiiey couud 
not choose but be very sensible of whatsoever gave liberty, or oppartuniiy, to such 
a p.l^^a as of a very luirtful and d.ingt^rnus t;ri. ia:if.' : I'ur prcvcmion wliereof 
they tMt upon the seventh of ^ovtmbtr, agree upon an Ordc-rj aud restrain all pas>

trusted to make those LicenoeB. 

A second ground, that the other Licences granted to the Lord DeMn, and then 
ackno\vlcd(;ed by Your Majestie's Answer, were such (br>ih in regar.l of the per- 
sons to whom they were granted, and the extent of the words in which ihey were 
"granted,) as were apt to pnodiice such an cfiect as is mentioned in that postfite 
Affirmiition, that is, to open a way for the passage of Papis:s, and otht r dangerous 
persons, to join witli the Rebels, and to be Heads and Commanders amongst them; 
which is thu5 proved 

The Warrant granted to Colonel Butler, smce the order of restraint by both 
'Houses of RurGament, did extend to all Vona of Engtand and Scotland, and did 
give free passage to himself and to his Company, wirhout any qviilificalion of per- 
•fions, or Linutatkms ot Number: and this Colonel (who was hiinseile a Papist, and 
Jnda Brother who was m Rebellion, and was a General of the Rebels in Mumur,') 
■was expected and very much desir^ by those Rebels} who, for a long.tiiQe« kept 
a Regiment to be commanded by him, as we have been credibly mibrmed. 

The St cond was L^ran' cd to a Son of the Lord A'citei ^Jit'!.l ; which Lord hadfour 
Sons in 7v)g/<f»(^ since the RebeUion, one ot which Ls seiiled in i,Vi§^/a«d, and the 
three others intended to passe into Ireland % and who were all dangerous persooSa 
ban;;; Papists, bred in the Wars, in the service of the ILiog of S^ofn } and one cf 
them was la'.f ly become a Jesuit. 

The third, grata .d to the Lord Dehin, extends to htmsclfe and foure persons 
more, unnamed. One of (hose who should have past with him, is taken to be a Jesuit} 
and another, who calls lumself PkmdiMt seems to be a man of some breeding and 
quality, and like to have been serviceable to the Rebeli^ and to have done niscbief, 
il he iiad gone-over. 

The fourth granted to Sir George Hamilton, and three more persons unnamed* 
This Gentleman is likewise a profect Papist, and may be doubted to be of the prtj 
of tbe Rebels, one of that Name bring mentioned m the instnicdona of Sempi/l the 
Jesidt, amongst divets other dan^-erous persons of the Popish party in AVo//f7>jt/ 
and Ireland ; which uistructions were found in a sliip stayed in Comwall, which 
!i>aa going into Ireland with divers Jesuits, Souldieis, and others, far the encou- 
ragement oJ the Rebels. 

A third ground is this, That, by virtue and authority of these Lici nces, several 
persons have passed-over, who are now in Actual RiUtllion, and j^y tied with 
the Rebels} and some have command amongst them : which is litus proved. 

One Captam Sntim did, by virtue and authority of your Majeatie's licence, 
embark at fniitthareu, in the company of Colonel Butler, and was driven-back 
by foul wiiLtI.er ; Whtrtupon the Colonel stayed, and went to Cheater ; but that 
Captain re-embark -d himself in the same BoltDII^ and passed into Ireland, where 
he went into KE.bellioi>, with the Lord Xwinn^, and hath since obtained the place 
^ a Colond auon^si the Rebels } as we aie very credibly tofanned^

Two of the Sans of the Lord t/n </;('ld, one a Jesuite, and the other a Soul* 
dier, passed into Jreland, ia December last| both of them by. virtue of your 
Majestie's Warrant, ts we have cause to believe ; for that they went both together 
in one Ship, and the Licence, ackno\vlcd>;cd to be granted by your Warrant, must 
needs he j^ramed to one of them, seeing that the other Brother, who lately endea- 
voured to pa^s-ovcr, did produce no Licence* and, upon his EwmiiMition, doth 
absolutely deny that he had any. 

A fourth ground, (whieh we humbly ofrer to your Majesty,) is this. That your 
Majesty cannot be assured, that no other d; ! p.isH upon yur LicciKt,-, as your Ma- 
jetty doth conceive, and is pleased to cxprc;^ in your Answer, aud that we had 
great cause to believe, that dSvera others had paaed-over by your Warrant, bendet 
the persons afore-mcntioned, and tliar, for these reasons ; 

1. Because we received such a general information, that divers, now in the head 
of the Rebels, were passed by your Majestie'a Licence, which (bdng true in part, 

and easy to he effected, in rec:ard of the Nature and ex'em of the Watrant^-, and 
probable to be attempted, in regard of the subiilty and vi^Uancy of that party, to 
matte use of all advantages,) seemed to deserve credit ; which we should not IttTO 
^ven to it, if it had been a naked information, without such circumstances. 

U. Because we had concurring Advertisements, from Ireland and Chester, that 
dfareit Priests, Jesuits, and Popish Commanders, had pnesed-over, and were landed 
there ; and particularly aome of Colonel Jiiuler's Company ; and that the officera 
of thePbrtt had kept no Entry of die names of thesepenoos, or of the Wanants 
kj which they were transported. 

These Instances, we hope, will be sufficient toperswade your Majesty to believe, 
.tha^aa wehadsomecanse to give cretKttothe sdd Informations, ao we tiad no inteft- 
tion to mr:ke any 31 USe of them to your Majesiie's dishonour, but did impute the 
blame to your Ministers, who might have betu more careful to have informed your 
Majesty of the Quality of those persons, named in your Licences, and so to have 
limited them, thatth^ nqght not haveeatended to otfaeia* at they did, howmaiiy 
and dangerous soever. 

And they pray your Majesty to rest assured, that they shall always be tenderof 
your Honour and Ueputation with your good Subjects ; and for this cause have 
made this true Declaration of the full state of this matter, that they may think no 
otherwise of it than the truth: and in all things they shall labour to establish a good 
utiderstanding and confidence betwixt your Majetty and your people j which 
they heartily desire and pray for, as the chiefest means of preaernng thebooouri 
fafie^, and prosperity 9» your Majesty and your lun^dom. 
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Majf";! tf's Anszrcr to a Messacre seut to Him hjf the House of 
Commons, couccnung Licences granted by Uim to persons ta goe • 
into Irslano. 

HIS Majesty hath seen and considered the Messsage presented to Hiui by the 
Lord Campion and MwtM l}"'jn/on, the nineteenth of March, 1641, at Fori,, 
Touching such penoni u have been Ijcenspd by His Majes^ to paaK into 
Inland. 

Though He will not inskt upon what Kttfo Reason they hid to suspect that some 
ilUaflect^ persons had passed into Ireland, lindar colour of His Majesde's Licence 
(Iderenoes, slender Fk»o6 to gnund belief iqMo) yet He must needsaTow, That, 

for any thing that is yt declared, He cannot sec any ground why Master Piim

inuch as in R '. b( llion (much leise b Ae beMof tbeRd)d«)to whom His Majesiie. 
bath given Licence. 

And therefore, according to His Majestie's Reply upon that Subject, His Majesty 
expects. That His I Touse of Commons should publish such a Declaration, whereby 
this mistaking may be cleared: That so all the World may see His Majestie's 
Caution in giving of Passes; and likewise, That His Miniaten b*ve not abused 
His Maiestie's Trust, by any surreptitious Warrants. 

Andbstly. Hb Majesty expects. That hence^Ntb diere be more Waruwaaa 
used, before such pubiick Aspersions bc Udf unletstbe Grounds be befbre-hand 
better warranteU by sufiicient Prooft.
